trious Houſe, will always exact from me. Your Majeſty's goodneſs 
of heart, and other virtues, takes from me the power of flattery ; 
and I hope you will believe me moſt fincere, when I beg Your 
permiſſion to aſſure You, that was not Your amiable character as 
ſtriking to the 2 as it can poſſibly appear to me, Vou 
have nothing within Vour power, that could bribe me to become 
a ſycophant. I therefore flatter myſelf You will be perſuaded 
that I ſpeak my ſentiments, in this. proteſtation of my duty, even 
when I beg leave to remind You, that no Family in Your domi-

kingdoms, has received fewer favours from the Crown. What this 
misfortune ariſes from, would ill become me to enquire ; but 
tis no ſmall alleviation to be conſcious, that no one has been more 


attached to their Sovereign, or on all occaſions readier to convince 


Your Majeſty of it. And I beg Your Majeſty's permiſſion (in 
this publick manner) to afſure You, that as my attachment to 
Your Royal Perſon and Family, is founded on the moſt diſintereſted 
principles; ſo neither the frowns of Fortune, not any other event, 
that may happen to deprive me of Your Majeſty's favour 
and protection, can ever ſhake that known duty, and zeal, 
which I always have, and ever ſhall profeſs to owe to You and 
Yours. Theſe, SIR, are the ſentiments of a man, who by 


a long experience finds he has little to expect; and who can 


have no wiſhes beyond that of the greateſt proſperity for his King 
and Country. Overcaſt and gloomy as our horizon at preſent ap- 
pears, I bleſs God we have yet the glorious proſpect of not only 


retrieving the loſt honour of Britain, but of carrying her reputa- 


tion beyond the greateſt examples of our Anceſtors. This, S1 R, 
is a taſk worthy of a Prince, who ſtands confeſſed by every rank 
of his people, to be the worthieſt Perſonage amongſt them; and 
I doubt not but every true Briton, in gratitude for this bleſſing, 
will, at this critical juncture, eſteem the country that gave us fo 
good, ſo worthy a King, as placed in the heart of our own. 
I have preſumed to add tv this, ſome account of the Marquiſs's 
family, whoſe origin is derived from the fame country, that is 
honoured by being Yours. I moſt humbly beg Your Ma- 
jeſty's pardon, for detaining You thus long; and that You will 
permit me again to aſſure You, my ſincereſt wiſhes will always be, 
that You may ever be ſerved with the zeal and fidelity Your 
goodneſs deſerves.

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H E original of the family of Du Burgh, is deduced from Charles the Gs 
Great, king of France, ſon of Pepin, ſon of Charles Martel, who having and emperor. | 
ſubdued the kingdom of the Lombards and Saxons, conquered the Ba- 
varians, and vanquiſhed the Saracens of Spain, was crowned emperor of the Weſt 
by pope Leo the third on Chriſtmaſs-day, in the year 800, and died at Aquiſ- 
grain, otherwiſe Aix la Chapelle in Germany, the 28th of January, 814, leaving 
a numerous iſſue, of whom the fifth ſon Charles duke of Ingelheim (a German city Churtes duke 
near the Rhine, the birth-place of his father) by his wife Juliana, daughter of Ingelheim. 
Rowland, fiſter's ſon of Charles the Great, and general of his army, had a fon” 
Rowland, the father of Croiſe, otherwiſe called Godfrey, and Gratian, defender Rowland 
of the chriſtians in the holy war againſt the infidels in Paleſtine. He was father — 
to Baldwin the firſt, whoſe ſon Baldwin the ſecond was founder of the houſe of Baldwin. 
Blois in France (as appears from the records of Bologne in Picardy, and in the 
tower of London) and alſo progenitor of this noble family of Burgh, by his ſon 1 
John earl of Comyn, and baron of Tonſburgh in Normandy, who being general John earl of 
of the king's forces, and ſupreme governor of his chief towns, was from thence On. 
ſurnamed De Burgo, the word Burgus in Latin, ſignifying a town or fort *. 
His iflue were two, a ſon Harlowen, and a daughter Millecent, married to Fulk - 
earl of Anjou, who ſucceeded him in the kingdom of Jeruſalem in 1131, and 
was killed by a fall from his horſe in 1142, and left the kingdom to his brother 
Almericus, who died in 1174, as did his ſon Baldwin the fourth in 1185, 
leaving no iſſue. | 507 FELT 

Harlowen De Burgo founded the abbey of Greſteim in Normandy, and died Hulowen. 
before his father John earl of Comyn, and having married Arlotte, mother of 
William duke of Normandy conqueror of England, had iſſue two ſons, Robert 
(anceſtor to the earl of Clanricarde) and Odo biſhop of Bajeux in Normandy, 
created earl of Kent in England, half brothers to the conqueror, whom they ac- 
companied in his Engliſh expedition, and for their ſervices in the conqueſt were 
amply rewarded with lands and honours, Robert being created in 1068, earl of 
Cornwall, with a grant of 793 manors, and Odo created earl of Kent. | 
Robert earl of Cornwall married Maud, daughter to Roger De Montgomery Robert earl | 

earl of Shrewſbury, by whom he had one ſon, William earl of Cornwall, the father Cn. 
of Adelm, and John, the younger of whom had iſſue Hubert De Burgo, earl of 
Kent, one of the greateſt ſubjects of Europe in the reignsof Richard the firſt, John, 


AIIt is proper to obſerve here, that all the French families of this name till continue to write it De Bourg, 
and in Latin De Burgo ; after the Du Burgh's removed from Normandy to England, they alſo wrote De 
Burgo and ſometimes De Burgh, in order to accommodate the word to the Engliſh or Saxonic accent; but, 

in proceſs of time to give their name an Engliſh termination, they wrote Bourke. |

Ihe Pedigree of DE BURGH, 
and Henry the third, x and Adelm the elder ſon was father, by Agnes daughter 
of Lewis the ſeventh king of France, of William Fitz-Adelm, who (ſays Sir 
Richard Cox, p. 32d of his hiſtory) © founded one of the beſt and nobleſt 
« families ot England, which hath yielded many brave and worthy men, that 
« have proved eminently ſerviceable to their king and country, whereby their 
te names, eſtate, and family, are preſerved in great honour and reputation to this 
& day”) which William was highly in the eſteem of king Henry the ſecond, to 
whom he was ſteward, and on the reduction of Ireland, ſent with Hugh de Lacie, 
to take the ſubmiſſion of Roderic O Connor king of Connaught, and of the king 
of Meath, which they did at the river Shannon. He was made governor of 
Wexford, and upon the king's return into England, entruſted with the manage- 
ment of all his affairs indreland ; and in 1175, in a ſynod of the biſhops and 
clergy at Waterford, publiſhed the decree or þull, and the privileges granted by 
pope Alexander the third, in confirmation of the bull of pope Adrian the fourth, 
conſtituting the king lord of Ireland. In 1177, being appointed governor of the 
kingdom, he was attended into Ireland with twenty gentlemen of the king's 
houſhold, having John de Courcy, Robert Fitz-Stephen, and Miles de Cogan 
aſſigned to be his aſſiſtants and council for the better execution of his office; and 
artiving at Wexford, he was met by Reymond Le Groſſe, who there reſigned the 

vernment to him. | | | i 

That year (or the enſuing one) by the king's command, he founded the famous 
monaſtery of St. Thomas Becket the martyr near Dublin, called Thomas's-court, 
for canons regular of the order of St. Victor, which charter received the king's 
confirmation at Oxford, and continued in force till the diſſolution of the mo- 
naſtery. | 

In 1178, he was recalled to England, being ſucceeded in the government by 


Hugh de Lacie, and in 1179 obtained great part of the province of Connaught, 


which was chiefly governed by his family for many years. In 1189 (1 Richard I.) 
he was made ſheriff of Cumberland, and fo continued for nine years. In 
the year 1200, he founded the abbey of Athaſſil in the county of Tipperary, 
for canons regular of the order of St. Auguſtine, dedicated to St. Edmund king 
and martyr (where he was buried) and coming from England in 1204, died in 
Munſter that year, or the beginning of the next. He married farſt Iſabel, natural 
daughter of king Richard the firſt, and widow of Llewellyn prince of Wales, by 
whom he had Richard his ſucceſſor. 


Richard lord Richard De Burgo, ſurnamed'zhe Great, who ſucceeded, was lord of Con-

naught and Trim, was a perſon of great honour and efteem, and held many fair 
poſſeſſions in England and Ireland, as Matthew Paris writes, by the conqueſt of 
bis moſt noble father, and to him king John, the 17th of September x27 5, 
granted for. his homage and ſervice all the land of Connaught, which his father 


| held of the crown, at the yearly rent of three hundred marks, which grant in 


1218 (3 of Henry the III.) for the fine of one thouſand pounds was confirmed 
to him and his heirs after the death of the then king of Connaught, one moiety 
thereof being gra-ited to him for life. Alſo the 12th of June 1225, a writ was 
directed to William earl Mareſhall lord juſtice, to ſeize on the whole country of 
Connaught, forfeited by O Connor, and to deliver it to Richard De Burgo, at the 
rent of three hundred marks for the firſt five years, and after of five hundred 

pounds yearly, except five choice cantreds of land near Athlone (ſuppoſed to be 
reſerved for the ſupport of that garriſon) which was confirmed to him by charter,

Richard * the ſecond earl of Ulſter, uſually called from his complexion the Richard the 
Red Earl, was educated for ſome years in the court of king Henry the third, ſcnd el. 
and had ſuch large poſſeſſions, that he was the moſt powerful ſubje& in Ireland. 
In 1273, after purſuing the Scots into their own country, who had made an in- 
curſion attended with great cruelty into that kingdom, deftroying many of 

them and waſting their lands, he was made general of all the forces in Ireland, 
Scotland, Wales, and Gaſcoigne. In 1286, he ſubdued all his oppoſers in Con- 
naught, took hoſtages of O Neile and O Donel, diſpoſſeſſed Donel Me Brian 
O Neile of his principality, and gave the government and chief name of Ulſter, to 
Neile Kulanagh O Neile. In 1288, pretending title to the lordſhip of Meath, 
he beſieged Theobald de Verdon in the caſtle of Athlone, and at the inſtigation 
of Walter Lacie, advanced with a great army to Trim. In x 290, he aſſiſted the 
lord juſtice Veſcy to ſuppreſs O Hanlon the great diſturber of the government 
in Ulſter ; and in the parliament held at Dublin 1 295, fat the firſt nobleman, 
being alſo in all comrniſſions and parliament rolls named before the lords juſtices. 
In 1296, he aſſiſted the king in Scotland, as he did again in x 299, attending him 
in his beſt array with horfe and armour, and a third time in 1303, accompanied 
with Sir Euſtace Le Poer and a conſiderable army, making before his departure 
thirty-three knights in the caſtle of Dublin, and returned in 1305. In the year 
1300, he founded a monaſtery for carmelites at Loughreagh, built the caſtle of 
Ballymote and Caſtle-connel in the county of Sligoe, as in 1301 he did hat of 
Corran in Sligoe, in 1305 that of Grenecaſtle in Iniſowen, and in 1310 zhar of 
Sligoe. And after performing many very fingular ſervices to the crown, was pre- 
ſent (though infirm with age and ſickneſs) in 1326, at a parliament held in EI 

kenny on Whitſunday, where he entertained the nobility in a magnificent manner, 
and bidding them a long farewel, retired to a monaſtery, where he died the 28th 
of June, and was there buried, leaving iſſue by Margaret, daughter to John De 

Burgo baron of Lanvile (fon of John, ſon of Fohn, ſon of Huber earl of Kent, 
who was firſt couſin to William Fitz-Adelm) five ſons and ſor daughters, viz.

William the William the only ſon, was born in 1312, and in 1326 ſucceeded his grand 


father, was the third carl of Ulſter ; he was knighted at London on Whitſunday 
1328, and the next year fat in the parliament held in Dublin; but was murdered 
on Sunday the 6th of June 1 333, by Robert Fitz-Richard Mandeville (who gave 
him the firſt wound) and other his ſervants, near to h Foords, in going towards 
Carrickfergus, in the twenty- firſt year of his age, at the inſtigation (as was ſaid) 
of Gyles De Burgo, wife of Sir Richard de Mandeville, in revenge for his having 
impriſoned her brother Walter and others. . | | 
His wife and only daughter hereupon retired to England, and ſo barbarous a 


fact cauſed loud exclamations in Ireland, the lord juſtice called a parliament, by 


whoſe advice he failed the firſt of July to Carrickfergus, but before his arrival 
the country people had deſtroyed the murderers with their abettors, killing in one 
day above three hundred, and in all pardons granted. about that time a clauſe 
was. inſerted, Excepting the Death of William, /ate Earl of Ulſter. His eſtate, by 
reaſon of his daughter's minority, was ſeized into the king's hands, and ſo un- 
ſettled was the kingdom at that time, that two years after a liberate of twenty 


marks was granted to Jo hn Morrice eſcheator of Ireland, for his expences in going 


to Ulſter to receive the rents of the ſaid eſtate, and to recompenſe him for the 


damage he ſuſtained in the loſs of horſes by the Iriſh on hig return, dated the 7th

He married Maud, third daughter to Henry Plantagenet earl of Lancaſter, 


Leiceſter, and Derby, (ſecond ſon to Edmond earl of Lancaſter, the ſecond ſon

+ On the 3d of February 1315, ſhe re- married with Theobald de Verdon lord of Heth in Oxford- 
ſhire, ſummoned to parliament as a baron, from the 28th of Edward the firſt to the gth of Edward the ſe- 
cond incluſive ; and by him, who died at his caſtle of Alveton the 27th of July 1317, had a daughter Iſa- 
bel, born the 21ſt of March after his death, who was married to enry lord Ferrers of Groly. Her third 
huſband was Sir Roger d'Amorie, baron of Armoye in the county of Antrim, in the reign of Edward the 
ſecond, with whom ſhe lies buried in the church of Ware, Hertfordſhire.

Although this Matilda is by Sandford, and many authors of credit (who had implicitly followed each 


other in the error) made the daughter of this John lord Du Burgh, and, on their authority, inſerted 


here, yet they are apparently miſtaken, the wife of Gilbert earl of Glouceſter, being really the ſiſter of the 
ſaid John, and ſecond daughter to Richard earl of Ulſter; for otherwiſe his uncle is made to marry his 
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of Kildare, ſecondly, the 3d of July 1329 to Sir John D' Arcie lord juſtice, died 
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Juſtice of Ireland, had an only child Elizabeth, born in 1332, and married in 
1352 to Lionel of Antwerp duke of Clarence (third ſon of king Edward the 
third) then created earl of Ulſter in her right, who alſo became lord of Con- 
naught, and having with her the honour of Clare in the county of Thomond, in 
right of her grandmother Elizabeth, ſiſter and coheir to Gilbert the late earl of 
Clare, was in the parliament in 1362 created duke of Clarence, from which 
dutchy the name of Clarencieus (the title of the king of arms for the South =} 
of England) is derived, for that dukedom eſcheating to Edward the fourth, by the 
death of his brother George duke of Clarence (murdered in the tower) he made 
the herald who properly belonged to that duke a king of arms, and named him 
Clarencieus. ö 8 | 

Earl Lionel came into Ireland, of which he was lord lieutenant, the 8th of 
September 1 361, kept the provinces of Ulſter and Connaught in peace and ſub- 
ſervient to law, whilſt he continued in the kingdom. . 

By his ſaid wife (who died at Dublin 1363, and was interred in the Auguſtine 
friery at Clare in Suffolk, where he was buried with her in 1308) be had an 
only daughter Phillippa, born the 16th of Auguſt 1355, whom at about thir- 
teen years old her grandfather king Edward had married to Edmond Mortimer, Edmond 
third earl of March, who in her right became earl of Ulſter, lord of Trim, Clare, — —M 
and Connaught. He died at St. Dominick's abbey near Cork, the 26th ß 
December 1381, leaving Roger earl of March and Ulſter, declared in the par- 
liament of 1385 (9 Rich. II.) heir apparent to the crown of England; but the 
parliament being ended, he came into Ireland to pacify ſome commotions in 
Ulſter, and was ſlain, with moſt of his company, by the rude and uncivilized 
natives. He married Eleanor, eldeſt daughter to Thomas Holland, the ſecond 
carl of Kent, niece to king Richard the ſecond, and had Edmond earl of March 
and Ulſter, who died childleſs ; Roger, who died young; Anne and Eleanor; 
the elder of whom became heir, and was married to Richard Plantagenet of 
Coniſburg, earl of Cambridge (ſecond fon to Edmond duke of York, fifth ſon 
to king Edward the third) whoſe ſon Richard duke of York, and earl of Ulſter 
in her right, claimed the crown, and was by act of parliament 145 5, declared 
heir apparent; but being ſlain in the battle of Wakefield, the zoth of December 
x460, fighting againſt the houſe of Lancaſter, his ſon Edward earl of March 
and Ulſter aſcended the throne by the name of Edward the fourth, by which 
means Ulſter, &c. became the ſpecial inheritance and revenue of the crown of

Let us now return to William De Burgo, ſecond ſon to Richard lord of Con- 
naught (who died in 1243) and younger brother to Walter earl of Ulſter. 

He was ſtiled William the conqueror, and alſo William Athankip from the 
place of his death. He ſerved with his father in France, when the city of Bour- 
deaux was taken; aſſiſted in 1245 king Henry the third, in his wars of Scot- 
land; and in 1263 with a powerful army invaded Deſmond, ſlew Cormac 
Carty, lord of that country, and obliged his clan to give hoſtages ; after which, 
to his death, in 1270, he was in many battles with his brother the earl ; but 
was then {lain at Athankip on the river Shannon by the king of Connaught, 
whilſt his hoſtage. | | | | 

Sir William Du Burgh, the eldeſt ſon, called the Gray, in 1296 founded the, ww... 
friery of Franciſcan minorites, in the iſland of St. Stephen, without or very near Du Burgh.

ſo lately divided) ſome of the' principal manors whereof he held in demeſne, the 
reſt that were poſſeſſed by the gentty and freeholders (except ſpiritual lands) be- 
ing held of him by knight's ſervice ; this vaſt territory he greatly improved by

And by indenture, bearing date at Limerick the 28th of June 1538, by the 
name-of Hugh De Burgo, captain of the country De Burgh, he covenanted with 
the king, for himſelf and his ſucceſſors, that he and they reſpectively, who ſhould 
be governor of the ſaid country De Burgh, ſhould, during their natural lives, 
pay to the crown the yearly rent of forty pounds Englith, at the tcaſt of St. Mi- 
chael, with a hundred marks to the lord deputy of Ireland, to furniſh at every 1 
general hoſting twenty horſemen and eighty Scots, well armed, and prepared for 
war, with proviſions for forty days at his own expence, to attend and ſerve with 
the king at his will and pleaſure ; and whenever the king ſhould come near the 
bounds of his country, that he and his heirs would repair to him with all their 
horſemen, Scots, and forces of their country, furniſhed with three days provi- -» 
fions, to attend and ſerve him in like manner. And further, that the king for 
the time being, ſhould have proviſions in the ſaid country of Burgh, collected 
by him for eighty Scots every year for the ſpace of fix weeks, that the then lord 
deputy, the lord Leonard Gray, might cauſe to be cut any ftrait way, called 4 
- paſe, in the ſaid country, at his pleafure, and further conſented to make any way 
therein which he ſhould think good, for the more eaſy paſlage of the king's 
army and artillery through that whole country at his own expence. And afterwards 
waiting upon king Henry the eighth in England, made his ſubmiſſion, and ſur- 
rendered this his large eſtate into his majeſty's hands, who by letters patent, dated 
at Greenwich the 1ſt of July 1543, regranted and confirmed the ſame to him and 
the heirs male of his body, creating him earl of Clanricarde and baron of Dun- 
kellin, with the annual creation fee of thirty pounds, payable out of the exche- 
uer ; conferring upon him likewiſe the monaſtery of De Via Nova, in the dio- 
ceſe of. Clonfert ; and the advowſons and donations of all rectories, vicarages, 
chantries, chapels, and prebends in Clanricarde and Dunkellin belonging to his 
majeſty, and then in his gift, with the third part of all their firſt fruits, as often 
as they ſhould become void, to hold all the premiſes by knight's ſervice, with- 
out account, or any other rents or ſervices whatſoever.

In 1599 he was made governor in the province 
of Connaught, by the earl of Eſſex, which by letters the next year to the privy 
council of England, he prayed leave to reſign, in regard of ſome reſtrictions where- 
by he was diſabled to ſerve her majeſty as he defired. . or 

On the 8th of Auguſt 1601, the lord deputy diſpatched his lordſhip from the 
camp into Connaught to command the forces in thoſe parts, after which he ac- 
companied him in his expedition to Kinſale againſt Tyrone and the Spaniards, 


and was made a knight banneret in the field of battle, in the midſt of the lain 


(the 25th of December) for the great ſervices he performed there, his lordſhip 


killing no leſs than twenty Iriſh rebels with his own hand, and crying out to ſpare 
n0 rebel, In this battle he had many fair eſcapes, his clothes being often pierced 
with ſhot and other weapons, and, Kinſale being delivered up upon articles 
between the lord deputy and Don Juan D' Aquila, the twelfth of January 1601, 
he was a witneſs thereto ; and the queen in her letters of the ſame date to the

King James the firſt on his acceſſion to the throne, being informed of the 
good ſervices done by his lordſhip to queen Elizabeth, during the courſe of the 


rebellion, and particularly at the fiege of Kinſale, conſtituted him the 1 1th of 


September 1603 governor of Connaught, keeper of his majeſty's houſe at Ath- 
lone, and one of the privy council; and the 1ft of September 1604, made him 
preſident of the ſaid province, with both the civil and martial government; hav- 
ing the 1ſt of July before commiſſioned him to be chief leader of the army there. 
In the parliament of 1613, and 161 5, his lordſhip attended the ſervice of his 
country, and the 2oth of May 1615 was appointed one of the council for the 
province of Munſter ; but the next year, on account of his diſability by a long 
fickneſs, being not able to undergo ſo great a burden as the preſidentſhip of Con- 
naught, he beſought the king to accept of his ſurrender thereof, with which his 
majeſty complied z yet in reſpect of the favour he bore him in regard of his 
former great merits, and that he had ſerved ſo long in chief of that province, was 
not willing to leave him under the command of any provincial governor ; and 
therefore the 12th of July 1616, gave him the command of the county and 


town of Galway, where his chief dwelling and moſt part of his eſtate lay, with 


ſuch civil juriſdiction and martial power, as he enjoyed throughout the province 
of Connaught, made him chief in the commiſſion of Oyer and Terminer with

Ulick, the fifth earl of Clanricarde, born in London 1604, had a ſpecial 
livery of his inheritance the 26th of January 1636, and took his ſeat in the par- 
liament which met the 16th of March 1639. He was a nobleman of ſingular 
merit and unblemiſhed loyalty to king Charles the firſt, whom he attended in 
his expedition againſt the Scots in 1640, and returning in the ſummer of 1641 to 
Ireland, went to his ſeat of Portumna, where his preſence was very uſeful on the 
breaking out of the rebellion; for beſides the authority which his commiſſion of 
governor of the town and county of Galway (of which he had a patent for life 
as already obſerved) gave him, he was the firſt man of quality in that county, 
and the moſt conſiderable gentlemen of it were his tenants, and had a dependance 
on him by their tenure.

After this he omitted nothing which he thought might prove of advantage to 


his country, and to that end warmly eſpouſed the ceffation between the lord 
Inchiquin and the Iriſh, and beſieged the pope's nuncio (who oppoſed it) in 
Galway, where he had called a ſynod to meet the 15th of Auguſt 1648 to con- 


firm his cenſures upon thoſe who obſerved it, took the caſtle of Athlone, and 


having recovered James-town, Moate, and other places, which had been ſeized 
by O Neile, obliged the beſieged in Galway the 1ſt of September to proclaim 
the ceſſation, renounce the nuncio, and pay a conſiderable ſum of money. 
On the 6th of December 1650 he was appointed lord lieutenant of Ireland, 
and made ſeveral attempts to aſſemble an army in the field, but was defeated in 
his meaſures by the diſaffection of his officers, cauſed by the intrigues of the 
clergy, and Galway ſurrendering to the parliament forces the 12th of May 1652, 
he took Ballyſhannon on the 16th, which he held for ſeveral months, endea- 


vouring in vain to draw together a ſufficient force to fight the rebels; fo that 


he was conſtrained in February following to ſend the earl of Caftlehaven to the 


| king, to defire his commands how to act in his preſent circumſtances, his ma- 


jeſty by letters acknowledged his good ſervices, and directed him to make the 
beſt conditions for himſelf and party that he could. He might have provided well 
for himſelf, yet would receive nothing on his own account but a paſs, and leave 
to remain in the enemy's quarters, without taking the oaths uſually impoſed, 
till he had ſettled his affairs, and then to have the liberty of tranſporting himſelf 
beyond the ſeas. Accordingly, in purſuance of the articles concluded with him 
upon his ſubmiſſion, and laying down of arms, he received a paſs, dated at Kil- 
kenny the 11th of October 1652, to tranſport himſelf and fix ſervants with tra- 
yelling arms and neceſſaries, and to paſs through England to ſome place where 
ſhipping might be ready for his tranſportation into Flanders, or any other foreign 
place in amity with England; the paſs to continue in force for three months, 
which the ad of December was enlarged to the 1ſt of March. 


Being thus driven out of Ireland, where his eſtate of twenty-nine thouſand 


pounds a year was ſeized and ſequeſtered, he retired to his inheritance at Somer- 
hill in Kent; and being there freed by death from all his troubles in the month 


of July 1657, was buried with his father at Tunbridge, having been excepted - 


from pardon for life or eſtate in the act paſſed by Cromwell's parliament the 

12th of Auguſt 1652 for the ſettling of Ireland. In December 1622 he mar- 
ried the lady Anne Compton, then only daughter to William earl of Northamp- 
ton, and by her, who died the 1 2th of Auguſt 1675 had an only child the 
lady Margaret, who in May 16 was firſt married to Charles lord yiſcount Muſ- 
kerry, and by him, who loſt his life in the great ſea fight with the Dutch the

two ſons, viz. Richard, the ſixth earl of Clanricarde, and colonel William, ſuc- 
ceſſor to his brother, who ſignalized himſelf by his valour and loyalty in ſeveral 
engagements during the troubles, and particularly in ht of Roſcommon, the 
laſt of all; after which, the 1 2th of October 1652, he obtained a pals to tranſport 

himſelf and three ſervants, and the party which laid down arms with him, to 
England, to treat with the Spaniſh ambaſſador, or other his majeſty's agents and 
miniſters there, and to return himſelf with two ſervants in two months, in order 
to the tranſportation of his ſaid men. Being thus forced to follow the fate of 
his maſter in exile, he remained with him in a low condition until his happy

Characters of the marquiffes of Ormond and Claitribarde compared. 


HERE have been two illuſtrious perfons mentioned who lived in thoſe 

| times of confuſion and miſery, the marquĩſs of Ormond and the marquiſs 
of Clanricarde ; they were both of ancient extraction and great eſtates, of equal 
magnanimity, but of different perſuafions in religion; the firſt being of the pro- 
teſtant religion as profeſſed in the eftablifhed churches of England and Ireland, 
(which opinion he acquired, not from any advantages of education, but the 
ſtrength and excellency of his underftanding) the other was of the religion of the 
church, not of the court of Rome. 'They both preſerved an unſhaken and ſteady 
loyalty to their prince, and an abſtratted love for the true intereſt of their coun- 
try. Theſe principles, no ſufferings which were great, no dangers which en- 
compaſſed them on every fide, could in the leaſt after. Phe marquiſs of Clan- 
ricarde ſeems to derive ſome advantage to his character from an erroneous” reli- 
gion, and an infirm conſtitution of body. No proſpect of benefit to his perſua- 
fion, no invitations of perſons of quality of the ſame opinion, could prevail upon 
him to depart from his duty to his king and country; and no pain, no ſickneſs 
© which did not confine him to his bed or houſe, ever made him decline ſuch 
__ fatigue or expeditions as he thought neceſſary to be undertaken for the good of

FTE R our very hearty commendations to your lordſhip, we have received 
your lordſhip's letters of the firſt of November, whereby we ſtill find the 
continuance of your lordſhip's care and watchfulneſs for the peace and ſafety of 
all his majeſty's good ſubjects in thoſe parts, which we acknowledge to your lord- 
ſhip with moſt hearty thanks. Although we like well that the gentlemen of that 
county ſhould endeavour to ſecure their houſes againſt the rebels, yet we diſlike 
that they ſhould fo ſhut up themſelves therein, as that they ſhould not ſend forth 
competent numbers to join with others, that being ſo united in conſiderable par- 
ties, they might be the better able to defend the county, and conſequently ſecure 
their houſes the more ſafely. | 
- Wherefore ſeeing your lordſhip's commiſſion gives you the government of the 
forces of the county in chief, we think fit that you aſſemble the noblemen and 
principal gentlemen of the county, and cauſe them to agree on a certain num- 
ber of men to be raiſed by them for the defence of the county, and to name 
captains to command them in ſeveral bands, whom your lordſhip is to command 
and govern in chief, and ſo to diſpoſe and place them as ſhall be beſt for the ſe- 
curity of the county. And to the end your lordſhip may ſee what we have 
done in other counties, where no ſpecial governors are appointed, we ſend you 
here incloſed a copy of the commiſſion we iſſued to ſome counties, as well for 
government of the forces, as for execution of martial law. Concerning Sir 
Francis Willoughby, we are very ſorry that we cannot ſend him to you; for as 
we formerly made known to you, we have committed to him the charge of 
his majeſty's caſtle of Dublin, where his attendance is ſo neceſſary as he cannot be 
ſpared as yet; but his ſon is at the fort of Galway, who we doubt not, with your 
lordſhip's care and overſight, will give a good account of that fort. 
The proviſion of arms and ammunition you deſire, you well obſerve is fit to 
be brought you from Limerick ; yet to bring them to you will require much 
time, beſides the danger of making them unſerviceable in the carriage; however, 
we have looked into the account of thoſe ſtores, and find them fo ill provided, 
as you cannot be furniſhed from them. Therefore we took a view of the ſtores 
at Galway, where we think fit that you be furniſhed with arms and ammuni- 
tion ; and to that end we ſend you a warrant that you may receive them, which 
then we think fit you ſhould diſperſe into truſty hands to be employed for de- 
fence of the county, and annoyance of the rebels; wherein we rely with great 
aſſurance of your lordſhip's power and provident care to preſerve the peace of

point, which will afford much better ſatisfaction to both of us than can be Ex. 
pected by writing; at leaſt your lordſhip's knowledge and experience will enable 
me that have been ever abſent from this kingdom, and the rumour of our meet- 
ing and correſpondence may be of good conſequence for the quiet ſettlement of 
all the province; from thence I ſhall ſpend ſome time about Aghnenewre, Shreull, 
Moyne, and thoſe frontier parts of the county of Mayo, which I long fince 
ordered to be well and carefully guarded; and I ſhall proceed toany further courſe 
according as I ſhall hear from your lordſhip, or ſhall reſolve upon when we 
meet. I have viewed the fort and town of Galway, who have been very diligent 
and watchful, and are in a very good poſture againſt any attempt that can be 
made upon them, only I ſhould have been glad to have found more plenty of 
arms and ammunition for the general defence of the country altogether unfur- 
niſhed. I have brought from thence one hundred calivers and as many pikes, 
which with ſome of my own ſtore much out of repair, and my own company, is 
the ſtrength of the county. I have gotten ſome horſemens launces made, and 
have ſome few piſtok and carbines to be my guard as I go about with ſome muſ- 
keteers a horfeback, and the company of divers gentlemen, with which I ſhall 
make ſome ſhew, and a ſhift to do ſervice if there be occaſion. I left very good 
arms in England for horſemen, little expecting this ſudden alteration, and though 
late I have now ſent for them. This whole county (I thank God) remains in per- 
fect peace and quietneſs, and I. am very glad to hear the like in the county of 
Mayo. I was told that young O Connor Sligoe did ſome good ſervice againſt 
thoſe that were in action, which I begin to doubt, not being confirmed by your 
lordſhip. I ſhall deſire to know how Charles O Connor behaves himſelf, and 
what-opinion your lordſhip holds of him, becauſe that I am privately informed 
that betore theſe troubles began, he was in treaty of marriage with my uncle Ed- 
mond's widow; and if he ſhould chance to come into this county, I ſhould pre- 
pare for him according to the condition, he is in. I hope that the county of 
Roſcommon will be brought to obedience without much difficulty, the gentle- 
men of quality ſtanding firm; but I am ſorry to hear of the great diſtempers in 
the county of Leitrim, which they fay is a ſtrong country, and the outrages they 
have committed likely to make them deſperate. My intelligence from Dublin 
agrees with what your lordſhip was pleaſed to inform, and being of a later date, 
with this good addition, that the Newry is again recovered.

By my intelligence, and a diſpatch from my lord preſident, I am informed 
that the county of Mayo is likewiſe quiet and in good obedience; he having 
committed the government thereof unto viſcount Dillon of Coſtello, and viſcount 
Burke of Mayo. The county of Sligoe continues firm, but ſome five hundred 
looſe people that have burned about the caſtle of Ballynefadd in the county of 
Roſcommon ; ſome of the O Connors and O Henlyes, ancient Iriſh ſepts, have 
committed ſome ſpoils, and made attempts upon» ſome ſtrong places, but were 
repulſed, and my lord's coming thither, and the late proclamation brings them Lord Pre- 
to offer ſubmiſſion.

den I was ſurprized with the moſt fatal news of a moſt wicked and dangerous 

attempt upon Dublin caſtle; a deſperate rebellion in the North, and a rumour 

of a general combination and conſpiracy throughout the kingdom. Though much 

terrified and amazed, I did not neglect my hereditary duty and loyalty to the 
crown, ſtrengthened by many great and particular obligations to his majeſty, 

if the firſt could receive any addition, but did with all ſpeed and diligence take 

care for the ſafety of the county within my government. I muſt beg leave to 

give your lordſhip but a ſummary account of the preſent condition of affairs here. 

We begin to recover our wits, ſcared away by the firſt reports, and do diſcern 

that none appears in this deteſtable conſpiracy, or enters into acti en, but the 

remains of the ancient Iriſh rebels in the North, and ſome 1n the planted county 

of Leitrim; whether combined with them, or out of ſpleen to ſome perſons in 

that county, is not yet come to my knowledge. Some other ſpoils have been 

made in ſeveral places by looſe people, deſperate in their fortunes, but moſt of 
them appeaſed, little conſiderable for any thing yet appears. I do not hear of any 

man of quality, either of Engliſh deſcent, or ancient Iriſh, of any other part of 
this kingdom, that is in action, except colonel Plunket of Engliſh extraction, 

and Roger Moore of the ancient Iriſh, The report goes, that the rebellion of 
the North, and that of Leitrim, is very high and ſpreading, but with a good 

addition, that ſome of them in the North have been beaten and diſperſed, the 

other is ſomewhat near to us: and I begin to doubt, that when they are hardly 

purſued in the North, they will join with thoſe ill neighbours of ours, being a 

ftrong country, and having a free paſſage thither, and ſo make this province a 

ſeat of war. If it be well ſupplied with arms and ammunition, I ſhall not 

fear any attempt they ſhall malls upon this county; and for the preſent, I do 

aſſure your lordſhip, not a man hath ſuffered the leaſt prejudice either in perſon 
or goods, as far as my command reacheth. I perceive many able faithful judi- 
cious men much afflicted, not only with the preſent rebellion, but the ill con- 
ſequences that may follow after, by being deprived of the graces granted by his 
majeſty for the ſecurity of our eſtates ; though the miſinformation of ſome from 
hence, either through ton much fear and diſtruſt of others, out of ſpleen or zeal, 
or ſome other private ends. I give them all the comfort and aſſurance I can 
poſſible, that whoſoever ſtands firm and diſchargeth his duty in this time of 
danger, may be confident, not only of obtaining thoſe graces, but to receive 
them with addition from fo juſt and gracious a prince. Some declaration to that 
purpoſe would. (as I conceive) very much advantage the King's ſervice at this 
preſent.

| thony Brabaſon, of late Engliſh deſcent 3 his mother my kinſwoman. The river 
paſſing by his caſtle divides it from this county, where I received very great en- 
tertainment, and many profeſſions of his conſtant loyalty, 

23d ofNov. Tueſday the 234d I went from thence, and met my lord preſident ſome four 
or five miles of Roſcommon, and there were preſent many gentlemen of the beſt 
quality of both counties of Galway and Roſcommon. We had ſome three hours 
diſcourſe, and ſeveral things propounded, but-none could be in certain concluded, 
until he had made ſome trial of his new raiſed forces in that county, and thoſe 
that I had raiſed were muſtered and armed, which depended upon ſupplies from 

the ſtate. Having parted from his lordſhip” near Roſcommon, and viewed the 
ſtraits and paſſes by the river of the Succ, I went that night to Corrabeg, a 
houſe of Mr. John Kelly's upon the borders, a gentleman of approved loyalty, 
and a conſtant aſſiſtant and atteridant upon me during all the troubles ; and 

there was no failing of a full and plentiful welcome. 

At Wedneſday the 24th, I went to view a fair old ruined caſtle of mine, upon 
the river of the Succ, within the county of Reſcommon, a very brave ſeat, and a 
paſſage and place of great importance; there I kept a ſtrong ward during all 
the troubles. That night I went from thence to Glinſke, a fair new houſe of Sir 

- Ulick Burke's, paſling often the river Succ, keeping ſtill by the borders; he con- 
tinued very conſtant and loyal, and diligently attended upon me for a great part 
of the troubles; but at laſt ſome unkindneſs between my lord preſident, Sir 
Charles Coote and him, and ſome oppreſſions put upon him, without redreſs, by ſome 
of the Engliſh garriſon, and the violent and reſtleſs working of ſome of the clergy, 
put him into action, I believe, contrary to his own inclination, being a gentle- 
man, if I be not much miſtaken, of a very fine carriage and good diſpoſition. 
25th of Nov. Upon the 25th, I went from Glinſke to Dunmore, to Mr. Francis Bermingham's 
nd-child, and heir to the lord Bermingham, baron of Athunry, an angient | 
noble. family, . formerly earls of Louth, now a baron of the kingdom, and this 
their ancient ſeat in this county, a ſtrong caſtle and well ſeated.

Upon the receipt of your lordſhips diſpatch, I did certainly expect at the leaſt A 


Failing thereof, my endea- 
vours about the frontiers, the charge of the county for the raiſing of theſe forces, 
my conference with my lord preſident within the county of Roſcommon, and 
my deſire to give him aſſiſtance, and to appear active in the king's ſervice, are 
in a manner loſt for the preſent ; and the rebels and looſe people, animated to

aſſiſted to appear againſt them. Thoſe few arms and ammunition which I had

many of the ancient Iriſh ſtill firm; and yet ſuch is the ſtrange diſtruſt and 
jealouſy of this time, and the dilatory proceedings thereupon, that we are all 
like to be deſtroyed by looſe deſperate people, having not any manner of de- 
fence allowed us, and many poſſeſt with Goh panick Sag that ſtrong places 
are quitted without any oppoſition or reſiſtance. I thank God I do yet keep

As affairs are now carried we are daily rob- 
bed of many proper young men for want of means and employment, who, I be- 
lieve, would have ſerved moſt faithfully, and are now forced to take the worſt 
courſes, being ſtopped from foreign ſervice, and no uſe made of them here; but 
not any of this county hath yet ſtarted from me. In the North they grow ſtrong, 
and very well armed; if they be aſſiſted by the Iriſh abroad (as may be feared) 
the kingdom will be hazarded, at leaſt, his majeſty's moſt faithful ſervants here 
will be certainly deſtroyed if they be not timely conſidered. And if by your fa- 
vour I obtain arms and fit employment, I ſhall not fail to have a high regard of 
the king's ſervice, of your honour and mine, and the revenge due to the injuries 
done you in your particular, and fo approve my ſelf

Beſides them, I had only my own company of fifty, and as many horſe fur- 
niſhed, as I have expreſt, and I could expect no aſſiſtance from yourſelf, or Sir 
Arthur Blundell; and my coming being divulged, it was impoſlible for me with ſo 
ſmall a number to relieve you, or make my way through thoſe paſſes, which ſome 
of experience tell me a few men might eaſily keep; and all deſigns are much 
prejudiced when they are diſcovered. I have likewiſe received freſh advertiſe- 
ments of the Coghlans, and the outrages committed in their territory, joining to 
a near and moſt conſiderable part of the county, for whole ſafety I muſt provide 
before I depart from hence. I expect another company to-morrow that ſhould 
have been here to-night, and another troop of horſe for number and arms an- 
 fwerable to the former; if you can contrive a courſe for the conveyance of ſtaves 
for theſe two troops, and what you can conceive: they, with the other ſmall 
number of foot, may be neceſſary and requiſite for your own ſafety and defence,

and revolt in the near part of Ormond : and Mr. Parſons from Birr, by importu- 


nate letters deſiring my aid and aſſiſtance, my deſire to relieve ſo good a neigh- 
bour drew a promiſe from me to be with him upon Tueſday laſt. But the night 


before the companies I expected being not come in, hindered by their remoteneſs 


and ill weather, and the arms received out of the ſtores proving unſerviceable upon 
trial; and being informed that attempts were made upon Sir Arthur Blundell's 
caſtle and Mr. Strange's (a dangerous paſlage into this county) I was earneſtly 
importuned to take care of my own borders with thoſe ſmall forces I had here, 
which inforced me, inſtead of my own preſence, to write to Mr. Parſons, the 


copy whereof I ſend your lordſhip here incloſed. And now I underſtand, that 


the rumour of my coming with greater ſtrength than I had ready, and Mr. Par- 
ſons own appearing in a good poſture of defence, had cauſed them to retire 
back with ſome ſpoil of cattle, which, I conceive, was more ſucceſsful than if my 
preſent weakneſs had been diſcovered, report giving them qut to be twelve 
hundred, and no leſs eſteemed by my ſervant ſent. to diſcover them. I muſt 
not forget to acknowledge the continuance of your lordſhip's favours to me b 
three ſeveral letters, one of them in the recommendation of Mr. Johnſton, dated 
the fourth of the laſt month, I received. but yeſterday, himſelf not appearing to 
me, and I have ſome cauſe to believe, that his own fears and apprehenſions will 
not make him capable of that comfort and countenance I ſhall be ready to ſhew

I am told, that all the paſſages to Dublin are ſtopped, and letters intercepted, 6 


which hath ſtayed my diſpatches. I have taken the beſt courſe I can for the ſafe

RICHT HoNOURABLE, 


ON D AV night in Loughreagh I received information, that the Geogho- 
M gans in the county of Weſtmeath are up in arms, and join with the 
malecontents ; within a fortnight they ſeemed as immoveable in their obedience 
as the poles, which makes me ſuſpect, that men ſo ſettled, eftated, and bred as 
they were, would not be ſo ſoon changed, if they had not apprehended ſome 
great diſtemper in their neighbours :' this, my lord, together with the great and 
ſudden embracing of this ſudden and unexpected fire, makes me conceive, that 
your lordſhip, without extreme hazard to yourſelf, whoſe well doing is ſo abſo- 
lutely neceſſary for the preſervation of this province in his majeſty's obedience, for 
your young children, for your poor friends, and this unfortunate country, that 
your going to Birr cannot but prove to be of very dangerous conſequence tor the 
reaſons following: Firſt, your lordſhip is deſcended of moſt noble, active, and 
deſerving anceſtors, from whoſe heir much is expected both by the ſtate and 
country ; being therefore ſo long a ſtranger in this kingdom, it would not be ho- 
nourable for you to ſhow yourſelf with inconfiderable and hardly half- 
armed forces out of your own government and country, wherein, though 
if your courage and valour were commended, yet your judgment may be 
for that queſtioned; and your power, and that of your followers more 
eſteemed and revered, may be expoſed to an unneceſſary diſcovery. Secondly, 
in every action, that ever is to be conſidered of, if the honour and profit 
equal not the hazard, and to be feared loſs, the attempt is ever held by 
all ſtates to be more deſperate than prudent ; if you meet a few unarmed and 
diſperſed crew, having no one man of quality in the front, the victory will never 
be worthy of your atchieving ; if they be full in their numbers, and have the | 
ſtrength of the ſeparatiſts gathered together, your retreat will make a great noiſe, 
and the more that your advancing was de nero motu. Thirdly, your lord- 
ſhip is here but for a ſmall time, and knows not the ways, ſtraits, and paſſages 
of the countries which you are to paſs through, and which in war are moſt con- 
ſiderable, by the advantage whereof a few have many times diſcomfited many 
thouſands ; to truſt that and your honour to one man's experience, whoſe life 
in the firſt ſtep of the way may lie in the courteſy of a bullet, will be extreme 
hazardous ; great princes repent ſuch attempts ; and Sebaſtian, king of Portu- 
gal, is a woeful precedent of it. Fourthly, the martial laws do forbid governors 
and commanders of forces to depart from their government, though, upon ever 
\, fo great advantage, without licence from the chief general; the puniſhment of 
ſuch as did otherwiſe, appears in ſtories of all nations, and in the common 
_ laws of this kingdom. Laſtly, if in this action the want of arms in this county 
be diſcovered, the enemy, who now eſteem the county ſtronger than it is, and 
pretend nothing to it, may be drawn over with a ſpirit of revenge, to kindle a 
ſpark of their fire here, where, I ſuſpect, there will be found divers that, conceiving 
a full value not to be laid upon their merits, and ſuſpecting themſelves neglected

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Upon the 10th I received letters from my lord preſident, giving me notice, rot of Dec, 


that he had diſcovered much more igiquity to be predominant in the hearts of 
the people in thoſe parts, than poflbly could be foreſeen or ſuſpected to lurk 
under the ſhadow of ſo much profeſſion of loyalty to the crown, and affection to 
the peace of the country; and that he was fully ſatisfied, that the infection was 
grown to that height that it would break forth violently. To endeavour a pre- 5 
vention, he deſired I would ſpeedily repair into the county of Roſco nmon with 
five or fix companies of foot, and ſome horſe, and that which might: much ad- 
vantage his majeſty's ſervice, This ſad news, and earneſt requeſt, did infinitely 
perplex me, it being difficult to fail ſo noble a friend in diſtreſs, urging a great 
fervice to the king, his own preſervation, and the honour of ſuch an enterprize 
to me: on the other fide, my forces being inconſiderable for number, and moſt 
unarmed, the long and difficult march above forty Iriſh miles, the leaving my 
wife and family, the Engliſh under my protection, and all thoſe parts defenceleſs, 
and in imminent danger of being deſtroyed by thoſe in action in the King's coun- 
ty and Ormond, even in view of the houſe, ſpoiling to the very ferry-paſſage; the 
little expectation of ſupply to ſecond any attempts of mine, the ſtate being either 
ſuſpicious or careleſs what became of me; and indeed, to ſpeak the truth, the 
little confidence I had, that the common ſoldiers would be drawn to fight againſt 
their neighbours, unleſs it were in defence of the county, did inforce this nega- 
tive anſwer from me. 


My letter to my Lord Preſident of Conaght, the 10th of December, 1641.

Received your lordſhip's diſpatch of the 8th of this preſent, this day at noon, To my Lord 
and am much afflicted to find thereby the bad tate and ill affection of thoſe Sf 4 
parts, and that there is a general concurrence of the ſame diſtemper throughout roch ef Dec: 
the whole kingdom, which hath lately broke out in the next adjoining borders 
of Ormond and the King's county, and ſome ſmall pillages already made here by 
ſome ſtealing over the river, as I am newly informed, the Molloys, moſt of the 
Coghlans, the Geoghogans, the Kenedys, all the neighbours adjoining to this 
county preying and ſpoiling to the very paſſage and entrance into this county;

The ſeveral letters of this month, and the brief relations between, doth ſa 
plainly ſet forth the, negle&, or rather ſuſpicion of the ſtate towards me, the 
weak poſture I was in, the high increaſing of the diſtemper, by the addition of 
the lords of the pale declaring themſelves, the almoſt general revolt of the whole 
province of Conaght (this county excepted) wherein a breach was likewiſe made 
by the treachery of young Morrogh na doe O Flaherty, and the falling off of- 
many of the neighbouring counties, as Ormond and the King's county, only 
divided from me by the river of the Shannon, as there needs not much addi- 
tion to ſet forth the calamity of the times; and the imminent danger that daily in-

- Impoſſible to be undertaken, though my own thoughts and deſires were mainly 
for it; having raſhly engaged my promiſe, without conſideration, or advice 
taken of thoſe that could better judge of thoſe actions, being myſelf ignorant of

Your lordſhip mentions, that divers have had large proportions of arms, and 
particularly the lord of Gorman's town for five hundred men, which were iſſued 
to him for that county; but ſoon after his lordſhip made known to us, that he 
heard the rebels meant to ſurprize his houſe, and poſſeſs themſelves of the arms; 
in prevention whereof, we then immediately cauſed thoſe arms tobe removed to 
Drogheda, where ſo many companies were raiſed for the further ſtrengthening of 
that place, as hath taken up all thoſe arms. 


What your lordſhip means, that ſome who are nearer to make their applica- 


tions to the king and ſtate in England have gotten the ſtart of you, we know 
not, but are ſure for our parts that we have not (nor indeed have we found any 
cauſe) to put any ſuch prejudice upon your lordſhip, who have merited ſo well 
in the courſe of your government, even in that ſhort time you have been there, 
and acquitted yourſelf towards that truſt, as becomes a perſon of ſo great honour, 
and truſted in ſo eminent a condition, as we will not fail to value it to his ma- 
jeſty for your lordſhip's advantage; and if any have been ſo unworthy as to let 
fall any thing which may but in the leaſt conſtruction reflect upon your honour, 
we ſhall be ready, upon notice of the perſon, and proof of that particular, to do 
your lordſhip that right which is due to you, and inflit ſuch puniſhment on 
the oftender, as may be exemplary for others to take warning by. 

By our letters to your lordſhip of the 'ninth of this month, (which we hope 
you have ere this time received) we ſignified unto your lordſhip, that we held it 


fit you ſhould reinforce your foot company under your command, ſo as to make 


it up an hundred, and that you ſhould arm them out of the ſtore at Galway, 
which we hope you have done. Concerning your lordſhip's requeſt for a troop 
of horſe in his majeſty's pay, we do fo far concur with your lordſhip in the fit- 


neſs of it, at this time, as we were thinking of it, and are indeed defirous to do 


it, only we meet with.this difficulty therein, that we have yet no arms to arm 
them, nor money to pay them, conſidering the other great charges daily growing 
upon us; and to engage your lordſhip to ſuch a charge, without being able to 
ſupply you with thoſe two moſt needful incidents, were a prejudice too great to 
put upon you; but we now daily expect the lord. lieutenant's arrival with plenti- 


ful ſtore of arms, and reaſonable ſupply of treaſure, and then, as we ſhall not fail 
to mention your lordſhip to him, with that right which is due to you, ſo we 


will propound that particular unto him, when we conceive it may be done 
with as much honour, and more advantage to your lordſhip than now.

About this time I received daily and hourly intelligence from all parts of rob- 
beries and ſpoils committed both upon Engliſh and Iriſh ; and ſome, whom#l have 
truſted with companies and commands for preſervation of the Engliſh and ſafety 
of the county, were ſuſpected to be faulty themſelves ; whereupon I appointed a 
meeting at Loughreagh to conſider of ſome ſpeedy courſe for puniſhment of thoſe 
diſorders and prevention of farther miſchief, and to ſettle a courſe for drawing 


forces together for the recovery of my caſtle of Aghnenewre, and from thence 


intended to go to Galway, to try what aſſiſtance I might have from thence, and 
from the fort ; but upon debate at Loughreagh it was conceived beſt to defer 
my journey to Galway, and the expedition into Irrconaght; ſome friends of 
Morrogh na Doe being confident to draw him to a ſubmiſſion and reſtitution of 

my caſtle, and that for a time it were better to attend the publick affairs of the 
country, and puniſhment of offenders, than to go into that cemote corner of the 
county, where my own intereſt ſeemed to be moſt concerned : this being re- 
ſolved upon, men and orders were ſent into ſeveral parts, and divers malefactors 
brought in and executed by martial law, which did much good for a time, un- 
til the general revolt of the whole kingdom made it an impoſſible work for me 


to preſerve the goods of the Engliſh, more than what they could preſerve and 


bring to Galway, and to my towns of Loughreagh and Portumna ; and all the 
neighbouring counties did threaten to come in and deſtroy all here, or force

N OUR royal and gracious letter did vouchſafe me the greateſt honour and 
20th of Jan. favour that could be poſſible, reviving my dejected ſpirits, and putting life 


＋ my into my endeavours, and the minds of thoſe here that are faithful to your ma- 


E. of Fier, jeſty, and have dependence upon me; and now after publication, as precious re- 
cords of your royal goodneſs, I ſhall ſtrive to preſerve them to all poſterity. . 
To inform your majeſty in brief of the ſad condition of affairs here, give me 
leave to expreſs, that either fear or want of affection, or timely relief and em- 
ployment, hath in a manner joined the whole kingdom into one body of dif- 
content and taking arms ; the ſuſpicion they hold of the ftate at Dublin, the 
rumours of the great perſecution in England, and the deſigns laid (as they give 
out) to put the ſame laws in execution here, and themſelves, by ſeveral ways, in- 
to deſperation both of lives and fortunes, together with their plauſible declara- 
tions, work upon the minds and diſpoſitions of moſt men. 
Now to give your majeſty an account of my own particular condition; as ſoon 
as I heard of the commotion in the North, and the attempts upon Dublin caſtle, 
I made a ſearch into the ſtrength of this 3 and found it very ill furniſhed 
with arms, and but my own company of fifty foot in this large county, and one 
hundred in the fort of Galway; and inſtead of aſſiſtance, fifty of thoſe under 
my command, of Sir Lorenſo Carey my kinſman, in whom I repoſed much con- 
fidence, were called by patent to Dublin, after diſtempers began to grow in the 
neigh bouring parts about me, notwithſtanding my requeſt to have them ſtay here. 
For my other proceedings, to preſerve theſe parts in obedience your majeſty, hath 
been informed by my letters to others, before my knowledge of your majeſty's 
ſafe and happy return into England. * 
I have frequently and earneſtly importuned the ſtate for ſupply of arms and 
ammunition, but could never receive any other return than a commendation of 
my care, except one hundred calivers, and as many pikes, the main part of them 
unſerviceable, and lately power to add fifty more to my old company; and 
the copy of ſome of my diſpatches to them, I preſume have come to your ma- 
jeſty's view, by which, I hope, in your royal judgment I am acquit. If I 
have not wrought (wanting fit materials) anſwerable to the exped ation held of 
me, I may ſay, that when the whole kingdom in a manner declared themſelves 
for the preſent action, I kept this county from it: and to preſerve a face of peace 
the beſt I could, and keep men's minds that way employed, with the aſſiſtance 
of the chief juſtice of Conaght, I lately kept the only court of juſtice that hath 
been in this kingdom fince theſe troubles began. | | 
Many great ſpoils, and ſtealing of cattle, both from the Engliſh and Iriſh, I 
could not poſſibly prevent, done in the night by inferior people; ſome have been 
executed, and many impriſoned, which, I hope, will ſtop thoſe diſorders. I 
have ſuſtained moſt prejudice in my own particular, putting ſome blemiſhes up- 
on the obedience of this county ; one of my caſtles in the mountainous borders 
being ſurprized by a raſh young man, a tenant of my own, and two ſmall 
iſlands of mine by another; until I am better ſupplied I dare not adventure in- 
to thoſe remote parts for the recovery of them, leſt ſome ill- affected perſons 
might take advantage of myabſence, to make attempts upon my Engliſh proteſtant 
tenants, who have made very good plantations near my two principal houſes. I 
likewiſe meet with another great difficulty, that I have no conſiderable place of 
ſtrength for the ſafety of my wife and children, or to make my own retreat unto 
upon any occaſion. It will not be poſſible for me long to ſupport the authority 
of this government, which, without power and means, muſt in ſhort time grow 
into contempt, and myſelf and followers unable to bear the preſent great charge,

if I have not arms, and command in your majeſty's pay, to employ many able 2 — 


men, that may otherwiſe be drawn to believe that I am miſtruſted, or little re- 
garded, thoſe apprehenſions having been an occaſion to increaſe the diſtempers 


I am watchful, and upon my guard, the beſt I am able, being threatened to 
be aſſaulted by the neighbouring counties for labouring to relieve the Engliſh 
proteſtants here ; and though the endeavours of ſome gentlemen of quality in 
thoſe parts hath hitherto kept the ſtorm from me, it cannot be long prevented. 

My lord preſident of Conaght is forced to retire to the caſtle of Athlone, and 
cannot move far from thence. My lord of Thomond is in little better condi- 
uon, as I am informed, and all his Engliſh and Dutch plantations forſaken. 
My lord Mayo, who hath command of that county under my lord preſi- 
dent, in the ſame diſtreſs. Theſe fad examples round about me foretels what I 
muſt ſhortly expect, if not ſpeedily ſupplied out of England by ſea to Galway. 

Whatſoever happen, I ſhall with my beſt blood ſeal my duty and loyalty to 
your majeſty. And God of his infinite goodneſs direct and guide all Dur ma- 
jeſty's actions and deſigns, bleſs and preſerve in ſafety your royal perion, and

taking notice of my good intentions, though weak endeavours, (as th 
ſtate hath uſed me) hath very much revived my drooping ſpirits, oppreſſed with 
the ſtrange violence of theſe times ; and as I ſhall ſtrive to preſerve them to poſ- 
terity, as precious teſtimonies of honour to myſelf and family, fo, I hope, they 
will divert ſome defections likely to break out in this county for want of power 
and means to uphold authority, and the many bad examples of our neighbouring 
counties. Many great ſpoils and robberies in the night, both upon Engliſh and 
Iriſh, by churls and inferior ſort of people, I'could not poſſibly prevent, nor pu- 
niſh ſo faſt as occaſion was given; the greateſt prejudice as yet is fallen upon 
my own particular, a good caſtle of mine called Aghnenewre, in a mountainous 
corner of this county, being ſurprized by a raſh young man, a tenant of 
my own, and two ſmall iſlands of mine by the O Malies, ancient pretenders 
to thoſe places ; and being not ſupplied with arms and ammunition, but only 
good words from the ſtate here, until I am furniſhed out of England by ſea to 
Galway, it will not be poſſible for me to do the king conſiderable ſervice, vin- 
dicate my own honour, or recover my right ; thoſe ſmall forces I have, or can 


raiſe upon the charge of the county, being not to be removed out of the impor- 


tant ſtraits upon the borders, my own company lately made a hundred, divided 


for the defence of my poor proteſtant tenants that have planted very well near 


my two principal houſes, others of them are placed in three good caſtles of 
mine, better fitted for defence than my own family, too many for thoſe places. 
An archbiſhop, a biſhop, and many of the clergy, are in the town of Galway, 
inclined to go for England by ſea for fear of the people, not ſo much for reli- 
gion, as their great extortions upon them, this being a time to be mindful of for- 
mer injuries; and to ſpeak truth, I believe the greedineſs of ſome of them, and 
reports out of England, hath drawn much prejudice upon the other Engliſh in- 


habitants of this kingdom; it is now told me they make orders among them- 


. - ſelves to relieve and preſerve Engliſh tradeſmen.

Por intelligence from moſt parts of the kingddm, your lordſhip, doth receive 
much better and quicker than by my relation, all paſſages beiug ſo ſtopt that the 
truth of affairs moves ſlowly hither. My neighbours, my lord preſident of Conaght 
keeps in the caſtle of Athlone, and cannot move far from thence, my lord of 
Thomond in little better eſtate, and my lord of Mayo, governor of that county 
(in the ſame diſtreſs) under my lord prefident. I ſhould be glad to hear of my 
lord lieutenant's arrival, the proceedings of the ſtate here giving diſcontent, and 
nothing advancing the king's ſervice ; they have been very careful of my ſafety, 
allowing me nv means to fight, but good opportunity to thoſe that are 
out to furniſh themſelves with arms and ammunition, both out of the Engliſh 
plantations, and from abroad, where your lordſhip knows they have a nurſery of 
good and able commanders. I am threatened on all {:des to be aſſaulted, and 
therefore I beſeech you take into your conſideration to procure ſtore of arms and 
fit employment ; for the ſtorm cannot be kept much longer from me, which hath 
been diverted by ancient friends of my father's in thoſe parts ; and your lordſhip 
will give me leave, with ſome compaſſion and tenderneſs of nature, to commiſe- 
rate the unfortunate condition of my poor wife and children, all ways and paſſages 
being blocked up that I cannot poſſibly ſend them into England, and here I have 
no conſiderable place of ſafety for them. 

My lord, the great charge myſelf and followers are how at cannot be long ſup- 

ported, if I have not ſpeedy good commands in the king's pay, this not being a 
courſe to diſcharge forty thouſand pounds debt; and though I may ſhift well 
in this country, I have loſt for the preſent a great eſtate in other parts of the 
kingdom. Whatſoever may be the ſuppoſitions of ſome in England, or the infor- 
mations from thence, be aſſured, that nothing ſhall ever alter my conſtant faith- 
ful endeavours to ſerve his majeſty to the utmoſt of my power. . 
I ſend your lordſhip herewith a letter to his majeſty, raiſed to that preſumption by 
his moſt royal and gracious favour to me. What humble acknowledgments or re- 
tributions to make to both the honourable houſes of parliament, is far beyond my 
practice or knowledge; your lordſhip hath my proxy, and cannot expreſs more 
happineſs and proſperity than my heart doth really and faithfully wiſh to both of 
them; and my thoughts are ſo diſtracted with the times, that I know your 
lordſhip will not make a cuſtom to publiſh my private letters, without good com- 
ments upon them, to ſupply my defects. I have preſumed far upon your patience,

— own unfortunate condition, which, I preſume, will come to your lordſhip's 
23d of Jan. ænowledge out of my diſpatches to others; ſince the writing them, I am in- 
formed, that beſides the great armies in the North, and thoſe before Tredagh, 
and the lords of the pale, that the lord viſcount Mount-Garrett in Munſter, aſ- 
ſiſted by the lords of Ikerin, Dunboyne, the baron of Luochmo, and divers 
others of quality, have appointed a rendezvous about Caſhel, and that 'they 
will make up one thouſand men; they have declared Mount-Garrett to be ge- 
neral, and in his patents and orders to his commanders he tiles himſelf lieute- 
nant general of his majeſty's army. My lord, want of timely ſupplies 'hath 
brought a certain ruin upon me, my authority in this my government growing 
into contempt, and many in their affections falling from me, by reports of the 
reſolution of the parliament to make it a war of religion, and that no tolera- 
tion ſhall be granted; and ſome do not ſpare to tell me, that though I inſiſt 
much upon the king's favour, upon my great and powerful friends in England, 
-and the good opinion of the ſtate here, yet it is apparent, that there is no hon or 
intention of truſt or employment for me, but only leave to deſtroy myſelf, and 
them, by unſupportable charges, with little hope of recompence. Theſe are ob- 
jections I cannot anſwer ; it reſts in the king's grace and goodneſs, and the ſoli- 
citation of friends, to let them ſee their error; for my own particular, my mind 
is ſettled, and thoughts prepared for the worſt that can happen to me; and 
though my life hath been unfortunate, I doubt not to carry to my grave the title 
of an honeſt man, the king's true faithful ſervant, and .

can never be, and the other I hope I ſhall ever have the reſolution to prevent. The 
miſerable ſtate of my poor wife and children wounds me deeply, and no poſſibi- 
lity to convey them away; if it may fall within the compals of your lordſi »'s in- 
terceſſion, I beſeech you procure a ſpeedy warrant for the command of tie fort 
at Galway, the leaſt delay deſtroying poor innocents ; I have cauſe to fear it can 
hardly come time enough, the report of forces at Dublin making them violent 
to ſecure me. If the king conceive he can. diſpoſe of it into better or more faith- 
ful hands to ſerve him, I ſhall no ways defire it, but willingly render myſelf, and 
mine, a facrifice of loyalty. I am afraid it may be in much danger in his hands 
that hath it, if I be once put to extremity ; for beſides the diſcontent he gives 
the town, Iam informed his own garriſon are not well pleaſed with him. In obe- 
dience to your laſt commands, though very unſeaſonable, I ſend your lordſhip my 
peaceable letter. I have no more to ſay, but ſtill be pleaſed to keep in memory

Having ſent away theſe diſpatches, and ſtayed for ſome few days for the 
ſettling and ſecuring of theſe borders, and the ſafety of my family, I repaired to 
Loughreagh, to adviſe and conſult with my officers, and the gentlemen of the 
country, fo the proſecution of my expedition againſt Morrogh na doe O Flaherty, 


for the recovery of my caſtle of Aghnenewre. There I received conſtant intel- 


ligence of the general defection of the whole kingdom, and of the particular 
malice againſt me for my oppoſition againſt their proceedings; the diſorders, 
ſpoils, and robberies increaſing in the county itſelf, and under-hand receiving 
countenance and encouragement from thoſe whom I had intruſted for preſerving 
the peace, quiet, and obedience of the country, amongſt whom, moſt notice was 
taken of Richard Burke of Dermaclaghny, his uncle Thomas Burke of Anbally, 
by whom he was wholly guided, and Redmond Burke of Killcornan, all my 
couſin germans, notwithſtanding my ſeveral letters, perſuaſions, threats, and 
menaces to divert them from giving any countenance to thoſe diſorders, and their 
often diſavowing them, and promiſing all due obedience to my orders and direc- 
tions to them; ſome others were wavering, and had privately taken the oaths of aſ- 
ſociation; that Morrogh na doe was nephew to my lord of Mayo, and allied to 
many of quality; and that thoſe of that county would be glad of the occaſion to 
draw their forces into thoſe parts; withal much diſſention did ariſe. between 
the town and fort of Galway, captain Willoughby being of a raſh violent 
nature; and the townſmen, not wanting a large proportion of pride, would not 
be curbed by ſo young and heady a commander; and having ſupplied him with four 
months proviſion, were not willing to be farther aſſiſting without ready money; 
and both of them unwilling to give me the aſſiſtance I expected, without which 
I could not proſecute that buſineſs. It was the general advice, that I ſhould lay

There paſſed ſeveral letters this month between me and many of my neigh= 3 


bours of quality, and I did endeavour the beſt I could to preſerve proviſion for 
them, and more particularly Sir Charles Coote, Sir Arthur Blundell, and Mr. 
William Parſons, having ſeveral thankful letters of theirs, too long to be here 


In the letter from the lords juſtices, received the firſt of this month, 
appears a formal ſhew of favour and regard, but little intention to repoſe any 
truſt or confidence in me, or to afford me any kind of ſupply, as is apparent 
by that clauſe ſ powder, match, and lead we might ſend you, if we knew how 
to ſend them, ſo as they might not be intercepted by the rebels], when then, 


and frequently, they did ſend the ſame to captain Willoughby by ſea, without 


any direction to him to ſupply me at all; and the captain himſelf, after all my 
conſtant endeavours for the ſafety and preſervation of the fort, did ſeem to miſ- 
truſt me, ſome of his letters to his father being intercepted, wherein he deſired 
to know whether he ſhould lend me any calivers, which I had requeſted of him 


when I intended the expedition againſt Morrogh na doe O Flaherty ; and, pro- 


bably, this ſuſpicion of his was grounded upon ſome cautions ſent from Dublin. 
The king's majeſty's letter I joyfully received as a mark of very great honour 


to me, and the orders of 88 as an unuſual favour to any of my profeſſion, 


and the congratulations from ſo many other perſons of quality was no ſmall ſa- 
tisfaction to me: but I was ſoon deprived of thoſe comforts, when I obſerved 
(by the obſtruction made by the ſtate at Dublin) little probability that thoſe 
favours done me would be ſeconded by any truſt, power, or ſtrength, to anſwer 
the expectations held of me, or make good the deſigns of ſervice I had propoſed 
to myſelf of reducing this province of Conaght to obedience, if timely aſſiſted; 
and likewiſe finding almoſt the whole kingdom growing into a ſettled combina- 
tion againſt the government, and my own reſolutions unalterably fixed, not to 
participate therein, it was not difficult for me to diſcern my ſudden and appa- 
rent ruin in the quick increaſe of their ſtrength, and the daily impairing of my 


| power, much unequal to give them oppoſition. Theſe conſiderations (I may not 


improperly ſay) inforced the preſumption of offering at ſome timely remedy by 
my private applications to the king of the 22d, and ſome remoter touches to my 
brother the earl of Eſſex. The paper I yentured to ſend his majeſty was a kind 
of remonſtrance of the grievances of the kingdom, together with ſome propo- 
ſals to quiet the ſpreading dangerous diſtempers delivered to me by ſome able 
knowing perſons, not confederated with the reſt; ſome of the propoſitions I con- 
ceived abſolutely neceſſary, others not improper, for the grant of a gracious 
prince, if any otherwiſe acquired than by rebellion, but withal ſomewhat un- 
ſeaſonable, and too far oppoſite to the preſent diſpoſition of England, exaſpe- 
rated by the loud clamours and outcries of many of the deſtroyed Britiſh nation 
here; which juſtly invited me to implore his majeſty, by his own royal judgment 
and gracious conſideration, to ſet fit bounds and limits to the deſires and expec- 


tations of the one, and to the over-heated paſſions and violence of the other.

Our very good Lords and Gentlemen, | 
NUR juſt fears, and the apparent practices of ſuch as thirſt after our ruin, . 
have, at length, brought us to declare ourſelves in behalf of our king, our Pale, eee 
conſcience, and our country. You, we believe, with the ſame reſentment, have ob- Febrawy, 
ſerved how much the majeſty of our prince, in what concerns this kingdom, hath 
ſuffered in the eſſential rights of it by the management of the affairs of this ſtate, 
and by the parliament of England, as if not content with the bleſſing of the 
| preſence of our common father his ſacred majeſty, they would force upon us a 
further ſubordination at the ſame time. You have had a part alſo in our grief, 
to ſee the diſtruſt and publick upbraidings of the Roman catholicks, and the 
marks of indignation fixed upon our religion (notwithſtanding our often candid 
and ſincere expreſſion of our loyalty, by which we are rendered incapable f any 
office beyond being a juſtice of peace; and the executing of the ſame place, 
without {wearing the oath of ſupremacy, made penal, at the will and diſcretion 
of the ſtate. You, we are confident, with the ſame affliction, took notice with 
us to how little purpoſe we fat in parliament, when the redreſs of our grievances 
muſt not only firſt move, but receive the approvement of thoſe who commonly were 
the authors of them. Theſe, with the late demeanors of ſome miniſters of the 
ſtate fince this commotion, by cruelly putting to death ſome of his majeſty's 
ſubjects in the county of Wicklow, as alſo at Santry, and burning ſeveral gen- 


tlemens houſes and haggards, and taking away all their goods, without any other 
cauſe than that they were catholicks ; as alſo the inhuman advice of Sir Charles 


Coote to the lords juſtices, to execute a general maſſacre upon all of our religion, 
which he offered to perform, had the council conſented thereto ; having in- 
duced us to enter into an affociation, wherein we deſire you will be pleaſed to 
Join, that, with an unanimous conſent, we may vindicate the honour of our

T RECEIVED yeſterday a large relation of the inhuman and barbarous maſ- 
1 ſacre of the poor Engliſh from Pierce Lynch, my tenant of Shreull, who 
was an eye witneſs of that cruelty, being done upon, and on each fide of 
the bridge, before the caſtle ; the number of the Engliſh one hundred. He af- 
firms, it was done by thoſe in the county of Mayo, and who, being before with my 
lord of Mayo, would fain have lodged within my caſtle, but neither intreaties, 
nor threats could prevail ; he alſo relates, that the biſhop of Killalla, his wite, 


and ſome of his company, were preſerved by: Mr. Ulick Burke of Caſtle-Hacket, 


who ſent carriages to convey them to his caſtle, being ſick, and almoſt ſtarved, 


and that ſome others were kept alive in other places thereabouts ; if any of this 


county had a hand in that work, I ſhall hazard much to give them their due 


puniſhment. 125 3 
The mayor of Galway ſent me ſome examinations, which, I preſume, he hath 


| likewiſe acquainted you with; the copy of my anſwer I ſend you here incloſed, 


which will expreſs my mind unto you in that particular, and ſave me ſome la- 
bour of writing, having much to do at this preſent ; and as I writ yeſterday, fo 
I muſt now earneſtly intreat you to let the town have the barrel of powder, 
for if they ſhould miſcarry for want of ſuch a ſmall ſupply, it would very much 


reflect both upon you and me. | 


The man you ſent to Dublin arrived ſafe, but divulged ſuch ſtrange reports, 
end as from you, that may be of very dangerous conſequence for the king's ſer- 


vice in this county, fixing many heavy aſperſions perſonally upon men of qua- 


lity, which, if they had been clearly proved, might have been better kept private 
for a time, than in ſuch a manner publiſhed ; for according to the preſent ſtate 
of affairs, it is more diſcretion than force that muſt do good, by gaining time ; 
and the ftraits I am put to, and the danger I am in, will much increaſe, by rai- 
ſing ſuſpicions and diſcontents within the county. He did (as I am informed) par- 


ticularly charge my lord Clanmorris to have a deſign upon the fort, and for him 
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1 do pawn my life he never harboured ſuch a thought, and is as careful and com- Febr. 164 1. 
paſſionate of the Engliſh as any man can be, and as obedient and diligent to my . 
commands and inſtructions, and as averſe to thoſe bad proceedings of 
others; and to have ſuch an imputation laid upon him he cannot but 
very much reſent it, and I in his behalf; and the general calamity of 
the time, and the miſery of other parts, much greater than here, and my 
conſtant care to be aſſiſting to you upon all occaſions, might deſerve more 
reſpect than to have the worſt colours put upon all things, eſpecially no remedy 
being at hand. This particular, and ſome other _—_— are fo far from truth, 
that I am ſure you could have nothing to do with thoſe relations; your meſſen- 
ger, through ſimplicity, or ill intention, taking up all idle rumours ; and how- 
ever I do much wonder, that they were permitted to be publickly ſpoken at 
Dublin; I do intend to ſend up thither, to have a ſtrict examination taken of 
that fellow, for your juſtification, and my ſatisfaction. It will not miſbecome 
ou to let me be no ſtranger to your intelligence, who cannot be excc ded in 
duty and affection to the king's ſervice, and likewiſe confident, that n ſtory 
will be as ſoon heard, and as much regarded throughout the king's dominions, 
at leaſt, as any ſubject in this kingdom; and however, no errors, nor miſtakes, 
ſhall ever make me neglect, to the utmoſt in my power, the ſafety and preſerva- 
tion of the fort, and to comply with you in all things that may beſt conduce 
thereto. Let twenty pecks of wheat, and as much of malt, be directed to be ſent him 
out of my own proviſions, and more beſpoken, and the ways and paſſages cleared to 
Galway, that the markets may reach him. My ſecurity, and others, to Mr. Smith, 
for as much beef as he will think fit to have; all. other neceſſaries and provi- 
ſions the town is to ſupply him out of the cuſtoms upon Mr. Ratclift's account 
charged upon ſome merchants ; his father's harſhneſs to my ſervant, and refuſal 
to ſupply. him' with money for-England, contrary to former letters, was occaſioned 
by ſome ſtrange informations from hence.

May it pleaſe your Lordſhip, 

T may ſeem truly to be a preſumption above an ordinary ſtrain, that fo unfor- 
tunate a wretch, in ſo poor and deſpicable a condition, ſhould attempt to 
trouble your honour in ſuch a way as I am caſt upon by an inevitable neceſſity; 
but the knowledge and confidence I have that goodneſs attends unſeperably 
your greatneſs, anſwerable to your honour's noble birth, worth and breeding, 
conſummated and made complete by that truſt his royal majeſty hath put on 
you in this county, hath emboldened me to caſt myſelf at your honour's feet, and 
humbly to beg for God's, the king's, and your -honour's ſake, to be a protector, 
and benefactor to me, your humble ſuppliant. What my misfortunes and ſuffer- 
ings were on Sunday laſt at Shreul!, as without tears I cannot, ſo with good 
manners I may not relate unto your lordſhip; only left I ſhould be ungrateful 
to God, I remember his mercies; firſt, that miraculouſly of God's undeſerved 
mercy, I, my wife, three children, two women ſervants, and one man ſervant, 
were preſerved ; I pray God it be in mercy: next, though all ſtripped naked, 

yet none wounded, but myſelf, and my man ſervant; and that, bleſſed be God, + 
not deadly or dangerouſly : | thirdly, which is a mercy above all, that a noble 
| gentleman, captain Ulick Burke, and his noble bedfellow, ſent a ſurgeon of his 
own to me, and other ſervants, who, with all tender care, brought me on Tueſ- 
day haſt to Caſtle-Hacket where I have been, and am ſo tenderly and heartily 

attended, as it ſurpaſſeth all expreſſion ; I pray God that they may find mercy

theſe I add, the laſt, which encourageth me moſt, that God is dealing with me

loyal. Let me then humbly ſupplicate your lordſhip, that you would compaſſio- 


nate a poor, miſerable, yet innocent man, provide for him, and his ſafe convoy 
to Galway, or any where elſe you think fit, from whence I may be tranſported 
by ſea to fee king Charles, the thing worldly I wiſh moſt; not, in the word of 


a prieſt ; to complain, for God's grace, and my afflictions here, and elſewhere, 


have taught me to forgive, and pray for them that wrong me. Next I beg (alas I 
am aſhamed to expreſs, but neceſſity exhorteth it) that you would be pleaſed to 
help with ſome money to ſupply me and mine. My lord, I dare to promiſe, 
however I be low here, and not much known, yet I am neither ſo much for- 
gotten by my gracious ſovereign, nor undervalued for my paſt ſervice to and ſuf- 
fering for him, but what your lordſhip ſhall expend, either for my conduct, 
or ſupport, ſhall not only be well taken, but nobly repaid and rewarded. I could 
ſay more in this kind, but modeſty, and my poor condition, commands my ſilence. 
Would God I were as well known to your lordſhip as to ſome of your noble 
friends at court ; or, at leaſt, as near to them in place as to you. My lord, pardon 
my expreſſions in this caſe, I thank God it is the firſt in this kind, and I muſt

21ſt of Febr. Immediately, upon the receipt of this letter, I wrote myſelf unto his lordſhip, 


and congratulated his lordſhip's happy eſcape out of that bloody and inhuman 
maſſacre; and gave him aſſurance, that he was arrived into a place that ſhould 
afford him all poſſible comfort, and ſure protection, with all fit accommodation 
for his intended journey into England; and that, without expectation of re- 
ward. It was a duty I was obliged unto, as his majeſty's ſervant, and a charity 
and reſpect due to his quality and calling; and that, very ſpeedily, ſome officers 
of mine ſhould attend upon him, to ſupply him with all things neceſſary, and to 


provide for. his lordthip's ſafe convoy to Galway, where I would myſelf be ready to 


receive him. The copy of my letter is either loſt, or miſlaid, but was to this effect,

Being informed of ſeveral private meetings, and correſpondence kept with art of Febr.

their party; and that there was likely to be a ſpeedy and violent defection, and 
falling from me; no aſſiſtance to be had from the Gate or any other part of the 
kingdom ; no knowledge of the condition of England, or probability of ſupplies 
from thence ; I found myſelf in a very perplexed ſtate, and my wife and family 
in great danger, there being no poſſibility of conveying them to any place of 
ſafety. Upon conference and debate with ſome perfons whom I knew to be 
faithful, and of able judgment, in this extremity, it was reſolved, that I muſt 
adventure ſomewhat to comply, in a civil way, for the gaining of time with 
ſome of the lords of the pale, and to try how they might be wrought upon to 
keep off the ſtorm that was raifing here againſt me, until I could receive ſome 
comfort out of England. And having received letters from the earl of Weſt- 
meath, who ftood firm, though I conceived he could not but keep ſome private 
correſpondence with thoſe that were out for his ſafety, and likewiſe letters from 
my lord of Gorman's-town, I refolved to write to both their lordſhips, and to 
laſten a courteſy upon the good old earl of Weſtmeath, who though he would 
not embrace their ways, yet he was nearly allied to moſt of the nobility of the 
pale, very affectionate to me, and likely to be powerful with them.

cannot compals the performance thereof, This unfortunate province is in all

t received the latter end of this month ſeveral letters from captain Willoughby, 
and from the mayor, recorder, and corporation of Galway, making high com- 
plaints each againſt the other; and growing into great heat and violence upon 
the arrival of ſome ſhips there, the fort ſhooting both great and ſmall ſhot at 
one of the ſheriffs, and ſome merchants going abroad; and the townſ{mcn re- 
ſtraining, and keeping within the town ſome of the fort ſoldiers, and imprifon- 
ing, upon ſome pretences, one Turner, clerk of the ſtores, and one Mr. Clarke, 
maſter of a ſhip ; and captain Willoughby putting guards of muſketters in the 
| ſhip upon the townſmen's goods. Upon advertiſement of theſe diſtempers I re- 
ſolved to repair to Galway; but having many great diverſions abroad, I firſt 
made trial of Sir Richard Blake's good offices, who was very conſtant in his care 


and endeavours for the preſervation of the fort, and powerful both there and 
in the town; and, in concluſion, he had good ſucceſs in the reconciling thoſe 


differences; yet ſo much rancour remained between them, as did neceſſarily re- 
quire my own repair thither to make a more perfect reconcilement. 2 

The clergy began this month to be very violent and buſy in perſuading the 
people to join in a general commotion, and in tendering the oaths of aſſocia- 
tion, which together with the plauſible declarations, and letters of divers of the 
nobility, and perſons of quality, ſetting forth, the inforcement put upon them 
to take up arms for their juſt defence, through the miſtruſt of the ſtate of Dub- 
lin, and the parliament of England taking upon them the whole management 
of the affairs of this kingdom, with reſolutions to fall upon all without di- 
ſtinction, and that, with the concurrence, if not by the incitement of the ſtate 
here, as they alledged, made many perſons of note and quality to be wavering 
in this county, beſides the loud threats of the counties of Mayo and Roſcom- 
mon, and ſeveral other places to fall heavy upon me, as came frequently to me 
by the gentlemen living upon thoſe borders, of very good judgment and credit. 


Upon conſideration of theſe particulars, I was compelled (as the leaſt of evils) to 


adventure upon a civil kind of compliance with ſome of quality, engaged in the 
preſent action, to keep off the preſſing violence of the preſent ſtorm, until I could re- 
ceive ſome return to my diſpatches ſent into England, and could learn the certainty of 
the growing troubles there, which came but very ſparingly tomefrom any, but thoſe in 
action, who probably would frame their relations to the beſt advantage of their 
own proceedings. And in the courſe I had reſolved on, I found great difficulty 
how to diſpoſe of my affairs and expreſſions, fo as might give a temporary ſatiſ- 
faction to thoſe whoſe power was above my reſiſtance, and yet keep myſelf as 
intire within the limits of my duty to his majeſty, and thoſe that governed by 
his authority, as my weak condition, and the diſtraction of the times could poſ- 
bly permit. And how I managed this intricate affair appears without diſguiſe 
to the gentlemen of the county of Roſcommon, to the earl of Weſtmeath, and 
the viſcount Gorman's-town ; and though it may appear with errors of judg- 
ment, - yet, I hope, it may be free from any other conſtruction than that I aimed 
at a preſent preſervation, to enable me the better to ſerve his majeſty when his 
clear commands, ſeconded with timely aſſiſtance, ſhould arrive unto me.

Noz SIR, 


EING informed by Sir Ulick Burke, that upon a ſally of yours, in your re- 
turn, you took one William M* Egan, a foſterer of his, and my collector 
in that half barony, and divers cattle on Sir Ulick's land; I have enquired, and 
could never hear but well of the man; and if you pleaſe, at my requeſt, to ſet 
him at liberty, I ſhall acknowledge it as a courteſy ; and it is undertaken to me 
that he ſhall appear at any time hereafter, to anſwer what ſhall be objected 
againſt him; and for Sir Ulick Burke, I aſſure you, I never heard him mention 
you, but with very good reſpect; he is my kinſman, that I do very much-eſtecm. I 
am very ſorry, that ſome heat and unkindnefles remain between you and my couſin 
Hubbard ; I hope you will both keep it from growing to any height, that may 
draw a prejudice upon either. As ſoon as my leiſure will permit, I intend to draw 
into thoſe parts, and ſhould be very glad to ſettle all right between you. I had 
gone thus far when I received your moſt welcome news of the landing of conſi- 
derable forces at Dublin, and the expectation of much more, The packet which 
I received from thence came when thoſe ſhips were in fight, but I heard no 
certainty of their ſafe landing but by yours. The number that was prepared to 
come over by my intelligence out of England, was ſixteen thouſand foot and one 
thouſand horſe, and that the ten thouſand Scots were not willing to come, ex- 
cept they had ſo many arms ſent them from London. I conceive, by your letter, 
you have received no news out of England, which moves but ſlowly ; God ſend 
when it comes we may receive it with comfort. The ſhips armed in this harbour 
haye brought but ſmall ſtores of arms or ammunition, for the ſupply of town or 
fort; and when more plenty comes, I believe I have ſettled a courſe that it ſhall 
not be iſſued out without my particular warrant, and ſtrict account of every 
ounce that ſhall be ſpent; and thoſe that conveyed the former have not been 
ſince in thoſe parts. The town had carefully examined that buſineſs before I re- 
ceived your letter that gaye me notice of it, I am now in a ſecond purſuit there- 
of. I believe you will nat ſuddenly be in danger from the county of Mayo, there 
being little agreement amongſt themſelyes. I expect very ſpeedily much certain

ro Sir Ulick HAVE received your moſt affectionate advices and aſſurances of your beſt 
Purke, the 1 aſſiſtance, which, I hope, I ſhall be able to make uſe of for the preſent 
good, and future benefit of us both.

Let him, and others, be pleaſed to recolle& their for- 
mer reading and experience, wherein, though far more knowing, I will preſume 
to ſay he can find nothing to contradict my ſmaller ſtudies, having the examples 
of Chriſt, his apoſtles, and the beſt of all ſucceeding ages, to ſhew us, that religion 
did ever increaſe and flouriſh by humility and obedience, good life and ſufferings, 
and not by ſhedding of the blood of martyrs; and when the temporal ſword 
was at any time called to aſſiſtance, it was begun with a lawful war, not by ra- 
pines, ſpoils, horrid murders, and diſobedience to the lawful prince.. For what- 
ever pretences may be put upon this action, I muſt never yield that any native 
of this kingdom is more knowing of his majeſty's intentions than myſelf ; in all 

this I am confirmed by the rules and inſtructions I have from my childhood 

received from very able and devout ſpiritual fathers, and from the living ex- 
amples, and dying expreſſions of my natural father, the memory whereof muſt 
be ever moſt dear and precious to me, If what I have alledged will not prevail 
to alter their otherwiſe ſettled reſolutions, I ſhall expect that there be no inter- 
ruption given within my government, nor no withdrawing of their duties and 
affection from thoſe rules I have or ſhall preſcribe for the king's ſervice, nor 
no thraldom put upon their conſciences by compulſory oaths, not warranted by 

any authority, nor underſtood by few that proffer, and, I believe, by none that 
take it; and as little obſerved, or rather the contrary done by thoſe that have 
run into the error; and if any ſhall proceed, notwithſtanding this warning given, 
in diſcharge of the duty of my place, I ſhall be forced to ſtricter and ſeverer 
courſes than will agree with thoſe reſpeds I ever deſire to ſhew to men of their 
reverend callings, though ſome put great prejudices upon me, and overthrow

And to deliver my obſervation cl.arly, 
the town had behaved themſelves very well towards the Engliſh therein, but not 
in ſuch full manner as was expreſſed, to gain them the more ſafety, they hav- 
ing been ſometimes frighted by unruly people who were not duly puniſhed.

Know ye, that we the ſaid perſons whoſe names are hereunder written, do 
hold ourſelves obliged by the ties and bonds of gratitude and juſtice, of our own 
motion, to make the enſuing free and voluntary declaration, to be made known 
unto his moſt excellent majeſty our ſovereign lord king Charles, and the 
ſtates of his highneſs's three kingdoms, and unto all poſterity, as occaſion ſhall 
be adminiſtered, for the beſt advantage and behoof of the ſaid ancient and moſt 
faithful town and corporation of Galway ; we therefore hereby declare, that 
our own perſons, our wives and children, and goods, and all others of the na- 
tions aforeſaid that came to the ſaid town, are, and have been received, protected, 
and defended by the faid corporation, amongſt the great dangers and troubles of 
thoſe times, and uſed and intreated in the ſaid town with all courteſy, huma- 
nity, love, and charity, by the magiſtrates and all other members of the ſaid town, 
as in caſe we had been of their own fleſh and blood; and are, and have been 
freed and exonerated from all ceſſes, taxes, and tallages whatſoever, which, 
by the neceſlity of the times, were impoſed upon the freemen and natives of the 
ſaid corporation. And we do further declare, that no manner of injury, pre- 
Judice, or violence was heretofore offered unto us, or any others of the nations 
aforeſaid, either by the ſaid corporation, or by any member of it; neither have 
we any juſt cauſe to fear any hereafter.

HERE As ſome differences have of late grown between the town of Gal- 
| way and his majeſty's fort near it, upon the arrival of ſome ſhipping in 

the harbour there, and upon other occaſions, which tho of their own nature ſmall, 
yet being aggravated with ſome circumſtances, and accompanied with ſome miſ- 
conftructions on either fide, were like to kindle a flame, and make a great rup- 
ture between theſe two places, of ſo great importance for the advancement of his 
majeſty's ſervice, and defence of themſelves, and in a conſiderable meaſure of the 
whole county, and in ſome degree of the whole province of Conaght ; I have 
thought fit, for the more ſpeedy accommodating and compoſing thereof, and pre- 
vention of the like for the time to come, and of the fad effects which might en- 
ſue thereupon, to lay down the rules and directions hereafter following, the 
ſame to be continued during the great diſtempers now ſpread abroad in the 


kingdom, not intending thereby to invade upon, ot violate any privileges,

3. That an exact account be taken, and kept by thoſe that go from the town,

4. That no piece of ordnance be taken out of any ſuch ſhip, or veſſel, landed, 
or brought into the ſnid town, without my ſpecial directions, or the allowance 
of him that commands the faid fort in my abſence, when neceſſity requires the 
ſame, for preſervation of the aid ordnance, or ſafety of the faid town and fort;

touches of paſſages here, until I could make up a more large relation.

Received your lordſhips of the 7th of the laſt month on the 7th of this pre- 
ſent at Galway, where I remained twelve days to compoſe ſeveral diſ- 
putes and differences between the fort and town, and to ſettle a courſe to pre- 
vent future miſtakes, and preſerve a fair correſpondence between them, wherein 
I met with very good ſucceſs. I likewiſe there received two commiſhons from 
our lordſhips, the one for goal delivery, and the other for making William De- 
e high ſheriff, both which I hope to make good uſe of for the quiet go- 
vernment of this county. 

I returned home but late the laſt night. I ſhall ſpeedily go in hand with a 
large diſpatch to your lordſhips, wherein I ſhall give an account of the fort, the 
town, and the whole county, 1 hope, to your lordſhips good ſatisfaction, though 
not in that perfect ſtate I did labour to preſerve it in. I ſhall likewiſe deliver my 
knowledge of the other parts of this province, and the true relation of the bloody 
and inhuman maſſacre at Shreull, done upon many Engliſh and Scots, of which, 
I thank God, this county is totally free, more than that part of their blood hath 
ſtained the ſoil, as by ſeveral depoſitions will appear, to be ſent to your lordſhips 
by my next diſpatch. Theſe brief touches of our preſent ſtate I thought fit to 
haſten to your lordſhips, until, with better leiſure, and more ſafety, I may con- 
vey my intended diſpatches.

Juices, the Received your lordſhips diſpatches of the 7th of the laſt month on the 7th 
arch. 


of this preſent at Galway, where I remained twelve days, to compoſe ſome 
differences between the fort and the town, upon the arrival of two ſhips out of 
France, the lading being wheat and falt, with a very ſmall proportion of arms 
and ammunition for the town, but two barrels of powder, three dozen of ſlight 
calivers, ſome pike heads, and a few halberts ; and upon this ſlight beginning, 
the captain giving oppoſition to the landing of them, a very great diſtemper did 
ariſe, through paſſion and jealouſy on both ſides, which might have proved of 
dangerous conſequence, if it had not been quieted by my ſpeedy repair thither ; 
and that being ſettled, I found much difficulty to direct a courſe to prevent 
future diſputes, and to preſerve a fair correſpondency between them. And I do 
now hope they are firmly united by what I fend your lordſhips herewith, the 
publick declarations of the fort and corporation, and of the Engliſh clergy, and 
others, now reſiding within the town, which, I preſume, will give your lord- 
ſhips good ſatisfaction of my care to preſerve thoſe two important places in 
ſtrength and amity, being the ſafety, as I conceive, not only of this county, but 
of all thoſe parts of the kingdom, I likewiſe ſend your lordſhips certain inſtruc- 
tions ſent to Galway, to prevent future miſtakes, which — temporary, eſ- 

ecially for the arms and ammunition, until your lordſhips further pleaſure be 
declared. I hold it not fit, ſo newly after reconciliation, to put a miſtruſt upon 
them, which have been very ill taken to be my act, without command from your 
lordſhips; and yet to prevent the worſt, I took order with captain Willoughby, 
upon the arrival of any plenty of arms or ammunition, which, I am informed, 
they have ſent for by virtue of the late proclamation for their own defence, that 
he ſhould give me a ſpeedy notice thereof, that I might repair thither if there 
were occaſion, or, by my warrant, iſſue out for the fort or county what ſhould 
be above a fit proportion for their own defence. But if your lordſhips ſhall nct 


think fit to have any landed in the town, but to go immediately to the fort, I 


muſt then deſire that your lordſhips will take order the fort obey my warrants for 
the iſſuing out of arms and ammunition for town and county, as I ſhall ſee oc- 


caſion; and likewiſe give direction how the merchant ſhall be ſatisfied that 
hath bought them. 


My lords, I cannot but be very ſenſible how much myſelf, and others, have 
ſuffered by reports and falſe tales carried up to Dublin (as I am informed) by one 
Huſſey, and ſome others; though I am confident your lordſhips will not eaſily 
admit any diſtruſt to light upon me, knowing my own thoughts and actions 
ſo clear, that I doubt not tojuſtify- myſelf at all times; yet 1 am very ſorry it re- 
flects ſo much in preſent upon the perſons of divers honeſt. gentlemen, as namely 
Sir Robuck Lynch, Sir Dominick Brown, Mr. Martin, and divers others, who, 1

have cauſe to believe very well of the whole corporation, though there may be Mar, 124, 
ſome raſh young men, and others high-minded, that do ſtomach a young cap - 
tain ſhould exerciſe more authority over them than they conceive his father 
would have done, whoſe perſon they do much reſpect, and often wiſh him 
there. For my part, I muſt do captain Willoughby that right, he hath ever 
been very obſervant and reſpective to me, and I aſſure your lordſhips hath been 
diligent in ſtrengthening of the fort; and both the place and perſons within 
are in a very good poſture, to reſiſt any attempt that can be made againſt them; 
and if his informations were no other than he affirms to me, it did no ways miſ- 
become him to give your lordſhips intimation thereof, the times being ſo dan- 
gerous and unſettled ; though, upon enquiry, I find nothing well grounded for an 
accuſation, eſpecially againſt any of quality there; and it is both the captain's 
deſire, and mine, that Huſſey his examination of what he delivered at Dublin may 
be exactly taken, and himſelf forthcoming, if he have miſreported his inſtruc- 
tions, and injured perſons of worth and quality here.

I ſend your lordſhips a copy of an account under captain Willoughby's hand, 
which I keep, being all the ſecurity I have for my engagements, by which, I 
hope, it will appear the town, with my aſſiſtance, have not very ſparingly ſup- 
plied the fort, nor ſhall he from time to time want any thing that ſhall be with- 
in my power to furniſh him, though I aſſure your lordſhips, there is ſo great 
ſcarcity of monies, and other proviſions ; the eſtates of many of Galway being 
ſeized upon in the counties of Mayo and Sligoe, and other parts, that it will be 
very neceſſary your lordſhips ſhould ſend ſpeedily both arms, ammunition and 
money about by ſea to the fort. And I ſhall offer it to your lordſhips conſidera- 
tion to take ſome notice of the careful endeavours of Sir Richard Blake, and Mr. 
Recorder, who have been very ready to do all good offices to prevent miſtakes, 
and qualify diſtempers; and if your lordſhips pleaſe to give a touch that you 
hold a good opinion of Sir Robuck Lynch, and do not credit any thing to his 
prejudice, I doubt not he will well deſerve your lordſhips favour.

I muſt humbly defire your lordſhips, that Mr. Carpenter, Mr. Carr, and Mr. 
Little, the contractors for tobacco; may be treated with; and that your lordſhips 
ſend to John Bermingham of Galway, merchant, who hath the charge of the 
magazine of a great quantity of tobacco that lieth in Galway, to ſell the ſame at 


his majeſty or the contractors, the money may be diſpoſed for ſupply of the 
fort, and his majeſty's occaſions here, and ſatisfaction made to any that hath 
intereſt therein. Before your lordſhips laſt directions came to Mr. Radcliffe to 
ſupply the fort with two hundred pounds, I was enforced to iſſue warrants to 
him for payment of ſome monies to the fort ; and he delivering an account but of 
little monies in his hands; and many debts due to his majeſty from the town 
for the cuſtoms, I likewiſe granted warrants for the gathering of thoſe debts ; 
and coming in but ſlowly, in regard they alledge their bonds are in the exchequer, 
I have undertaken to fave them harmleſs; and have for the preſent borrowed, and 
cauſed one hundred pounds to be delivered to captain Willoughby, to be paid me out 
of the cuſtoms that ſhall hereafter come in.

I make no queſtion but your lordſhips have heard of the bloody and inhuman 


maſſacre done at Shreull upon many Engliſh and Scots. I immediately ſent down

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Mar. 1641. commiſſioners to examine that buſineſs ; and, by many clear teſtimonies, I find 
mat none of the county of Galway had a hand in that deteſtable fact, though 
thoſe of Mayo were, and, I believe, defirous to have tainted the county there- 
with, driving many of them over the bridge, to ſtain this foil with part of their 
blood; but, however, if there had been a real intention to have preſerved 
them, I ſhould certainly have been ſent to, and then they could not have failed 
of a ſaſe convoy through this county. The biſhop of Killalla, his wife and chil- 
dren, eſcaped happily with their lives, being ſtripped, and the biſhop hurt. 
Mr, Ulick Burke of Caſtle-Hacket relieved them, and kept them with much 
care and reſpe& a long time at his houſe; and after, by my directions, conveyed 
them ſafe to Galway when I was there; and I have taken good order for their 
living there, until a ſhip be ready to convey them into England, which his lord-

I did long ſince inform your lordſhips of the treachery and perfidious dealing 
of young Morrogh na doe O Flaherty ſurprizing my caſtle of Aghnenewre in 
Irrconaght ; but in regard it was in a remote corner, my own intereſt moſt 
concerned therein, and that he, and his companions, have not moleſted theſe 
other parts of the county, I have hitherto forborn to vindicate my honour, and 
recover my right, leſt I might draw danger upon the reſt of the county in my 
_ abſence; the minds of many being wrought upon, and much unſettled, and he 
nearly allied to gentlemen of quality, both of this, and the county of Mayo, 
and the common people ſo inclined to ſpoil and liberty. But now the town and 
fort of Galway being, I hope, well united, I ſhall uſe my utmoſt endeavours to 
ſettle and preſerve this county in due obedience, and to recover as much as may 
be for the Engliſh inhabitants of theſe parts, that have been robbed of moſt of their 
cattle, and ſome of their goods, wherein many of the Iriſh have had their ſhare 
of ſuffering by baſe unruly people.

Formerly ſignified unto you how Clarke's ſhip was taken by ſome of the 
town. The gates of the town have been ſhut ever ſince, ſo that I cannot get 
any ſatisfactory anſwer, or ſufficient intelligence from town, or ſhip. I received 
a letter at this inſtant from a credible perſon of the town; and have likewiſe been 
informed by ſome that got out of the town, that the contents of the incloſed is 
true. My centinels obſerved yeſternight a light in the top of the higheſt houſe 
in the town ; I cannot expound the meaning of it. I obſerved this day that the 
bell did not ring to prayers as it uſed to do, and I am informed, that the doors 
of the church have been ſhut ever ſince yeſterday. My lord, we have hitherto ſub- 
ſiſted by your lordſhip's faith and favour to us, and we hope that 4 honour, 
conſidering the greatneſs of our danger, will multiply your care of our defence 
and protection. Theſe actions will hardly admit any colour of words to excuſe 
them, and therefore I humbly pray your lordſhip to repreſent our danger to the 


ſtate at full, and be a means for us to receive ſome preſent aid. We would not 
ſo much fear our enemies if we could get corn for our money; without your ho-

TotheLord CYTJNGCE the making up of my other diſpatches, I have received theſe moſt

ſad and unfortunate relations from the fort and town of Galway, which puts 
ſo great a diſtraQion upon me that I know not which way to make my applica- 
tions to your lordſhips, or how to guide my own actions here. The ſudden and 
deſperate attempt, after ſo many great and publick profeſſions of loyalty to his 
majeſty, unity with the fort, and reſpects to me, makes me not know whom to 
truſt, and, with all probability, to expect almoſt a general defection and ſhaking 
off all obedience to my commands for his majeſty's fervice, or the preſervation of 
the country from thoſe miſeries that threaten ruin to the whole kingdom. I 
ſend your lordfhips the ſeveral letters I have received, and the copy of their cove= 
nant. Your lordſhips may be pleaſed to take the whole matter into your ſpeedy 
and ſerious conſiderations, being of great concernment as can happen in this 
kingdom. The fituation of the place confidered, both for receiving in, and iſſu- 
ing forth thofe dangerous commodities they have made themſelves maſters of. 
They have not informed me the number of the ordnance, nor quantity of powder 
in Mr. Clarke's ſhip. As I remember, he had twelve pieces of ordnance, and ſeven 
or eight barrels of powder, and about a dozen muſkets, their own ſtore, that they 


would acknowledge; upon ſearch made there were two pieces of ordnance, four 


mortars, five chambers, ten old baſes without chambers, about a hundred muſkets 
and calivers, and as many pikes, four barrels of powder, and three dozen of 
calwers, that came from them in Mr. Clarke's ſhip. ; 

E am at this inſtant haſtening into thoſe parts to try what friends are left me, 
or what aſſiſtance or advice they will give me, and what I ſhall be able to do. 


Your tordſhips ſhall have ſpeedy notice if my letters do meet with a ſafe con- 


veyance. My uttermoft endeavours ſhall not be failing to ſupply the fort, though 
I make no queſtion J ſhall meet with oppoſition, and many difficulties therein. 
I have newly received a letter from my lord Clanmorris, giving me notice of a 
letter ſent to him by the mayor and corporation, by which, J perceive, they are 
always very buſily working: his conftant and moſt faithful expreſſtons give me 
ſome comfort in the afflitions now upon me. Your lordſhips may be pleaſed, 
with great expedition, to ſend ftrong forces into theſe parts, or think of ſome fit 
way to quench this flame, which otherwiſe will not only confurne us here, but 
grow to that height as will coſt much time and blood to extinguiſh it.

goods detained there, I had likewiſe, at the requeſt of the lords of the pale, and

ſome trunks of cloaths and other goods. Upon notice of it I ſent the gentleman 
of my horſe, and ſome others with him, to haſten away the goods from Galway ; 
but he found them all in ſuch confuſion and madneſs, that himſelf and company 
had much difficulty to get away ſafe with ſome few of the carbines and piſtols, 
not permitting the arms for my own perſon to be brought away. I received ſe- 
veral letters from captain Willoughby, expreſſing his wants, his fear of a ſiege, 
and earneſtly importuning my own coming to the fort, and reſidence there for a 
time ; to which I returned this anſwer. |

ORASMUCH as it is obvious in every man's eye and obſervation, in what My declara- 
deplorable and woful caſe this kingdom of Ireland doth now ſtand, being rac the

involved, and deeply engaged in general war, whereby whole countries are con- 2. 1 
ſumed with fire and ſword, depopulated and laid waſte; many thouſands have ihe 2h of - 


already loſt their lives, eſtates, and goods, and many more are like to fall into l. 


the ſame misfortune, and to meet with the fad effects and companions of war, 
namely, cruelty, famine, deſolation, and all manner of miſery, if God of his in- 
finite mercy and inexhauſted goodneſs, and his majeſty's wiſdom and care, do 
not timely prevent the ſame. 1 8 g 
And whereas, by my humble addreſſes unto his ſacred majeſty, and my p- 
lication to many of the nobility of England, and to the right honourable the 
bonds juſtices and council in this kingdom, I have made it my chief ſtudy to ob- 
tain a fair pacification and ceſſation of arms, until his majeſty had examined 
the grounds of the commotions, and ſignified his royal pleaſure therein, for ſa- 
tisfaction unto his people, to which purpoſe I have, at this inſtant, ſollicitors 
and meſſengers in England, Dublin, and other places, knowing it to be the 
earneſt deſire of the chiefeſt of the nobility, and perſons of quality, both of the 
pale, and other parts of the kingdom engaged in this action; and that the 
county of Galway (for ought I can hear or learn) from the beginning of theſe 
unhappy commotions, hath been, and yet is the moſt peaceable and ſecure place 


of all this kingdom, in which condition I ſhall endeavour to maintain the ſame ; 


and ſo was the town of Galway, until, within theſe few days, ſome. turbulent

have many active inſtruments among them, labouring to ſow ſedition and diſaf- 
fection to his majeſty's ſervice in the minds of many of his loyal and well- affected 
people; and do vaunt, and give out, that by their own power, and confederacy 
of others, ſuch as they endeavour to draw from other places to their party, they 
will ſhortly ſurprize and gain his majeſty's fort near Galway, and deſtroy hismajeſty's 


ſubjects there, and the reſt of the Engliſh, and all others, of what religion ſoever, 


that will not join with them in their reſolutions and actions, which I am not apt to 
believe, nor can be perſuaded that any of the bettet ſort will either countenance, or 
bear a part in the ſame, being contrary to all religion, obedience, civility, and honeſty: 
And whereas I find, that many of this county, and ſtrangers, poſt up and down 
within this government, and publiſh falſe and ſeditious rumours and reports, and con- 
ceal all news of the true ſtate of affairs abroad, and make ſmooth declarations thereby, 


to draw his majeſty's ſubjects into defection, and from that obedience which, by 


all laws, they owe unto our moſt gracious ſovereign, and me his governor, and 
to traduce me, and my juſt, moderate, and mild proceedings, and this under 
colour of advancing the catholick Roman religion, and countenancing the pro-

that I ſhall, by all godly and honourable ways, endeavour to advance and main-

all warlike and honourable ways, as by the courſe of his majeſty's juſtice, proſe- 
cute and deſtroy all ſuch within the ſaid county and town, as ſhall raiſe arms, 
or do any act of hoſtility within this government againſt his majeſty, or me his 
governor ; and that will not join with me in ſuppreſſing and beating down all 
inſurrections and diſorders within the ſame. 

Thirdly, that I will, to the utmoſt of my power, relieve his majeſty's ſaid fort 
with all manner of neceſſaries; and proſecute, encounter, vanquiſh, and deſtroy 
with fire, \word, and other puniſhment, any that ſhall lay ſiege unto the ſame, 
or attempt, or ſet upon it, or go about to keep proviſion, or relief from the 
fame, and their commanders, abettors, adherents, or relievers, and diſpoſe of 
their goods, and perſonal eſtates within this government, for the neceſſary re- 
lief of ſuch army as I ſhall entertain for his majeſty's ſervice within the ſaid go- 
vernment, I having full aſſurance from the commander of the ſaid fort, that 
nothing will be done by the ſaid fort to the prejudice of any, without my al- 
lowance and directions, unleſs it be firſt attempted, or beſieged, or that great acts 


of inſolency be committed againſt the ſame, or ſome member thereof, or the 


poor Engliſh that are much threatened by the worſt ſort of people. And there- 
fore, in his majeſty's name, I ſtrictly charge and command all his majeſty's loyal 


and well- affected ſubjects within this government, that they forthwith prepare 


themſelves with the beſt arms they can procure, and that they be in a readineſs 
when I ſhall call upon them, to aſſiſt, and go along with me whitherſoever I 
ſhall draw within this government, for the advancing his majeſty's ſervice, the 
defence of the country, and executions of the reſolutions aforeſaid ; wherein 
whoſoever ſhall be backward, averſe, or careleſs, I ſhall not only repreſent him 
unto the king and ftate, as wanting in that duty and allegiance which he oweth 
unto his majeſty, and me his governor, but puniſh him, and his adherents, - 
according to my power, and as the malignity of theſe times doth require. Al- 
ſo I require and command, that none do bear arms, except it be for the neceſ-

And I do hereby profeſs and declare, that 
ſuch of my kindred, alliance, neighbours, tenants, and others of his majeſty's 
ſubjects reſiding within this government, as will not chearfully riſe, and declare 
themſelves, and go along with me in the executjon of theſe my honeſt and loyal 
reſolutions and intentions, that I will, for this preſent, not only negle& and diſ- 
avow their aſſiſtance and help, but hereafter endeavour to repreſent them as 
ſuch that have nouriſhed and maintained faction and diſloyalty among his ma- 
jeſty's peaceable and well-meaning ſubjects, and ſhall labour to puniſh them, 
or ſee them puniſhed, according to their demerits, and make them ſtran- 
gers to myſelf, and all that doth belong unto me; and do expect lat 
thoſe that ſhall ſucceed me ſhall do the like. And laſtly, I do require the high 
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ſheriff of this county, the mayor and ſheriffs of the town of Galway, and 


all portrives, ſeneſchals, bailiffs, and other officers, that they make known 
this my intention and reſolution unto all his majeſty's good people within 
their limits reſpectively, and that they give them notice to be in readi- 
neſs to anſwer any ſudden occaſion, when I ſhall call upon them, for the ad- 
vancement of his majeſty's ſervice, the peace and tranquility of this government, 
and for their particular ſecurity and comfort. Dated at Loughreagh, this iſt of 


April, 1642, 
This declaration being publiſhed early in the morning, the carriages, with 


proviſions for the fort, were ſent away, with direction to ſtay my coming at 
Dunkellyn, about eight miles on the way to Galway, and my own company of 
one hundred foot, and ſome horſe, were ſent to convoy them. In the afternoon I 
came thither myſelf, with about one hundred horſe, and there I found my lord 
of Clanmorris, with a company of fifty foot, and twenty horſe, my couſin 


Richard Burke, of Kilkoine, about the ſame number, captain Teige Kelly“ with *Of Gu. 


fifty foot, and captain Laughlin Donelaine with as many. There I met with! 


intelligence, that the fort was beſieged, the Galway- men having given paſſage 
through their town to Irrconaght men, to the number of eighteen hundred; 
and that ſeveral companies out of the barony of Clare, and ſome out of the 
county of Mayo, had ſtolen up by water thither. Thereupon, upon debate, it 
was reſolved to ſend the proviſions two or three miles forwarder, unto a ftr 
caſtle of mine, the ſea fide, called Oran More, wherein dwelt one William 
King, an ee of mine, and to quarter the companies thereabouts 
that night, and all to meet there at noon the next day, to reſolve what was to be 
done; and, in expectation of more forces there that night, I went myſelf to ano- 
ther caſtle of mine, upon the ſea, Kilcolgan, in which lived John Morgan, a Bri- 
tiſh tenant of mine, and gave directions to captain Leiceſter, who commanded 
my company, to diſcover the number of the enemy, and to endeavour to convey 
a letter of mine to captain Willoughby, giving him notice of my coming, and

deſiring him to be ready to make a fally when we ſhould fall in upon the enemy's 


quarters. | 

J The next day, coming to Oran More, I was informed, that the number of 
the enemy were about thirteen hundred, beſides the forces of the town, and 
that they had placed ordnance in the two narrow paſſages towards the fort; that 
horſe, which was my chiefeſt ſtrength, could do no ſervice there, and that my 
letter was intercepted. Thereupon it was reſolved to leave the proviſions there, 


until more forces came ip, and that I could find means to ſend to captain var 
B | | | loughby ; 
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Apr. 1642. loughby; and, with theſe companies, I ſhould then march away to my caſtle of 


Clare, about three miles, being an important paſſage, between Galway, and 
the barony of Clare, and county of Mayo. The next day came in to me Sir Ro- 
bert Shaghnuſſey with ſome horſe, and his ſon captain Dermott Shaghnuſley, 
with fifty foot; my couſin Redmund Burke's company, commanded by his bro- 
ther Thomas ; captain Francis Bermingham, and his company ; Sir Ulick Burke, 
and his ſon ; captain Edmund Burke, and his company; captain John Kelly of 
Corrabegg, and his company; captain John O Madden, and his company, each of 
them fifty; and divers gentlemen voluntiers, both horſe and foot, being about 


ſeven hundred foot, befides horſe. I marched forth into the plain towards the 


enemy, and with ſome horſe appeared near unto them, keeping them in an 
alarm, and expectation of an aſſault, whilſt I ſent three companies another 
way, not far — them, to my caſtle of Terrelan, and put in proviſion, and 
thirty muſketteers, to be joined to the old ward; the caſtle lying upon a neck 
of land, commanding the river going to Galway, by that means blocking up the 
paſſage, that no proviſion, or fuel, could come by water, either to the town, or 
to the camp; and the charge of the caſtle I committed to lieutenant Dermott 
O Daly, who did very good ſervice there. The companies returning back, and the 
enemy not offering to ſtir, we retreated back to Clare, and, upon conſultation 
there, we concluded as is expreſt in this following letter to the lords juſtices. 


My letter to the Lords Juſtices and Council, the 4th of April. 
Mr Lozps, | 
S ſoon as I had finiſhed my laſt diſpatches, the 23d of March, I repaired

tices ths 4th to Loughreagh, and ſummoned the gentlemen of the county, and ſent 
pril. 


for the ſeveral companies to meet at Dunkellyn, and ſent ſupplies for the fort, 


which was gotten with much difficulty together. Upon the 2d of this month, 


with ſuch forces as I could get, I marched to Oran More with the proviſions ; 
where, being informed, that they had gotten ſtrong forces out of ſeveral parts, 
and many of them privately conveyed by water, and that they had ſuddenly laid 
ſiege to the fort, and, to ſtop relief, made ſome trenches, and planted ordnance in 
the narrow paſſages ; and that Morragh na Murt Flaherty was at ſea with long 
boats, to intercept ſupplies that way; upon full conſideration, I found it fitteſt 
to leave the carriages well guarded in that caſtle, and to ſend to the fort to know 
whether there was any ſudden occaſion for thoſe proviſions ; and from thence I 
marched to Clare, four miles from Galway, being the general place of rendez- 


vous; there I muſtered ſome ſeven hundred foot, and above a hundred horſe, 
not ſo well armed, nor ſo forward in this cauſe, as I could wiſh, eſpecially the 
common ſort, whoſe weak judgments are eaſily wrought upon. My letters to 
the fort were intercepted, ſo that I could receive no intelligence, until this 
morning a ſhort letter was conveyed unto me, declaring, that they ſhould 
ſhortly be in ſome want of corn, and that they had not water, but what they 
fought for without doors, and that the town had raiſed a battery, but have not, 
nor, I believe, do well know how to make uſe of it; and having likewiſe 


intelligence that the beſiegers are in no great plenty, and that in few days the 
town would be both unwilling and unable to £ rai them. Upon conſideration 


of the whole matter, finding myſelf too weak to aſſault them, as they had en- 


trenched themſelves in that craggy place, where horſe could do no ſervice, who 
are moſt true and faithful to me, I held it the beſt way to ſtop proviſions from 


them, rather than raſhly to hazard all, and, to that end, to place ſtrong garriſons 
at Oran More, Terrelan, Clare, and other important ſtreights, and with a troop 


of horſe ſcour the plains between; and place the reſt of the companies, in ſome 


of whom I have leaſt confidence, up and down the barony of Clare, upon the 
tenants and eſtates of Galway, and other beſiegers, and who, being engaged in 


ſome 
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ſome ſpoils, will get hate from them, and grow firm unto me; and if by this Apr. 1642. 
means we can force them to quit their trenches, I preſume we ſhall be hard 
enough for them, though they be more in number, and are ſo gallant as to 
threaten the burning of my houſes of Portumna and Loughreagh ; but that 
which I am moſt daubtful of is, that thoſe of the county of Mayo will come in 
upon us. I am raiſing three or four companies more, being confident of tha 
firm loyalty of the commanders, Sir Kobuck Lynch and Sir Richard Blake. Mr. 
Andrew Darcy, Mr. Patrick Kierevan the lawyer, and his brother, and divers 
other merchants, abſent themſelves from the town, and refuſe to join, for all 
their threats, and ſeizing of their goods and eſtates there; and many of the diſ- 
creeteſt within the town lament their miſery, .and are forced to join, and fign 
the mad reſolution of the multitude ; and, I hope, very ſpeedily to ſow more 
diviſions amongſt them, and break their deſigns. There arrived lately a ſhip 
out of England with goods of mine, and ſome arms for horſe, which they have 
likewiſe ſeized on, and would not permit the arms for my own body to c me 
away; and though I receive ſome preſent prejudice thereby, yet, I hope, it vill 
be to my greater advantage; that, and the many other perſonal affronts put up- 
on me, inciting the people to revenge; and it is a great comfort to me, that 
many gentlemen of quality are conſtantly loyal to his majeſty, and affectionate 
to me. I am informed, that ſome of the king's ſhips are reſiding about King- 
fale; if your lordſhips would ſend a warrant for one or two of them to come unto 
the bay of Galway, they would certainly relieve the fort, and ſtrike terror in the 
town; if your lordſhips ſend it ſpeedily to me, it is undertaken it ſhall be 
fafely conveyed thither, or, if your lordſhips think it fitter, to ſend the warrant by 
ſea to Galway. My lords, all that I can further ſay is, that there ſhall be no 
want of reſolution, or diligence in me, either by force, or ſlight, to relieve the 
fort; but if your lordſhips ſeriouſly conſider the importance of the place, and 
the danger I am in, amongſt the unſettled minds of the multitude, you would 
not loſe a day in taking ſome courſe to ſend to us ſpeedy. ſuccours, either by 
arms, or pacification. They now go upon deſperation, having raſhly engaged 
themſelves ; but if your lordſhips ſhould think fit to allow, or grant a pardon, 
I believe they would all come in, the better ſort being in great perplexity at 
theſe diſtempers. And truly, my lords, they put ſo great diſtractions upon me, 
that, I hope, your lordſhips will pardon the errors of this diſpatch, and ſtill pre-

My letter to the Iriſh archbiſhop of Tuam, the 8th of April. 


Reverend Father, 


Give you humble thanks for the great honour you vouchſafed me by your 
preſence here, it being a great comfort and conſolation to know, and be 


time draws God's judgment ſo upon us, that your endeavours, and mine, do not 
meet in one way of preſervation, yet I pay reverence and reſpect to you ; 
and you, I preſume, do entertain it with affection and good opinion. My 
long experience in England, and knowledge of the clear judgment and diſpoſi- 
tion of my royal maſter, gives me now occaſion to repeat, that the late proceed- 
ings of Galway, and the attempt upon the fort, if perſiſted in, will be the fatal 
blow, not only to this county, but to the whole kingdom ; for it muſt of neceſſity 
draw on the king's royal aſſent to all the ſeverities that a powerful and incenſed 
ſtate and parliament can throw upon us; whereas moderation, and a ſhort 
time of expectation, would have preſerved his mercy to ſheath the ſword of juſ- 
tice. And it will be obſerved, by his royal judgment, that whatſoever fair co- 
lours and pretences be ſet forth, the actions of the time do not only intrench 
upon ſome prerogatives of the crown, wherewith the puritans of England ſtand . 
charged, but do unthrone his majeſty, and more than diveſt him of the princely 
robes, by attempting and aſſaulting his fort, and thoſe who repreſent his own 
perſon, by ſhaking off all obedience to the governors, who derive. their au- 
thority immediately from himſclf, And though the title of king may be allow- 
ed, it muſt be without power to reſtrain their unbridled wills. Neither do they 
reſt here, but they muſt make religion the cloak to cover their foul miſdemea- 
nors, and thereby abuſe God's choſen ſervants, yourſelf, and others, of tried 
and approved virtue, who were not made acquainted with theſe deſigns, until 
1 finding 
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finding their own weakneſs, they then craftily called in the ſtrength of your Apr. 1642. 
authority in the church, diſguiſing their deceits with a formal piety. I could © 
ſay much more upon this ſubje&, but theſe may ſerve for the preſent, to expreſs 
my affection to you, by giving you a right information of the fad effects that 
are to follow, which, I doubt not, will ſomething work upon your judgment, 
though, I believe, it cannot alter the unruly diſpoſitions of thoſe where you re- 
main, for whom other ways muſt be uſed, to make them capable of obedience.

pected, and leſs your honour going that way without long deliberation, if you gry 
did not intend your journey rather to terrify than venture the diſpute to ſpring Clontert, the 
from your ſuſpicion of the juſtneſs of the cauſe. And the manner of your lord-* 
ſhip's going without being well appointed, required many conſultations, and ſettled 
heads of the clergy and laity to conclude it. If it be a queſtion of religion, as it 
is by the definition of a great council of biſhops in the North, you could not 
ſafely go to oppoſe it poſitively, before long diſcuſſion, requiring time. If your 
journey was cauſed through any perſonal injury, as your declaration ſets forth, the 
preciſion of this perſonal injury, as cauſe to your enterprize againſt Galway from 
religion, for which they profeſs to fight, is very hard and dangerous, both for con- 
ſcience and credit, of which I know your lordſhip is tender. I therefore, as one 
whom it concerns by many titles, pray your lordſhip not to attempt any bloody 
action againſt real profeſſors of catholick Roman religion, ſuch as Galway-men 
be: nor vindicate, or rather revenge by effuſion of blood, any perſonal injury or 
affront, when law and time may give a good ſatisfaction; you being all ſub- 
jects to one king, and profeſſors of loyalty to his ſacred perſon and crown. This 
I fay not, my lord, to decline the traduction I ſuffer of many for your honour, 
but that I conceive it expedient and neceſſary, though young men will hardly 
yield to it in queſtion of affront, &c. | | N

To this letter, being haſtily called abroad, I returned anſwer by meſſage, that 
I was ſo fully ſatisfied both of the juſtneſs and neceſſity of the enterprize I had 
undertaken, that I found it neither neceſſary nor ſafe to ſpend time in diſpute, 
in affairs wherein my duty, loyalty, and honour were fo highly concerned; that 
could not value the profeſſions of any other in their loyalty, or religion, whoſe 
proceedings were ſo contrary to both; that as I would not raſhly run into 
effuſion of blood, ſo I could not negle& any opportunity offered to reduce them 
to obedience ; that what he alledged, I conceived to be the objections of others, 
and not proceeding from his own judgment, who could not be ignorant of their 
miſdemeanors, and the provocations given me. Upon the 16th I received letters 
from my couſin captain Richard Burke, being in garriſon about Oran More, 
that, by a ſmall boat, they had conveyed twenty-four large ſacks of corn into 
the fort, and that every night more would be conveyed thither, and ſuch other 
proviſions as were wanting; and that he was informed the Galway-men did 


begin to grow into confuſion amongſt themſelves.

My anſwer 1 Received yeſterday a letter from you by the reverend father Olincrus Burke,

Elpbin, and this county; that being taken into conſideration, I have cauſe to expect that 
Conn % myſelf, who was the firſt perſon injured, and not the leaſt to be regarded, ſhall 
9th of Apr. firſt meet with reparation. Before I took arms, or ſtirred from home, my 


caſtles 
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eaſtle and lands were ſurprized, and no reſtitution offered of my arms; and par- Apr. 1642. 


ticular goods detained, companies and forces raiſed, and monies levied in ſeveral 
baronies; the king's authority, and all obedience ſhaken off; the goods of his ma- 

jeſty's ſubjects taken by violence, their perſons aſſaulted and murdered, his 
fort beſieged, the gates of Galway ſhut, all paſſages thither ſtopped, and main- 
tained by force; and the diſeaſe being grown to ſo high a diſtemper, can it be 
wondered that the remedies have an acerbity in them ; and if they muſt be fre- 
quently applied, anſwerable to the diſeaſe, let them anſwer for it that have been 
the contrivers, actors, and are ſtill maintainers of theſe troubles ; my conſtant 
endeavours being to preſerve peace and plenty, and quiet obedience to lawful 
authority. The next conſideration you offer to me is, to find out a means to 
avoid the impairing of the catholick forces of this county, or the entertainment 
of proteſtant, or other forces, that might conſummate the miſeries of my kindred 
and tenants, and ſuch a ſettlement made that might preſerve religion, his majeſty 
to be duly ſerved, the afflicted country relieved, and my honour preſerved, i all 
which I do totally concur with you, that a timely and ſpeedy courſe be taken 
therein. But I can no otherwiſe offer it to your moſt able judgments, nor to 
any other that will look indifferently and without paſſion, than by their ac- 
knowledgment of former errors, withdrawing of their forces, and fit ſubmiſſion 
unto me their native and catholick governor ; the which, under favour, I con- 
ceive to be the only way to divert the rigour of proteſtant, or other incenſed 
forces, from coming in, preſerve me their govenor, for the good of religion, and 
ſupport my honour and reputation, to be employed for their beſt advantage in 
their fortunes and eſtate;, in which, your powers concurring, all may be brought 
to a happy and ſpeedy concluſion ; and by your interceding to me, and my 
own moderate inclinations, a firm knot of unity may be tied, not in formality of 
words, but in reality of acts, for the right advancement of the king's ſervice, and 
the good of the country. 

I cannot but much admire what I hear ſpoken. by many, that deſperation 
(which hath ever been accounted the greateſt crime that man can be guilty of) 
{hould now be the means to make that cauſe, and war lawful, that was at firſt 
grounded upon wrong and bad foundations. For my part, I will undoubtedly 
hope in the mercy of Almighty God, for the preſervation of his church, the 
arming herſelf with thoſe accuſtomed, pious, and ſpiritual weapons, which hath 
ever maintained her flouriſhing in all ages. I will never doubt the mild and 
gracious inclinations of his majeſty, not only to grant pardon for their oftences, 
but redreſs of their grievances, if they timely and modeſtly apply themſelves, to 
give him a right information of the cauſes of their fears and apprehenſions, that 
brought them to appear as perſons refractory and diſobedient to his government. 
And if this be not held a fit proceeding, 1 aſſure you, until his majeſty's com- 
mands and pleaſure be farther declared unto me, I have no other courſe to 
take, but to make uſe of his power and authority, to reduce them to their for- 
mer obedience, being ſtrictly obliged thereto upon forfeiture of life, honour, and 
fortune, by the duty of my place, and oath of allegiance, from which, I preſume, 
you cannot abſolve me; and not being abſolved, neither your judgments, 
diſpoſitions, nor power, will direct you to ſet forth any eccleſiaſtical cen- 
ſures againſt me, or thoſe that ſhall be aſſiſting to me for his majeſty's 
ſervice ; for if thoſe reſolutions be taken, I ſhall not only appeal to higher au- 
thority, but proceed to other deſigns I have laid, in caſe I be put to extremity ; 
and it may be worthy your beſt confiderations not to increaſe too far, or exaſpe- 
rate one that in his publick actions, and moſt inward and private thoughts, hath 
ever been a moſt affectionate, faithful, and obedient child to the church, and, 
by a late declaration, hath publiſhed for the ſatisfaction of all men, my conſtant 
reſolution therein; and if any ſhall perſiſt obſtinate, I muſt hereafter, for my 
own juſtification, produce my preſent expreſſions into judgment againſt them, &c.

Upon the receipt of this unreaſonable reply and reſolution of the town of Gal- 
way, and their adherents, I reſolved to diſſolve the t-eaty, finding the fort in no 
preſent danger, the ſea being free by the departure of Morrogh na Mar! O Fla- 
herty's boats, and ſome reaſonable proportions of corn, malt, and freſh meat hav- 
ing at ſeveral times been conveyed into the fort in a little ſkift from my caſtle of 


Oran More, and having likewiſe borrowed a large boat out of Thomond, of Mr. 


Daniel O Brien, which could carry good ſtore of proviſions, and a competent 
number of muſketteers. | | 

Upon conſideration of the little hope of aſſiſtance of the ſtate, the impoſſibi- 
lity of keeping an army long together, who were for the moſt part not very 
forward in this quarrel ; and if Galway could have been diſtreſſed and forced to 
ſurrender, I had none to put in garriſon there in whom I could confide of the 
common ſoldiers; and the-danger of being invaded by the ſeveral counties in 
action round about me ; I held it fit to labour the gaining them to a ſubmiſſion, 
and coming into his majeſty's protection, upon a general report of his majeſty's 


coming into this kingdom, and making them believe that great dangers were at

FTER our very hearty commendations to your lordſhip, we have received 
A your lordſhip's ſeveral letters of the 19th and 224 of March, directed to 


us the lords juſtices, and it ſeems that thoſe diſtempers, mentioned in your lord- 
ſhip's letters of the 2oth (which you conceived you had quieted between the fort 
and town of Galway) were but ſparks of that fire which then lay hidden in the 
town, and after broke out into thoſe flames, which are mentioned in your lord- 
ſhip's letters of the 22d; yet thoſe things betrayed ſo much of their ſecret pur- 
poſes, as your lordſhip had great reaſon then to interpoſe, as you did, in prevent- 
ing (if it might be) thoſe treacherous ends, which it ſeems the townſmen had 
then propounded unto themſelves, ZE. 

We have peruſed the declarations which your lordſhip ſent us, atteſted by 
your lordſhip, one of the mayor, ſneriffs, &c. of Galway, dated the x1th of 
March, the other of captain Anthony Willoughby, who now commands the 
fort, dated the 13th of March, which declarations certainly had been altogether 
needleſs for perſons meaning well to each other; but it ſeems the town having 
then a ſecret intention to break out into diſloyalty, and then labour all they 
could to palliate and diſguiſe it, and ſo caſting with themſelves to gain ſome 
teſtimony of their pretended fidelity, they bethought them of that declaration, 
ſo to beget another from captain Willoughby. 

The pretended declaration of the Engliſh clergy, not attefted by your lord- 
ſhip, but by the name of one York, and not his hand, we find by captain Wil- 
loughby to be falſe and forged. | 

We have conſidered of thoſe inſtructions, which your lordſhip laid down as 
rules to be obſerved by the fort and town, towards compoling of their differences, 
and do commend your lordſhip's care and providence therein; and if thoſe in- 
ſtructions had been obſerved by the town, with that duty which became them, it 
might have wrought thoſe good effects of accord between them, which your 
lordſhip, with good judgment, endeavoured. But it ſeems the townſmen were 
ſo faſt bound to their purpoſe of diſloyalty, as thoſe rules of moderation, pre- 
ſcribed by your lordſhip, could not contain them within due limits of obedience, 
who not regarding his majeſty's authority, intruſted with your lordſhip, nor thoſe 
your lordſhip's inſtructions, did on the 19th of March, in contempt of that au- 
thority, and contrary to the duty of good ſubjects, ſurprize an Engliſh ſhip in 
that harbour, with five barrels of powder, and nine pieces of ordnance, in taking 
of which ſhip, Dominick Kiervan, and other merchants, and boatmen em- 
ployed therein, with piſtols and ſkeans, wounded all they found on the decks, 
{Jew the maſter's mate, and one of the ſoldiers, wounded alſo divers others, ſome of 


whom are paſt hope of recovery, and diſarmed all the ſoldiers they found aboard;

and we are advertiſed from the fort, that the townſmen intend to employ thoſe 


ordnance againſt the fort ; that they have taken a general oath to demoliſh it ; that 


they diſarm all proteſtants ; and that they inhibit the exerciſe of their religion, 


upon pain of death. 
That they entertain all rebels, and ſupply them with all neceſſaries, even pow- 


der and arms; that they daily expect arms to the value of three thouſand pounds, 


for the further ſupply of the town and county. - 
That your lordſhip endeavours, with that nobleneſs and loyalty which becomes 


T hoſe 
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Thoſe arms and ammunition they 
your lordſhip's letters of the 19th of March, which you write you were inform- 


ed they ſent for, by virtue of a late proclamation for their own defence ; what 
proclamation that may be we know not, for we well know there was no a- 
mation made that gave them any ſuch power; but, perhaps, they may have 
done it under countenance of an order of parliament here, made on the 26th 
of November laſt, whereby is ordered, that it ſhould be lawful for ſuch coun- 
ties of this kingdom, as his majeſty, or the chief governor or governors and 
council of this realm ſhould appoint, to raiſe, and continue ſuch a number of 
armed men, horſe and foot, during the preſent troubles and diſtempers of this 
realm, as thoſe counties ſhould think fat ; and that it ſhould be lawful for every 
ſuch county, by licence of his majeſty, or his chief governor or governors of 
this kingdom, to provide and import arms and ammunition for the faid men. So 
as before that the town of Galway ſhould preſume to provide or import any arms 
or ammunition, they ought, by that order, to have licence from his majeſty, 
or us his chief governors and council here, which yet they have not had. And 
therefore, as it was diſcreetly and providently done by your lordſhip to take or- 
der (as you wrote you have done) with captain Willoughby, that he ſhould give 
you ſpeedy notice of the arrival of any plenty of arms or ammunition there, 
that you might repair thither if there were occaſion, or, by your lordſhip's war- 
rant, iſſue out for the fort, or county, what ſhould be above a fat proportion 
for their own defence; ſo we now pray and require your lordſhip, ſince matters 
are gone to that height there, that you endeavour, by all the means you may, 
to hinder the arrival there of thoſe arms and ammunition they expe&, and that 
none be landed there but for the uſe of the fort, for which due payment ſhall 
be made by his majeſty. And whereas your lordſhip mentions ſome reports 
brought hither by one Huſſey, in prejudice of your lordſhip, we aſſure your 
lordſhip that we know of no ſuch reports brought by him, as may any way re- 
fle& upon you; nor is your lordſhip in fo little eſtimation with this ſtate, as that 
we ſhould lightly give any credit to informations againſt you, of whom we hold 
an honourable opinion, as of a perſon anſwering the eminency of that truſt 
which his majeſty hath repoſed in you in that government, which we have not 
failed to repreſent into England for your lordſhip's advantage. We have viewed 
the account you ſent us, ſubſcribed by captain Willoughby ; and as we will pro- 
vide to diſengage your lordſhip of thoſe ſums wherein you ſtand engaged for 
ſupply of the fort, ſo we will take order to repay you the one hundred pounds, 
which appears by that account to have been lent by your lordſhip to captain 
Willoughby for the uſe of the fort on the 23d of March, if by the aſſignment on 
Mr. Radcliff, which you had from captain Willoughby, you be not paid. 
Touching your lordſhip's defire, that we ſhould take notice of Sir Richard 
Blake, and the recorder of Galway's careful endeavours to prevent miſtakes, and 
qualify diſtempers there, and that we ſhould give a touch that we have a good 
opinion of Sir Robert Lynch, ſeeing the diſtempers of that town are grown 
higher and more dangerous, and the ſtate of affairs ſo much altered between the

1th of March, (when your lordſhip wrote theſe letters) and the 22d of March, 


when your later letters are dated, and for that in thoſe tumultuous diforders, 
thoſe perſons may, in all likelihood, have had a hand either in acting the diſ- 


orders, or in not preventing them, as is conceived they might have done, which 


being ſo, renders them uncapable of any reſpe& from us; we therefore think 


fit to reſpite writing to them in preſent, until from your lordſhip we ſhall have 
more concerning them; and we ſhould be glad to hear from your lordſhip that 
they may deſerve to be ſo written to by us, which then we ſhall do. 

Touching your lordſhip's deſire to receive the king's exchequer rents, and 
compoſitions of that county, we are pleaſed that your lordſhip do receive the laſt 
Michaelmas and Eaſter rents, and compoſitions there due, and that thereout you 
pay your own: and your company's entertainments, due fince the 23d of *

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May 1642. laſt, and that the reſidue you retain in your hands until further directions from 
us; and you are to keep an exact account of your receipts, and to give your ac- 
quittances for the ſeveral ſums you receive, upon producing of which acquit- 
tances here, we ſhall take order that acquittances be made out in due form 
to the parties producing them, and to be ſigned by the officers of the re- 

ceipt. 

That bloody and inhuman maſſacre mentioned in your lordſhip's letters, to 
have been committed at Shreull upon many Engliſh and Scotch, we heard not 
of but by theſe your letters, and therefore we pray your lordſhip to ſend us the 
particulars thereof, and ſuch examinations as have come to your hands concern- 
ing it. | 

We have by your letters now ſent to juſtice Donellan , taken notice of his 
good aſſiſtance rendered there to your lordſhip, which we are aſſured will ſtill 
continue, as becomes an honeſt man. | 

We have received the mayor of Galway's letter directed to your lordſhip, and 
the copy you ſent us of the covenant, or oath of confederacy, mentioned in the 
mayor's letters to have been taken by them in their tholſel; in theſe letters, Mr. 
Lynch mentions the neceſlity of that place in matter of arms, occaſioned (as they 
pretend) by unlawful proclamations. What theſe unlawful proclamations are we 
underſtand not; and ſure we are, that ſince we the lords juſtices entered into 
this government, nor in divers years before, there was no proclamation publiſhed 
concerning arms. He acknowledges the ſurprizing of Clarke's ſhip, and the 
landing of the ordnance and ammunition ; he confeſſes their diſarming of the 
Engliſh ; he mentions, that the example of the like uſage to catholicks they took 
fror1 Dublin, Cork, and Youghall, adding, that their preſent miſerable condi- 
tion did put them in mind of what they were to expect ; wherein is obſervable 
their extreme falſhood in pretending the papiſts of theſe towns of Dublin, Cork, 
and Youghall to be in a miſerable condition, whereas there is not the leaſt juſt 
cauſe of any ſuch complaint in any of theſe towns; or, if there were, it is a high 
reſumption in thoſe of Galway to aſſume a power of doing that, without au- 
thority, at Galway, on the proteſtants, which they alledge was done by authority 
at thoſe towns on the papiſts, which yet is not true, for we know of no ſuch 
thing done at Youghall, or Cork; and for that which was done at Dublin, 
there was indeed ſome arms, as muſkets and calivers, borrowed of the 
papiſts, but yet with intentions to be reftored them again; nor are they 
thereby diſarmed, for all, or moſt of them, have ſtill their ſwords; and if, 
in other things, Galway would take example by thoſe towns, ſo they might 
take example by them in continuing their loyalty to his majeſty. And laſtly, as 
your lordſhip well obſerves in your anſwer to the mayor's letter, he forbears to 
acknowledge to your lordſhip your due title of his majeſty's lieutenant governor 
there; and upon the whole matter, all their actions laid together do ſufficiently 
declare their defection from that loyalty to his majeſty, whereof, as your lord- 
ſhip notes, they had ſo newly before made ſo many great and publick profeſſions. 
8 Your lordſhip therefore with great reaſon in your letters of the 224 of March, 
8 moves for haſtening ſtrong forces into thoſe parts, or that we would think of 
4 ſome fit way to quench that flame; the latter we underſtand not, but the for- 
mer is, that which is moſt fitly applicable in this caſe, to puniſh and ſuppreſs 
ſuch unnatural and ungrateful rebels; and as by the power and ſtrength of his 
majeſty's army, a fair entrance is already made towards ſubduing the rebels in 
theſe and other parts of the kingdom, ſo we no way doubt, ere long, to ſend 
ſuch forces thither as may make thoſe, and other rebels in that province, quickly 
feel with grief the evil conſequences of their treacherous diſloyalty, which, by 
God's aſſiſtance, will certainly terminate in that deſtruction to themſelves, and 
their poſterity, which they conſpired againſt his majeſty and his government. In 
the mean time, we pray and require your lordſhip to continue your accuſtomed 
induſtry, and conſtant endeavour, to order matters there the beſt you may, for

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ſecurity and ſtrengthening his majeſty's fort, and reſerving the Britiſh and pro- May 1642. 


teſtants (if any be left there) againſt theſe diſſembling malefacters, who are how 
confederated to raiſe diſturbance there, and who labour to render your lordſhip 
leſs powerful to ſuppreſs than, we hope, you will be found. 

We think fit to make known to your lordſhip, that theſe ſo ſeemingly for- 
midable forces of the rebels, which moſt preſumptuouſly adventured to beſiege 
Drogheda, have been beaten away thence with ſhame and confuſion to them, and 
with the loſs of ſeveral thouſands of their men; and after they were ſo beaten 
away, Sir Henry Titchburn purſued them to Ardee, where he forced them, and 
from thence chaſed them to Dundalk, and forced them thence alſo ; and 
having there, and at Ardee, {lain many of them, poſſeſſed himſelf of Dundalk, 
where now he remains with ſome forces, leaving Drogheda well guarded. 

The ſtrength of all the lords of the pale who are in rebellion is quite broken, 
and they forced to quit their habitations, ſeveral of their houſes having been 
burned and pillaged by his majeſty's army ; and now they begin to find with for- 
row the evil fruits of their defection from their loyalty ; and we be eve ere 
long, your neighbours of Galway will have bought their experience of diſloyalty 
at 15 dear a rate as the others, and both moſt juſtly, as a reward of their odious 
and deteſtable rebellion; and ſo we bid your lordſhip very heartily farewel. From 
his majeſty's caſtle of Dublin, the 19th of April, 1642.

p. 8. We have now ſent from hence a ſhip of war to carry ſome proviſions to 


the fort of Galway, and to make what ſpoil they may on the rebels; and we 


pray and require your lordſhip to help the fort to what proviſions you may, and 


in all things elſe to be as aſſiſting as you can to the fort and ſhip. 


Second P.S. Our very good friend the earl of Ormond, lieutenant general of his 
majeſty's army, on the 2d day of this month ſet forth from hence with three 
thouſand foot, and five hundred horſe, and marched to Maryborough, to re- 
lieve ſeveral caſtles, which had a long time held out for his majeſty againſt the 
rebels; and having fully performed the ſervice he went about, and therein had 
many ſkirmiſhes with the rebels, and defeated them on Friday the 25th of this 
month ; he was encountered, on his return hither, by the united forces of the 
rebels, from ſeveral counties of Leinſter and Munſter, to the number of fix thou- 
ſand men, among whom were the lord viſcount Mount-Garret, the lord viſ- 
count Ikerin, the lord of Dunboyne, and many other perſons of the moſt 
eminent of the rebels, who endeavoured to cut off the earl of Ormond, and 
thoſe of his majeſty's forces under his command, in their return hither. 

In-the end they joined battle, and it pleaſed God fo to bleſs thoſe his ma- 
jeſty's forces, as the rebels were routed ; and the earl purſuing the victory, fol- 
lowed the execution, and had the killing of them for a mile, wherein they flew 


about fix hundred of the rebels, and amongſt them very many principal men, co- 


lonels and captains; and ſo his lordſhip with his forces returned hither ſafely, 
thanks be to God, on Sunday the 27th of this month, leaving thoſe ſcattered re- 
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bels to lament their preſent misfortune, and for the difficulty, if not impoſſibility, of 


reuniting their curſed forces. As for their own deſerved fate, now (by the mercy of 
God) even in their own judgments apparently in view, this tempeſt, we hope,

I could convey it or not ; and ſent me a copy of the ſtate's letter unto him.

continuance of your conſtant endeavours that way; and to enable you the better 

to diſcharge this truſt, we have now ſent this ſhip with ammunition, victuals and 

No arms or other needful proviſions, as followeth.

Upon the receipt of this letter I wrote to captain Willoughby, to give him no- 
tice, that the town was in treaty with me upon a ſubmiſſion, and therefore 
held it fit he ſhould forbear to make a battery upon the town, until we had 
conferred of the fitteſt courſe to be taken ; and that if he pleaſed to dire& the 
captain of the ſhip to ſend a boat the next day to my caftle of Oran More, I 
would give him a meeting on ſhipboard, according to appointment. I went the 
next day to Oran More ; but the boat came fo late in the evening, that if I had 
gone, I muſt have lain all night on board; thereupon I ſent an excuſe for that 


night, and appointed the boat to be there early the next morning; and ſtaying 
long there by the ſea-ſide in conference with the biſhop of Killalla (who was 


permitted to repair unto me out of Galway) he did with much confidence af- 
firm, that he obſerved all the better fort of the town very fairly and ſubmiſfively 
inclined, and defired me not to give way too far to the raſh and violent reſolu- 


tions of the captains of the fort and ſhip, who, without advantage thereby, would: 


certainly deſtroy both him and all the Engliſh in the town; and would put 
very great hazards even upon myſelf and family, and endanger the whole 


county; which was all very true; and I was glad to have my own apprehenſions 


confirmed 
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May. 1642. confirmed by one, ſo well known to be of able judgment, and fo affectionate to 

the king's ſervice. After this conference, it was ſo very late before I could get to 
Clare, as that night I fell into ſo great a diſtemper as made me unable to ſtir the 
next morning ; but I employed Mr. juſtice Donellan, one of the judges of the com- 
mon pleas, and chief juſtice of the province of Conaght, a perſon of great abi- 
lity and integrity, to confer with the captains of the fort and ſhip, and to bring 
me their reſolution; and finding captain Willoughby preſſing, and earneſt to 
batter the town, with much difficulty and pain I wrote unto him as followeth.

' conſent unto a battery of the town; and I am confident the ſtate would

I cannot underſtand why 
ſuch a deſtructive haſte ſhould be made, or what is the. great advantage by it ; 
and without further ſatisfaction from you, or directions from the ſtate, I cannot 
hold it convenient; and according to your reſolution, I ſhall. immediately acquaint 
the ſtate therewith, who I am aſſured do more regard me, and the preſent con- 
dition of this county, and the whole province, than to hazard ſuch extremities, 
unleſs the fort were in greater danger than I can apprehend.

Have ſtaid much longer than the time appointed, being confident that all Ty, captain 
had been concluded upon by the agents of the town that were here late laſt MH 

night, and that there was nothing remaining, but to have it figned by them, May.

R. Geffry Brown and Mr. John Blake came hither late this night, to inform 
me, that after ſome diſpute at a full court in the council, about the de- 
molithing their new work, and upon an inhibition I made by direction of the 
ſtate, that no powder nor arms ſhould be admitted to land in the town, but 
be brought to the fort, and the owners to be duly paid by his majeſty, it was at 
laſt agreed, and carried by voices, that the treaty and ſubmiſſion ſhould be 
broken, and a power granted them under the town-ſeal to conclude. upon 
articles, in caſe I would not mitigate thoſe points; but ſoon after a tumult and 
uproar roſe in thet own, and Mr. Brown was threatened and charged, that he, and 
his father, had raiſed a faction to carry the buſineſs, and that the young men ſhould 
have had their voices, and have been called by ſound of drum to the court, and 
that their votes not being given, it was not by general conſent ; and Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Blake were not permitted to come forth only as meſſengers, to declare, 
that they would not agree to their ſubmiſſion, without the inhibition of the 

owder were taken off, which I cannot do; and in this confuſed manner is the 
treaty broken off, It was intimated to me by one of them to-night, that they 
conceive that if you made three or four ſhot into the town, it might draw and 
terrify them to condeſcend to a ſubmiſſion, which is much deſired by the graver 
and better ſort, and that, at laſt, it might ſet ſuch diviſion amongſt them as 
would be of great advantage ; and he doth believe, that this violent heat may 


be paſſed over by to-morrow, and a warning-piece bring them in. I have not 


above three hundred men here and at Oran More, the reſt of the companies 


being drawn towards the borders of the county of Mayo. If you think that my 


appearance with ſo ſmall a number will be of any advantage, I will march to- 
wards the town at what hour you will appoint ; but if the weather, or any other 
occaſion, makes you defer your battery, I will draw ſome more forces hither if 


you think fit, though I am very confident that thoſe of Mayo will come in as 


ſoon as they hear the town is aſſaulted. If you perceive my coming of no great 
uſe, I will be ſure to keep the country forces from coming this way to moleſt 
you; and if it be not to endanger the Engliſh, I do now hold it moſt neceſſary 
to let three or four pieces fly amongſt them, and the ſooner the better, which 
will make the women force them to ſubmiſſion. I give you many thanks for the 
wine you ofter me, and if you pleaſe to ſend it to Oran More, when the boat 
comes for the malt, I will take order for it, and defire that the remainder of my 
powder may be ſent me; Mr. Beal and Mr. Clarke know how much it is. It 
is now high time for me to look to the fortifying of my houſes, and likewiſe my 
caſtles upon the borders of Mayo. Your letter I have received, and can anſwer

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* . May 1642. order I could for the defence of the borders, to prevent the incurſions of the 


county of Mayo, with much content I returned home to Portumna upon the 


14th; and I ſhall not now be long, or curious in the particular relations of the 


paſſages between the fort, town, and country, until the arrival of the lord Forbes, 
with his fleet of additional forces the gth of Auguſt, moſt of the proceed- 
ings. being made up into books, and remonſtrances by the town of Galway; only 
in general I muſt affirm, that captain Willoughby and Mr. Aſhley did frequently 
break the ceſſation as to the country, without any provocation given, and with 
much prejudice and diſreſpect to myſelf, and were likewiſe more violent in their 
proceedings againſt the town than became them, or was convenient for the pre- 
ſent time and ſervice, though the town cannot be freed from blame in many 


particulars. 


My letter to the Lords Juſtices, the 18th of May, 1642. 
Mr Loxps, 


1— Lords Received your lordſhips diſpatch of the 19h of the laſt month, on the 3d 
18th of bes 


of this preſent. The ſhip ſent by your lordſhips, called the Employment, to 
ſupply the fort, very happily and fafely arrived within the bay of Galway upon 
May-day, to our great joy and comfort ; before whoſe coming, though with 
ſome difficulty, I found means to relieve the fort, and give and receive intel- 
ligence from thence by boat from my caſtle of Oran More. I was at that time 
in treaty with Galway for a ceflation of arms for a month, having heard 


nothing from your lordſhips; and being doubtful whether forces were 


ready, or could with ſafety march into theſe remote parts; and hoping by that 
time your lordſhips would be ready to ſupply us, or that I might gain upon the 
better ſort to bring them to conformity and obedience : but they being high in 
their propoſitions, ſoon after the arrival of the ſhip, I perceived ſome advan- 
tage I had gotten, their camp beginning to break by my ſtopping of proviſions 
from them, I broke off that treaty, and would not hear of any thing but an ab- 
ſolute ſubmiſſion, and laying down of arms, to which they ſeemed inclinable, 
but uſed delays by the perverſe working of ſome evil ſpirits amongſt them, 
more deeply engaged than the reſt, that, at laſt, though I had good motives to 
the contrary, I did give way to captain Willoughby to begin a battery, and drew 


; thoſe forces I had before the town, and went myſelf into the fort, and from 


thence ſummoned them by a trumpet ; and two of the town coming thither unto 
me, defired time until the next morning, being the 11th day, at which time 
they reſolved upon a ſubmiſſion The 12th day they {ent me hoſtages, Mr. 
Geffry Brown and Mr. John Blake, lawyers, and Martin Skerritt and Peter Darcy, 
merchants. Upon the 13th, the mayor, aldermen, and many of the young men 
of the town, attended my coming to the croſs, which divides the liberty of the 
town and fort ; captain Willoughby being with me there, the mayor made his 
publick ſubmiſſion, delivered up the keys, and the young men laid down their 
arms; and, upon promiſe of their future loyalty, I then received them into his 
majeſty's protection, until his pleaſure were further declared. The particulars 
of my proceedings with them I ſend your lordſhips herewith, ſubmitting my en- 
deavours to your lordſhips favourable conſiderations; preſuming your lordſhipe 
will not at this time expect the impoſing of ſuch ſtrict conditions upon them, as 
might be procured by a ſtrong and powerful army, but will be pleaſed to conſider 
the preſent ſtate of theſe parts, ſome baronies of this county being in action, all 
the neighbouring counties being in arms, and threatening to fall upon me, eſ- 


pecially the county of Mayo; the impoſſibility of keeping conſiderable forces 


long together, the country being much waſted, and over-burthened with main- 
taining of forces, ever fince the firſt beginning of the rebellion in this kingdom ; 
an opinion held by many, that I ſhould receive but ſmall countenance, or aſ- 
ſiſtance from your lordſhips, and that 'I yas miftruſted, or much neglected ; 
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commiſſions and inſtructions being granted for things to be ated within this May 1642 
government, without any mention or relation to me, and no ſupply of arms or 
ammunition appointed for me, which I had long importuned your lordſhips 

for, and had been in much danger for want thereof; my houſes, where my wife 

and family reſide, wanting fit means of defence, beſides divers of my caſtles, up- 

on very important paſſages, for the ſecurity of the county, and the dwellings 

of my friends that ſtick firm unto me, and attended the publick ſervice, expoſed 

to much danger; many other impediments might be alledged, which I will not 

trouble your lordſhips with at preſent. 

I have obſerved moſt of the better fort of the town are averſe to the vio- 
lent proceedings of the reſt of their fellows ; and that the main contrivers of all 
thoſe miſchiefs were Sir Valentine Blake, Francis Blake, ftiled their general, 
John Blake, Francis Nicholas, and a ſtrong party of the young men, and fome 
of the clergy, and more particulacly Walter Lynch, titular warden, Valentine 
Brown, a friar, and“ Francis Fleming, another friar, brother to my lord of * It ſhould 
Slane, who, as I am informed, doth not ſpare to exclaim upon his lord (hip for Piening. 
having ſome moderate inclinations to quietneſs and ſubmiſſion ; his ſeveral prac- 
tices upon me TI ſhall refer unto another time. The violence of theſe perſons 
I have named, and their party, forced others, for fear of their lives, to join, 
and fign with them, and there was daily made a ſtrange tumult and confuſion 
amongſt them'; and many be found there that well deſerve your lordſhips fu- 
ture favour and conſideration. | 

Concerning the former declarations of the fort and town, it appears by what 
hath followed fince, that the intentions of them did then aim at miſchief ; but 
they were ſo careful of the penning, that, I conceived, it was to clear ſome 
former errors, with a reſolution to be more careful of their future proceedings. 

That declaration of the Engliſh, which your lordſhips were informed to be 
forged, I do aſſure your lordſhips was the real act of the Engliſh there, and delivered 
by them to myſelf, and after left with the corporation, and a copy fent me, 
ſigned by the warden of the college, out of which I ſent one to your lordſhips ; 
and though I do believe it did more extol their care than was fully ſo, out of 
hope to be the better preſerved, yet it was their own act; and certainly I ſhall 
never ſend any thing to your lordſhips, but with full aſſurance of truth. 

I do find, that your lordſhips were rightly informed, that the town of Gal- 
way hath received ſeveral ſtrangers, and ſome that came out of thoſe parts that 
were moſt in rebellion, and have iſſued arms and ammunition, but in no large 
proportion that I can hear of, though I have made diligent enquiry, and many 
have paſt through this county ſeveral ways thither, notwithſtanding that I 
have uſed my beſt induſtry to prevent it; and, I hope, there is now a good 
courſe taken that they will not dare to iſſue out any more, but by my direc- 
tions; the perſons, in whoſe cuſtody it remains, being held honeſt, and known 
to be able in eſtate, which, I preſume, they will not eaſily hazard, nor endanger 
their hoſtages; and for what is to come, I doubt not but the fort and ſhip, and 
cuſtomers, will keep them from receiving any ſuch dangerous commodities, and 
I ſhall contribute my beſt endeavours thereto. About two or three days before 
their ſubmiſſion, the ſhip being within the harbour, and not abroad, about the 
ifles of Oran, to prevent the coming in of others, one Francis Darcy, with a ſhip 
loaden with corn, arms, and ammunition, put into a creek in Irrconaght, and 
brought the powder to Galway ; I am faithfully promiſed to have it all put into 
my cuſtody, of which I ſhall render a very good account, and diſpoſe of it, 
both for fort and country, as occaſion ſhall require, being, as I am informed, 
but thirty barrels of powder, and ſixty muſkets ; and that this was the ſhip of 
whom there was ſuch great expectation, being but of eighty tun burthen. | 
| _ Your lordſhips late directions to me were, that all powder and arms ſhould be 
only for the uſe of the fort; but your lordſhips being not clearly informed of the 
condition of the parts, I ſhall preſume, until I receive a more ſtrict command, 
| ; n to 
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8 May 1642. to reſerve ſome fit proportion for a ſtore within my government, and diſpoſe of 
" ſome of it for the ſafety of myſelf and friends, that have been too long expoſed to 


danger. And though captain Willoughby and myſelf 'very well agree in all 
things, and that his reſpects to me appears ready upon all occaſions, yet, in re- 


gard that your lordſhips many other great affairs hath been a cauſe, as I con- 


ceive, to omit the ſending of directions unto him to ſupply me, and to anſwer 
my warrant for the king's ſervice, and defence of the country ; I preſume the 
courſe I ſhall now take for what is already come, will obtain your lordſhips 
pardon, if not receive your approbation. 

I have examined ſome of the town concerning the information your lordſhips 
received, that the town were reſolved to employ the ordnance againſt the fort, 
the general oath to demoliſh it, the diſarming all proteſtants, and the inhibiting 
the exerciſe of their religion upon pain of death. All which they diſavow to be 
the acts and reſolutions of the town; but might be in diſcourſe amongſt the un- 


b 


ruly multitude, and that it was care of their ſafety that diverted the publick exer-. 


ciſe of their religion, until the tumults and diſorders of the town were appeaſed, 
and do inſtance that they never did permit either great or ſmall ſhot to be made 
from the town towards the fort, neither before nor after the battery made upon 


them; the truth is, as far as I can find it out, that many were inclined to thoſe 


miſchiefs, and others as careful to prevent them: time and power will make a bet- 
ter diſcovery for mercy and juſtice to be diſpoſed of there. For my former en- 


gagements to relieve the fort, and the ſupplies lately ſent thither, though I am 


put to hard ſhifts for money, and at exceſſive charge, yet I ſhall be willing to 


expect for a time your lordſhips beſt opportunity to take it into conſidera- 


tion. | 
I ſhall now go in hand with the gathering of his majeſty's compoſition rent, 


as ſoon as I can get an account of the former collectors who live in the county of 
Roſcommon, without which it cannot be exactly done; and your lordſhips in- 
ſtructions therein ſhall be carefully obſerved. For the exchequer rents, until your 
lordſhips cauſe the green wax, or other aſſignments to be ſent down, I am inform- 
ed nothing can be done therein, | 

Concerning my former defires to your lordſhips to take ſome notice of the 
good endeavours of Sir Richard Blake and the recorder, and that your lordſhips 
might hold a good opinion of Sir Robuck Lynch ; it had been too great a pre- 


' ſumption in me to invite your lordſhips to the trouble of writing particular let- 


ters; my intention being only, that your lordſhips might give a touch thereof in 
your lordſhips diſpatches to myſelf, which I might have informed them of for 
their better encouragement; and by my own enquiry, and the relation of the fort, 
I do not yet find any impediment thereto ; and if the captain nave now omitted 
it, I am confident he will at any time expreſs ſo much. 


Sir Richard Blake was long ſince forced to quit the town, being often in danger | 


of his life, leaving his houſe, wife, and children expoſed to much want and ex- 


tremity, hath loſt a fair eſtate in the county of Mayo, a good farm about Trim, 


and goods in the county much ſpoiled and waſted, being conſtant in his endea- 
vours, whilſt he could ſtay in town, to advertiſe and ſerve the fort. Sir Robuck 
Lynch, though his name was brought in queſtion upon ſome examination that 
Huſſey carried to Dublin, himſelf and family retired into the country before the 
attempt upon Clarke's ſhip, his iſles of Oran are ſurprized and taken from him, 


he hath ſuffered otherwiſe, and much more threatened, and upon my knowledge 


did divert an old uncle of his that had been an ancient ſoldier abroad from com- 
ing to the town, they intending to have given him the title of a general. The 


recorder ſtrove all he could to appeaſe thoſe diſtempers, till he fell very ſick, and 
afterwards forſook the town, and ſo did Pat. Darcy, and many others, when 


the young men, and the malignant party, were reſolved to govern, and manage 
all affairs; but I have now ſent directions to Sir Robuck Lynch, Sir Richard 


Blake, the recorder, Mr. Richard Martin, Pat. Darcy, Pat. Kirwan, and divers 
| 3 Th | others, 
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others, that abſented themſelves from the fury of that perſecution, to reſide there May 1642: 
till former bad humours be clearly ſpent, and quieted by their means, and good YT 


endeavours. I do hope ere long to put ſome commands in execution there, that 
will curb or baniſh turbulent ſpirits, having already appointed the putting down 
of all their new erected captains and private councils ; and the town affairs to be 
debated, and ordered by the ancient form of government. | 

I have from the very beginning of the diſtempers of this kingdom employed 
my utmoſt induſtry for the ſafety and preſervation of the Engliſh inhabitants of 
this county, and ſuch as come for refuge hither ; and though I could not poſ- 
ſibly prevent the ſpoiling of many in their goods and ſtock for want of a troop of 
horſe, which would have awed all the county, and for which I was long a ſui- 
tor to your lordſhips, yet, I thank God, none have miſcarried in this county, that 
I can hear of, but two or three in Galway, by a tumult of ſome Irrconaght peo- 
ple, and thoſe two that were killed in Clarke's ſhip; and there were in Gal- 
way, upon the opening of the gates, about four hundred Engliſh, ſome in my 
caſtles of Kilcolgan and Oran More, beſides thoſe that were preſerve in the 
fort, and many in Loughreagh, and this place, who now live quietly, and al- 
moſt paſt fear of danger, by God's aſſiſtance. The Flaherties that were moſt 
active in this commotion, about Galway, have not yet made their ſubmiſſion, 
but do employ themſelves in robbing and preying upon their former confederates 
of Galway, on Irrconaght fade, truſting to the ſtrength of that rude and cragpy - 
country, which, I hope, will invite the hot young ſpirits of Galway to do ſome 
ſervice upon them, as ſoon as I can draw into thoſe parts, after ſome ſhort re- 
freſhing here, being much over-toiled with theſe late diſtempers. I am like- 
wiſe informed, that ſince the ſubmiſſion of Galway, thoſe of Mayo do take poſ- 
ſeſſion of their eſtates in that county, ſo that they are not likely to eſcape puniſh- 
ment for their former inſolent proceedings; the other gentlemen of the coun 
have made their ſubmiſſion; Richard Burke of Derrymaclaghny, himſelf, or 
ſon, is ſtill to remain with me; his eaſy nature was abuſed, and wrought up- 
on: he firſt repented, and had done good ſervice if it had not been prevented un- 
happily. His uncle Thomas Burke deſires reſpite of his attendance, for a while, 
being lame, and has often halted with me, but there can no conſiderable danger 
come from him, his nephew being ſecured. Ulick Burke of Caſtle-Hacket, his 
ſon, who was one of their captains, is ſtill to be with me, or his father, who 
though very well reputed, did not give me that ſatisfaction I expected from his for- 
mer carriage. And fo, I hope, this county will be kept in ſome reaſonable order, 
until his majeſty, or your lordſhips, ſhall take a farther courſe and care for the 
better ſettlement of theſe parts; and, I conceive, if your lordſhips may conve- 
niently ſpare but a thouſand of well-armed men, it would eaſily and ſpeedily re- 
duce this whole province, with ſome troops of horſe, which will be very ne- 
ceſſary. 2 * | 

There now remains to give your lordſhips ſome notice of thoſe worthy perſons 
that have been firm and forward in his majeſty's ſervice, and reſpectful and af- 
fectionate to me in my proceedings. The arrival of Sir Roger Shaghnuſſy, and 
his ſon, out of Munſter into theſe parts, did afford much life and ſtrength to my 
endeavours ; the deſerved good opinion held of them, and their conſtant atten- 
dance upon me, cauſed the better obedience to my authority. My lord Clan- 
morris, and my couſin Richard Burke, and Fitz William, very active and faith- 
ful, and free from blemiſh ; Sir Ulick Burke to be mentioned in the ſame con- 
dition, captain Teige Kelly of Gallagh, and John Kelly of Corrabeg, as firm 
and diligent as any that had neareſt relation to me. My ſteward, John Donellan's 
ſons, the ſheriff, and his eldeſt brother, and the Dalys, and many other gentle- 
men of their quality, will hereafter deſerve particular mention, attending con- 
ſtantly upon me to their very great charge and trouble ; and the very large con- 
tributions of the country to maintain ſoldiers for his majeſty's ſervice, may well

I will now conclude upon the whole with my humble requeſts, joined with 
a free reprehenſion, which will give me much ſatisfad ion, that your lordſhips 
doth repoſe confidence in me; for I cannot be fo partial to myſelf, as not to be- 
lieve that I have fallen into many errors; my late coming to manage a govern- 
ment whereto I was not bred, at a time of ſuch diſtempers and confuſions, can-

TD Y my publick diſpatch I have given a full and large information of my pro- 
ceedings here for his majeſty's ſervice, which, though it may be accom- 
panied with many errors, was diſcharged by me with all faith and duty, to the 
utmoſt of my power and ability. How I have been aſſiſted I ſubmit to your 
lordſhip's knowledge, and by that conſideration I expect to have my actions 
Judged. 0 | | 

It is generally reported, that his majeſty hath declared his gracious intention 
to make this poor kingdom happy by his royal preſence, which refreſheth my 
memory, and invites me at this preſent to renew a propoſition, which I had 
formerly directed to your lordſhip ; but meeting with delays in the paſſages to 
Dublin, was returned back unto me, and, out of many motives then prepared, 
I ſhall now make choice of a few particulars for this time. It hath been pro- 

unded unto me, as the deſires and inclinations of divers perſon of quality engaged 
in theſe unhappy diſtempers, that I ſhould ſo far preſume upon your lordſhip's 
favour, as to make my applications unto you for the obtaining of a ceſſation of 
arms, until his majeſty's pleaſure were further declared, upon their humble ſup- 
plications, out of a ſenſe of feeling of the miſerable ſtate of this unfortunate king- 
dom, which threatens ruin and deſolation to all that have either fortune, or, be- 
ing here, by the ſpoils and outrages that ever attend a civil war, and which, by 
miſtakes and jealouſies, hath grown into the condition of a national quarrel, 
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_ contrary, as I conceive, to the deſires or intentions of all of quality or diſcre- 


tion of either nation; to which may now be fitly added, that if his majeſty 
thall vouchſafe to repair hither, and in his own royal perſon and power give 


due puniſhment to the bad, and eacouragment to the well-deſerving, it will be 


neceſſary to afford ſome time of preparation for the receiving ſo great a bleſſing, 
as far as this waſted kingdom's ability can extend: or if his majeſty, in his great 
wiſdom, ſhall have occaſion to alter his reſolution, I am confident the good ef-

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fects of a ceſſation will ſuddenly appear; for by the ſpending ſome time in May 1642. 
treaty, and expectation of his majeſty's pleaſure, they will ſoon find the caſe and r 


comfort of peace, and diſcern the former miſeries they were plunged into, and not 
be eaſily drawn into the ſame. Much more might be alledged, which your lordſhip's 
memory and experience will ofter to your better. judgment ; and, for my part, 
I have no particular ends by this propoſition, aiming at nothing more than 
the king's honour, the advancement of his ſervice, and the preſervation of 
thouſands of his ſubjects lives, of all his dominions, that muſt be engaged in 
theſe high diſtempers, if they receive not a timely remedy ; and if I err in what 
I now propound, it is a failing in judgment, and no want of duty to his majeſty; 
and I ſhall confidently rely upon the clearneſs of my own thoughts, and faithful 
endeavours, to juſtify me in this particular, and all other actions of mine; and 
to your. lordſhip's noble and juſt conſideration I leave it, whether to approve of 
a ceſſation for prevention of famine, and all other calamities that will fall, as 
well upon the innocent as the guilty, by a proſecution of fire and ſword, or 
otherwiſe to ſuppreſs theſe expreſſions as uſeleſs and unneceſſary concc tions. 

Your lordſhip's knowledge of the abilities and integrity of the be..rer, my 
couſin Terence Coghlan, is much above any recommendation of mine, and the 
defects of my application I deſire may be. ſupplied by his more able expreſſions, 
and the relation of all other paſlages of theſe parts. 

I am now drawing to the borders of Roſcommon to meet my lord preſident, 
and young Sir Charles Coote, according to their defires, and the requeſt of the 
gentlemen of that county, to endeavour the preſent quieting of that much 
waſted country, until your lordſhip's power, or farther pleaſure, do come 
unto us, for the better ſettlement of this whole province, to which, I conceive, 
this will be a good preparation, if it may be well effected. There now remains 
to crave your lordſhip's pardon for the length of this diſpatch, being full of

JT ACCOUNT it not one of the leaſt misfortunes that belong to this unhappy To te ea 


| time, that both our perſons, and all other means of expreſſion, hath. 
kept at ſo great a diſtance, it having been unſafe to commit any thing of mo- May. 
ment to thin paper walls ; but now, I hope, my diſpatches will meet with a 
ſafe conveyance to Dublin. I have at large referred the ſtate of my proceedings 
here for the reducing of the town of Galway, and ſetting the mean people of 
this county in their former obedience ; whether your lordſhips there will account 
it a conſiderable ſervice I know not; but I aſſure your lordſhip, it was far above 
my expectation, it being the wonder of theſe parts how I could ſubſiſt all this 
time without any aſſiſtance from the ſtate, myſelf newly arrived, and a ſtranger 
to my friends and country, wanting my native language (a great imperfection in 
this unſettled time) and threatened from all parts for my oppoſition to my coun- 
try's good, and the common cauſe, as they were pleaſed to term it; but now, 
I hope, by God's mercy and favour, I have overcome the greateſt difficulties, 
and ſhall ever be found armed with clear and unſpotted loyalty to my prince, 
and love and due regard to my country. To which effect, being induced by 
the defires and inclinations of ſome perſons of quality, I ſhall preſume upon 
your lordſhip's noble diſpoſition, to offer unto your lordſhip's conſideration, 
whether a general ceſſation of arms, until his majeſty's happy arrival, be fitly 


Propoſed to the lords juſtices, and the reſt of your lordſhips there, which truly,

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* - May 1642-my lord, in my poor opinion, cannot but be in the thoughts of moſt men that 
. have a being, or relation to this kingdom, to prevent the ruin and calamity 
that moves apace upon all perſons, of what quality or condition ſoever; it being 
well known, I conceive, to your lordſhip, what ſtrange ways have been uſed, 
both of perſuaſion and force, to work upon mens minds; and that many good 
and faithful diſpoſitions have been wrought upon by fear, and other reſpects, to 
involve themſelves in this misfortune ; and thoſe whoſe underſtandings have not 
been deep enough to reach to the diſcoveries of theſe parties, made believe that 
they walked in loyal and warrantable ways.

The fame day I received ſeveral letters out of England by Thomas Webb, an "IP 
Engliſh ſervant of mine, and, amongſt others, one from my nephew Thoms Burke, day. 
_ informing me, that in December laſt he had moved the king, that I might be 
ſupplied with fifteen hundred arms, who ſeemed willing to give his conſent; my 
brother my lord chamberlain, thought the motion of the lateſt, but few arms being 
then left in the tower; being put in mind of eighteen thouſand arms at Hull, pro- 
miſed within two days to move it to the parliament ; that in April laſt meet- 
ing with the lord lieutenant, he repreſented the ſtrength and condition I was in ; Earl of Lei- 
his Jordſhip dealt nobly and clearly with him, that though he was aſſured of er. 
my fidelity, yet he conceived no conſiderable quantity of arms would at that 
time be truſted in the hands of any of my religion; and out of his reſpects to 
my ſafety, earneſtly wiſhed my coming over; that the king from York de- 
claring his reſolution to go in perſon againſt the Iriſh, and to raiſe two thou- 
ſand foot, and two hundred horſe, for a guard to his perſon, and, with a pro- 
teſtation, not to grant them any toleration of religion; the houſe of commons 
at a conference delivered their votes, declaring the raiſing ſuch forces to be con- 
ſtrued as againſt the parliament: in concluſion, he adviſed my coming over, in 
regard of my weak condition, and little hope of aſſiſtance ; and that my car- 
riage paſt in the general vogue, had been ſubject to miſconſtruction, and the 
king himſelf laboured to be poſſeſſed of ſuch a belief.

To my bro- OUR letter of the 14th of April I received laſt night, which afforded me 
— the (except the aſſurance of your well being) but ſmall other comfort, after ſo 


22d of May, many months expectation, being ſtill confident, that the unſpotted fidelity, and 
aQtive ſervices of my anceſtors in times of greateſt danger, my alliance, and 
breeding in England, and the knowledge of my diſpoſition there, would have 
procured me that favour, as, at leaſt, to have had a troop of horſe, and ſome 
proportion of other arms for my own defence, and the preſervation of this coun- 

- if not admitted to that honour, to be enabled to ſerve the king in a higher 
quality and better condition, I am confident his majeſty would not have denied 
me ſuch a requeſt; and if your lordſhip could not prevail with others, I muſt crave 
pardon if, I conceive, that you employ your time little to the advantage of your- 
ſelf, or friends. And if it had not pleaſed God of his mercy, miraculouſly to 
Preſerve me, and give a bleſſing to my endeavours, my wife, children, and fa- 
mily muſt needs have periſhed before this time, with this inſcription upon my 
grave, For being neglected and forſaken by his brother, in whom he repoſed his 
chiefeſt confidence ;** this conſideration, I hope, will ſometimes work upon your 
noble nature, though tranſported with other paſſions. 

As to what I lately wrote, which you are now pleaſed to touch upon, I am 
ſtill ready to juſtify the truth and ſenſe of what I then ſaid; though the barba- 
rous cruelties that have been committed there are not to be thought of but with 
horror; I believe it is the deſire of the whole nation, that the actors of thoſe 
crying fins ſhould, in the higheſt degree, be made examples to all poſterity, yer, 
God forbid, that fire, ſword, and famine, which moves apace here, and might 

be eaſily prevented, ſhould run on to deſtroy mankind, and put the innocent 
and the guilty into one miſerable condition; or if ſome young unſettled ſpirits 
have been miſled, or wrought upon by miſreports, and fallen into errors, that 
therefore themſelves, and ancient well-deſerving families, ſhould be utterly de- 
ſtroyed, or the king's mercy totally bound up. 

For my expreſſions concerning the Scots, I did, and do ſtill believe it may be 
worthy your conſideration there, that they, where this rebellion, begun, were 
above forty thouſand well armed in the North of this kingdom, and might have 

eaſily broken it in the beginning, but they have ſtayed a time of more advan- 
tage, to have pay and arms out of England; ſtrong fortreſſes delivered them 
there, and more forfeitures of eſtates; this I relate as the obſervations of knowing 
diſcreet perſons, and no conceptions of mine. 

Some yonng men of Galway, by treachery, ſurprized an Engliſh ſhip, killed 
two, and hurt others, and took ſome ordnance and barrels of powder : by a fac- 
tion raiſed in the town, they compelled the mayor and graver ſort to take it upon 
them, upon pretence that their goods, and ſome young merchants of the town, 
were detained in England. Soon after they ſeized on my arms and goods that came 
out of England, and then got divers of this county, and county of Mayo, to come 
to their aſſiſtance, and to lay ſiege to the fort. This ſudden miſchief coming 
unexpected, put me into great diſtraction; but in purſuance of my ſettled 
reſolution to ſeal my loyalty with my blood, though never ſo much neglected, 
I haſtened into thoſe parts, and called upon my friends, and within few days 
marched thither about ſeven hundred foot, and near two hundred horſe; but find- © 
ing their numbers great, and that they had planted ordnance upon the craggy 
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ſolved to beſiege the beſiegers, and having caſtles there convenient for it, I placed 
ſtrong garriſons round about them, and my horſe ſcowered between to keep all 
relief from them, and, though with much difficulty, found means to ſupply the 
fort from a caſtle of mine called Oran More, lying upon the ſea, though they 
had ſtore of boats to guard the paſſage. After almoſt a month's lying there, they 

an to treat of a ceſſation of arms; but a ſhip of the king's coming from Dub- 
lin with ſupplies and ammunition to the fort, I would hear of nothing but lay- 
ing down their arms, and an abſolute ſubmiſhon ; within few days, their camp 
being much diſtreſſed, they broke and fell away apace ; and upon the eleventh 
of this month, I entered and took poſſeſſion of their trenches, and fat before 
the town, went myſelf into the fort, and the captain and I agreed to falute 
them with thirty-three great ſhot into their town; and then I ſent a trumpet to 
ſummon them; and upon the 13th, upon certain conditions agreed upon by 
myſelf and the captain of the fort, the mayor and corporation, and the young 
men of the town, came to me to the verge of their liberties, made ther publick 
ſubmiſſion, delivered up their keys, and laid down their arms; and upon good 
hoſtages given me, I took them, and the gentlemen engaged with them, into his 
majeſty's protection; and thus ended this dangerous rebellion, the conſequence 
of the place conſidered, with little. blood-ſhed ; and, I doubt not, they will now 
remain in quiet obedience, and be fit objects both of his majeſty's mercy and juſ- 
tice, moſt of the better ſort being totally againſt their proceedings, and, at laſt, 
forcing their ſubmiſſion, the town itſelf being very ſtrong, and well vicualled, 
and now ſome of their aſſiſtants in Irrconaght do prey upon them, and thoſe of 
Mayo do ſeize on their eſtates in that county, ſo that they will not want puniſh- 
ment for their inſolent carriage. And now, I hope, I have overcome the greateſt 
difficulties in theſe places, and ſhall be able to ſubſiſt until the army comes you 
write of; and then I may eafily gueſs how I ſhall be aſſiſted, by the carriage of 
the captain of the ſhip, whoſe name is Aſhley, and your neighbour at Tam- 
worth,who being entertained with all reſpe& by me, and myſelf with him on ſhip- 
board, hath fince preyed upon and ſpoiled my tenants, and my dear and faithful 
friend Sir Richard Blake, who hath loſt a fair eſtate in ſeveral places of the king- 
dom, for his faſt fidelity, and makes no diſtinction between good and bad; if he 
does not give me good ſatisfaction, I hope the ſtate will however. If theſe pro- 
ceedings hold, though I am like to be unfortunate, I ſhall ever be found moſt 
faithful and loyal, and if not worthy of your care and remembrance; yet I ſhall

afford me infinite comfort in theſe unſettled and ftrangely diſtracted times, to 
have a perſon ſo full of worth and honour, to be firm and real to me, and, I hope, 
it will not be altogether unuſeful to your lordſhip to have my conſtant and faith- 
ful ſervice ready to anſwer your lordſhip's noble proceedings. The preſent ſtate 
of aftairs in England doth much perplex my thoughts, from whence I received no 
clear intelligence, all men's tongues and pens being ſo bound up, as makes my 
doubts and fears the greater.

My diſpatches 
from the ſtate at Dublin, ſent with great haſte, and declared to be of much im- 
portance by the ſtrict charge given; my meſſengers were ſo beſet and endangered, 
that they were forced to burn them, and by that means I am kept in ignorance 
at a moſt important nick of time, for the guiding of my own actions here, and 
the rendering me ſerviceable to your lordſhip. I am likewiſe newly informed, 
that ſeveral troops of armed horſe, by ſeveral paſſages, have got entrance into 
this county from all parts ; and though it is probable that their errand is for 
powder, and that I hope they will be diſappointed, and fail of their expectation 
by the courſe I have taken, yet it concerns me to be vigilant, leſt they ſhould 
have ſome other practice or deſign, which will neceſſarily engroſs my thoughts 
and care, that it will be the beginning of the next week before I can wait upon 
your lordſhip; and it may be the better, by giving ſome time to thoſe I have em- 
ployed, to prepare and work the miads of the gentry of that army ; and that 
your lordſhip may in the mean while be pleaſed to inform me where we may 
meet with moſt. conyeniency and ſafety, or in what ure or ſtrength it 
will be fit for me to come, according to the diſpoſition of perſons there. 
I ſend your lordſhip here a letter incloſed I received but yeſterday from 
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May 1642. old Sir Thomas Burke, which, after peruſal, I deſire may be returned 
—Y unto me, with your reſolution to his propoſitions, and what truſt your 
lordſhip/ſhall repoſe in him, or what inſtructions you ſhall give him; I am 
confidently aſſured he will with faith and loyalty diſcharge his duty. And to 
give your lordſhip the more clear light of the diſpoſitions of others there, I ſend 
you the copies of two letters from my lord of Mayo, to which I am willing to 
give a conſtruction that they were ſent by way of caution to me, to prevent dan-

His offers and propoſitions I conceive to be very 
fair, which is, that the fort may make uſe of what they pleaſed for money, or 
upon ticket, and to have leave to unload the reſt in the town, or to return all 
back into France, giving good ſecurity for any fit courſe that ſhall be agreed 
upon, and that his barge, upon the like ſecurity, may not be long detained here. 
They are ſtrangers, and ought to be fairly dealt with, and the gentlema: himſelf 
deſerveth good uſage, both for his own civil carriage, and encouragement of | 
others; and therefore I ſhall expect that he ſuffer no detriment or prejudice in | 
any of his goods; and your ſpeedy anſwer I defire, my honour being therein 
engaged, by his obedience to my commands, and my protection thereupon grant 
ed to him; and according to what you return I am to inform the ſtate, being 
now ready to ſend a diſpatch thither. | 
Sir Richard Blake complains unto me, that ſome of the company in your ſhip 
have upon yeſterday was a ſevenight, and once before, broken up ſome tenements 
of his at Ardfry in Meary, and taken away many of his deal boards that he had 
provided for building there, and committed many other outrages, by taking ſheep, 
lambs, houſhoid ſtuff, and other things from his tenants, and the people there- 
abouts ; and that one Richard Morrice, who is, and hath been my tenant for 
many years in Irrconaght, coming with a boat to Galway with ſome goods to diſ- 
charge his rent and arrears that he owed me, had his boat and goods taken from 
him by thoſe of the ſhip. Theſe courſes againſt Sir Richard Blake of Anbally, 
whoſe loyal carriage, and affection to his majeſty's ſervice, and great ſufferance 
in his eſtate and goods, in ſeveral parts, well known to captain Willoughby and 
myſelf, cannot be well taken ; and therefore I ſhall defire you to give him ſatiſ- : 
faction and reparation for what was taken from him, and likewiſe to reſtore the = x

Captain WiLLouGnsy, 


To captain H E preparation for my intended journey into the county of Roſcommon, 


Willoughby, . 4 3 
the 26th of which I have now put off till the beginning of next week, and ſome 
. May. other diverſions, together with my expectation to receive more full and clear in- 


telligence of the proceedings of the town, did not give me leave to anſwer ſome 
of your former letters; now I ſhall give you a touch to moſt of the particulars 


therein. 9 
It is true, that I find ſuch inconſtancy and irreſolution in the unſettled minds 


of moſt of this age, that I cannot promiſe myſelf any aſſurance of the peaceable 
diſpoſitions of many of thoſe that were active in the late commotion at Galway, 
notwithſtanding 1 have outward ſhew and promiſes thereof, generally from all 
of them; and I am confident very many of them there are fully reſolved to op- 
poſe thoſe turbulent members that formerly did diſturb their peace. I have by 
letters, meſſages, threats, and promiſes, and by commanding well- affected per- 
ſons thither, done what I can there, and will not fail to perform what I can 
abroad for the preſervation of his majeſty's peace and people, until ſome ſtronger 
power appear nearer. I hold it wiſdom and diſcretion not to exaſperate thoſe 
men, or their adherents, or to give them occaſion or provocation to fall from 
their former ſubmiſſion ; for the conſequences of their revolt, and ſecond defec- 
tion, would be great to the whole kingdom, and the danger unavoidable to us 
that fat near, and muſt receive the firſt ſtroke. | 
They of Limerick have drawn a great power of the Iriſh from all parts unto 
them, and have made bulwarks on each fide of the river, and have chained the 
paſſage ; the ordnance have been playing apace there, between them, the caſtle, 
and the king's ſhips, ever ſince Sunday morning; the ſucceſs thereof is of great 
importance, but not yet come to my knowledge. This, and the killing of Sir 
Ca. Coote, the ſlowneſs of the coming of an army out of England, the great 
diſtance between his majeſty and the parliament, the negle& of the ſtate of us 
that are ſo remote, requires, that they may be tenderly handled, in hopes to 
continue them, until there be ability to maſter them, in caſe they ſhould grow 
to any open action. 1 E002 
I have done, and will do, what I can, to prevent the great reſort of ſtrangers 
to thatplace, which, I believe, is to no other purpoſe than in hopes to gain powder, 
which, as I hear, is denied to be given in any quantity to any, though ſome 
through particular labour, may procure ſome ſmall proportion that eſcaped ſearch. 
The town, as I am informed thence, have lately reſolved upon a good courſe, to 
prevent the acceſs of many ſtrangers; and the long ſtay of any that ſhall be 
admitted with the mayor's licence, or enter, or traffick there, which, together 
with the courſe you have begun, and the troubles and cold entertainment, they are 
like to receive in the country, will, I hope, diſanimate them to flock thither, 
unleſs they do it for ſafety, and to avoid danger in other places, many, at this 
preſent, making means unto me to be ſheltered in this county from the perſecu- 
tion of the Iriſh for not fiding with them ; however theſe, and many other mo- 
tives, ought to beget and ſtir particular care and watchfulneſs in all of us in our 
ſeveral places. It is true, there are great quantities of corn conveyed thither, 
and it could not be otherwiſe, for that town was the only place where the poor 
tenants or landlords could get a penny for any commodity. I hear corn is very + 
cheap there, and, I hope, you will make uſe of the market, as well as the townſ- 
men, to provide for the time to come. I have it from thence, that a ſtrict courſe 
is taken for prevention of the iſſuing of any arms, or ammunition, out of the 
town, and for bringing all into the hands of the committce intruſted therewith ; 
and I am informed a great quantity of powder is already put into the hands of 
thoſe men, and that it is declared by them, that it is alto be diſpoſed of but by 


my 
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and. the defence of houſes, and frontier places, that have. been long expoſed to 
danger; and after a little pauſe, and that, I hope, ſour humours are grown 
cool, I will do what I can to get the reſt, that will not be neceſſary for their de- 
fence, to be brought into the fort. Sir Cha. Coote defires ſome ſupply of pow- 
der and match, and I ſhall be very willing to ſupply him with it, and ſhall ſee it 
ſafely conveyed unto him; and Sir Arthur Blundell makes the like requeſt. 
I have written to the mayor, that ſpeedy reſtitution may be made unto you, 
both of the arms, and all other things, detained from you; and of the arms, and 
other goods, taken from the Engliſh in the town, which, they write to me, they 
are in a way to do, to yours and their content. For the new work on the key, I 
pray enquire of it, and ſo will I, and if it ſhall be found any annoyance or af- 
front to his majeſty's fort, I ſhall do my endeavours to prevent the growth of it; 
and I have written to them not to proceed therein, unleſs they give you firſt ſa- 
tisfaction by. thoſe reaſons they offer to me. 8 
Many letters ſent out of England were lately intercepted, and broken open, 
and my ſervant, an Engliſhman, kept fix nights by them in ſuch danger at 
Manooth, that he prevailed with an Iriſh gentleman, that brought large diſ- 
atches to you and to me from the ſtate, to burn them rather than to leave 
bla which he might have done, and come. ſafely, but for compaſſion to my 
man, who would certainly have ſuffered : the ſtate have notice of it, and I expect 
a ſpeedy diſpatch from them by a ſafe hand. The gentleman informs me, that 
Dublin being ſomewhat ſcanted of victuals for ſo great a number, the army 
was divided into ſeveral garriſons, and no ſpeech then of their drawing together, 
until more forces came out of England, four thouſand being expected ; and my 
ſervant tells me they were about Cheſter. By brother writes unto me, that the 
king requiring my lord of Holland's attendance, and his, at York, the parliament 
not conſenting thereto, he delivered up the ſtaff ; and my lord of Holland their 
key on Eaſter Tueſday. I do daily expect another expreſs out of England, by 
which I ſhall receive more clear intelligence, and, I hope, conveyed unto me 
with better ſafety. Until then, or that we hear farther from the ſtate, and of the 
approaching of aſſiſtance to us, it will be good policy to gain time the beſt we 
may. I will trouble you no farther, but ſtill remain

the general, ſo it may receive a particular application to the town of Galway. I 
hear you have frequent meetings and aſſemblies, compoſed of a mixt multitude, 
many of them diverſely inclined, and bring forth and infuſe much diſtraction into 

the minds of many of the inhabitants of the town, which doth not reſt there, but 
| doth diffuſe and ſpread itſelf abroad amongſt us in the country. I wiſh for your 
own welfare and ſafety, that your councils and government may be compoſed accord- 


ing to that ancient and natural conſtitution of the wiſer and graver fort of townſ- 
= Rr | men, 
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* . May 1642: men, that by their experience and wiſdom did manage the affairs of that place, 


to the content of the king and ſtate, and with much ſecurity, plenty, and pro- 
ſperity unto themſelves. 5 

I may not take it well that, in your conſultations, you make the ſending of 
pledges to me but a merriment, and that you make choice of ſuch as were no 
ways engaged in the late diſtractions there; and I hear what ſome members of 
that body diſcourſe concerning that ſubject, and the paſſages about it. 

The ſearcher of hearts knoweth my intentions to be real, to perform whatſo- 
ever I have undertaken on your behalf to my ability, and more, if I may find op- 
portunity and means for it; and, I hope, you will find that I ſhall walk in 
thoſe ways that, in all likelihood, may bring me to thoſe ends I aim at ; and not- 


withſtanding what report, and other men's thoughts ſuggeſt unto me, I ſhall 


ftill retain a conſtant opinion of your ſincere and honeſt performance with 
me in his majeſty's behalf, according to your late expreſſions, which is the 
high way, nay, the only way on earth for your ſafety and preſervation, that I 
can think of. I adviſe you, that no deep apprehenſions may be taken amongſt 
you of fear and reports, that are broached and divulged by ſome lately come thi- 
ther from other parts, moſt whereof are controuled by the beſt intelligence I can 
receive. | 

I expect, for the ſatisfaction of myſelf, and others, to have the nomination of 
two of the four pledges hereafter ; and, for the preſent, I expect, inſtead of Alex- 
ander Bodkin and Mr. James Darcy, you ſend me Mr. John Blake Fitz Ni- 


cholas, whom I know to be a diſcreet and ſober man, and Mr. Richard Kirowan 
Fitz Thomas; upon whoſe repair to Loughreagh, I will return you Mr, John 


Blake Fitz Robert, and Mr. Peter Darcy, I was in good hope, and ſtill am, 
that thoſe who ſeemed moſt forward and ftirring among you there in the late 
combuſtion, would, for their juſtification and mine, and for my ſatisfaction, offer 


themſelves as hoſtages to me, and the rather, that thereby the plain and clear de- - 


claration, and reſolution of the town, might appear to be really and truly in- 
tended ; and if they ſhall ſo far yield to my will, as I have done to the humour 
of ſome of them, they will have no cauſe to repent it, but rather to commend 
their own providence and forecaſt therein, 5 

I intend (God ſo pleaſing) on Monday night next to be at Loughreagh, and 
next morning to draw towards Clare and to the fort, to obſerve how things are 
carried and performed on all hands there, according to our late treaty, and 
thence to draw into Roſcommon : and, in the mean time, I wiſh that the work 
on the key, for ſatisfaction of the fort, may be forborn, till I have viewed of what 
conſequence it may be, unleſs that things may be ſo reconciled between captain 
Willoughby and you, that he may receive ſatisfaction therein before that time. 

I hear that you are much threatened and maligned from the Weſt, and coun- 
ty of Mayo, for concluding this pacification with me on his majeſty's behalf. 
There are ſome reſtleſs and turbulent ſpirits that love to angle in troubled waters, 
who often loſe themſelves with the ſtrength of the current. So long as the fort, 
king's ſhip, that place, and what power I ſhall be able to make, ſtand together, 
the loſs of a few cows may be eaſily regained ; whereas ſideing the other way 
may produce greater dangers ; and I ſhall be ſtill forward and ready to aſſiſt any 
member of that body, to revenge any wrong that ſhall be done unto them. God

Am very ſorry to hear of the misfortunes that have befallen you in Munſter; Togirn 
this being an age wherein all men are like to bear their ſhare of ſuffering ; but, asg 
hope, in the mercy and goodneſs of God, there will be a time for the well-de- May. 
ſerving to receive recompence with advantage; and you muſt give me leave to 
fay, it was partly ſome negle& of your own that did not procure ſome protection, 
or certificate from my lord preſident, now that the fleets are ſo buſy abroad, and 
cannot diſtinguiſh at their firſt landing the good from the bad; and ſeamen are 
ſeldom over-curious in thoſe enquiries. Though your worth and merit be gene- 
rally well known, yet I could not, in gratitude for the reſpects I have received 
from you, omit to certify the ſtate, by my late diſpatches to them, that I owe 
much of my ſafety, and of any ſervice I have done, to the counter anee and 
aſſiſtance I have received from you, ſince your coming into theſe parts ; and if 
any thing of mine proves conſiderable hereafter, you may be ſure to be valued in 
# prime place, and receive this aſſurance, from a hand that never moves to an 
other end but what the heart doth truly deliver, and memory exactly record for

This day I received an anſwer from captain Aſhley to my letter of the 2 5th, 
whereby he doth acknowledge, that Mr. Francis Darcy did of himſelf bring his 

ſhip under command, but that he had been in queſt of her before, and would 

more narrowly have ſought rather than miſled her; and that being now in his 
poſſeſſion, he did conceive her to be a lawful prize, her commodities being ſuch, 

and fold to the rebels; and he, by his commiſſion, being enjoined to ſeize upon all 

| ſhipping that comes to the rebels, and revolted towns; and that, without direc- 

tion from the ſtate, he could not part with her. I was not well pleaſed with 

this anſwer, that ſuch a mean-conditioned fellow ſhould in this manner break 

the king's word, and my honour engaged, when it was moſt certain, that he was 
returned without hope of finding her, and that ſhe was out of his reach, in a 

_ creek of Irrconaght; and that the ordnance and goods would have lit into Ten pieces 
very ill hands, if he had not been wrought upon to come in upon my protection. f ordnance. 
For my ſervant Morrice, his boat and goods he ſeized upon, the boat for the uſe of 

the fort, which wanted one, and where ſhe now is, the goods in her he conceived 

to belong to the rebels, becauſe though called to, they fled and run away 

from the king's colours, and therefore he ſeized upon them ; this might be a 

good inducement for his takeing of them, but no reaſon why he ſhould detain 

them, being proved to be my goods, only becauſe a poor fellow was fearful or 
ignorant. He only acknowledges the taking of twenty deal boards of Sir Richard 
Blake's, having great occaſion to uſe them in his ſhip, and that he would give ſa- 
tisfaction for them; though it be certain, that his men committed very much 
ſpoil there, and that Sir Richard never had ſatisfaction for any thing.

their market. And of that concourſe of ſtrangers ſpoken of, I have taken ſuch a 
courſe, as, I hope, hereafter none will be able to harp upon. that ſtring, and that 
no other than the townſmen, and men of quality under your lordſhip's 
command, ſhall wear any arms here. And as to the report of iſſuing any 
arms and ammunition here, I do aſſure your Jordſhip, that there are ſtrict war- 
rants iſſued from me, for the ſtaying and preventing of the iſſuing of the ſame; 
there is no permit for any, and if any be ſtolen out, and ſo ſecretly conveyed, as 
it cannot be diſcovered, if I can hit upon any delinquent, he ſhall be made ſuch an

formed) by direction from your lordſhip, upon the report of the defection of the 
town of Galway, whereof he is a native. My lord, it is true, that before Eaſter 


laſt, and above a month fince, after the better part of that town were over-

fign upon Tuam; whereupon I was forced to ſend an excuſe to my lord preſi- 
dent, much to the prejudice of thoſe parts. I immediately diſpatched captain 
Thomas Leiceſter, with my own foot company, and ſome other forces, to Tuam, 
to aſſiſt captain Francis Bermingham, and ſent forth patents to all other captains 
to be ready to march to thoſe borders ; and whilſt thoſe forces were preparing, 
I went myſelf to Terrellan near Galway, to compoſe the diſturbances raiſed 
there by the inſolencies of captain Aſhley and captain Willoughby, and to confer 
with Sir Henry Stradling, vice admiral of the Iriſh coaſts, newly come in there 
from Limerick, where he had attempted to relieve the caſtle, but could not get 
in; I was with him on ſhip-board, and he was pleaſed to come to me to Terrel- 
lan; I found him very nobly and gallantly diſpoſed, and if he had been deſigned 
for theſe coaſts, inſtead of captain Aſhley, I believe this county would have 
continued in a happy and peaceable condition. 

Upon the 3d of this month captain Bermingham informed, that as the Mayo 
men were entering into the county, the Iriſh archbiſhop did detain them for a 
few days, until an excommunication were ſet forth againſt me, and then he 
would direct the beſt courſe to fall upon me.

formation, and is now the only cauſe of my ftay from attending on your lord- 
ſhip, who, I preſume, would expect ſome ſuch conference and advice, as I ſhould 
be unwilling to deliver without more certain knowledge of the preſent ſtate of 
affairs, which ſtandeth upon very fickle and uncertain terms. I am credibly in- 
formed, not by letters, but verbally, of ſome diviſion and diſagreement amongſt 
the ſtate at Dublin, and that my lord of Ormond, lately diſcontented, doth now 
begin to take more power upon him than formerly, by the receiving a new 
patent, and inſtructions from his majeſty ; but I ſhall not give credit to any thing, 
until the return of Mr. Terence Coghlan, whom I employed to Dublin, and he 
arrived there upon Monday was ſevennight ; only this for the preſent is obſervable, 
that the Engliſh army hath not moved this long time, only the garriſon of Trim 
hath made ſome ſpoils, and been ſomewhat cruel to Sir Thomas Nugent, and 
others, which I do hear is warranted by the tate out of England. I hear nothing, 
only from the ſhips, which report, that the king was returned to Greenwich, and 
the differences fairly accorded between him and the parliament ; God ſend it 
may prove ſo, to his greater honour, and the good of all his dominions ; but by 
computation of the time, I rather judge them to be only words of comfort and 
encouragement ; the informations I received by my ſervant affording but {mall 
hopes of ſo great and ſpeedy a bleſſing. The vice admiral Sir Henry Stradling 
hath been in the bay of Galway theſe 10 days, coming only to ſee in what con- 
dition the fort and town ſtood, and is now returned to the river of Limerick, 
that caſtle being ſtrongly beſieged, and in much danger there: likewiſe came a 
ſhip from London called the Joſſelin, with one hundred landmen for the fort, 
under the command of one . Hall; they report, that there were two regi- 
ments to come by ſea to your lordſhip's aſſiſtance. There now only remains a ſhip 
called the Employment, commanded by one captain Aſhley, who is one of the 
moſt covetous peremptory perſons that ever I had to deal withal; and if I had

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would have much diſturbed all affairs here, having a very large commiſſion from 
the ſtate. Upon the report of thoſe of Mayo, I have ſent to ſtrengthen the 
garriſon at Athenry, and my own company to Tuam, who found the people re- 
moving with their goods and cattle, who took. heart, and 4 * when they 
came thither ; and that, with the report of my own coming after, ſerved the town 
to make their great commanders renounce their intentions of coming hither, and 
made the dwellers of their borders run away with all their goods; and fince, I 
am told, it was their declaration to ſpare me for a month longer, by which 
time they may probably be viſited themſelves. Before the receipt of your lord- 
ſhip's laſt letter, I was informed, that your garriſons had been abroad, and made 
ſome ſpoils, and they do lay the blame upon me for neglecting their defence in 
expectation of my coming; but the grounds your lordſhip went upon, did very 
fitly invite you to that courſe, though, I muſt confeſs, the burning I coul 
wiſh had been ſpared. 

Your lordſhip's priſoner, Richard Burke, hath written unto me, to move your 
lordſhip for his enlargement. Indeed, I am confident, he was no ways engaged, 
in the rebellious acts of others before he was taken; how he then lighted into ill 
company, your lordſhip hath been informed, but did rather do good offices for 
others; but having been long in reſtraint, and of ſomewhat a paſſionate diſpoſi- 
tion, I ſhall not preſs your lordſhip to relieve him until my coming, that I may 
give him ſome correction, only I ſhall deſire he may be favourably uſed. 

I am informed, that your lordſhip hath given order for the execution of Teige 
O Connor, which I deſire your lordſhip will be pleaſed to defer until my com

in no great quantity; for I do not hear much of theit activity, either in that 
county, or other places; and for the powder in the commiſſioner's hands, I am 
fully aſſured they will not iſſue one ounce without my warrant ; but for ybut 
better diſcharge and mine, Iwill not oppoſe what you have deſigned, myſelf not 
having men ſuffictent in the king's pay to be watchful over ſeveral places; but 1 
muſt intreat your diligent care to keep your ſoldiers in good order, for truly, not 
only the country in general, but myſelf in particular, doth ſuffer very much pre- 
judice by the report of the injuries that many have received upon the way; for 
having ſummoned my tenants, and the receivers of my rents, they alledge they 
cannot pay me for not venting their commodities at Galway, which would be 
taken from thence if they went thither ; and ſome of the inhabitants of this 
town, their monies have been violently taken from them going thither. I did give 
direction to the town not to admit any ſtrangers without my paſs, and have re- 
newed that charge unto them; many in ſeveral parts come or fend thither fot 
falt, tobacco, and iron, and other country commodities, which is very much 
wanted in other places, but thoſe ſhould not be vented to thoſe that are in action 

nor their perſons harboured there; ſuch as have my paſs I endeavour to be well 
informed of their carriage before J grant it, and fuch 1 know you will ufe with 
fair reſpect. I ſhall further deſire, that the fiſhermen may have liberty, without 


danger, to follow their trade, which is now wanting to us here, &c.

conſulted therein, we ſhould not have admitted your deſcending to any ſuch June 1642. 
agreement, wherein (to deal clearly with your lordſhip) there are ſundry parti- © 


eulars much to be diſliked in ſome reſpects, eſpecially ſeeing the fort (as well by 
your lordſhip's furtherances to them, as by the acceſſion of that relief and 
ſtrength which they had from us, by the ſhip we ſent thither commanded by 
captain Aſhley) was in ſuch a condition, as the rebels with all their power could 
not have forced it from us ſo ſoon, but that further relief might be ſent thither 
timely enough to prevent their becoming maſters of it; and we are well aſſured, 
if our letters of the 2oth-of May had come to your hands before you conde- 
ſcended to thoſe terms, your lordſhip would not have made that agreement with 
them without our direction firſt had. 5 | 

However, ſeeing (as your lordſhip writes) you were neceſſitated thereunto, 
we are ſo tender of his majeſty's honour, and your lordſhip's reputation in per- 
formance of the publick faith you have given, as we forbear to do ariy thing in 
violation of the protection you have given, until his majeſty's moſt gr-cious plea- 
ſure, to whom we have humbly repreſented it, ſhall be ſignified therc.n. 

We hope that thoſe whom your lordſhip intruſted with the charge ot the pow- 
der in the town, will anſwer your lordſhip's confidence in their integrity ; but 
if it ſhould happen otherwiſe, then there may that inconvenience follow, which 
will let your lordſhip ſee how needful it had been to have ſo provided, as that 
the powder ſhould have been put wholly out of the power of the town, leſt they 
ſhould make uſe of it, if they ſhould take up any new reſolution of dif- 
loyalty, or privately ſupply other rebels with that ſo highly needful an incident 
of war. | ; | 

We hope alſo, that there hath been performance of the promiſe made to your 
lordſhip, for putting into your lordſhip's cuſtody the powder and arms brought 
by land to Galway, by the ſhip brought in by Francis Darcy into a creek in Irr- 
conaght, about two or three days before the ſubmiſſion of the town ; and if it 
be not already done, we conceive that it will be fit, that your lordſhip do get 
labourers (if by any fair way you may) to get into his majeſty's fort thoſe arms and 
ammunition, as alſo thoſe formerly in the town, to prevent any ill uſe that the 
townſmen may make thereof ; for we have intelligence ſeveral ways, that from 
Galway all parts of the kingdom have, and expect ſupply of arms and ammunition 
which, if found true, there will blame be laid certainly ſomewhere, and we hope 
it will fall on their heads, who have dealt fo treacherouſly with you, and un- 
faithfully with our and their gracious ſovereign ; and therefore, as well out of our 
particular reſpe& to your lordſhip's perſon, as out of our deſires to advantage the 
publick ſervice of the king and kingdom, we again recommend this particular 
to your lordſhip, to be compoſed by all the fair means you may, yet ſo as your 
lordſhip may command out of the fort, ſuch proportions thereof by your own 
warrant, as you ſhall adjudge fit, either for the needful defence of the town 
againſt rebels, or for ſupply of the forces which your lordſhip employs in that 
country to repreſs the rebels; care being ſtill taken, wherein we know your lord- 

ſhip will be cautious, that there be a competency left for the uſe of the fort. 
his, if your lordſhip find the town to incline to, and that they do it accord- 
ingly, may beget the better conſtruction of their future intentions, whereas the 
contrary may juſtly induce a ſuſpicion, if not aſſurance, that their purpoſes are 
not ſo real or faithful as they make ſhew of. And altho' we are confident you 
will keep the hoſtages given you, as ſafely as you poſlibly may, yet if they 
had been put into the fort, they had been doubtleſs more fate, and your lordſhip 
leſs anſwerable for their forthcoming, than as now they are. Amongſt the reaſons 
mentioned by your lordſhip in your letters to us, as motives inducing you to the 
agreement you made with the town, you mention two things we underſtand 
not: Firſt, an opinion (as you write) held by many that you ſhould receive but 
ſmall countenance or aſſiſtance from us, and that you are miſtruſted or much 
neglected by us: Secondly, that commiſſions and inſtructions have been gant. i 
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5 June 1642 · ed, for things to be acted within that government without any mention or re- 


lation to you. 

For the former, we conceived we had heretofore given your lordſhip full ſatiſ- 
fad ion by our ſeveral letters, and are ſorry to find it ſo often repeated by your 
lordſhip, as if you were ſtill unſatisfied therein, for which we again aſſure you 
you have no cauſe; and for the latter, we know of no commiſſions or inſtructions 
granted to any other than yourſelf, for things to be acted within your lord- 
ſhip's government, only (as your lordſhip well knows) we ſent away captain 
Aſhley with the ſhip under his command, with particular direction and inſtruc- 
tion for relief of the fort of Galway, which alſo we mentioned to your lordſhip in 
our letters of the 19th of April; and for the better enabling captain Willoughby 
(who commands the fort) to defend and preſerve it, and annoy the rebels, we 
ſent him a warrant, authorizing him to execute martial law, which could be no 
more derogation to your lordſhip in the authority entruſted there with you, than 
the like is to the preſidents in the two preſidentiate governments of Munſter and 
Conaght, whither we have ſent the like commiſſions fince this rebellion began, 
and who neither do, nor ought to take any exception thereunto-; and we do the 
like here in ſeveral counties daily. N 

That the declaration of the Engliſh mentioned in your lordſhip's letters, was 
the act of the Engliſh there, we doubt not (ſeeing your lordſhip affirms it); nei- 
ther can we doubt, that your lordſhip would preſent any thing to us, that was 
not in the ſame ſtile delivered unto you. 

But, as your lordſhip well obſerves, it extols the care of the town towards the 
Engliſh, more than was fully ſo, and we find was drawn from them (as your 


lordſhip well notes) only in hope to be the better preſerved, which we well un- 
derſtand. | 7 

Your purpoſe to gather in the king's compoſition rents, we approve well; and 
to the end you may do it the more exactly, we ſend you here incloſed a certifi- 
cate thereof, and of the exchequer rents of that county under the officers 
hands, for your better guidance, which you may alſo collect, and give acquit- 
tances for the other. 

Your lordſhip mentions Sir Richard Blake's endeavours, whilſt he could ſtay 
in town, to advertiſe and ſerve the fort, which we take in good part from him. 

We obſerve, that your lordſhip hopes, by the means of Sir Robuck Lynch, Sir 
Richard Blake, the recorder, Richard Martin, Patrick Darcy, Patrick Kirowan, 
and others, to put ſome commands in execution there, that will curb or baniſh 
turbulent ſpirits, whereunto, at this diſtance, we can fay little ; but if you have 
any confidence in them, you may make uſe of them for the advantage of his ma- 
jeſty's ſervice; yet, to deal clearly with your lordſhip, whoſe ready concurrence 
with us, his majeſty's miniſters in his publick ſervices, begets in us a friendly 
reſpe& unto you, and a deſire to counſel you for the beſt, we muſt tell you, 
that ſome of thoſe are men who have been bred in ſuch a way, and who have 
been ſo long converſant in affairs of ſundry natures, as they want not ſkill to 
labour to gain from your lordſhip an opinion of them, and then a belief of their 
intendments to be good, and conſequently a further compliance with their councils 
than perhaps may well conſiſt with the great truſt depoſited there with your lord- 
ſhip by his majeſty; wherefore it behoves your lordſhip to be very careful and cir- 
cumſpect how far to truft them, and to be very watchful not to give them any 
advantage, that any way may hereafter reflect upon you with prejudice ; this 
private caution and friendly intimation we give your lordſhip, partly out of re- 
gard to yourſelf, whom we wiſh well, and partly out of the duty we owe to the 
ere ſervice of his majeſty, wherewith we, and you, are intruſted; but if

We are very ſenſible of your lordſhip's labours and endeavours in the good 
conduct of affairs there; and as we have done you the right to repreſent it for- 
merly into England, ſo now we will move that you may have the command of 
troop of horſe, which we hope you will ſhortly hear of, 1 | 

Your lordſhip writes, that if we could ſpare but one thouſand well armed 
men, with ſome troops of horſe, it would eaſily and ſpeedily reduce that whole 
province; now we have ſent into that province two thouſand foot, and two 
troops of horſe, which with thoſe already there do make a conſiderable force; 
and we have by our letters now ſent to the lord preſident of that province, re- 
quiring him to aſſiſt your lordſhip. as there ſhall be occaſion ; and we hope by the 
good endeavours of you both, to find ſuch ſervices performed in that province in 
the proſecution of the rebels, their relievers, . harbourers, adherents, and abetters, 
with fire and ſword, as they may feel the conſequence of their pride and boldneſs, 
in preſuming to riſe againſt, and contend with ſuch a majeſty as the king our 
maſter. | 

In this ſervice we muſt give you this neceſſary caution, that you accept not an 

ſubmiſſions from them, other than thoſe you have already bound yourſelf to by 
the protection you ſent us (which is to ſtand until his majeſty's pleaſure be ſigni- 
fied, unleſs they violate it by new crimes); but that you proſecute them with 
fire and ſword, ſo to take juſt vengeance againſt them for their treacherous re- 
bellion, and, by the example of their juſt correction, to deter others from the 
like impiety ; and fo we bid your lordſhip very heartily farewell.

monies of it. Your lordſhip's perplexed condition, amidſt an untoward people, 
appears fully in the things come from you, as well in regard of ſuch as declared 
that oppoſition, as others who gave you jealouſies of variableneſs ; but I am 
right glad to ſee your noble and diſcreet carriage- through all, which, I doubt 
not, will honour you, although, all circumſtances of the ſeaſon conſidered, 
ſomething is done which hath not univerſal approbation ; howbeit, the not 
doing of it, might have put you to ftraits, which your friends would be 
ſorry to ſee; and if there have been error in forms, ſtateſmen (who well know 
that the moſt acute natural endowments muſt have time to be verſed in ſtate paſ- 
ſages before they can be exact) will eaſily paſs by errors, when they ſee they have 
not root in ſiniſter inclinations. Your lordſhip moves for a ceſſation of arms for 
a time, partly conceiving his majeſty was to come hither, and might incline to 
receive ſupplications, which might lead to accommodation, partly to prevent the 
great ruin like to enſue upon a civil war, and partly conſidering that ſome men 
were overſhot in this great cauſe improvidently, and might, without much harm 
done, be reduced, and a peace ſettled. RT 4 
2 8 Theſe, 
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June 1642. Theſe, I confeſs, are laudable meditations in your lordſhip, who cannot but na- 


turally love the peace of your country, as I think all good men do; for my part, 
God forbid I ſhould caſt any unadviſed obſtacles, I will deal as clearly with your 
lordſhip as any ſingle heart can do, and thus expreſs myſelf to you. For the 
firſt, it now falls out that his majeſty doth not come, foraſmuch as we can yet 

learn, and therefore the way of ſo immediate application to him is not like to be 
put into practice; and if he had come, his declarations to us were, that he in- 
tended to ſuppreſs this unnatural rebellion, by juſt revenge to be taken upon ſo 
highly diſobedient ſubjects; and, in that tract, there would have been a ready 
way to ſuch ſupplications, before the ſword had given a ſharp judgment upon 


the unreaſonableneſs of their actions. In the ſecond, it is true, and every 


chriſtian heart mourns to ſee the fearful events of a civil war; and if it 
had been but a light diſtemper, not accompanied with very harmful acts, it 
had been pity moderation ſhould not firſt try to way-lay miſconſtructions, 
before they ſhould draw on miſchievous reſolutions, and dangerous attempts; 
but in our caſe, no provocation having been given by the ſtate, or Engliſh party, 
other than a few variations from perhaps too exact rules, which is a frailty inhe- 
rent in all human government, in cure of which, his majeſty had moſt graciouſly 
deſcended to take notice, and thereupon to provide medicines in a gracious way, 
of reforming what might ſeem amiſs : It is now come to ſuch a pitch, by the 
fearful outrages executed on the Engliſh nation in general, being innocent 
people as towards the offenders, and no poſſibility of reparation, any thing 
near to a ballance, as I doubt it cannot ſtand with the honour and greatneſs of 
ſo excellent a prince, eafily to hearken to ſupplication, before ſharp puniſh- 
ment have ſomewhat ſatisfied the world : That he is really ſenſible of the fuf- 
ferings of his good people, and the more than heatheniſh and unparallelled ra- 
pines, murders, and oppreſſions of his wantonly ill- affected ſubjects, which cer- 
tainly muſt coſt more time, and cannot be without ſome ruin. For the third, 
he who looks upon the univerſality of this evil action, and the pertinacious pur- 
ſuing the ill purpoſes of the confederacy, can hardly find an excuſe for any man 
that hath ſhewed in it, and not. withſtood it to his power : And truly, my lord, 
it is ſo. far gone in point of hatred between both nations, one party having been 
ſo extreamly abuſed, as I ſhall eſteem it a happy thing if a reaſonable meaſure 
of ſeverity may pacify the juſt indignation of the party wronged, ſo far as to be 


reclaimed to a re-union with a people, expreſſing ſo much unjuſt rancour ; ſo 
as, upon the whole matter, I think, ceſſation of arms will not as yet be hearken- 


ed unto ; beſides, the truth is, the engagement of parliament in England is 
quite againſt it as yet, which muſt guide our actions. For my part, I have ever 
loved this country in general, and have been a helpful inſtrument for the peace 
thereof; and can groundedly ſay, I have been a friend to many particulars, which 
I know they will not deny, and I do yet ſometimes ſuiter in favours done ; 
but I defire you yet for a time to ſteer up with the ſtate in the way of puniſh- 
ment of the great wickedneſs done, and lay aſide thoughts of pacification as yet, 
which nevertheleſs, I hope, will have a time, by God's bleſſing, on the firſt 
repentance of the wrong-doers, | | OR Ko 

For ſuch as have joined with you, or that you have found reaſon to protect 
in the county of Galway, they may bleſs God for your being amongſt them, and 
perhaps they will find cauſe to joy in their good fortune to hearken to you,

All your proceedings are ſent to be judged of by the king and parliament, 
who are yet at greater diſtance than I could wiſh they were. His majeſty's jour- 
ney hither is deferred, but whether totally laid aſide or no, it is not poſſible for 
me to ſay.

Having received theſe diſpatches, I went on that night to Clonbrocke, a fair caſtle 
of Mr. Richard Dillon's, and the next morning I met my lord preſident at the 
ford of Garurrah, dividing the counties of Galway and Roſcommon, to whom 
I gave the firſt intelligence of the coming of my lord of Ormond, and the 
Engliſh army, and the ſupplies intended for his lordſhip, which inforced his 
ſpeedy departure to Athlone, and made our conference but ſhort, in regard we 
could not conclude upon any thing until his lordſhip had received his inſtruc- 
tions, and ſpoken with my lord of Ormond ; but we parted with full aſſurance 
to keep a fair and clear correſpondence with each other in all our proceedings ; 
and at that time, with his lordſhip's conſent, I delivered two barrels of powder 
and bullets, and match, to Sir Charles Coote, who very joyfully received them, 
with many thankful acknowledgments, as a principal means of his preſervation, 
and enabling him to do ſervice, Upon my return the next day to Loughreagh, I 
diſpatched my ſteward James Danock to my lord of Ormond, defiring to know 
how long he ſtayed in thoſe parts, and where I might moſt conveniently wait 
upon him ; but his lordſhip came but within fix miles of Athlone, and departed 
immediately after, delivering the ſupply to my lord preſident of two. thouſand 
foot, and two troops of horſe, ſo that my ſervant could not overtake him ; and 
I am much perplexed for miſſing ſuch an opportunity that might have informed 

me of the true ſtate of affairs; at the ſame time I wrote to my lord preſident.

but your lordſhip hath by this time received the comfort of my lord of Ormond's 
preſence, and the arrival of thoſe forces that are come to your ſu PP, and a 
clear knowledge, by your inſtructions, how to proceed in the great affairs of this 
time: But if they be fo limited as mine, that no protection muſt be granted, 
though the perſons might be thereby invited to do ſervice upon others, and that 
no diſtinction be made of the nature and quality of crimes, or diſpoſitions of 
men, but that fire and ſword muſt proceed againſt all; I am doubtful, that 
though thoſe forces that ſhall be left may preſerve your perſon, it will hardly 
ſerve to proſecute ſo ſevere a defign : And, for my part, when ſuch intentions 
are divulged, I have juſt cauſe to fear I ſhall not only be difabled from doing 
any ſervice, but be in imminent _ of utter ruin; my oppoſition to the de- 
figns of my rebellious countrymen, having drawn the whole hatred of the king- 
dom upon me ; and I am informed, that at the fiege of Limerick there is no 
other diſcourſe than how to deſtroy me; and the bordering counties (for pre- 
ſerving the fort by Galway, ſupplying Sir Charles Coote with powder, and re- 
lieving Fort Falkland) have vowed to join in that work. If I could propoſe any way 
of ſafety for my wife and children, I ſhould little value thoſe threats, my thoughts 
being long ſince prepared, and reſolution ſettled, for the worſt events that can be- 
fal myſelf ; neither would I fear their force, if theſe rumouis of general ſeverity 
did not fill all mens minds with diſtraction, and ſo early give them cauſe to diſcern 
my diſability to preſerve any, in whoſe mediation they did formerly repoſe much 
confidence. My lord, it will now be unſeaſonable for me to move in the 
behalf of any, until I receive fome farther commands from your lordſhip, by

friend Sir Robert King, that thoſe that govern our affairs in England are mode-

verſe part may merit a hallow applauſe, yet no argument, though you ſhould 
write it in our very bloods, will ever perſuade them your affections are fincere, 
while you bear about you thoſe marks, by which they diſtinguiſh ſuch as they 
have appointed for perdition. Obſerve, my lord, with what infamy all ages have. 
branded the memory of them who have been but remiſs and tepid in aflifting 
their afflicted country; have not the gentiles, next their gods, placed it before 
rents, children, and eftate? And, to render our cauſe abundantly juſtifiable, 
bo we not the ſervice of the living God at ſtake, and to make this foundation 
unqueſtionably firm, is it not cemented with perfect obedience to our ſovereign ? 
Have not our adverſaries, as much as in them lay, rendered the majeſty of Eng- 
land deſpicable to foreign princes ? He muſt condemn whom they pleaſe, and his 
muſt extend no farther than their good likeing ; he cannot come to this his 
kingdom without a paſs from them, and they have declared them enemies to the 
ſtate that ſhall wait upon him hither ; nor have the officers of his houſe liberty 
to attend him at his ſummons, nor diſpoſe of their places if they refuſe to come. 
This, and much worſe, is the ſtate of ſovereignty after their new eſtabliſhment. 
And as they have preſumed to abridge the prerogative of our king, ſo have they 
endeavoured to overthrow the liberties of this his kingdom ; and becauſe to do it 
by pieces might be tedious, they do receive for a point of undoubted doctrine, 
that their ftatutes, if they mention this kingdom, are concluding to us; and to 
lay the foundation of fubordination, they ſummon members of both houſes (our 
parliament fitting) to attend theirs, to anſwer private complaints. My lord, you 
are a Roman catholick, and placed in that eminence of power you enjoy in this 
kingdom, by the merits of your much deſerving catholick anceſtors ; let it not 
come to you to ſprinkle their graves with the blood of ſuch as will ſacrifice 
themſelves in that cauſe ; give not way that this kingdom be a bye word to all 
nations, who, to expreſs the baſeſt ſervitude, will call it Iriſh ſubjection; and let 
us join to vindicate the honour of our ſovereign, who ſuffers under the preſſure 
of the puritan anarchical faction; and let your aſſiſtance, my lord, be fo ſeaſon- 
able, that the merit of the cauſe may rather be thought to have invited you, than 
the ſtrength of the prevailing party ; this, my lord, is the requeſt of all the ca- 
tholicks of Ireland, and the deſire of

I found means to have him perſuaded not to come to me, and hazard a reſtraint, 
at leaſt a denial of admittance, it being certain that I would not confer with any 
ſo far engaged as he was ; whereupon he forbore the journey, but the letter came 
after to my hands, I do not remember by what conveyance, . but I returned no 
anſwer, nor took any notice of it. | 

The 234 of About this time I retired to Portumna, to make diſpatches to the ſtate at Dub- 

June. lin, and to the king, and to the parliament of England, and ſent them by--—-

2 OUR lordſhips diſpatch of the 13th of this preſent, by Mr. Terence 
Council, the Coghlan, I received on the 18th, being then upon the borders of the county 


270 al June: of Roſcommon to wait upon my lord preſident, where we had but a ſhort con- 


ference, in regard we could not then frame any ſettled reſolutions until his lord- 
ſhip had received my lord of Ormond, and the ſupplies and inſtructions from 

your lordſhips. 4s 
I render your lordſhips moſt humble thanks for the favourable acceptation of 
ſome part of my late proceedings, as likewiſe for your lordſhips free but mode- 
rate reprehenſions of thoſe errors, which your lordſhips obſerved to be committed 
by me in the proſecution of that ſervice ; and that your lordſhips are nobly pleaſed 
to afford me that right, as to believe I would not have concluded an agreement, 
if I had received any intimation of your pleaſure to the contrary ; of which you 
may always reſt aſſured, that though I may fail in judgment when I have not 
timely intelligence in matters of difficulty, when the occaſions will not admit of 
long delay, yet my diſpoſition ſhall ever guide me to an exact obedience, and 
my will be ever reſigned to obſerve and execute thoſe commands I ſhall receive, 
with any hazard either of my perſon or fortune. It is true, my lords, that when 
I received the town of Galway, and ſome gentlemen that adhered unto them, 
into his majeſty's protection, the fort, by my timely coming thither and putting 
relief therein, being ſeconded by the ſupply your lordſhips ſent by captain Aſhley, 
was in a good condition of ſafety ; but your lordſhips may be pleaſed to remember, 
it was a chief part of your former inſtructions, and I am ſure a powerful in- 
ducement to me, that I ſhould have a ſpecial care of the Engliſh, and there 
were then above four hundred in the town, and many of them of good quality, 
ſubject to the fury of enraged multitudes, if they had been proſecuted to the 
height of rigour and extremity ; and beſides, your lordſhips might be pleaſed to 
obſerve, by the letters I ſent out of Mayo, and divers advertiſements I received 
out of Thomond and other bordering counties, that reſolutions were taken to 
burn and deſtroy all behind me, and to encloſe my ſmall forces between them 
and thoſe formerly confederated with the town, whereby, beſides our own dan- 
ger, not only many Engliſh-long ſince planted in my towns of Loughreagh and 
Portumna, and others lately come in from other counties for relief and preſerva- 
tion, would have been deſtroyed ; but your lordſhips may be pleaſed further to 
conſider the difficulty, or rather impoſſibility, to keep at a fiege my own fol- 
lowers, and thoſe other noble gentlemen that have aſſiſted me, upon our own 
charge for almoſt eight months, and maintained forces without any ſupplies from 
your Jordſhips ; our ears being, daily filled with intelligence, that all we had 
would be defaced and ruined, and my wife and children, and a large Engliſh fa- 
mily, long expoſed to danger in a remote border, during fix weeks lying before 
| Galway, not to be totally neglected; and I humbly ſubmit it to your lordſhips | 
better judgments, whether it were fit to continue longer before the town, with- 
out any hope to gain the place, or to depart from .thence without ſome ſettle- 
ment, would not have been held a deſerting of the ſervice, and an invitation to 
all ill-diſpoſed perſons to have gathered there in multitudes from all parts of the

1 kingdom ; and further, I preſume my lord preſident will bear teſtimony with me, June 1643: 


in what a dangerous condition not only this county, but the whole province was 
in at that time, and all paſſages ſo ſtopt, that we could receive no clear intelli- 
gence what were the reſolutions taken for the proſecution of this war, or the 
forces that were in a readineſs, either for the general advancement of the ſervice, 
or our particular relief; which guided me then to believe, that the beſt preſent 
ſervice was to gain time by moderation, and to take the benefit of their opinion 
of my intereſt in his majeſty's favour, to reduce them to that obedience, which 
was not otherwiſe within the compaſs of my power to effect: And I will now only 
add one particular advantage got thereby, which did weigh much with me ; which 
is, that by this agreement, the granting a protection to Francis Darcy, I gained 
almoſt three thouſand weight of powder to be placed in good and ſure hands, 
and himſelf to be aſliſting to captain Aſbley to bring in his ſhip and ten pieces 
of ordnance, with ſtore of proviſion of corn into the fort, which would other- 
| wiſe probably have fallen into very ill hands, and have been of very dangerous 
conſequence to all the Engliſh, that have maintained themſelves in forts within 
this province; and having from the beginning relieved the fort conſtantly with 
all manner of proviſion within my power, (having diſcharged my duty in that 
important ſervice) to have ſome care and regard of the reſt of the county, long in 
danger and hazard: and your lordſhips not having particularly expreſt the errors 
I have committed, I can but gueſs, upon a review of my diſpatches, it may be 
my accepting of propoſitions in a ſtile improper for them to expreſs themſelves 
in; indeed, my lords, they did not ſound well with me, but being earneſt in their 
own way, and my anſwer being general, I did conceive it was rather a prejudice 
to them than a diſſervice to his majeſty, whoſe royal word intruſted with me is 
but for a ſhort time engaged, until the ſignification of his pleaſure, I hope with 
more advantage; and that by this time of trial, a fit diſtinguiſhment may be 
made between the good and bad affections of the inhabitants of that town; and 
theſe true and neceſſary circumſtances being duly conſidered by your lordſhips, 
and repreſented to the king and-parliament, with thoſe former papers of my pro- 
ceedings, I will confidently hope to receive a pardon, and favourable conſtruction 
of the errors I committed in the management of thoſe difficult affairs, -if I do 
not receive ſome approbation and allowance of my endeavours therein. Your lord- 
ſhips obſerve ſome other motives expreſſed in my former diſpatch, haſtening the 
pacification, as an opinion that I was miſtruſted by your lordſhips, and ſhould re- 
ceive but ſmall countenance or aſſiſtance; I did not mention them (under favour) 
as any trouble to my own thoughts, being confident to be valued by your lord- 
{hips according to the integrity of my duty and affection to his majeſty's ſervice, 
and that if I ſuffered by any miſreports, I ſhould ſtand fair and clear in your 
lordſhips judgments, until by a knowledge of my charge I might be enabled to 
Juſtify myſelf ; but I intimate them as the apprehenſions of others who judging com- 
monly by the outward effects, and obſerving a great charge upon themſelves and me, 
without any publick marks of his majeſty's tavour or your lordſhips remembrance 
of me, were apt to harbour ſuch ſuſpicions : for my part, your lordſhips noble 
expreſſions and favourable acceptance of my endeavours, ſhall always be a ſatiſ- 
faction to me; and the addition of your lordſhips interceſſions for a troop of 
horſe, obliges me to return moſt humble thanks, deſiring to obtain the benefit of 
that requeſt, much more for the advantage of his majeſty's ſervice, than any re- 
gard of advantage to myſelf. „ ROE 
For the notice I took of commiſſions and inſtructions granted for things to be 
acted within this government, without any mention of me, I aſſure your lord- 
ſhips it was not without good ground that made me reflect thereon; and though 
it might be an error in my judgment, I did conceive it not improper, either by 
inſtruction or diſcretion, for the captain of the ſhip to conſult, and ſomewhat to 
be guided by the governor, who can give beſt intelligence how to diſtinguiſh .

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June 1642 between the rebels and others well- affected; and the rule I obſerved captaih 
* Aſhley went upon, was to lay hold of thoſe within his reach who had beſt ſtore 


of goods or cattle, wherein not only Sir Richard Blake and his tenants ſuffered 


very much, but I had my particular loſs by ſpoiling my tenants of their goods 
and proviſions brought for payment of my rents; and ſome of his men with 
much contempt and ſcorn tearing a certificate of their good behaviour, and no 
puniſhment or ſatisfaction given; he ſtanding with a very ſtrit and rigid de- 
portment on the latitude of his commiſſion, upon hopes of better future regard : 
I paſt things by, being very tender of the leaſt diſturbance of the publick ſervice, 

There happened after fome diſpute between us about Francis Darcy, who 
having punctually obſerved all the conditions upon which his protection was 
granted, and gained the good opinion of captain Willoughby and myſelf, - he 
was an earneſt ſuitor for the loan of his bare veſſel, to tranſport thoſe back 
that manned her, to avoid their clamours or loſs, who were maſters of families, 
or natives of France, offering full ſecurity for the ſhip, or value of it, according to 
what order your lordſhips could make upon examination of the buſineſs; and 
this being approved of by the vice admiral, Sir Henry Stradling, then in the har- 
bour, it invited me to be earneſt with him in that behalf; but not prevailing, 
and finding him, as I thought, ſomewhat diſrepective beſides, it drew from me 
this incloſed letter, which, ſtating the buſineſs right, I held neceſſary to ſend 


your lordſhips, though therein you may diſcern ſome paſſion, chuſing rather to 


diſcover my imperfections, than have truth concealed. Concerning captain Wil- 
loughby's commiſlic..z, I ſhall be glad of any addition of favour or good fortune 


to him; but not knowing the extent of his power thereby, it will be neceſſary, to 


avoid miſtakes for the future between us, that ſome rules or limits be ſet to guide 
us both; there lately happening an accident that may much diſquiet theſe parts, if 

it do not receive timely reprehenſion from your lordſhips; the county on this fide 
of Galway now quiet, captain Willoughby fallied forth into the country with a 
trumpet, and a troop of horſe, I conceive without commiſſion, that fo our not 
being yet granted to myſelf; and coming to a town of mine, upon 3 dight com- 
plaint, or pretence of ſome ſmall extortion, he took prifoner a ſerjeant of a com- 
pany under the command of my lord Clanmorris, and, as J hear, a welkexpe- 
rienced ſoldier, bound him, carried him to the fort, and there immediately hang- 
ed him, and flighted a reſpective letter of my lord, without returning an anſwer ; 
this act I conceive fo raſh, and unfit in itſelf without relation to others, fo difre- 
ſpective to my lord Clanmorris, as a perſon of quality, a friend and neighbour, 
ſo great an affront upon me, and infringement of my government, eſpecially the 
man being an officer of thoſe forces by me raiſed for his majeſty's fervice ; cer- 
tainly the puniſhment for any offence he did commit, did properly, and only, 
belong to me : in this particular, I ſhall humbly and earneſtly defire your lord- 
ſhips, that I may have full reparation in my honour, and for the preſervation of 
my authority within this government; and Iam very ſorry that this hath happen 
ed between me, and one that ] have fo ety ee and reſpected; be- 
fides, my care of the publick ſervice, which I ſhall till continue, and upon a 


right nnderſtanding ſettled by your lordſhips, I doubt not all will be fairly con- 


cluded, and we well united; in preſent it is generally diſcourfed with wonder and 
paffion, which F endeavour to qualify. The cautions your lordſhips are pleaſed to 


give me in way of truſt of thoſe: perſons, by whoſe endeavours I did hope that ſome 


things might be acted for the appeaſing of diſtempers, puniſhing offences, and 
performing what might beft conduee to the peace and future obedience of the 
rowrr of Galway, I do receive them as great arguments of your lordſhips pub 
lick care, and particular favour to me, and do ſo humbly and thankfully ac- 
knowledge them; and, I prefume, your lordſhips ſhall always find that I am 
wary and reſerved in the imparting of my counſels, and that, in point of advice, 
F may make uſe of all by way of information; yet I am not guided, or led by

any, but ſuch as by their ability, long experience, and your lordſhips good June 1644 


opinion may deſerve that truſt; and when time ſerves, I hope your lordſhips 

ſhall receive good ſatisfaction that there hath been a conſiderable proportion of 
labour, charge, and induſtry uſed for the advancement of the king's ſervice, and 
the overcoming of many conſiderable difficulties, which at this diſtance, and 
ſo many impediments in the way, cannot be clearly repreſented. For thoſe per- 
ſons I formerly mentioned, and moſt others of the better fort of the town of 
Galway, I muſt do them that right, according to the beſt of my intelligence, to 
declare, that they appear diligent to redeem the former offences of that eorpo- 
ration, and to preſerve a fair correſpondence with the commander of the fort; 
and I may affuredly ſay of ſome of them, and deſervedly name Sir Richard Blake, 
and Mr. Recorder, that they do aſſiſt, and do all the good offices to the fort, and 
Engliſh in the town, for ſupply and accommodation, within the compaſs of theit 
power; and for the encouragement of the I hope it is not omitted to be ſo 

preſented to your lordſhips, as well as the inclinations and humours of thoſe 
not ſo well affected are to be doubted and obſerved, wherein I ſhall keep a juſt 
equality to the beſt of my knowledge, and juſtify my information to be free 
from partiality, of particular ends. 

Concerning the powder, your lordſhips are pleaſed to expreſs, that if thoſe in- 
truſted by me ſhould abu my confidence, and diſpoſe of that dangerous com- 
modity to rebels, or take up new reſolutions of difloyalty themſelves; I ſhould 
find the inconveniency of not having the powder out of the diſpoſal of the 
town: certainly, my lords, if any force, or induſtry of mine, could have gotten 
it out of their hands, there ſhould have remained but a {mall proportion in their 
power; but upon the concluding of the pacification, though it had been men- 
tioned, it was not inſiſted upon by the captain, nor myſelf ; finding it impoſ- 
fible to gain it by force, we were in hopes by time, and fair means, to get it 
from them, but it hath not been of much advantage, as appeareth fance ; for dur- 
ing the ſiege and treaty, and upon knowledge of Francis Darcy's coming to the 
Hes of Arran, as I am informed, they ſent, and divided amongſt their aſſiſtants 
in town and camp, and conveyed to ſome others, whoſe aid they expected, if 
the pacification had not fucceeded. All the powder brought by Oliver Oge 
French, which was accounted above thirty-two veſſels, about two thouſand five 
hundred weight, or what was remaining ſo feeretly hid by private merchants, that 
it could not be diſcovered. Several moderate and well- affected perſons of the 
town were agreed upon by captain Willoughby and me, who were nominated 
by thoſe that knew them, and were profeſſed friends to the fort, and to them 
J gave a large commiſſion, under the provincial ſeal, to examine upon oath, 
and all other ways, all thoſe that were ſuſpected to have any powder, arms, or 
ammunition, and all other witneſſes that could diſcover any thing concerning 
that fubject, and that they ſhould ſeize upon the ſame, and deliver it over upon 
account to other able and diſcreet men, agreed upon by captain Willoughby and 
me, who were upon oath to iſſue no part thereof but by direction or warrant 
from me; but for all their care and diligence, there could none conſiderable be 
found but what Francis Darcy brought, about two thouſand ſeven hundred 
weight, which was immediately put into theſe commiſſioners hands we had no- 
minated, who approve themſelves very honeſt and faithful men. After this, 
upon notice of ſome refort of ſtrangers to the town, and upon information of 
forne' powder ſuſpected to have been privately conveyed away, I ſent immediately 
to the or, who, by a proclamation, freed the town of ſtrangers; and hav- 
ing not forces ſufficient under my command in his majeſty's pay, I did agree 
with captain Willoughby that he ſhould put a garriſon into a ſtone houſe near 
the great eaſt gate of the town; I gave him way to put a guard into a caſtle of 


mine, within a mile of the town, to keep the paſſage to the river; and likewiſe 


allowed him to place more men about the abbey on the weſt on Irrconaght fide, 
Both to prevent acceſs of ſtrangers, and iſſuing forth of powder. I ſent a wars 
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June 1642+ rant to the mayor to - apprehend ſuch merchants as were ſuſpected to have hid- 
—Y den or conveyed ſome powder away; and I am informed, that Oliver Oge is put 
up on the ſheriff *'s hands, and I am in good hopes to have him, and ſome 
others, ſent unto the fort. By this account I have given your lordſhips, I hope it 
will appear I have uſed all poſſible diligence and induſtry in this buſineſs of fo 
great importance; and if any errors have been committed, or inconvenience hap- 
pen, I am not to ſtand charged alone. For the powder of Francis Darcy's in 
the commiſſioners hands, I have taken five barrels for my own ſtore, to ſupply 
my companies in garriſon in this place, and at Loughreagh, and for the de- 
fence of my bordering caſtles ; and ſome moderate proportions I have by war- 
rants iſſued out to ſome of the captains, and other gentlemen that aſſiſted me, for 
the defence of their houſes and families againſt ill- affected perſons, having lately 
found. the inconveniency to rely wholly upon the fort for ſupplies ; for when I 
went againſt Galway, and their aſſiſtants, I was forced to hazard my life in that 
ſervice, but with a ſmall proportion of arms, and a very poor quantity of powder, 
having three barrels of my own, bought out of Clarke's ſhip, then in the fort, and 
could come to no part of it during the fiege, until near the time of the pacifica- 
tion; the remains of the powder in the commiſſioners hands is moſt of it groſs 
| powder for ordnance; and I am in treaty with the town, and do believe they will 
deliver the groſs powder into the fort, being about ſixteen hundred weight. I can- 
not find that a conſiderable number of arms came to the town at any time, or 
hath been iſſued out by them; of thoſe few pieces Francis Darcy brought, I had 
ſixteen, the fort fix, inſtead of ſome of his that were loſt in the commotion by 
default of the town, and, as I am informed, twenty-two were left in his ſhip 
brought in by captain Aſhley, and ſome others taken away coming to the town 
through Irrconaght ; they were in all but fifty and odd at firſt. ' I am going to 
Loughreagh, and do hope to find the gentry ſo well inclined, as that I ſhall 
prevail, by a general conſent, to take a ſettled courſe for ſupply of the companies 
belonging to the fort with freſh meat, by laying a proportion on each barony ; 
and likewiſe to take into confideration how to ſettle the Engliſh again with fafety, 
and reparation for the ſpoils and injuries done them. The crying fin of blood, 
which hath tainted moſt parts of the kingdom, not lying heavy here, more than. 
two that were killed in Clarke's ſhip, and two or three more in the town of Gal- 
way by the rude kearns of Irrconaght ; the humours and paſſions of both fides 
may be the more eaſily overcome, and ſome ſhort time, with your lordſhips al- 
| lowance and approbation, may frame a right and well-diſpoſed ſettlement, all 
parts being now in good quietneſs, but the Flaherties of Irrconaght, who.are out 
of protection; and though it be in a very wild and craggy place to fall upon 
them, according to the inſtructions your lordſhips have given me, I will endea- 
vour to ſubdue them, without taking any of them into protection, as ſoon as. 
my lord preſident ſhall advance into other neighbouring parts; though, under fa- 
vour, I conceive it might be convenient, as occaſion ſhould be offered, to take. 
ſome of them into protection, upon condition to do ſervice on the reſt; which, 
I believe, might be compaſſed, they being uſually in times of peace in conteſta- 
tion amongſt themſelves in that untoward place. - i 
For the pledges of Galway, which your lordſhips wiſh to be in the fort, 
I ſhould be very glad they were there; but they were not ſo well fatisfied. 
with the humour and temper of captain Willoughby, as to hazard themſelves in 
his cuſtody; beſides that, they do alledge the fort to be independent of my go- 
vernment; ſo that though it be with trouble, hazard, and charge, I know not 
how to avoid the keeping of them yet in my hands. I did formerly deliver my 
opinion to your lordſhips, that two thouſand well armed foot, and ſome troops 
of horſe, might be able to reduce this province, and the grounds I went upon 
was my obſervation of ſome gentlemen of quality, who either through fear of ill | 
neighbours, or perſuaſions of friends, were drawn to countenance, or appear par-. 
ties in the common diſtempers, who, not being active therein, ſeemed willing

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(upon appearance of forces that might protect them) to come into their for- June 1642. 
mer due obedience; I did not then know what power was in readineſs, nor the 


reſolution taken to proſecute the war with that ſeverity in general, as that no pro- 
tection ſhould be granted to any that had been in action, which with the great 
ſpoils made upon thoſe that were formerly protected, and wherein myſelf, and 
Mr. juſtice Donnellan, that had a large ſhare of loſs by deſtroying my lord of 
Rathwire, hath moved general diſtraction, and armed moſt men with deſpera- 
tion, the danger whereof-I much more refle&t upon than any particular loſs ; and 
though your lordſhips have doubled the aids ſent to my lord preſident, I am 
doubtful he will meet with many difficulties in the proſecution of the ſervice 
there. | . | 

The late ſurrendering of Limerick caſtle hath. given great encouragement to 
thoſe in action, and it is affirmed, that ſtore of powder is made in that town, and 
that from thence they are marched away with ſeveral pieces of ordnance ; and 
in Thomond, Dermot O Brian M* Teige is made commander, and with two 
pieces of ordnance intends to fall upon the caſtles there that are in poſſeſſion of 
the Engliſh; ſo that if the armies about Dublin be not ſtrong, and ſtirring 
abroad, -we are like to have dangerous neighbours ; and as this hath fallen out, 
I hope your lordſhips will not find cauſe to diſlike the timely pacification of 
Galway. My lords, there is another particular in which I am overcome, with 
daily importunities to be a ſuitor to your lord{hips, wherein I crave your pardon, 
if I move it unreaſonably, or contrary to any courſe of juſtice, or reformation 
intended, which is, that many gentlemen of quality, both for birth and eſtate, 
by name Mr. Nicholas Plunket, Sir Thomas Nugent, Sir William Hill, Sir Oli- 
ver Tuite, Mr. Darcy of Plattin, Mr. Chriſtopher Fitz Williams, Mr. James 


Bath of Athcarne, and others of good note, make means to me by letters, profeſ- 


ſing their conſtant loyalty unto his majeſty, and their averſion unto the courſe 
now purſued generally by the natives of this kingdom, and their innocency from 
any crime, only that their fear of both the Engliſh and Iriſh armies, and not their 
guilt, made them abſent themſelves and retire for ſafety among their friends and 
allies, whereof ſome, as I am informed, refide within this government, and ſome 
of them have been with me; and whatſoever offence any of their actions or 
omiſſions may carry by the laws of the kingdom, they ſeem in all humility and 
ſubmiſſion willing to implore his majeſty's mercy and pardon for the ſame, and 
to redeem it with much remorſe and grief, and all other ways that may be laid 
open, and made known unto. them. I muſt freely confeſs unto your lordſhips,

may lie againſt them, and therefore do again crave your lordſhip's pardon, if I 
have offended herein, and your commands and directions for the time to come. 
Upon theſe and the like occaſions, I ſhould be glad, by his majeſty's grace 
and goodneſs, and your lordſhips powerful interceſſions, to be a meſſenger of 
comfort unto them, and others, ſo far as may not croſs any deſign of his majeſty's 
or your lordſhips for the reducing and ſettling of this unfortunate kingdom. I 
have, to the beſt of my memory and ability, given your lordſhips a large account 
of all paſſages and proceedings here; and ſubmitting myſelf and endeavours to

WANT ability to expreſs my thankful acknowledgments for the great obli- 

gations your lordſhip hath put upon me by your noble, free, and large ex- 
preſſions, which confirms an aſſured confidence in me, that your lordſhip will 
continue a real true friend, and aſſiſt all juſt occaſions of mine; and as I was 
before obliged to pay obedience to your publick commands, ſo now I ſhall hold 
myſelf tied to a ſtrit obſervance of your lordſhip's private and particular counſels 
and advices, and, upon that confidence, I ſhall ſtill preſume to deliver my 
thoughts freely, though I ſhall ſubmit my will, and uſe my power, for the pro- 
ſecuting of the reſolutions taken. My lod, when I moved for a ceſſation, I was 
not ignorant of the inhuman barbarous cruelties committed upon the Engliſh 
nation reſiding in this kingdom, by many wicked and deſperate perſons, and a 
probability that ſome might have deſigns, not only on the recent, but ancient 
plantations ; neither was I ſo partial through any natural affection to my coun- 
try, nor ſo void of duty, or regard to the honour of the king and ſtate, as not to 
apprehend it neceſſary, and likewiſe to deſire a large and full meaſure of juſtice 
and ſeverity to fall upon thoſe practiſers of miſchiefs; but my grounds were, that 
fire and ſword having then made a ſharp diſcovery of his majeſty's high indig- - 
nation, there being in my obſervation ſeveral ſorts of offenders, ſome part of his 
mercy might appear by a diſtinction of puniſhment, which then, and ſince, 
hath fallen equally, not only upon capital offenders, and others leſs criminal, 
but even upon deſerving ſervitors, that, by a ceſſation for a time, the confederacy 
would have been broken, the moſt guilty would have been forſaken, abhorred, and 
left to deſtruction ; others to have their ſhares of ſeverity upon a right underſtanding 
of the nature of theircrimes, and all men by the law joined with power, brought inſenſi- 
bly, without danger, intoa fitand ſure ſubjection, without farther effuſion of much inno- 
cent blood in all his majeſty s dominions: Theſe, my lord, were the apprehenſions that 


drew me into that error, which I muſt now conceive to be fo, ſince it ſtands in 


oppoſition to ſo able a judgment; but certainly ſome other way of moderation, 
upon particulars, may be agreeable to his majeſty's greatneſs, the deſtruction 
and murders committed by the outrage of ſoldiers thereby prevented, now ated 
upon thoſe that are protected by your lordſhips above, and known to be well 

deſerving, which in preſent puts moſt men into high deſperation. — 
My lord, I muſt now preſume moſt humbly and earneſtly to deſire your lord-

To his ma- IN CE I preſumed to preſent ſome humble diſpatches to your majeſty of 


. the 20th and 2 ad of January, I have beyond expectation, by the great mercy 


of God, preſerved myſelf, friends, and family, in a reaſonable condition, kept theſe 
parts in better obedience than other counties of this kingdom, and acted ſome- 
thing that may deſerve the name of ſervice to your majeſty, without aſſiſtance 
either from England, or the ſtate here, of arms, ammunition, or command of men 
in your majeſty's pay, and in the midſt of tumults, threats, and high diſorder ; 
and though my troubles and afflictions were great, nothing could ſo deeply 
wound my heart, as in all this time not to receive one word of comfort from 
any of your majeſty's miniſters, that I was ſtill preſerved in your royal memory ; 
nor no knowledge whether my letters attained to the happineſs to be delivered, 
nor my meſſenger yet returned; and yet the clearneſs of my own thoughts, and 
my lively and ardent affection to ſerve your majeſty, makes me ſtill hope, that 


as my, intentions were full of humility and duty, ſo the expreſſions derived 


from them, were not in the leaſt kind offenſive to your majeſty ; but that ſome 
other obſtacle hath for this timediverted the courſe of your majeſty'swonted favours 
to inlarge my future happineſs, by a more plentiful ſtream of your majeſty's boun- 
ty and goodneſs towards me, though the want of thoſe comforts did much wea- 
ken my power. The opinion I upheld of your majeſty's favour preſerving obe- 
dience amongſt my friends and dependants, and cauſing awe and reſpe& amongſt

EIN informed by a late letter from the lords juſtices and council, that the 
papers of my proceedings with the town of Galway, and their adherents, 

were ſent into England to be judged by the king and parliament, and their 
lordſhips being full of weighty employment, it may be probable they might for- 
bear to expreſs thoſe neceſſary circumſtances which I offered to their lord- 
ſhips conſideration belonging to that ſervice, and that thereby J might ſuf- 
fer in the opinion both of his majeſty and of the parliament, for the manner of 
their ſubmiſſion, and my taking them into protection, I hold it a fitting duty 
to ſend ſome additional motives, expreſſed in a ſecond diſpatch to the lords juſ- 


tices ;- the copy whereof, for as much as concerns that particular, your lordſhip — 


will herewith receive, deſiring you will be pleaſed to preſent the ſame in my be- 
half to the parliament, to take off, or mitigate any diſpleaſure taken againſt my 
proceedings, which were really meant for acceptable ſervice to the beſt of my 
power, and the condition I was in; and, all circumſtances conſidered, I will hope 
they may receive ſome approbation; and. if that particular, or any other actions 
of mine have been ſubject to a hard conſtruction, or miſrepreſentation, nature, 
and your own noble inclinations, teacheth me to be confident that you will pre- 
ſerve my honour and reputation, until, by a knowledge thereof, I may be made 
able to juſtify myſelf. My lord, though the outrageous cruelties that have been put 
upon the Engliſh nation here do deſerve a high proportion of juſtice and ſe- 
verity, which hath not been ſparingly proſecuted ; yet I beſeech you take it in- 
to your care and conſideration, that ſome ſpeedy courſe may be thought of,

to the general peace and ſettlement of the kingdom from running into deſperation. 
His lordſhip was further pleaſed to defire, that Iwould furniſh him with fix ſcore 
pounds worth of biſket to be made at Loughreagh, and from thence to be car- 
ried to ſuch places as we ſhould reſolve upon for the advance of the forces then 
with him; and further requeſted, that I would ſupply Mr. Leſtrange at Raghra 
with ſome proportions of wheat, malt, powder, match, and lead.

RECEIVED a letter from you laſt night by my couſin William Moore, 

wherein you are pleaſed to honour me with ſome commands, that would be 
of advantage to your lordſhip for the proſecution of the preſent ſervice; my en- 
deavours ſhall ever contribute thereto the beſt I can; but indeed, my lord, I 
grow into ſuch an unhappy condition, as I fear will make me uſeleſs to my 
friends, and unable to preſerve myſelf. Your lordſhip deſires fix ſcore pounds 
worth of corn to be ſpeedily made into biſket at Loughreagh ; I preſume I ſhall, 
with little difficulty, provide the corn, but I know not any that can make the 
biſket, nor could I get any for my on ſmall army during my ſtay before Galway; 
butif your lordſhip ſends experienced bakers thither, they ſhall not want materials ; 
there came great quantities of biſket to the fort of Galway in ſeveral ſhips, and if 
your lordſhip ſends to captain Willoughby, he may likewiſe furniſh your lordſhip 
with ſome good proportion, my intereſt there being not much at this preſent. 
It is not now poſſible for me to name any certain time for my waiting upon your 
lordſhip, until I hear what becomes of the great aſſembly gathered in the county 
of Mayo yeſterday, or how far their perſuaſions may work upon ſome unſettled 


diſpoſitions of this county, of both which I expect good intelligence to-morrow | 


night at Loughreagh. I am doubtful that the notice already taken of the reſo- 
lutions of high ſeverity, and the putting this kingdom to ſale in England, as is 
given out, doth put men into ſuch a courſe of deſperation, as that there will be 
few found capable of your lordſhip's noble and moderate intentions, and my aſſiſt- 
ance in that ſervice not ſo conſiderable as I did hope for; and as I find malice 
gather round about me for my oppoſition to their courſes, ſo I perceive I am not 
to expect much ſtrength or countenance to preſerve me, more than your lordiſhip's 
particular favour, in which I ſhall ever confide. Theſe difficulties I ſhould hope 
to overcome in time, and, in ſpite of diſtruſt, appear full of that honour and 
duty, which inheritance, and my own inclination, ſhall ever preſerve me in.

tions of my neareſt friends, who though 1 perſuade myſelf they will not for 
fake me, yet with what courage can they act any thing, when they conceive | 
themſelves deſtined to deſtrution, let their endeavours be never ſo loyal? or 
how expect preſervation by my means, whom they conclude unable to pro- 
tet myſelf ? Some of the grounds of theſe ſuſpicions I obſerve to be the neglect 
of my friends in England to ſupply me in any kind, the not obtaining of fo 
much command as of a troop of horſe, after long and earneſt ſolicitation ; the 
ſpoil and deſtruction, in a manner greater than any where elſe, over my whole 
lordſhip of Rathwire, and all others that, by my former interceſſion, had pro- 
tections from the ſtate, who now fill theſe parts with their ſad complaints, and 
therein I may diſcern the friendſhip of the ſerjeant-mayor. But that which I 
moſt apprehend will kindle a flame beyond my power to extinguiſh, is a late 
ſtrange proceeding of captain Willoughby, who came out into the country, now 
all quiet, on this fide of Galway, with his trumpet and troop of horſe, for 
which I am ſure he hath no commiſſion ; and upon ſome {light pretence of 
complaint of a ſmall extortion, he beſets a houſe, and takes priſoner a fſerjeant 
of a. company, under the command of my lord Clanmorris, a well-experienced 
ſoldier, binds him, takes him to the fort, and there immediately hangs him, re- 
jets a very reſpective letter of my lord's unto him, not vouchſafeing an an- 
ſwer; this act, fo raſh and unfit in itſelf, without relation to others, ſo deſtrue- 
tive to my lord Clanmorris, as a perſon of quality, a friend, and a neighbour, 
ſo high an affront upon me and my government, is diſcourſed of with ſo much 
paſſion throughout the county, that I much doubt the effects thereof, though 1 
qualify it as much as may be; and am ſorry that a perſon I have fo particularly 
cheriſhed, beſides the care of the publick ſervice, ſhould thus injure both him- 
ſelf and me: befides that, I find his bent and inclination is to make diſturbance, 
himſelf being ſafe and well furniſhed in the fort, Iam likewiſe newly informed of 
ſome difference between him and the townof Galway about the election of a mayor, 
the old mayor being ſick, and unfit for employment, wherein, I conceive, he was in 
the right; but how the town apprehends it, I muſt be inquiſitive of. By theſe 
particulars your lordſhip may perceive what a perplexed condition I am in, 
of force to diſtract a much more noble judgment than mine. As ſoon as I come to 
Loughreagh, I will endeavour to give your lordſhip a clear information of the 
ſtate of my own affairs, and better ſatisfaction to your lordſhip's defires, and will 
be ever found

I have endeavoured to be aſſiſting to 
you in ſuch manner as the diſtempers of the time would permit. | 
It is probable your lordſhip will be called upon by the ſtate to deliver 
your knowledge of theſe parts, wherein I ſhall defire, that as your lord- 
{hip's own inclinations will invite you to give teſtimony of the good and 
loyal affections which you may obſerve in ſome, ſo you will not be ſparing to 


deliver your knowledge of thoſe whom you find to be ill-diſpoſed, that a right 


repreſentation may there be made, by a judgment and temper that cannot be 


wrought upon, or drawn into error by any particular ends. Your lordſhip is 


likely to be accompanied by thoſe perſons and diſpatches that will run with a 


bias all one way, little to the advantage of the publick ſervice, or their own par- 


ticular good, having already begun ſomewhat too early to diſcover the height of 


their revengeful intentions, which may produce ill effects not eaſily to be quieted, 
and hath diverted the courſe of my proceedings, which was by a free conſent of

W HAT your lordſhip hath given me in truſt, if God bring me happily to pom the

man as the worſt do interpret me to be; if there be an error of imprudence, let 
the cenſure be my own. My lord, be pleaſed to remember, if at Terrellan that

About this time I received letters from my lord preſident of Conaght, one of 
the 2th of June, and the other the firſt of this preſent, both of them expreſſing 
an earneſt defire for a meeting between us upon the borders of Roſcommon, 'and 
if I could not ſpeedily remove thither, that I would ſend Mr. juſtice Donnellan to 
confer with him before his advancing into Conaght, with a reſolution to be much 
ſwayed by my advice, and to hold a correſpondence with me in the courſe of 
moderation he intended to run ; to ſettle peace in the province, and to deliver 
it from perpetual deſtruction ; that, in regard it was dangerous for Engliſh- 
men to travel, he did forbear to ſend any to bake the-biſket, but deſired half the 
proportion of wheat I had provided might be converted to loaves of bread of four 
pound weight, well baked and wrought, to continue firm for three weeks, or a 
month, which he found would better content the ſoldiers than biſket.

Concerning the cattle that are brought into this county out of Roſcommon, it 
is far from my deſire, or intention, that they ſnould have any ſhelter here, and 
have therefore appointed a declaration to be publiſhed, that none be admitted to 
come in, and thoſe already brought hither to be driven back, unleſs your lordſhip give 
me intimation of ſome particulars, that you may eſteem worthy to be ſpared in the 
proſecution of the intended ſervice, and this I hold the fitteſt courſe at this pre- 
ſent; leſt the unrulineſs of the ſoldiers, not eaſily reſtrained, coming in purſuit 
of them, might, contrary to your lordſhip's deſire, do ſuch miſchief and preju- 
dice here, as might raiſe a dangerous and unſeaſonable diſtemper; it being 
ſtrongly reported, Mayo and Sligoe are coming with forces, either upon your lord- 
ſhip, or me, or both of us.

T this inſtant I have received your lordſhip's letter of the 4th of this month, My lord pre- 
and do with grief of mind apprehend the evil conſequences that may en- CER 
ſue by the unadviſed proceedings of captain Willoughby in this fickle-time, 
when experienced men, both intereſted and intruſted, cannot eafily find out the 
way to prevent ſudden miſchiefs, nor to contain them from running into deſpe- 
ration, as I begin to doubt ſome of my neighbours in the adjoining coun- 
ties of Weſtmeath and Roſcommon, that hitherto have reſerved themſelves intire, 
will now forſake my counſels, by the example of that ſad accident which lately 
happened, by the killing of Chriſtopher Magawly, notwithſtanding his protec- 
tion from the ſtate, grounded upon a recommendation of mine. 

Seeing your lordſhip's occaſions will not afford you liberty to come towards 
the borders of the county before Tueſday next, I ſhall now think of ſome other 
way to employ the forces under my command, than what I intended when I 
firſt moved your lordſhip for a proportion of corn at Loughreagh ; and as I am 
humbly thankful to your lordſhip for your readineſs to comply with me in that 
requeſt, ſo now having cleared my thoughts from putting that burden upon you, 
or expecting any freſh ſupply of biſket from the fort, I have taken a reſolution to 
bend my courſe another way, yet with good intentions towards the province of 
Conaght ; if, by their timely addreſſes to your lordſhip, they ſhall put them- 
ſelves into the ſame condition whereunto they were formerly inclinable, and 
give me matter to work upon for the preſervation of ſuch, as by their good af- 
fections to the general good of the kingdom, may render themſelves capable of 
his majeſty's grace and favour. 


If your lordſhip ſhall conceive this overture of mine (which indeed I had re- |

The raſh violent proceedings of the captains of the fort and ſhip, and the 
little reſpe& they ſhewed to me, began now to ſtir up very bad humours gene- 
rally throughout the country, and in particular upon my lord Clanmorris, 
who had been conſtantly obedient to me, and very active in all ſervice ; I put 
him upon both, for ſuppreſſing diſorders in the country, and to aſſiſt and ſupply 
the fort; he now began to abſent himſelf from me, and to hearken to the coun- 
ſels of raſh and ill-affed ed perſons, and, by their advice, by letter, charged me 
with negle& of my country, friends, and kindred, and an inſenfibility of the 
wrongs and injuries done me and them, and want of care to provide for their 

reſervation, and that therefore he and they would have a regard to their own 
lafeties, by reſiſting the inſolencies of thoſe of the fort, and being revenged of 
them.

O U are much miſtaken if you apprehend I am not very tender and ſenſible 

of affronts, or injuries done me, or that I am not careful to make the 
puniſhment ſevere, with leaſt prejudice to myſelf, or thoſe that have relation to 
me; they that only look upon the time preſent, without conſideration of the 
future, muſt run into many raſh errors, now grown the common diſeaſe, The 
ways you propoſe of revenge, and defence of the country, will deſtroy both, and 
you will draw upon you the country's curſe, inſtead of the prefervation of it, and 
bring in the Engliſh army, and conſequently others ; and being fo made the ſeat 
of the war, what will then be the caſe of the poor country is eaſily to be diſcern- 
ed; and if you had repaired unto me, as you ought to have done, you would 
have found reſolutions of more diſcretion for preſervation of the country.

Vpon the x4th I received letters from my lord preſident of Conaght, dated 
he 1 2th, advertiſing me of his then being before the caſtle of Ballagh, that he had 
made a breach, and was in hopes to take it ſpeedily, if not diverted by the forces 
of the county of Mayo, whom report gave out to be coming upon him with mul- 
titudes ; likewiſe informing he had received ſeveral intelligences, that many gen- 


tlemen of good quality in this county would forſake me, and adhere to the con- 


trary party now grown deſperate ; yet if it might fort with my conveniency, 
and might be poſſible to reduce the people to ſome temper by his endeavours and 
mine, he would ftill adviſe a preſent meeting at the former place; but if my in- 


telligence did inform me, that our advices, or interpoſition, ſhould not incline 


the better fort to be perſuaded by us, it did much concern him to know what 


might be expected from them, and defired my opinion with expedition, being

ſtill very hopeful, that notwithſtanding many unhappy accidents that had con- 
firmed the people in a fear of not being received to mercy, my former propoſi- 
tions by his negociation might receive life.

INCE the receipt of your letter this morning, I am informed, that the 
caſtle of Ballagh is ſurrendered unto your lordſhip ; and, in the firſt place, 
I congratulate your lordſhip's good ſucceſs, and do wiſh it may prove a happy 
beginning to your future fortunate proceedings. I underſtand out of the county 
of Mayo, that they are not yet ſettled in their reſolutions, and that they hold 
ſome ſuſpicions of their general, and that yeſterday they were to have another 
aſſembly or meeting; what that ſhall produce, as ſoon as I receive intelligence 
I ſhall haſten it to your lordſhip, and ſhall defire the ſame, if your lordſhip ſhall 
receive notice of it. | | 
I have obſerved much diſcontent and diſtraction in many gentlemen of qua- 
lity, both in regard of the accidents abroad, and the raſh proceedings, and more 
idle threats and ſpeeches, of the commanders of the fort and ſhip, upon the acceſs 
of more forces to them; but I do hope I have again brought my friends into ſome 
good temper, if captain Willoughby's trumpet may be kept a while within his 


limits. I have in the midſt of their diſcontents prevailed with them to ſend him 


forty beeves, and eighty ſheep, for this month, and procured him two hundred 

ounds to make his other proviſions at beſt rates; and if he will be reſpective, 
and ſatisfied with this, I doubt not to double that proportion the next month, if 
there be occaſion; but if he again put them into diſtempers, I cannot hope to 


keep them in their due obedience : and, if your lordſhip ſhall ſo pleaſe, I con- 


ceive it neceſſary that you give him ſome touch, that any rupture in this county 


would be of ill conſequence, and a dangerous retarding of your proceedings, for

ſcarce any day paſſes without great complaints of the fort and ſhip, fallying out 
with their ſoldiers and trumpet, and troop of horſe, burning and breaking open 
houſes, taking away goods, preying of the cattle with ruin and ſpoil, rather than 
ſupply to themſelves, not only upon thoſe that are protected, but upon them 
that were moſt forward to relieve and aſſiſt them, and not ſparing mine, fre · 
quently upon fancy or rumour, without examining the occaſion, ſhooting his 
orfinance into the town, or threatening to do it, keeping diſorderly centries at 
every gate, abuſing thoſe that offer to go out, offering ta take them priſoners to 
the fort, and to exerciſe martial law upon them ; killing and robbing poor 
people that come to market, burning their fiſherboats, and not ſuffering them 
to go out, and no puniſhment inflicted upon any that commit outrages ; and, as 
I am well informed, acting moſt things without any regard ta the king's honaur 
engaged, or any reſpect at all to me in action, though much in profeſſion. My 
ſenſe thereof, and the claim of power he makes over this county at large, your 
lordſhips may. obſerve by a copy of a letter of mine ſent unto him, which hath 
taken little good effect, and to your lordſhips conſideration I offer it. Theſe 
particulars, my lords, do fo diſtemper and diſquiet all mens thoughts, even 
thoſe that have been moſt forward to do ſervice, that it will not only make dif- 
| ficult the ſupplying of him by fit and orderly ways, but like ta be of moſt-dan- 
gerous conſequence at this time, when Mayo, Sligoe, Thomond, and other coun- 
ties, have prepared forces, and are ready to fall upon my lord preſident and my- 
ſelf. I muſt therefore moſt humbly and earneſtly intreat your lordſhips to take a 
ſpeedy courſe, that the country may be quieted, and ſatisſied, that deſtruction 
is not intended againſt the well- affected, that I may be repaired in my honour, 
and preſerved in authority, now grown into contempt, and that important place 
governed with more diſcretion, with relation to my advice and direction; or

AM very ſorry that without negle& of duty to the king's ſervice, and the 
particular ſafety of the fort, together with my own honour, publickly af-

4 oubof my reſpects to his father; but they are grown to that height, that they 
may not be longer concealed, though I am ſtill unwilling to publiſh thoſe that

I JT Y diſpatches of the 27th of the laft month, and the x 2th of this preſent, 
M have met with very ill ſucceſs, being ſeverally attempted to be ſent by 
land, and afterwards to Galway to be conveyed by fea, where they were long 
detained by con winds, and lately when the ſhip was going out, being in 
the cuſtody of Henry Lee, who was to have gone therein with a ſervant of mine, 
he altering his refolution, to deliver them to my ſervant; but as he 
informs me, he remembered them before the boat was gone off a muſket ſhot, 
and defired captain Willoughby to ſtay it a while that my pacquets might be 
conveyed to them, but could not prevail, which I much wonder at, being a 
courteſy that might well have been placed upon a perſon much inferior to me, 
either in quality or oyment ; now neceſſity compels me to adventure them 
by land, together with my preſent relation of the ings ſince that time; 
the actions and attempts of the fort and {hip having given general diſcontent, as 
1 formerly expreſſed. Captain Willoughby continued very earneſt with me for 
upon ticket, having newly taken the preys of the 
country, reported to be above one thouſand ſheep, and two hundred head of 
cattle, beſides burning and ſpoiling ; theſe loſſes could hardly be ſo ſoon digeſted

and the affection of my friends and kindred, who would now alienate themſelves 
from me for breach of promiſe, and draw me into ſuſpicion, as a ſecret contriver 
of their ruin and miſery. The whole country lying waſte for many miles on this 
fide Galway by his incurſions, and thoſe of the ſhip, wherein myſelf and tenants 
have the greateſt ſhare of loſs ; from him I received fair promiſes for the future, 
but no clear ſatisfaction for what is paſt ; and, upon the beſt examination I could 
make, I did obſerve, that errors had been committed by ſome of the town, that 
might deſerve ſome puniſhment upon particulars, but no cauſe of ſuch ſudden 
and dangerous diſturbance ; and indeed the town hath continued more firm and 


patient than I could expect, after ſo many great ſufferings and provocations. I 


have always deſired captain Willoughby to give me firſt notice of any ſuch faults, 


and if juſtice were not then done, he might exerciſe his power as he thought 


fit; and indeed, out of his own diſpoſition, I am apt to believe he would be 
adviſed by me, but captain Aſhley is of that covetous diſpoſition, that he draws 
moſt of theſe miſchiefs upon us by his precipitate counſels and actions; and I 
aſſure your lordſhips the particular an ronts he puts upon me are very great.

0 N CE your departure hence I have ſuffered much trouble and vexation, in 


compoſing the differences between the fort, town, and country, upon very 
ſlight occaſions. Captain Willoughby, with the aſſiſtance, and by the precipitate 


counſels of captain Aſhley, whom I obſerved to be of a violent covetous nature, 


hath not only broken the pacification, after it had received the lords juſtices allow- 
ance, but likewiſe preyed upon and ſpoiled thoſe that were moſt forward and in- 
duſtrious in the ſervice of that moſt important-place, even my tenants have not 
been ſpared ; he hath burned all the ſuburbs of the town, valued at one thouſand 


pounds yearly rent, and without any provocation given, that I can find. When 
he was by ſome friends defired to forbear until my coming the next day, he would 


not forbear, but at midnight began to ſhoot his ordnance in the town, and fo 
continued all day, until he, and the ſhip, had diſcharged above one hundred and 
twenty great ſhot with violence, which produced no better effect than a vaſtexpence

ferings and wrongs to me, and to expreſs my neglect of their ſecurity and welfare, 
having promiſed that they ſhould receive no prejudice by the fort or ſhip, {6 
long as they ſhould continue their loyalty, and contribute towards the ſupply of 


the fort, which was broken, both by ſpoiling and preying upon them in a vio- 


lent manner, without the leaſt cauſe or provocation given; and my lord of Clan- 
morris made great expoſtulations of the wrongs he ſuffered by the fort, notwith-

Y ſeveral diſpatches ſent from hence the 27th of the laſt month, 1 hope 
are come ſafely to your lordſhips hands, and your lordſhips thereby fully 


and clearly informed of the ſtate of affairs here. I have newly received adver- 


tiſement from captain Willoughby, that the lord Forbes, with ſeventeen fail of 
ſhips, and two thouſand land-men, are.come within the bay of Galway, which 


1 aſſure your lordſhips doth much diſquiet and diſturb my thoughts in many re- 


ſpects, apprehending, by ſeveral circumſtances, that they come without any 
particular commiſſion, or direction for this government, or any relation or re- 
ſpect to me, having been ſent to captain Willoughby, or rather ſent for by him, 
without any addreſs as yet unto myſelf ; and, by the rel ions out of Munſter, 
they did not make any diſtinction in their procceding, but ſpoiled upon all 
alike, and, in particular, did beſiege and aſſault Sir Roger Shaghnuſly, his lady 
and children, when he was here, with much forwardneſs employed in his ma- 
jeſty's ſervice, and myſelf thereby very unſeaſonably inforced to permit his de- 
parture hence, for the preſervation of his family, but before his coming they did 
quit the place, and failed hither ; and it is now reported, that they have landed 


on Thomond ſide, and do burn and ſpoil Mr. Daniel and Turlagh O Brian, 


the only two that remained in firm obedience there, and preſerved and relieved 
the Engliſh to the beſt of their power, and provided and ſent their long boats 
to me for the relief of the fort when it was beſieged. Theſe particulars, my 
lords, proving true, I muſt ingenuouſly confeſs I do not know what ſafety to 
promiſe to my own perſon or family, or how to guide my actions in this govern- 
ment, unleſs your lordſhips be pleaſed to interpoſe your authority and directions 
with expedition, to prevent the miſchiefs that may ſuddenly ariſe here. I can- 
not but much wonder, that Mayo, Sligoe, and other parts totally in action, 
where there are fair harbours to come in, and aſſiſtance neceſſary, and deſired by 
the lord preſident, ſhould not be the firſt attempted ; but this place to be choſen 
without direction, to countenance. the raſh actions of ſome that invite them 
hither, where there is no publick hoſtility or rebellion, but, not without ſome 
provocation, many diſorders often arifing, which might be ſoon appeaſed and 
puniſhed, when the neighbouring parts are quieted; but until then, I aſſure your 
lordſhips, it may be of very ill conſequence to make this the ſeat of the,war; 
when the fleet either laden with ſpoil, or oppreſſed with number, n in- 
forced to leave both fort and us here, in imminent hazard and danger.

E the mayor and aldermen of this his majeſty's town of Galway, have 
received your lordſhip's letter of the 8th of this preſent, and do give 


your honour humble thanks for the ſame, and pray your lordſhip to underſtand, 


that the troubles and diſtempers heretofore happening in this town, were 
appeaſed by the mediation of the right honourable the earl of Clanricarde, our 
lieutenant governor, and an humble ſubmiſſion made by the town to his ſacred 
majeſty, and certain articles then agreed upon by the ſaid earl, the captain of 
the fort, and the town, which were to be obſerved until his majeſty's expreſs 
pleaſure were fignified ; which articles were allowed by the ſtate of this king- 


dom, and inviolably hitherto obſerved by this town; and as we never meant an 


prejudice to his majeſty's rights, nor entertained the leaſt thought of diſloyaly, 


however, we cannot ſay we were free from errors, ſo we ſhall ever hereafter con- 
tinue to his ſacred majeſty, and his poſterity, moſt faithful and loyal ſubjects ; 
but in regard of the keeping of our gate ſhut, at this time, and the information 
your lordſhip may receive of our fidelities, we ſhall humbly defire your honour 
to underſtand, that the ſaid articles of our pacification were concluded by the 
aſſent of the captain of the fort, yet he hath failed in performance, as he made 
no diſtinction between us and the archeſt rebels, for he hath violently taken 
our goods, killed our people, aſſaulted and ſcaled our walls by night, battered 
our houſes, and done us many other injuries, ſo as we ſcarce theſe three months 
paſt, ſince we have made our ſubmiſſion, have enjoyed any reſt, inſomuch as 
having troubled our faid lieutenant governor with our frequent complaints ; and 
his directions and commands not prevailing with the captain of the fort, we have 
addreſſed our humble remonſtrances to his majeſty, and ſtate of this kingdom, in 
expectation to be that way relieved ; and till then, and for avoiding the occaſions 


of running into further inconveniencies, we keep our gates next the fort ſhut, not 
giving any juſt cauſe of diſcontent, other. than that we cannot keep the hands of 


much grieved perſons from ſhooting, when they are provoked from abroad, but 


had no intent to beſiege the fort, as your lordſhip was informed. We ſhall there- 


fore moſt humbly pray your lordſhip to entertain a good opinion of this town of 
Galway, until you ſhall receive your information from a more indifferent hand.

I Have newly received your lordſhip's letter of yeſterday's date, and do con- 


I gratulate your lordſhip's ſafe arrival upon theſe coaſts, and with much happy 
ſuccels to your lordſhip's proceedings for the ſafety and relief of all his majeſty's 


diſtreſſed ſubjects reſiding in this kingdom, which, by ſome unnatural and rebel- 


lious acts, and the accidents of civil war, have fallen into much miſery and de- 
ſolation; and I do render your lordſhip many thanks for your noble expreſſions, 
and the notice you have been pleaſed to take of the ancient merit, and faſt fide- 


lity of my anceſtors, and my own moſt zealous and faithful (though weak) en- 
deayours for the advancement of his majeſty's preſent ſervice, in which, by God's 


grace, I ſhall conſtantly perſevere with the uttermoſt hazard of my life and for- 
tune, not only by the good example of former times, and the ordinary rules of 


duty due from a ſubject to a prince, but for the many great and particular fa- 
vours his majeſty hath conferred upon me, and the eminent grace and virtue 


adorning his royal perſon, whom God long preſerve in all true honour and hap- 

pineſs, to the joy and comfort of his people. Your lordſhip is pleaſed to deſire 
my ſpeedy repair to his majeſty's fort, for to guide your lordſhip, by my intelli- 
gence, to diſtinguiſh the good and bad affections of the inhabitants of theſe 
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Aug.1642, parts under my command, and accordingly to diſtribute reward or puniſhment. 

Il preſume the former revolt of the town of Galway, upon ſome particular djf- 
contents between them and the fort, and the drawing of fome gentlemen of this 
county to lay a fiege thereto, is well known to your lordſhip; and that there- 
upon, with much difficulty at that time, I drew together the beſt forces I could 
make to ſuppreſs that ſudden and dangerovs diſtemper, and to relieve the fort, 
which then, together with this county, and the whole province of Conaght, was 
in very great hazard and danger, all aſſiſtance, and even intelligence, * 
tally kept from us, only ſome proviſion in a ſhip, commanded by captain Aſhleß 
towards the latter end of that ſervice; and my endeavours therein met with 
that good ſuccefs, that after fix weeks, through great labour and trouble, and no 
fmall charge, I brought them to ſubmiſſion, and thereupon a pacification was 
concluded, and articles agreed upon, and figned by captain Willoughby and 
myſelf; they were ſent to the ſtate at Dublin, received their allowance, and after 
tranſmitted into England, to be judged by king and parliament ; and, in the in- 
terim, the lords juſtices ſent directions to both of us, to obſerve the pacification, 
until his majeſty's pleaſure were declared. Since that time, my lord, by the gene- 
ral voice and clamour of the town and country, captain Willoughby, upon Niche 
occaſions, and no conſiderable provocation given that I could diſcover, no pub- 
lick acts of hoſtility appearing on their parts, hath often and frequently broken 
the pacification, by diſcharging multitudes of great and ſmall ſhot into the town, 

| without firſt acquainting me, their governor, with the occaſion, and many other 
| particulars, which I perceive the corporation hath acquainted your lordſhip with. 
J can ſpeak my own knowledge of the ſpoils, and large booties taken from the 
country, without any provocation then given by them, not only of thoſe 
that were protected, but the well-deſerving, and many great infringe- 
| ments upon my government, - notwithſtanding my conſtant care to relieve and 
| ſupply the fort, and the ſettled courſe I was taking therein, which, though 
| Interrupted by his own proceedings, I ſhall ſtill endeavour by all fit ways and 
means I am able to procure. Many particular perſons, both of town and country, 
are anſwerable for much diſorder, and irregular courſes ; but nothing that I can 
declare to be ſo great a breach, as to deprive the inhabitants of the town and 
county of the king's royal word and protection paſt unto them, until the ſtate 
ſend more particular directions, the aſſertions and complaints of both fades be- 
ing ſent unto them. And though a great reformation may in due time be neceſ- 
ſary, yet I may in preſent affirm, they are in better order and obedience than any 
other part of the kingdom ; and I was labouring to put it into a much better 
frame for the relief and comfort of the Engliſh, if thoſe interruptions had not 
been, and convenient time allowed me. This, my lord, is the true ſtate and beſt 
information I can give you of this government, except thoſe of Irrconaght on 
the Weſt fide of Galway, who are out of protection, and fit perſons to receive 
chaſtiſement. And for my own waiting upon your lordſhip, at this preſent I muſt 
crave your pardon, until I can put myſelf into a fit and fafe poſture, and anſwer- 
able to my quality, and the employment I go upon; moſt of the country, by

ſmall grounds betwixt his majeſty's fort and town of Galway; wherein my power 
or pains can be ſufficient to theſe ends, your lordſhip ſhall have power to com- 
mand them.

HAVE received your lordſhip's ſecond letter of the 11th of this preſent, 

to which with all truſt and clearneſs I do return this anſwer ; that in diſ- 
charge of the duty of my place, and his majeſty's truſt, none ſhall exceed me 
in the advancement of his majeſty's ſervice, and the ſecuring of the loyalty and 
obedience of his people of this town and county of Galway, as far as my power 
or judgment ſhall enable or direct me; and to prevent the danger and inconve- 
nience that may happen, I do eſteem it an eſſential part of my duty to obſerve 
the pacification, and preſerve without breach the publick faith I have paſt in his 
majeſty's behalf. And though your lordſhip is pleaſed to intimate in your letter, 
that you are not tyed to the pacification 1 have made, yet I am confident your 
lordſhip, deriving your authority from his majeſty and the ſtate of England, will 
not poſitively affirm that you are not obliged to the performance thereof, until 
his majeſty and the ſtate have declared their pleaſure ; for as I make no doubt 
but your lordſhip hath power to puniſh and proſecute rebellion, ſince the 2 3d 
of October, ſo long as they continue and are declared {till to be in rebellion, ſo I 
ſhall preſume to believe there is no power granted to any to break the pacifications 
or treaties concluded upon by the lords juſtices, or other inferior governors of 
rovinces or counties, without ſpecial and particular directions from the king and 
ſtate. And though I do not eſteem myſelf bound to render an account of my 
government unto any, but immediately unto his majeſty and the ſtate of England, 
or to the lords juſtices, or rather chief governor of this kingdom, yet in regard 
of the importance of the t affairs, and that ſome diſorders have happened, 
and heat and diſtemper fallen out between his majeſty's fort, and the town and 
county, I will not ſo far rely upon my own judgment, as not to communicate 
the buſineſs, and be adviſed and directed by my lord preſident, and the Engliſh 
commanders with him, whoſe forces are appointed for my aſſiſtance; and after, 
upon full knowledge of the ſtate and condition of the ſervice to be performed 
throughout the province, I ſhall be the better able to apply myſelf to your lord- 
ſhip, with all due reſpect to your lordſhip's quality, and the great command. in- 
truſted to you by his majeſty and the ſtate of England. And for the more full 
and clear ſearch into the diſpoſitions and affections of this county, I have ap-

1 HAVE received your lordſhip's letter dated this 1 orning, and in that it ex- 
preſſeth a care to ſettle peace and amity between the captain of the fort and 
this town. We humbly thank your honour, and wiſh we may be believed, there 
is no earthly thing we deſire more than to live as dutiful and loyal ſubjects under 
the protection of his majeſty's laws, and in a ſecured peace and amity with all 


our neighbours; but may it pleaſe your lordſhip to underſtand, that a pacifica- 
tion, and certain articles, being concluded for ſettling a firm peace in this town, 


and ſubſcribed by captain Willoughby for better aſſurance, ſince which time, we 
have done nothing contrary to the ſaid articles, but the ſame have been ſeveral 
times by him infringed (as we have formerly informed your lord ſhip) which. gave 
us occaſion of many complaints againſt him to the right honourable the earl of 
Clanricarde, to whom the government of this town and county is committed by 
his ſacred majeſty, under the great ſeal of England; and who had the honour, - 
by his great care, and his majeſty's power, heretofore to reſtore us peace, when 
the town and country ſtood in need of it; the copy of which ſeveral complaints 
have been ſent to captain Willoughby, which he promiſed to anſwer in perſon, or 
writing, and to that purpoſe the earl came to Terrellan near the town to-end the 
difference; but we could never hear that he hath given any ſatisfaction for his 
proceedings, but made coloured pretences, which he could not make appear; and 
the town being not redreſſed for the wrongs they ſuffered, nor ſecured of the 
captain's good carriage towards us for time to come, haye addreſſed their humble 
complaints to his majeſty and the ſtate of this kingdom. And ſo our buſineſs 
being already in this way of hearing, we humbly beſeech your lordſhip not to 
expect a ſudden anſwer to the particulars you are pleaſed to ſend us, until we be 
well adviſed concerning them, leſt we ſhould ſeem to give way to any intrench-

\ O UR council that adviſe you miſtake both your rights and my inten- 
tions, for if I would deal ſtrictly with you as my commiſſion bears, I need 
acknowledge no pacification ; but ſuch is my defire to ſecure your loyalty to his 
majeſty, and your future peace with his majeſty's fort, tit I propoſed condi- 
tions to you favourably, beyond your deſervings, and was willing, in any amicable | 
way, to have removed all differences betwixt you and the fort; but ſince you 
chuſe rather a legal way, and think, by that means to diſtreſs his majeſty's fort, 
you neceſſitate me to take nb with the fort; whereas, if your loyalty be ap- 
proved, and cleared, even ſince the laſt pacification, I was rather defirous to be a 
mediator than a judge betwixt you; and very careful to give my lord of Clanri- 
carde that reſpe& due to his honour and worth; and whereas I promiſed aſſur- 
ance till the treaty was diſcharged, I do verily take your letter to be a diſcharge, 
if not that, yet your men coming out of the town to ſhoot at my ſoldiers from

W have written yeſterday by Sir Richard Blake's way to your lordſhip, and 
V ſent a copy of a letter, and propoſitions then ſent to us by my lord 
Forbes, to which we made anſwer ſome what generally; a copy of which I ſend you 
incloſed, together with a copy of another letter ſent by his lordſhip laſt night, and 
our anſwer to it, which we ſent this morning, which is all we can inform your 
lordſhip of, fave that yeſterday the lord Forbes landed all his men in the Weſt, 
and poſſeſſed himſelf of our Lady Church, where he doth yet lodge with his forces, 
and planted two pieces of braſs ordnance ; yeſterday they burnt all the villages

near them, but I believe they have got but little prey or booty, and will find the 
work your lordſhip propounded to them of ſome Aiffculry. 

Yeſterday one of the lord Forbes' foldiers in his arms came to the gates, and 
being queſtioned, had no occaſion but to drink ſome beer which they wanted; 
we underſtood by him that the lord Forbes intends to garriſon eight hundred 
men here this winter; that his ſoldiers had no pay, and would gladly be in Lon- 
don again; that about one hundred of his men were loſt at Kinſale; and nothing 
elſe of any conſequence : the man with his arms we ſafely, conveyed to the fort. 
My lord, this is all we have to trouble your lordſhip with at this preſent time, 
only that as we expect nothing but blows, that your lordſhip will prepare ways

HAVE received the letter you were pleaſed to ſend from the Welt laſt night, 
and pray your lordſhip to excuſe us, that we are not acquainted with your 
lordſhip's commiſſion ; but inaſmuch as your lordſhip is pleaſed to declare, that 
by it your lordſhip need acknowledge no pacification, we have very great reafon 
to thank God that ſuch an ample power is committed to one ſo exceedingly well 
tempered, and ſo moderate in the execution of it; and do moſt humbly thank 


your lordſhip for the expreſſions your lordſhip is pleaſed to make of your good 


inclination to peace, for which we would run very great hazards to embrace it

in that reſpect, made very great benefit of it. | 
My lord, ſince you preſs us ſo much to a particular anſwer to the propoſitions 


ſent by your lordſhip for your ſatisfaction, and to fo pious an end, we will en- 


deayour to give your lordſhip ſatisfaction as far as is fit for us. 
To the firſt therefore of the propoſitions we do agree, having nothing to do 


otherwile. 


To the ſecond we likewiſe agree, ſo the fort men and your lordſhip's do the 


like to us, and not approach to endanger us or our walls, or ſpoil or take the 


goods of the inhabitants. | 

To the third we anſwer, that our charge againſt captain Willoughby and cap- 
tain Aſhley is ſent to them in writing, which if they pleaſe to acquaint your lord- 
ſhip with, and that we may know by writing what they can lay to our charge, 
we ſhall be moſt willing to give your lordſhip the beſt ſatisfaction we can,” with 
a ſaving of our reſpe& and duty to our governor and ſuperiors, that your lord{hip 


may, as you are pleaſed to expreſs, in an amicable way help to remove all dit- 


ference between the fort and us; for your lordſhip may be aſſured we intend not 


the diſtreſs of the fort, we do, in defence of our own lives, and of theſe walls, 
for his majeſty's ſervice, diſtreſs ourſelves. 


To the fourth, we have very great confidence in the earl of Clanricarde's 
worth and honour, and have a ſtrong hope that he will not move the firſt matter 
of this propoſition unto us, being expreſsly againſt the articles of the pacification, 
eſpecially we being of late clogged within our walls with above ſeven hundred 
families, who having their houſes burnt in the ſuburbs by the ſoldiers, and their 
means and ways of livelihood taken from them, we are forced to ſhelter and 
maintain; but would willingly, to the utmoſt of our abilities, ſerve his majeſty 
for ſecuring the obedience of this county and province to his ſacred perſon, and 
royal poſterity, whereof our noble lord the earl hath a vigilant care. 

5. This propoſition principally concerns our lieutenant governor, without whom 
we cannot anſwer it, having no ability to perform it. Wis 
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Jo the ſixth, it is always obſerved; and as for ſecuring of private mens fears we 
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may not undertake ; but ſuch as have lived amongſt us know to what dangers we

F neither the earl of Clanricarde your governor, nor any other ſuch as myſelf, 
L ſent by his majeſty, and the ſtate of England, can ſecure your peace, which 
you profeſs you would run a great hazard to embrace, it argues your greater 
guiltineſs, that your fears put you beyond *hgpe of pardon ; but ſeeing there is 

no end of writing, and I cannot anſwer it that I am fo long put off with fair 
words, I ſend you this for the laſt. I intend, if your anſwers be not more ſa- 
tisfactory (for your declining meeting face to face, and ſending able and diſcreet

I 
doubt not by your lordſhip's power with the ftate of Dublin, and the 1 * 1 
expect from the Scotch army in Ulſter, we ſhall make a conſiderable body to 
march forth, and daunt the rebels in any part of this kingdom. My former letter, 
conveyed by my lord of Clanricarde's means, I doubt not is come to your hands.

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Aug.1642. This letter, as it occaſioned much trouble and fear to the corporation of Gal- 


way, fo it gave my lord preſident and me, who underſtood the ſtate of the 
kingdom, great eauſe of mirth and laughter at our meeting, obſerving the ridi- 
culouſneſs of the deſign, it being almoſt impoſſible to convey any letters unto 
thoſe remote parts of the kingdom, and altogether impoſſible for any forces to 
march from thence clean croſs the whole kingdom, and the Iriſh all in arms in 
the way, unleſs they would leave all thoſe parts defenceleſs, and draw all their 


forces to anſwer this deep plot: the earl of Ormond having found much dif- 


ficulty, with moſt of the forces of Dublin, to convey two thouſand men to Ath- 
lone to my lord preſident, and forced to make a ſudden retreat back the middle 
of Tune laſt, when the Iriſh were nothing ſo ſtrong, nor ſo generally united. We 
apprehended it one of captain Willoughby's wiſe deſigns, approved of by the well- 
experienced commanders of the city of London, who attended my lord Forbes, 
and gave me good caution of his intentions to draw in the Scots to deſtroy all 
theſe parts: a cure far worſe than the diſeaſe. | 

I returned anſwer to Mr. mayor of Galway, that as they had hitherto found 
me careful of them, ſo I defired they would ſtill truſt the managing of the buſi- 
neſs. to me, who, by God's favour, would contrive it beſt for their preſervation, 
the good of the county, the king s ſervice, and my own fafety. 

The ſame day I met moſt of the principal gentlemen of the county, and de- 

clared unto them my conſtant care, with much trouble and exceſs of charge, not 
only to ſecure them, and their poſterities in future, by continuing in their loyalty 
and due obedience to his majeſty, but likewiſe to preſerve them, in preſent, in 
peace and plenty in the midſt of war, that had made general deſtruction in other 

arts of the kingdom; that now an imminent danger was come upon them by the 
diſſentions between the town of Galway and the fort, and partly by ſome miſ- 
carriages in the country, and that they would not truft wholly to thoſe ways 
I had contrived for their preſervation, though I could not but acknowledge a 
_ conſtant duty in many of them to his majeſty, and good affection to myſelf; 
and, to remove that danger, it would be neceſſary to reſolve of ſome ſpeedy courſe 
to give me ſuch aſſurance of their future carriage and obedience, as might both 
ſecure me in the diſcharge of my duty to his majeſty'sſervice, and enable me to 
give ſatisfaction therein to my lord preſident and his commanders, whoſe coun- 
ſels, advice, and aſſiſtance I was reſolved to make uſe of in this buſineſs, and 
likewiſe to my lord Forbes, and his fleet, who would not certainly depart from 
hence, without good motives and grounds for his lordſhip's removal. And it 
growing late, and I having a farther journey to go, I defired they would take the 
buſineſs that night into their ſerious conſiderations, and meet me the next day 
with their ſettled reſolutions and deſires, which, for my diſcharge, and the 
ſatisfaction of others, I ſhould expect in writing under all their hands.

Yet, nevertheleſs, the ſaid captain Anthony Willoughby, and the ſoldiers 
under his command in the ſaid fort, and one captain Aſhley, who commands a 
ſhip for divers months riding in the harbour of Galway, well knowing of, and 
being privy to the faid pacification and ratification, have, in all the material parts 
thereof, broken and violated the ſame, and his majeſty's word, and publick faith 
therein included, by notorious depredations and robberies upon ſea and land in 
the ſaid county, ſhooting off great ordnance at the faid town without inter- 
miſſion, or any manner of provocation given known to the petitioners, inter- 
ruption of all manner of trade, murders, burning of houſes, and all other acts of 
unnatural and cruel hoſtility exerciſed, not only upon the perſons compriſed in 
the ſaid pacification, but likewiſe on many other perſons of all ſorts and qualities 
within the ſaid town and county, who never offended ſince the ſaid troubles 
began, and who contributed their beſt endeavours to the relief and maintenance 
of the ſaid fort. | | 

And further, ſo it is, that the petitioners do apprehend great and juſt fears, 
that by the miſinformation and untrue ſuggeſtions of the ſaid captains Anthony 
Willoughby and Aſhley, and others in the faid fort and ſhip, the lord Forbes 
hath been invited of late to arrive in the port of Galway with a conſiderable 
navy of ſhips, and great number of land ſoldiers, who have committed all acts 
of hoſtility in this county, and other adjacent parts, and laid a ſtreight ſiege to 
his majeſty's ſaid town of Galway, without any warrant or authority from his 
majeſty, known to the petitioners, or offence done by the ſaid town ſince the ſaid 
pacification ; whereas the intereſt of the ſaid county and town are interwoven by 
reaſon of their mutual and neceſſary intercourſe and commerce, which tend to the 
conſiſtence of both; by means of which proceedings the ſaid town, and this 
county, which for the general offended not, are like to be made the ſeat of a long 
war, and which do threaten danger unto his majeſty's faid fort, and viſible cala- 
mity, if not apparent deſtruction to your lordſhip, your counteſs, children, 
family, and friends, and many zealouſly affected to his majeſty's ſervice therein. 
All which being taken into your lordſhip's tender and ſpeedy conſideration, it may

HAT the faid knights, gentlemen, and inhabitants will unanimouſly. join 
and yield their aſſiſtance to the ſaid earl in the preſervation of his ma- 
jeſty's authority and peace, and puniſhing of all malefactors within this govern- 
ment, according to the eommon law of England, and laudable ſtatutes of 
force in this realm.

That they will aſſiſt the high ſheriff of the county, the juſtices of the peace, 
and all other magiſtrates and officers, in the lawful executions of their places ; 
and that the ſaid ſheriff, juſtices of the peace, and other officers, ſhall duly 
manage their places for the preſervation of his majeſty's peace, and puniſhment 
of malefactors. BON 20 

That they will aſſiſt all ſuch as have any lawful warrant or authority from the 
faid earl in the due execution thereof, and in yielding obedience thereunto. _ 

That they will with their beſt power give aſliſtance unto the ſaid earl, and all 
his majeſty's officers and magiſtrates, in ſuppreſſing all inſurrections, rebellions, 
riots, routs, and unlawful aſſemblies, and other great offences committed within

They humbly deſire a ſpeedy and effectual anſwer of their humble petition, 
preſented to his lordſhip on the 16th of this preſent month of Auguſt, 1642. 


Upon their delivery of the petition and propoſitions to me, I told them it was 
not poſſible for me to give any certain anſwer in preſent to their petition, nor to 
frame any ſettled judgment of their propoſitions, the nece{ tv of my ſpeedy de- 
parture to meet my lord prefident ſcarce allowing me time to read them over; 
and withal, nothing could be certainly concluded without a conference with his 
lordſhip, and a farther treaty with my lord Forbes ; and therefore I adyiſed them 
to chuſe a committee amongſt themſelves, to attend upon me at Terrellan at 
my return, and to oblige themſelves to the performance of what ſhould be there 
concluded upon between the faid committee and me; and I did not doubt, if 
they would be concurring with me as they ought, I ſhould be able to remove the 
preſent dangers, and ſtill to preſerve them in a happy and proſperous condition. 
They well approving of the motion J made, and ſeeming very firm and well 
ſettled in their duty to his majeſty, and good affections to me, I left them to 

their election of a committee, and went that night to a caſtle of Mr. Richard 
' Betagh's, ſome five miles from the place of meeting, with my lord preſident, 
and there received a very handſome and friendly entertainment. The next day 
I paſſed over the ford of Garurragh into the county of Roſcommon, accom- 
panied with about two hundred horſe, and there I found my lord preſident, ex- 
petting my coming, with about that number of horſe, and ſome four hundred foot, 
to ſecure that dangerous paſſage, ſome of the enemies being in thoſe woods; and 
after ſome two hours diſcourſe with my lord, and the other commanders there, his 
lordſhip reſolved, only with his guard of horſe, to go along with me to Terrellan, 
to treat and confer with my lord Forbes, having laid ſome deſigns, which, 
if his lordſhip would undertake, we conceived would be of much more ſafety and 
advantage to his majeſty's ſervice, than the preſent enterprize he was put upon by 
the malice and precipitate counſels of captain Willoughby and captain Aſhley ; 
and that night we went eight miles to Mr. Richard Dillon's of Clonbrock, and 
there at better leiſure, I ſhewed his lordſhip all my proceedings with my lord 
Forbes before, but briefly diſeourſed of, and all was very well approved of by 
his lordſhip, as likewiſe what paſſed betwixt me and the gentlemen of the 
country. 
The next day's journey proving ſomewhat long to my houſe at Loughreagh, 
his lordſhip's troop of horſe being with ſervice much weakened, his lordſhip was 
pleaſed to reſt there on Friday; and I wrote an excuſe to my lord Forbes, and 
defired his lordſhip to do me that honour as to meet my lord preſident at Ter- 
rellan upon Saturday at dinner. Upon Saturday morning, in our way to Ter- 
rellan, I received the letter following from my lord Forbes.

Upon imparting this letter to my lord preſident, his lordſhip propoſed 
that we ſhould firſt go to the fort, before we went to Terrellan ; but I did pre- 
ſume to differ in opinion, and told his lordſhip that I conceived my lord Forbes 
declining that meeting was a great diſreſpe& to both of us, and argued much of 
pride, or diſtruſt, or both, his lordſhip having taken ſo much pains to come fo far 
from his government, that he ſhould refuſe to come one mile to give him a 
meeting, where there was not the leaſt ſhadow of danger, and captain Wil- 
loughby for his pleaſure, or to do miſchief, could go many miles with his trum- 
pet, and a few horſe, but muſt not now leave the fort to wait upon his lordſhip ; 
that, for my part, I was ſo ſenſible of the affronts and diſreſpects of captain 
Willoughby towards me in many particulars, and now eſpecially in calling in my 
lord Forbes into this government, without my advice or knowledge, and his 
lordſhip being ſo high in his expreſſions, both to myſelf and the mayor of Gal- 
way, and aſſuming a power in a manner to wreſt me out of my government, 
and being fully informed of the high diviſion between the king and parliament, 
and their hatred to all of my religion, though never ſo faithful, as appeared by 
their total neglecting of me all this time, I could not hold it either ſafe or ho- 
nourable for me to put myſelf into their power, until I could find that they were 
better inclined, and would be adviſed, and obſerve thoſe -rules that his lordſhip 

and myſelf ſhould think fit to preſcribe unto them. His lordſhip was very ſen- 
ſible of my expreſſions, and did acknowledge that my apprehenſions were well 
ounded ; but concluded, that, having come ſo far, he would not neglect the 
buſineſs he came upon, by ſtanding upon points of civility, how, or to whom 
they ſhould be paid; and his danger and mine being not equal in many reſpects, 
he would preſently go unto them, in regard there could be no other fit way for 
to remove thoſe jealouſies and diſconteats between them and me. But by my diſ- 
puting the buſineſs freely with him, and this being his lordſhip's ſettled reſolu- 
tion, I ſent Mr. juſtice Donnellan, and ſome other gentlemen, and moſt of my 
horſe, to wait upon his lordſhip thither, and went myſelf to Terrellan. 

His lordſhip at his return in the evening was pleaſed to tell me, that moſt of 
their diſcourſe that day had been of the affairs of England, and that they had 
briefly touched upon the preſent buſineſs ; and the next, being Sunday, he was 
invited thither to his devotions in the morning, and to dine there, and that in 
the afternoon they would debate the bufineſs at large; and by ſome words his 
lordſhip had let fall, I did conjecture he was not well ſatisfied with their humour 

and inclinations. 5 5 

When his lordſhip was gone the next day to the fort, ſome of my lord Forbes 
and captain Willoughby's horſe ſwept away all the milch cows belonging to the 
town that were grazing under their walls, they being confident, that, during 
the treaty, and my lord preſident's being there, and mine, no ſuch injury ſhould 
be offered them, or that they would make it their ſabbath-day's work in the 
morning; and his lordſhip returning, found me much diſtaſted with ſuch an af- 
front, and many of the chief men of the town there making loud complaints of 
the injury done them, and expecting that his lordſhip would take ſome courſe

The townſmen being gone, his lordſhip declared unto me, that they had a 
very large and hot debate; that, by my information, and the complaints he re- 
ceived from divers of the town and county, he had charged captain Willoughby 
very home with theſe miſcarriages and violent proceedings; and though he la- 
boured much to juſtify himſelf, yet he could not but acknowledge to me, that 
he found him faulty in many particulars, and eſpecially in his diſreſpects to me, 
who had ſo carefully relieved and preſerved him by my on private power and 
intereſt, without any the leaſt aſſiſtance from the ſtate, or any other; that 
though he had alledged the difficulties of making any attempt upon the town,

In the morning early I received ſome propoſitions from captain Willoughby to 
be propoſed to the town and county, which put me in hopes that they were 
moderately and peaceably inelined; and my lord preſident being ſoon after 
ready to go to the fort, I defired his lordſhip to let my lord Forbes know, that 
if his lordſhip and captain Willoughby would come to ſome fettled reſolution, 
I did not doubt but I ſhould be able to wait upon his lordſhip next morning 
with good ſatisfaction from the town and country, fuch as might make a good 
concluſion, and bring all to a right and fit ſettlement.

From the country was required a preſent courſe to relieve the fort, for ſux 
months, and to be ſent into the fort, as followeth. 
The allowance of beef and mutton for one week, muſt be at leaſt twelve 
beeves and forty muttons; and this weekly proportion I defire may be all ſent 
into the fort in fix weeks, as will victual the fort for {1x months. 


As I was labouring with thoſe of the town, and the committee appointed from 
the county, we might ſee all the country on fire all along the ſea coaſt, and 
word was brought me that it was done by ſomeof my lord Forbes' men, and other 
of captain Willoughby's; and, to my comfort, I could diſcern that the de- 
ſtruction was moſt upon my own land and tenants, This ſtrange proceeding, as 
it much diſturbed me, ſo it did ſo very much affright thoſe I was in treaty withal, 
that I had much difficulty to ftay them with me, fearing ſome ſudden treachery ; 
but I earneſtly prefled them, whatſoever happened, to take off the blame from 
themſelves, and to yield to ſome fit contribution for ſupply of the fort, that we 
might be ſpeedily rid of thoſe dangerous gueſts that did demand it ; and with 
much trouble and amazement I drew this anſwer from them. 

Soon after I had difpatched them, I received a very ftrange and unexpected 
letter from my lord Forbes, then at the fort.

AM heartily forry that my tender reſpects to your lordſhip's honour, in wait- 
ing patiently this fortnight for your lordſhip's coming to compoſe the differ- 
ences betwixt his majeſty's fort and the town of Galway, ſhould have ſo bad an 
incounter as that your lordſhip ſhould miftruſt my-integrity, and choſe rather to

The receipt of this letter did much amaze and diſquiet me, the lord Forbes 
having not formerly ſhewed the leaſt diſcontent at my abſence, but rather com- 
mended my diſcretion, to have all diſputes qualified and ſettled by a third perſon, 
and the town and county, by my endeavours, brought into a fit conformity for 
ſupply of the fort, and future good correſpondence between them, before I did 
myſelf appear to make a perfect concluſion ; and being, as I conceived by my 
lord preſident, much ſatisfied in the former carriage of the town and county, and 
inclined to give over his former intentions of attempting the town, now to be 
thus ſuddenly altered, and fo inſolent in his expreſſions by calling my honour 
and loyalty in queſtion, appeared very ſtrange, and made me conclude he muſt 
be a man of very weak judgment, and much unſettled in his reſolutions, that 
this muſt be done without the knowledge of my lord prefident, and that there 
could be no fair intentions in it towards me, but that being now in a corner of 1 
the country, eaſy to be blocked up, they would ſecure me, if my anſwer were 11 
not agreeable to their reſolution ; I thought it therefore beſt to diſſemble my diſ- 
content and intentions thereupon, and to return a civil anſwer, without expreſ- 
ling any diſtaſte, until my lord preſident were returned ſafe back again. 


| My letter to my lord Forbes, the 22d of Auguſt. 
Mr Lonp, | 


I Conceived that my lord preſident had given your lordſhip clear ſatisfaction 
of the reaſons and motives that occaſioned the delay of my perſonal atten- 
dance upon your lordſhip, and that I was this day employed in drawing both town 
and county to one agreement, and conformity to thoſe propofitions captain 
Willoughby ſent me for victualling and ſupplying the fort, and for the ſecuring 
the future obedience and loyalty of the town of Galway, which being now in a 
fair way to anſwer your lord ſhip's expectation, I hope to wait upon your lordſhip 
to-morrow morning with that full and clear reſolution which I have long deſired ; 
and to give your Jordſhip aſſurance that there is nothing that I have power of, 
but ſhall be readily and faithfully diſpoſed of for the advancement of his majeſty's

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ſervice, neither ſhall I be at any time failing to give your lardſhip, and your em-

My lord preſident returning in the evening, I aſked his lordſhip whether he 
had obſerved the country on fire, or heard of the killing of four or five innocent 
oor women and children, or whether of a letter of my lord Forbes to me, or 
obſerved his lordſhip diſcontented at my abſence ; to all which my lord affirmed 
that he knew nothing, but that he ſtill found them unſettled in their reſolutions, 
and concluded, that they would not declare their intentions until my repair 
thither the next morning, which they earneſtly preſſed ; this relation did oak 
my belief, that if I went thither, and did not condeſcend to- whatſoever they 
ſhould propoſe, they would ſecure my perſon to work their own ends. Then 
I told his lordſhip of the outrages that day committed, and that it lighted 
moſt upon my tenants, and ſuch others as had been conſtant friends to the fort, 
and withal ſhewed him my lord Forbes letter; whereat being much amazed, I 
told his lordſhip farther, that I had taken a ſettled reſolution not to treat any 
longer with perſons ſo violent and unſettled, and that laboured to caſt ſuch foul 
aſperſion upon me, but would be gone early the next morning, and leave them 
to their own deſigns ; and deſired his lordſhip would reſolve on the like courſe, 
it being neither for our honours, nor ſafeties, to remain there. His lordſhip, 
after ſome conſideration, told me he was ſo ſenſible of the injuries they had 
done me, and ſo confident that they durſt not meddle with him, as that he 
would go thither in the morning, and for a farewel, let them know the danger 
and prejudice they might draw upon themſelves, and the ſervice of theſe parts, 
by giving me ſo juſt occaſion to depart away in diſcontent, and that he had him- 
ſelf a feeling of the trouble and inconvenience they had put upon him, by draw- 
ing him ſo far, and fo little inclinable to his advices and propoſitions, 

The next morning, his lordſhip being upon his departure, I defired he would 
let my lord Forbes know from me, that though I was the day before ſo much 
maſter over my paſſions as civilly to paſs by the injury his lordfhip had done 
me, yet now, upon full deliberation, I was ſo ſenſible of it, that I eſteemed it 
neither for my honour or ſafety to treat any longer with his lordſhip, who had 
caſt a ſuſpicion of diſloyalty upon me, and was fo eaſily and frequently withdrawn 
from well-grounded reſolutions, to entertain and follow the precipitate counſels 
of raſh and inconſiderable perſons : and that, upon theſe conſiderations, I was 
upon my way homeward ; but that his lordſhip might find I had not been idle, 
nor careleſs in procuring competent proviſion for the fort, I did now ſend him the 
offers and propoſitions of the town and country, which'if they did not prove to 
his ſatisfaction, the town was before him, and he might purſue his deſigns 
as he thought beſt, for I would meddle no more in the buſineſs, conceiving that 
his lordſhip had no commiſſion to queſtion me, or meddle with my government, 
ſo far as he had done, or that there was any obligation upon me for thoſe reſpects 
I had already paid him, though they ſhould have appeared in a much better 
manner, if his lordſhip, or thoſe by whoſe counſels he was guided, had not given 
frequent interruption. thereto, COP: 

Scon after my lord's departure towards the fort, I went away myſelf to a hill 


near the highway, that had a full view both of the town and fort, and there I 


expected his lordſhip's return, who about two hours after came thither, ac- 
companied with two of my lord: Forbes' chief officers, to ſpeak with me from his 
lordſhip, who-told me, that-my lord was very much troubled, and ſorry to hear 
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the Marquis of CLAN RI CAR D F. 


was grounded on ſome proceedings of his; that for the burning and ſpoiling the 


day before, it was by ſome part of his forces a ſhip board, who coming aſhore 


for freſh water, and thinking it the enemy's country, did commit ſome outrages 
without direction, and ſhould receive puniſhment for it; that for the letter he 
ſent me, he would not juſtify his expreſſions, which might be ſubject to miſtake, 
but his intentions were with all honour and reſpect unto me, but only a doubt of 
the diſpoſitions of the people, as they were repreſented unto him, left their miſ- 
carriage might draw any ſuſpicion or inconvenience upon me; that for the main 
buſineſs, he did with ſo much confidence rely upon my lord preſident's judg- 
ment and mine, that he would no farther diſpute it, but prepare for his depar- 
ture, captain Willoughby ſeeming fatisfied with the offers and propotitions of 
the country ; and that now all debates and queſtions being determined, he ſhould 
eſteem it a great misfortune, having been there ſo long, and myſelf, being ſo near, 
to leave the country, without having the honour to ſee me; and leſt the country 
ſhould believe that I came away unſatisfied, he ſhould cknowledge it for a 
great favour if I would make a ſtep back, and he would meet me upon 
the way to the fort. I returned anſwer to his lordſhip, that I was very 
thankful for the pains he had taken to give me ſatisfaction; that from 
the beginning I was very deſirous to have waited upon him, and had per- 
formed it if his lordſhip had been either on ſhip board, or any where elſe but in 
the fort, holding it in ſome reſpects a diſparagement to me to go thither, until 
all former diſputes were ended, or that captain Willoughby did firſt repair to me ; 
but now that his lordſhip was pleaſed ſo nobly and freely to expreſs himſelf, I 
would immediately return and wait upon his lordſhip on the hill before the fort, 
it being now ſo late as would take up too much time to wait upon his lord- 
ſhip in the fort. And fo returning to the place appointed, his lordſhip came 
ſpeedily thither with captain Willoughby and divers of his commanders; and but 
little of buſineſs being treated, and an hour ſpent in compliment, we parted, only 
at my going away his lordſhip told me, he was informed that he had a country- 


man and kinſman, my lord Caſtleſtewart, who lived at Fort Falkland, in the 


King's county, upon the verge of my government, and being doubtful he might 
be in ſome diſtreſs, he deſired I would convey a token to him of four barrels of 
powder, and match and lead proportionable, or if I found any difficulty therein, 


he would ſend five or fix hundred muſqueteers along with it : I told his lord- 


ſhip, that was a place I had from the beginning of the troubles taken into my 
ſpecial care, having been totally neglected by the ſtate ; and that if his lordſhip 
would be pleaſed to ſend the powder by a boat to my caſtle of Oran More, I 
would fend convoys for it, and cauſe it to be ſafely delivered, without his lord- 
ſhip's farther trouble. It proved to be very late that night before we could reach 
Loughreagh, where we were not a little welcome, when it was reported that we 
returned with peace. | OW 
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& my departure in diſcontent, and the more, finding by my lord preſident that it Aug. 1642 


The next day his * lordſhip before his departure bemoaned very much his own *Lord pre- 


for them by the ſtate, and at firſt delivered to him in a waſted country, wanting 
cloaths, victuals and money, fo that at his return ke did fear a dangerous mutiny, 
or that they would all forſake him, and return back to Dublin, not knowing 
which way to furniſh himſelf with money to give them ſome reaſonable ſatisfac- 
tion for the preſent. I told his lordſhip, - that my wants were altogether as 


great, but his lordſhip had fo highly obliged me, and I was ſo ſenſible of the 


danger that might befal his lordſhip, myſelf, and the king's ſervice in the whole 
province, if thoſe forces ſhould depart diſcontented, that I would uſe my utter- 


moſt endeavour to provide ſome money for him; and with much difficulty I got 


tour hundred pounds in gold for his lordſhip, - of one Mr. Philip Bigo, a French 


gentleman, that I had newly fetched off, and conveyed with all his goods from 


| the borders of the King's county, and at my earneſt intreaty he took my lord's

hard condition, having forces left him without any care taken, or proviſion made 3888 
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Aug, 1642. bond and mine for it; and his lordſhip was afterwards pleaſed to acknowledge, 
that it proved a very ſeaſonable curtely for the contenting of the ſoldiers, and 
advancing of the preſent ſervice. That night I waited upon his lordſhip about 
fix miles to Bally-Donnellan, a caſtle of captain Laughlin Donnellan's, a man 
very ſtout and faithful to me in all the troubles, and ſon to John Donnellan, long 
ſteward to my father here, and afterwards to myſelf. 

The next day I waited upon his lordſhip out of this county over the ford of 

Caſtle Gare. Garruragh, a mile into the ty of Roſcommon, until I faw his lordſhip over 
a dangerous paſſage, where it was reported ſome of the enemy's forces lay in 
wait for his lordſhip, but none appeared ; and that night I returned ſome ten miles 
to Caſtle Gare, Mr. George Yelverton being my tenant there; and the next 
night, being the 26th, I reached home to Loughreagh very ill, and much diſ- 
tempered with a cold. Upon the 27th I received letters from the lord Forbes and 
captain Willoughby, picking new quarrels againſt the town of Galway, and de- 
firing to garriſon in my houſe of Terrellan. 


Captain Willoughby, the 25th, received the 27th of Auguſt. 


Right honourable, and my much honoured Loxp, 


HAVE received your lordſhip's letter, and have delivered the incloſed to my 
lord Forbes. Upon your lordſhip's departure hence, I wrote a full letter to 
the mayor of Galway, wherein I promiſed a ceſſation of all hoſtile acts on my 
art towards him, and deſired the like from them towards the fort; I deſired 
alſo that they would open their gates, and yield us free and peaceable com- 
merce ; but I have received from them no ſatisfaction in any of theſe particulars, 
for they ſtill keep their gates faſt ſhut to us, and proceed in fortifying themſelves 
againſt us, and have newly mounted a piece of ordnance on a tower againſt the 
fort; nor do they only proceed thus for themſelves, but encourage the rebels 
abroad againſt us; for they of Irrconaght coming, to the number of three or four 
hundred, yeſternight as far as Lynch's caſtle, were preſently relieved by the 
town with beef, bread, and ſtrong waters, of which we have ſufficient proofs ; 
which carriage of theirs I thought fit to ſiguify to your lordſhip, and leave it to 
our wiſe conſideration, humbly defiring to have your lordſhip's leave and ap- 
probation to place a garriſon in Terrellan, (thereby to hinder them of Irrconaght 
from being relieved from the town, or Lynch's caſtle) as alſo another at Caſtle 
Gare, for I do conceive it may much conduce to the furtherance of his majeſty's 
ſervice, to have a garriſon in both thoſe places. I defire your lordſhip's reſolu- 
tion herein, and ſo, with tender of my humble ſervice, take leave, and remain

My letter to captain Willoughby, the 28th of Auguſt. 
Captain W1LLouGasy, 


HAVE written to the mayor of Galway, o have an account of thoſe par- 

ticulars in your letter charged againſt the town, whereof I expect a ſpeedy 
return to me, or ſatisfaction to be given to you there. I believe they will noon 
danger by the opening of their gates, or granting free commerce amongſt them, 
ſo long as an army lyeth fo near their gates, and ſo many centries abroad; but 
when the cauſes of their fears and jealouſies are removed according to the paci- 
fication, and the reſolution taken on the laſt treaty, I ſhall have a juſt ground 
to require and command the op-aingof the gates and markets, and what elſe was 
agreed upon in either, or fit to be done for relief of the fort, without any pre- 
cedent agreement. And as you never yet found me wanting to my power to 
any reaſonable demand of yours, ſo you may reſt aſſured of my conſtant endea- 
vours towards your ſupply, or any other ſervice of his majeſty's, if ſome inter- 
ruption of your own, or of ſome greater power than mine, ſhall not divert 
me. 

It is given out, that ſoon after the lord preſident's departure, there was a reſo- 
lution taken to fall upon the town, notwithſtanding any advice given for de- 
clining that courſe; and therein I {hall deſire to know the certainty from you, 
in regard it will be impoſſible for me to have your proviſions taxed or gathered 
ſo long as any ſuch opinion is on foot, and until the country obſerve the navy to 


frame their courſe another way. For my part, I ſhall be tender of the violation of 


the pacification upon flight occaſions, until his majeſty ſhall declare his pleaſure 
concerning it, or that the lords juſtices and council ſhall ſend ſpecial directions 
for my proceedings therein, which I expect not until the arrival of the lord 
lieutenant, who is daily expected, as my intelligence informs me. 

It is ſomewhat ſtrange unto me, that my houſe of Terrellan, being the only 
place of receipt I have near the town and fort, whither I am fo often called upon 
{mall occaſions, ſhould be fo often defired out of my hands, as though I were 

not able or willing to ſerve his majeſty therein ; when there is juſt cauſe for it, 
I affure you I ſhall be as forward as any to fall upon that town, if his majeſty 
{hall ſo command: his pleaſure, or the commands of the ſtate, I ſhall patiently 
expect, leſt I proceed to any acts of hoſtility againſt them, notwithſtanding any 
| thing yet known unto me; yet I will not take upon me to hinder others from 


their own reſolutions, By reaſon of my preſent indiſpoſition of health I can ſay 


no more now, but that I am

S I account it a great honour unto me to come into your acquaintance, 


though lately, ſo I ſhould have enlarged my happineſs therein if your lord- 


ſhip had been ſooner a witneſs of the many difficulties I have run through from 


the beginning, by endeavouring to contain many of thoſe in this government 
within the limits of that obedience and ſubjection which they owe by all laws 
unto his majeſty and the crown of England; and therein I may without oſtenta- 
tion ſay, that conſidering the ſmall power put into my hands, and the remote- 
neſs of this county from all ſupplies, God hath ſo bleſſed my endeavours, that 
no part of the whole kingdom, inhabited by ſo many natives, hath been, nor 


yet is, kept in that peace and obedience as this is; and although the raſh and in- 


diſcreet actions of particular perſons have ſometimes given interruptions therein 
(whom I will one day hope to bring to juſtice, if I be not enabled to do juſtice 
upon them myſelt) yet Ihaveconceived it a ſafer way (as affairs are compoſed now in 


the whole kingdom, and elſewhere) to connive at ſome faults, to prevent greater 


inconvenencies, than to be ready to ſnatch at every occaſion to ſet up a general diſ- 
content, that may endanger the whole frame of this government. The lord preſi- 
dent and I, that have the charge of this whole province, that is counted the 


fourth part of this kingdom, are glad to run this moderate way, that know the 
dangers and endleſs diſtractions that a contrary courſe would draw upon the pro- 


vince, and the few Engliſh that are left therein. 
My lord, it is not news unto me to have complaints from captain Willoughby 


againſt the town of Galway, to my no ſmall charge and troubles, by my frequent 


repairing thither, which I muſt believe to proceed from his earneſt zeal to his 
majeſty's ſervice, and the preſervation of his majeſty's fort. I have charged the 
town therewith, and expect their ſudden ſatisfaction therein, though, by ſome 
come from thence, I hear of nothing but quiet and peaceable intentions amongſt 
them. I look upon that town no otherwiſe than, as it is a principal part of this 
government that hath ſuch ſtrength and alliance abroad, that if it be attempted 
to be diſtreſſed at this time, I fear it will involve all thoſe parts in confuſion, and 
draw moſt of the troubles of other parts to a ſettled war here, that hath, through 
God's bleſſing, been preſerved from the common calamity more than theſe nine 
months; the ſad effects whereof the lord preſident and I, that are better verſed 
abroad, do viſibly foreſee. Yet if your lordſhip, in your wiſdom and experience in 
other parts, ſhall conceive that his majeſty's ſervice will be better advanced, and 
the fort ſecured by a more ſevere and exemplary proceeding, and can hope with 
your preſent power, in ſuch time as you can ſtay here from your other great en- 
gagements, to compaſs your deſires, I ſhall no farther diſſuade your lordſhip from 
it, by declining or retarding the proſecution of what your lordſhip conceiveth 
expedient therein, notwithſtanding any danger or hazard it may expoſe me and 
mine, and this whoſe province unto ; only for my own particular, I ſhall quietly 


attend the fignification of his majeſty's pleaſure, or farther direction from the 


lords juſtices, to whom I have fully repreſented the ſtate and condition of theſe 
parts; and when Iam guided and warranted by theſe commands, I ſhall be found 
as forward as any to puniſh and proſecute with ſeverity ſuch as ſhall not keep 
themſelves within the limits of their duty and obedience. And if, in preſent, I 
do not give your lordſhip the ſatisfaction you might expect, I muſt crave your 
pardon, this exerciſe being very painful to me, by reaſon of a great cold and

Received your letter of yeſterday's date, and have ſeen your lordſhip's letter 
to captain Willoughby; and as this town and county of Galway may account 
themſelves happy in the enjoying of ſuch a governor, whoſe prudent care hath 
hitherto ſtill preſerved them, and whoſe conſtant endeavours are bent to ſeek their 
good; ſo that if they be ſenſible of and thankful for ſo great a mercy, I do not 
doubt but your lordſhip's wiſdom and moderation will not only quickly remove 
the bugbear fears on cither hand, but may (to the glory of God, who is the God 
of peace, as well as the God of war, and the honour of his majeſty, and your 
own deſerved praiſe) not only ſettle your own government, both town and county, 
in their due obedience, but be a ſpecial inſtrument of the like good to be done in 
the whole province, yea, and the whole kingdom; and I ould account myſelf 
very unfortunate, if I, or any under my command, ſhould for any hope of 
honour or gain be the hinderers of ſo good a work. Although the ſmall time I 
had the honour to confer with your lordſhip, and your great haſte, did not ſuffer 
us to lay ſuch a ground-work as may be ſufficient to build an affurance of full 
content in the proſecuting of ſo good a work, yet our mutual correſpondence, 
and the directing of all our counſels and commands to thoſe ends ma 
advance his majeſty's ſervice, and I defire to haſten elſewhere, and ſhould be 
glad to ſee your pacification in that forwardneſs, that neither myſelf, nor an 
other ſhould need to return, for attempting that by power which your lordſhip's 
wiſdom and moderation may do. To witneſs my approbation of a moderate courſe, 
and your lordſhip's wiſdom in it, I will wait upon yor = lordſhip, either here at 
his majeſty's fort, or at Caſtle Gare, accompanied with ten or twenty horſe, and 
will go from thence with your lordſhip to Terrellan, that .ve may conveniently 
ſpeak with ſome of the town, and do not doubt, with God's bleſſing on our en- 
deavours, the town may be preſerved from ruin, to enjoy the fruits of your wiſe 
government, and I may return contented, more than if I had the ſacking and 
ſpoiling of it. People are fo jealous and tickliſh on all hands, that your lordſhip's 
ſpeedy repair hither will be moſt neceſſary; and the ſooner I be acquainted with 
it, you ſhall the more oblige him, who is, and deſires to be eſteemed

I HAVE received your letter of the 28th of this month, wherein your lordſhip 
1 mentioned ſome complaints made by the lord Forbes and captain Willoughby 


againft this town, which as they ſhall appear to be very wrongful, ſo we ſhall not 


fail in obedience to your lordſhip to offer full ſatisfaction to them; though we ſtill 
miſtruſt their good intentions towards us, and that by their landing of ordnance, 


going on with their new work and fort upon the hill, and in the Weſt building 
of new houſes with the timber of our Lady Church, and other preparations, 
the lord Forbes his going is to us very doubtful; and in a manner little expected, 


yet we would be very ſorry that any act proceeding from us ſhould be made a pre- 
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that the next day after your lordſhip's departure, we received a letter from cap- 
tain Willoughby, whereof we ſend your lordſhip a copy here incloſed, whereby 
your lordſhip ſhall obſerve his firſt complaint to be wrongful, himſelf not 
deſiring our gates to be opened, nor the benefit of the market, till the lord 
Forbes were gone; unto that letter we returned an anſwer, declaring our deſire of 
peace, and that a good correſpondency ſhould be kept between the fort and us 
and withal, that we would obſerve your lordſhip's directions, which we had not 
then received, but expected to hear from your lordſhip, and then we would 
write further unto them, and that we would not ſhoot at, nor moleſt their 
people, they uſing us in like manner, which we obſerved. And truly, my lord, 
though we would not ſeem to diſcredit good news coming from captain Wil- 
loughby, yet his manifold injuries done to us, give us no caule to believe all that 
comes from him; eſpecially we finding by ſome that were in the fort, and by ſome 
letters from thence, that they meant evil to this town. 

The next matter of complaint is our fortifying and mounting a piece of 
ordnance in a tower againſt the fort. The truth of this is, that we have 
done nothing of any conſequence ſince your lordihip departed, only to lay ſome 
turfs by the wall next our Lady Church, which is not to oftend, but defend that 
part from battery, which was threatened from the Weſt, and the piece of ord- 
nance was ſet up in the tower before your lordſhip departed, and is ſo laid that 
it cannot be uſed without breaking a thick ſtone wall, which we did forbear to 
do when we heard there was ſome agreement made. 

The reſt concerns the relieving and encouraging them of Irrconaght, which is 
in all points a mere aſperſion, wherein there is no manner of truth. | 

My lord, this being the naked truth of our proceeding, we beſeech your lord- 
{ſhip to let us know what we may truſt unto, and what was the certain concluſion 
of the treaty, for hitherto we know of nothing thereof but by a flying report of 
captain Willoughby's letter ; and we likewiſe humbly intreat your lordſhip to 
retain a good opinion, and your wonted care of us, which we will endeavour by 
our fair carriage and dutiful obſervance of your lordſhip to deſerve.

refuſal of ſuch commodities as come to your market, for proviſion of the place, 
and of ſuch wood as comes to the key, I paying therefor as the market goes. 
And upon aſſurance of this dealing from you, which my lord promiſed you would 
perform, and I deſire teſtified under your hands, I will be ſure to keep all good 
correſpondency with you, and will intreat my lord Forbes, whom I invited

P. S. Mr. mayor, my lord Forbes at my intreaty, was pleaſed to take the abbey 
in the Weſt, with this intent only to keep ill- affected perſons from the town, and 
now upon the earl's promiſe of your fair carriage, hath given orders to his ſol- 
diers not to ſhoot at the town; I do defire that the like carriage may be obſerved 


by you during their ſtay here. 


Captain Willoughby having tried ſeveral ways to ma! e a breach, and to 
ingage my lord Forbes ſtay here, whom he acknowledges to have invited hither, 
he writes unto me that there was a ſtrong report amongſt them, and probable 
reaſons to believe it, that the town were buſied in undermining the fort; 
though I knew this to be a ridiculous ſurmiſe, or intention, it being impoſſible 
to undermine the fort from the town, being all rock and full of ſprings, yet 
for their ſatisfaction, I ſent my enſign Robert Scott, to be joined with one of his 
officers, to make ſearch in the town for that they could not find.

O ON after my return home, I received letters from the lord Forbes and 
captain Willoughby, anſwerable to my expectation, and the diſcourſe be- 
tween your lordſhip and myſelf, they requiring my houſe of Terrellan and 
Caſtle Gare to put in garriſons, and picking new quarrels to the town ; where- 
upon I wrote anſwers to them, and therein did uſe your lordſhip's name, I hope

This month I received ſeveral conſiderable intelligences from Mr. - - - -. Upon 
the Sth a confirmation of the arrival of Owen Roe O Neile in the North, with 
ſome other commanders, and ſome ſtore of arms and ammunition; that three 
thouſand horſe and foot of the Engliſh army, having in vain attempted Sir Luke 
Fitz-Garret's caftle of Teirohan, marched to O Faly, took the caſtle of Bally-Britt, 
from thence marched to Geſhill, and convoyed from thence to Dublin the old 
lady O Faly and her grand children. | 

Upon the 21ſt, that Owen O Neile was advanced to the borders of Meath, and 
daily received letters congratulatory from moſt of the counties of the kingdom, 
and that colonel Byrne with the running army was gone unto him. | 

The 24th, that Owen O Neile was expected in Weſtmeath, near Athlone, 
to lay ſiege to that town, and from thence to march through the counties of 
Galway and Clare to Limerick; but "the. report he gave moſt credit unto 
was, his going to Kilkenny, having ſeen ſummons from thence dated the 
laſt of July, to all counties to meet there by their agents the 29th of this month, 
for great and important affairs; that moſt counties were preparing to ſend two 

rſons thither, who are out of each province to chuſe eight counſellors, and to 
be joined to thoſe, a general, a lord, and a biſhop, who are to fit and manage 
the affairs of the kingdom. | kl | 

Upon the 27th, that my lord lieutenant was ſpeedily expected, Dublin caſtle 
being prepared for his reception, and the lords juſtices retired to their houſes ; 
that Sir John Hotham ſtill kept Hull againſt the king, and had lately taken a great 
ſhip loaden with arms and ammunition; that the carl of Eſſex was declared ge- 
neral for the parliament ; the lord mayor of London committed to the tower for 
publiſhing his majeſty's declaration without conſent of the parliament ; that the 
lord Lambert was eſtabliſhed governor of Dublin by the king's direction, the earl 
of Antrim ſent for and gone into England by the king's direction, and Sir John 
Dongan, an Iriſh baronet, gone alſo thither unknown to the lords juſtices. Owen 
Roe came to the borders of Weſtmeath, ſtrong in ammunition and ſome pieces 
of battery, but no quantity of arms ; that there were great threats and menaces 
uſed againſt me by the Iriſh, and moſt of all by the pale men, and that in a bar- 
barous and uncivil way ; that he truſted in God their power would never be an- 
ſwerable to their will and words; and that as he obſerved that in arrogancy and 
ſelf-conceit the pale men,exceed, ſo he found that in malice and intemperate 
language they went far beyond the reſt of the nation.

A SI am fully fatisfied for my own part of your lordſhip's real and noble 
intentions, ſo I am willing to remit the thoughts of ſtaying here any 
longer, not doubting but your lordſhip's prudent care for his majeſty's fort, will 
anſwer, if not go beyond my expectation. I have ſpoke with captain Wil- 
loughby, who hath promiſed carefully to keep all that he ſets his hand unto, and 
to obſerve that reſpect to your lordſhip's honour and greatneſs that is due, and 
how ſoon theſe your lordſhip ſends come hither, I ſhall ſee all performed on his 
part; and as he did write to your lordſhip yeſternight, two of my ſoldiers (who

The bearer had ſent his ſon Philip Lynch for ſome commodities into France, 
long before the commotion ſtirred in this kingdom, and upon his return he was 
met and ſeized upon by ſome of his majeſty's ſhips on the coaſt of Munſter; upon 
my pals, and letter to the lord preſident, Sir Henry Stradling, and others in Mun- 
ſter, himſelf was ſet at liberty, and ſo much of his goods, as he vehemently avers 
to be worth a thouſand pounds, were reſtored unto him ; the particulars whereof 
appears by the cocket ſubſcribed by the king's officer there, for ſafe conduct 
thereof he had the vice preſident's direction, and a paſs from captain Kittleby, 


then vice admiral, and being confident of captain Aſhley, who had promiſed him 
favour, he put the ſaid goods into a barge coming to captain Willoughby and 


captain Aſhley from Dublin, which ſtruck in at Kinſale, here theſe goods lay;

O UR letter of the xt of this preſent I have received, but hearing nothing 
Y ſince my diſpatch of the two gentlemen I ſent to attend upon your lord- 
ſhip, neither from them, the town, nor any other, I am in hopes there is no im- 
pediment to that hopour, reſpe&, and ſatisfaction, I earneſtly defire your lord- 
ſhip ſhould receive from all that have relation to me or my command, and that 
the proviſions are ſafely arrived. I ſhall humbly propoſe it to your lordſhip as a 
buſineſs very neceſſary, that you will be pleaſed to leave a pinnace for ſome time 
behind you, that I may give your lordſhip intelligence of what I ſhall obſerve 
after your departure; for though I know no cauſe but to hope very well, yet in 
tickliſh times there cannot be too much warineſs and circumſpection.

both your ſafeties, ſo there needs no mediation of mine with him to be reaſon- 
able and moderate, for both he and captain Aſhley, upon notice I gave them 
of theſe complaints made to your lord{hip againſt them by the town and county, 
in teſtimony of their willingneſs to abide any lawful trial, did preſent me this 
morning with the draft of this incloſed paper, which ſeeing neither of them are 
under my command, is as much as they could offer, and much more than I 
could demand, unleſs it were by way of courteſy ; but ſeeing captain Aſhley is 
now going for England, there is another to attend the fort, and guard the har- 
bour from the attempts of the rebels, who may poſſibly comply better with the 
town than captain Aſhley did, who had ſome reaſon to walk warily by his predeceſ- 
for captain Clark's example, with whom I reſolve to leave a ſmall veſſel to bring 


me intelligence how they behave themſelves ; for as they owe their ſafety to your 


lordſhip being their governor, and your noble diſpoſition hath tyed mine hands 
at this time, ſo if your lordſhip ſend me the leaſt intimation, you ſhall have 
power to command me to return, to teach them their duty to your lordſhip, and

DELIVERED to enſign Scott this day a letter, which anſwers your lord- 

ſhip's deſire in this, concerning the leaving a pinnace for mutual intelligence 
betwixt us, and for conveying, from time to time, your lordſhip's letters ſafely 
either into England, or to the ſtate at Dublin, of which I, and all that are 
under my command, ſhall be very careful, as your lordſhip's occaſions ſhall 
offer; and although I be very ſenſible of the affronts and diſreſpects done me by 
the town of Galway this very day, and heretofore, yet your lordſhip's noble fa- 
vours, and the conſideration of the caſe you are in, hath made me continue 
my reſolution to go from this place, till your lordſhip underſtand his majeſty's 
and the parliament's further pleaſure, before which time it would be their wiſ- 
dom to give your lordſhip greater reſpe& and obedience, and ſome further teſti- 
mony of their loyalty than any I have yet ſeen.

Mr Losps, 


wW I T HIN few hours after my diſpatch of the roth of the laſt month, I re- 
ceived letters from the lord Forbes, giving me notice of his lordſhip's 
arrival in the bay of Galway, with his fleet of additional forces, containing about 
roOO or 1200 men, that might conveniently be ſpared for land ſervice, and 
in a very noble and reſpective way offering me his beſt aſſiſtance, and deſiring my 
ſpeedy repair unto him. To relate the paſſages particularly would take up 
more time than is now allowed for this diſpatch, beſides that I am at this pre- 
ſent in no good ſtate of health; I held it therefore fit to ſend your lordſhips my 
lord Forbes firſt letter, and my anſwer thereunto, which ſtates aright the firſt 
grounds I went upon ; and according to my reſolution thercin expreſſed, I re- 
paired to the borders of Roſcommon, had conference with my lord preſident of 
Conaght, and ſome of the Engliſh commanders there, where after many meet- 
ings and debates it was agreed and concluded, that in regard the town and 
county ſtood under a pacification, and that though particular perſons might run 
into errors and diſorders, yet, in the general, peace and quietneſs being deſired, 
it was fit that che king's word engaged ſhould be made good unto them, without 
too curious a ſearch to be made into the breaches pretended on either fide, left 
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the ſuſpicion of breaking publick faith might turn all into deſpe tion, and the

rebels gain moſt of this county to their aſſiſtance, that hath hitherto been the 


bulwark to preſerve and defend my lord prefident, and to keep divided and broken 
the forces of Conaght, Thomond, Ormond, and the King's county ; which 


united, and your lordſhip's forces and advertiſements moving ſlowly hither, might 


draw ruin upon all in theſe parts, and bring danger and prejudice upon his ma- 
jeſty's fort. Beſides, the regiments your lordſhips ſent to the aſſiſtance of my 
lord preſident, without either pay, cloaths, or proviſion, hath put his lordſhip into 
great extremities, the ſoldiers breaking often from him and their commanders 
with a reſolution to be gone; and being in this condition, if he ſhould have ad- 
vanced with his forces hither, and neglected the guarding and carrying in of this 
preſent harveſt, himſelf and his forces muſt ſtarve this winter, and likewiſe put 
us here in the like ill ſtate. | 
Theſe motives and conſiderations being powerful, juſt, and prevalent, there 

remained ſince only to take ſome ſecure courſe for ſupply of the fort, which being 
put in charge upon me, was not without difficulty to be performed, myſelf, town 
and county, being already far ingaged without any courſe taken by your lordſhips 


for payment, beſides the frequent and freſh complaints of the ſpoils and booties 


taken from the town and country, and the diſreſpects ſhewed to myſelf, which I 
will not repeat with too much reſentment, in regard that by the prudent and 
moderate advices of my lord Forbes, to whom I am obliged to attribute much 
worth and honour, and my own conſtant and diligent endeavours to furniſh him 
in the midſt of diſcontents, I do hope he will not fail to keep a fair correſpon- 
dency for the future. I have prevailed with the country for three months pro- 
viſion of cattle ; the copy of the agreement I ſend your lordſhips herewith, and 
part is already ſent in, wherein the town contributes their ſhare as landed men 
in the county. For the proviſions to be had in the town they deſire in preſent to 
be caſed, pretending (and it may be not without cauſe) much ſcarcity by the 


long diſturbance given to their markets, the ſtopping of traffick and trade, and 
the loſs of their eſtates in the counties of Sligoe, Mayo, and Roſcommon, and 


that he may be contented with the priority of markets there, out of which he may 
be plentifully provided, having two hundred pounds I procured for him of Mr. 


Ae Bermingham, not yet diſpoſed of. What other conditions are agreed upon 


tween the fort and town, for making good and ſtrengthening the former pacifi- 
eation, is not yet come to my knowledge; my preſent want of health not per- 
mitting me to pay thoſe reſpects due to my lord Forbes, now upon his departure, 
but have ſent two gentlemen to receive his lordſhip's commands, and treat with 
the town, wherein (as I conceive) there are no great difficulties remaining. Some 
part of my lord Forbes forces made inroads into Irrconaght, that is out of pro- 
tection, and did ſpoil and do ſervice there, as much as that untoward place 
would permit. And this, my lords, is the preſent ſtate of theſe parts; and if Ican 
keep them from falling into a worſe condition, as the general diſturbance is now 
in the kingdom, until I receive new directions, will, I hope prove no ill-- 
ſervice. And for the more ſecurity in theſe dangerous times, I have made it my 
requeſt to my lord Forbes to leave a pinnace behind him, that I may give his 
lordſhip intelligence as occaſion fhall be offered. Some of my former diſpatches 
I am informed are come ſafely to your lordſhips hands, and I hope it will not 
be long before we receive ſome comfortable tydings of your proſperous proceed- 
ings in thoſe parts, and the advancement of the army this way. There remains to 
crave your lordſhips pardon for this haſty and confuſed diſpatch, and oftering 


myſelf to your lordſhips noble care and conſideration, under the title of

M UST intreat that my preſent indiſpoſition, and want of health, may obtain 

my pardon for not giving a particular account of my proceedings, ſince my 
laſt diſpatch of the 28th of June : and that in my behalf you will be pleaſed to 
preſent my excuſe to his majeſty and the parliament, together with the incloſed 
copy of my diſpatch unto the lords juſtices, which will give the beſt information 
I am now able to make of the preſent condition of theſe parts. And for your lord- 
ſhip's farther ſatisfaction, you may be pleaſed to examine the bearer enſign Beale, 
in whoſe honeſty and ability your lordſhip may repoſe confidence, having not 
only been a witneſs, but an actor in moſt of the paſſages of theſe parts, having 
loſt his blood, and being ſhot in his majeſty's ſervice. He was long my father's 
ſervant here, and invited by him over from his friends in England, and by his 
induſtry gained a good fortune, and moſt of it in the county of Mayo, which is 
now all loſt by this unhappy rebellion. I have ſo good knowledge of him, as 
that I may with confidence recommend him to your lordſhip's care and favour 
for employment in ſuch ſuccours as ſhall come hither. 

My lord, it doth much perplex me, that I am all this time left forlorn in a 
remote corner of the world, amongſt an unruly and turbulent people, without any 
aſſiſtance of my friends in England, either by force, fair means, or inſtructions, 
and left alone to find out the way in a time of much darkneſs and diſtraction. 
When I may be thought of with conveniency, I ſhall rely upon your favour to 
procure the ſending of an Engliſh regiment hither to me, and a troop of horſe, 
under ſuch officers and commanders as have relation to yourſelf, and not alto- 
gether unknown to me; with another condition, or elſe I ſhall not deſire them, 
that there may be a certain courſe taken for their due payment, otherwiſe they 
will draw danger upon us inſtead of aſſiſtance, and never be kept in any order or 
command. I will add nothing more in preſent, but to wiſh and pray for a happy 
and ſpeedy concluſion to theſe diſtempers, that I may once more enjoy the hap- 


pineſs to ſee you, and caſe my mind of the diſturbances now upon it; and I 


beſeech God to preſerve you in honour and content, to the comfort of 
Your lordſhip's moſt affectionate brother to ſerve you, 


Loughreagh, the 5th of  CLannicarps and ST, ALBANS.

INCE laſt I waited on your lordſhip, I received ſuch hard meaſure from my 
lord preſident and his men, by continual taking of my tenants cattle, corn, 
and whatever comes in their way, of which having complained unto his lordſhip 
he was not pleaſed to give me any manner of redreſs, but frivolous excuſes and 
pretences no ways ſatisfactory unto me. Whereupon I entered unto ſerious con- 
ſideration of the ſtate of things as now they ſtand, and of the diſtempers of this 
broken age, and found by purſuing the general motives, inviting the authors of 
this commotion afoot to an aſſociation for ſerving God, vindicating his facred 
majeſty's prexogatives, and maintaining the rights, liberties, and immunities of 
this oppreſſed realm, by the remonſtrances of ſome of the moſt eminent and niceſt 
fort in the ſeveral provinces of the kingdom, the ordinances and conſultations of 
the national aſſemblies of the clergy and laity, the acts of the parliament of Eng- 
land, tending to our abſolute deſtruction, their diſobedience to his majeſty, 
affronts offered to the queen, and their royal iſſue, the directions given to the

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Sept 1642, yolunteers coming from England, to give us no better quarters here than ſword 
| and fire, grounds laid by the puritans to extinguiſh the roman Religion, and to 
obliterate from the face of the earth the name of Iriſh, rendered to them moſt 
deteſtable, their cruelties ſparing no man, woman, or child, of their adverſaries, 
and utterly deſtroying thoſe who fide with themſelves, that our religion, lives, 
eſtates, and the honour of our country, are in the ballance, and like to be utterly 
ruined, unleſs we join hands together in making the cauſe good, or at leaſt con- 
ſiderable. | | 
My lord, this is the opinion of moſt part of our whole nation, and the table- 
talk of the puritan faction, which is thought through their ſtrength, wealth, 
and alliance in other kingdoms, to be of a reſolution to bring in anarchy, where- 
of his ſacred majeſty hath a reſentment, and all his dominions cannot but have a 
timely feeling, as they tender the ſafety of his ſacred perſon, and the conſervation 
of his crown.

My lord, it is noted (notwithſtanding your lordſhip's great alliance, and that you 
have the king's care) that you are traduced by the ſaid puritan faction, who gave 
no way to ſend you men or arms, miſtruſting of your ſincerity and fidelity for 
being a catholick and a true ſervitor to the king; and although the ſtate of Ireland, 
and their adherents, do ſeem to keep a good correſpondency with your lordſhip, 
yet in effect it is ſeen that the reſpects due to your place, extraction, and the re- 
markable ſervices of your predeceſſors and your own, are little regarded, if not 
wholly forgotten, whereof teſtimonies are given by them of the fort of Galway, 
reſident in your government; whoſe lives and fortunes you ſaved, not with- 
out toils, dangers, charges, and weakening of your near alliance and ſervants 
who ſhould be ready to ſacrifice themſelves for you, and after whoſe blood they 
thirſt, being but a handful of filly people eafily refiſted, if not countenanced by 
your lordſhip, who may be pleaſed to conſider, if their ſtrength be encouraged 
with thoſe new ſupplies, what they would not leave attempted ; whereas, 
not eſteeming your lordſhip's word, paſſed for a time, and eonfirmed by the ſtate, 
they prey, burn, and ſpoil your own proper territories. | 
My lord, conſidering their tyrannical cruelty towards the Iriſh and the Engliſh 
Iriſh without diſtinction, their moſt inhuman and barbarous proceedings with 
the good old earl of Weſtmeath, not regarding his protection from the ſtate, and 
withal the place wherein I live being hourly territed by the Engliſh and Iriſh, 
all which occaſions ſuch an apprehenſion in me as I expect no better quarter. 
The premiſſes, conceived by many prelates, other churchmen, private gentle- 
men and lawyers, doubtleſs to be true, the threatenings of the Engliſh to run 
over our parts, and the commands of our holy mother the church, declaring this 
inſurrection to be a lawful war, and requiring, under pain of excommunication, 
all Roman catholicks to join in confederation for the catholick cauſe, to leave off 
neutrality, and to fide no farther with the puritans, wrought ſo far upon my con- 
ſcience, that in the name of God, I do reſolve, as a member of the myſtical 
body of the commonwealth, to expoſe my life and fortune for the conſervation 
of the whole, being certain if the body ſhould periſh none of the members could 
ſubſiſt long; whereof I thought myſelf bound to give notice to your lordſhip, 
craving pardon for my boldneſs, grounded upon your accuſtomed favours extended 
towards me far beyond my deſerts, aſſuring your lordſhip I ſhall, during my life, 
ſtrive to my uttermoſt what ways my endeavours might prove ſerviceable to your

* letters of the 2d and 4d of this preſent I have received, and ſhall en- 


deavour to return you ſatisfacti on to thoſe many particulars you ſent me, 
as far as my preſent leiſure will permit. And firſt I ſhall declare for what con- 
cerns myſelf, that I do not, nor ſhall ever guide my actions, or frame my advices 
upon the factions and diſtempers either of England or Ireland; 1 e 
that can be ſubject to error or miſtake, but only expect obedience confor- 
mity to that government that hath been long eſtabliſhed by his majeſty's 
known authority, and intruſted and recommended to me by his majeſty 
when I kiſſed his hand at my departure out of England: for the not 
receiving aid or elear commands from the king, nor no ſupplies from my 
friends and alliance here, diverted by their own diviſions, they are arguments to 
work only upon either raſh or dejected ſpirits ; to me they ought to be incitements, 
anſwerable to the honour of my name and family, to act ti oſe things in the king's 
ſervice by my own power and intereſt, that others cannot compaſs, countenanced 
and aſſiſted by the ſtate. i 
For the ſpoils and affronts put upon us by the captain of the fort and his aſ- 


ſiſtants, either out of his own ill- nature, or the inſtigations of others that have 


been ruined and deſtroyed, it may be by ſome that are moſt forward to com- 
plain; God forbid that my honour and fortune, and the ſafety of this county, 
ſhould be hazarded in one ballance with his miſdemeanors, by ſeeking a repa- 
ration out of a right courſe, though I ſhall not be failing to find fit ways of pre- 
ſervation; and if indiſcretion in others do not divert me, I do not conceive any 
great difficulty to have him diſgraced and puniſhed. In preſent I look upon the 
place, and not the perſon; and if thoſe petty ſpoils be duly weighed, with the pre- 
ſent power and means I have uſed to divert the additional forces, and to procure 
their departure, it will I believe appear an act of that ſafety and importance, as 
without oftentation I may ſay you will hardly find another in the kingdom that 
could have effected the ſame, and ſhews that I am not ſo much diſreſpected by 
the Engliſh as report gives out : and if there be any in this county that will not 
acknowledge this fayour, nor be guided by my advices, and obſerve my directions, 


I doubt they will be found diſloyal to his majeſty, deſtructive to themſelves, and 


-ungrateful to me. 


For the infringing the prerogative, and the affronts put upon the perſons of 
the king and queen, it cannot but be a great grief to any well- affected ſubjeR, 
that princes of their virtue and greatneſs ſhould be any ways diſturbed; and God 
grant they be not as much diſquieted, and the prerogative incroached upon as 
far by thoſe that ſeem moſt to have it in their care and vows | I cannot find by 
any relation or circumſtances, that the king doth complain to us, or demand our 


aſſiſtance, but that it is rather feared that the proceedings here hath withdrawn 


the affections of many of his ſubjects of England, and rendered him liable to 
ſuſpicions, by the pretences and rumours ſpread in this kingdom. When our 
actions here ſhall prove to be of advantage to him, or that I ſhall receive the 
leaſt command, it ſhall be found that I have not a drop of blood that ſhall 
not be plentifully poured forth in his ſervice; and that, I preſume, is well known 
to his majeſty.

That there are puritans, and a faction of ill- affected perſons to his majeſty's 
government, that have likewiſe had in their thoughts and deſigns ſome kind of 


ſubverſion of this nation, and perſecution of this religion, may be granted; but 


God's infinite goodneſs, and the king's power and juſtice, will no doubt deliver 
us from all ſuch practices, if we do not, in ſeeking our preſervation, run

For the myſtical body of the commonwealth, and the unity expected in all the 
parts thereof; if they were the politick body according to the title they have 
always aſſumed, I believe their actions would be better guided: and I have heard 

phy ſicians ſay, that if the noble parts of the body, the brain and heart, be pre- 
ſerved ſound, the other parts of the body by accident decaying may ſoon recover

JF HAVE received ſeveral complaints of the inſolent carriage and miſdemea- 
1 nors of ſeveral ill- affected perſons of your town, and your delaying of thoſe 
things which both your duty and promiſe doth oblige you to perform for his 
majeſty's fort. I am informed that your gates continue ſhut, no traffick ad- 
mitted with you, nor no concluſion made for the obſervation of the pacification, 
nor my lord Forbes man found out and returned; to whom fince you did not 
afford any courteſy anſwerable to his quality, you might at leaſt have forborn to 
have done ſuch an apparent injury from the country. I receive many complaints 
that your young men fally forth and commit divers great ſpoils and robberies; and 
"this town doth highly complain, and it is a particular affront and injury done to

And if there; be not a ſpeedy 
amendment, this ſhall be the laſt friendly admonition I ſhall give you, which is 
now to repreſent to your ſerious conſideration, that the former and preſent 
violences and  indiſcretions of ſome turbulent ill-diſpoſed le amongſt 
having contracted much diſpleaſure and ill - will 3 you both 
here and in England, if you ſhall enforce me by perſiſting in your ill car-

I forgot to call for 
an account of you, as I now do, how it can be juſtified by you, that two of 
the fort ſoldiers, being but gathering of herbs in ſome of the gardens near the 
town, ſhould be ſet upon by fix of the town and wounded in ſeveral places, -and 
their ſwords taken from them, which are yet detained ; that the fame night forty 
hides were taken out of the tan-pits under the fort; and I have yet no anſwer | 
nor ſatisfaction concerning Mr. Brereton, or his goods taken by the townſmen in 
the king's highway; and I yet patiently expect juſtice to be done for that dweller 

of this town that was there killed by them. I was wont often to blame captain 

Willoughby for his forwardneſs to offend, and now I find him pliable to reaſon 

and my commands, and you keep off. And it might become you to remember the 

great pains and trouble you have put upon me in the repreſenting your grievances 
and complaints unto the ſtate, and the hazard and danger you draw upon your- 
ſelves, and upon me, inſtead of reparation, by running thcie contrary courſes. It 
is an ill ſeaſon, if you weigh it rightly, to ſet town and country in combuſtion, 
which is the chief work of ſome there to accompliſh. I expect with expedition 
that your great gate be ſet open, and free traffick admitted to all, and your 
anſwer to the particulars aforeſaid, And believe it, Mr. mayor, let the young 
ſpirits amongſt you entertain what fancies they pleaſe, the king's governor will 
find ſtrength to have obedience paid him, and the earl of Clanricarde will be 
able to make his party good againſt any oppoſition in this county. Theſe timely 
admonitions come from him that hath conſtantly laboured your good deſires,

About this time I received letters out of the fort from captain Hall, ſent 
thither in May laſt by my lord lieutenant with one hundred men to aſſiſt captain 
Willoughby ; in which he doth very heavily complain of him, for taking all the 
benefit of the preys and booties to himſelf, without giving him or his company 
any relief or ſatisfaction; and that he having ſolicited the lord Forbes for a pro- 
portion of tobacco that came in there, there was ſo much granted amongft them 
as the profit would come to four hundred pounds ; but captain Willoughby let 

him have none of it, nor to meddle or have any ſhare in trading with the ſhips, 
having made away great ſtore of hides, tallow, and ſheep ſkins, without acquaint- 
ing him therewith ; that he was not bound to ſerve the ſtate for meat and drink ; 
that he was loth there ſhould be mutiny, but this was the next way to ſet it 
forward. He did therefore beſeech me to conſider the ſtate he ſtood in, and that 
if I did not aſſiſt him, there would be no living there this winter,

IAM heartily ſorry to hear there ſhould be the leaſt occafion of jealouſy or 
coldneſs between captain Willoughby and you, or any that are for his aſſiſ- 
tance in his majeſty's fort. I could wiſh that the common danger might unite 
and faſten our affections together, notwithſtanding any ſmall vccafion of dif- 
ference that may offer itſelf; and it is not to be doubted but the leaft mutiny 
there may produce great danger and prejudice upon his majeſty's ſervice, and 
much rejoice and encourage ſuch as are ill-affe&ted to that place.

Received not your letters of the roth until yeſterday, being the x 3th of this 
month, which made me omit ſome particulars therein expreſs d in my letters 


to the town of Galway, which I will now ſupply. 
I muſt confeſs I receive fair promiſes hourly from the town, but their perfor- 
mance in their actions ſeems to me to come {lowly from them, and experience 


ſhould teach me to conceive of men by the rule of their actions, rather than of 


their oaths and promiſes in this age; and, Sir, in regard you are ſtill nearer, and 
can beſt judge of their proceedings, I wiſh you may give them no advantage by 
any compliance with me, which may lay prejudice on yourſelf, or your charge, 
or any reſiding there; and it ſhall be my conſtant work to add what ſtrength 
and aſſiſtance I can unto you, and not in any degree upon any pretence to weaken 
you. It is true many have entered into ſuch oaths of affociation, that one by 
offending of one man draweth many unknown enemies upon himſelf; and I ſhould 


much fear if any open breach appear there, it will make your ſupply hence 


impoſſible, which otherwiſe I ſhall not deſpair ſhall be ſent ſhortly unto you. 
They complain from the town that you are making of new works to annoy 
them, and they pretend great fears and dangers from you, and the ſhip now in 
that harbour, and make great proteſtations that the lord Forbes' man is not in 
the town, wherein, I muſt deal truly, they give me no ſatisfaction. I ſhall now 
preſs them with particulars, wherein, I conceive, they infringe the pacification;

DEW 
I underſtand that one Mr. Parr hath lately brought into that harbour a ſhip 
laden with tobacco of a great burden, the cuſtoms whereof will be worth to his 
majeſty, according to the allowance made by the laſt parliament, at leaſt fifteen 
hundred pounds. That one Mr. Tucker, and others, export great ſtore of the 
native commodities of this country, whereof ſome are prohibited without paying 
his majeſty's due cuſtoms and impoſts for the ſame, which, as I conceive, is not 
fit for me or you to ſuffer, his majeſty receiving ſo great prejudice thereby, As I 
ſhall be glad to give encouragement to the Engliſh to traffick hither, and en- 
deavour to keep the ways open, whereby the country may have commerce with 
them, that we may not be ſo much beholden to the town of Galway; ſo I muſt, 
according to the duty of my place, endeavour to preſerve his majeſty's right, 
and due perquiſites, by his cuſtoms, impoſts, and other dues, out of all exported 
and imported commodities ; and therefore I entreat you to call upon and blame 
Mr. Radcliffe, Mr. Turnor, and the reſt, for not _ active herein, and to give 
them your aſſiſtance ; and if any warrant or help of mine be requiſite, I ſhall 
both cheerfully and ſpeedily ſend it; and theſe perquiſites being preſerved there- 
out, out of them you may make your own ſupply with advantage to his majeſty's 
ſervice, and the reſidue may be accounted for to his majeſty.

I find 
by your letters, and partly by my own obſervation, the late carriages of the town 
of Galway to be ſuch towards the fort and me, that I hold myſelf no way en- 
gaged to intercede for any member thereof, tho' in a more juſt cauſe than I con- 
ceive this to be of theſe merchants, until I ſhall find better conformity from them

My Lox, 


I HAVE received a letter bearing date the 1 5th of this preſent, ſigned by your 
1 lordſhip and divers other perſons of quality, both of the clergy and laity, declar + 
ing the dangers of the kingdom, the reſolution of raifing conſiderable forces, and 
the deſire of my concurrence therein, to ſerve God, the king, and country in a 
right way. I aſſure your lordſhip thoſe three particulars I have made the con- 
ſtant object of my thoughts, for to guide my actions to thoſe ends, with moſt cer- 
tainty in this time of diſtraction, and general diſtemper; and as a moſt ſecure and 
undoubted way, I have proceeded to the beſt of my power to preſerve this county 
in a due obedience, and fit conformity to thoſe known and long ſettled rules of 
government, eftabliſhed by his majeſty's own authority, as the only means to pre- 
ſerve me from error. Until I receive ſome farther fignification of his majeſty's 
royal pleaſure, it can neither be ſafe or honourable for me to make trial of any 
new ways of ſervice, without ſpecial warrant ; being the only catholick intruſted 
with ſuch a command, any falling off, or breach of truſt, would be a great 
blemiſh both upon religion and the honour of the nation, and lay a guilt and 
diſturbance upon my conſcience. Yet, my lord, I have had ſuch a feeling and 
apprehenſion of the common calamity of this kingdom, as that I have endea- 


voured (and not without hazard) ſuch remedies as will hereafter manifeſt my 


affedion to my native country, and will, I hope, appear to their advantage and 

mine, and I am ſure be ever free from any unworthy or ignorant act. But as I 
was, and am fill ignorant of the firſt deſigns and reſolutions taken in other parts, 
and the proceedings thereupon ; ſo I cannot yet take upon me to judge of the 
intentions, motives, and inducements that dire& the t ſtate of affairs. It is 
my deſire to labour to give the beft account I may of this government unto his 
majeſty, without adhering to any paſſion or diſtemper in either kingdom ; and as 
I doubt not to be ſtill able to preſerve myſelf, and uphold his majeſty's authority, 
ſo if there be no oppoſition given to diſtruſt my fair and moderate proceedings,

A FTER our very hearty commendations to your lordſhip, we have lately 


received ſeveral advertiſements that the town of Galway have in ſundry 
articulars broken on their parts the articles of pacification, and committed acts 
of hoſtility againſt his majeſty's fort; and that the arms of the ſoldiers of the 
fort which were taken from them when the Engliſh of Galway were diſarmed, 
are not yet returned. And we find by ſeveral advertiſements from ſeveral 
of the kingdom, that from Galway the rebels in very many places have been 
ſupplied with powder in great quantities ſince the pacification; we are adver- 
tiſed alſo, that the new fortifications or bulwarks in the town towards the fort, 
ſtand as yet undemoliſhed. 

It ſeems alſo that the ordnance taken out of Clarke's ſhip were not put into 
the fort, nor yet the powder which was in the town at the pacification, nor the 
arms or ammunition brought in by Francis Darcy, ſome two or three days before 
the pacification, which your lordſhip may remember we did by our letters of the 
13th of June recommend to your lordſhip to be given into the fort, if you 
could. We are informed that the town do change every fortnight the hoſtages 
they gave in, and till the latter perſons are leſs conſiderable than the former: 
that. courſe of changing th hoſtages we find not to have been ſo agreed at the 
pacification ; and therefore we pray and require your lordſhip to endeavour to 
get into your hands the firſt hoſtages given in, and to cauſe them to be kept 
ſafely in your lordſhip's cuſtody, if you think not fit to put them into the fort, 
where, by our former letters of the x 3th of June, we ſignified to your lordſhip 
that they would have been more ſafe, and your lordſhip leſs anſwerable for their 
forthcoming than otherwiſe. | 
And now that matters ſo ſtand between the town and fort, we expect the 
continuance of your lordſhip's good endeavours for aſſiſting the fort, to your 
power, in all things conducing to their preſervation againſt the town, and par- 
ticularly to command that the fort may have freſh victuals; and that your lord- 
ſhip would alſo command that captain Aſhley with the ſhip under his command, 
now lying at Galway, may be victualled, fo as to enable his ſtay there with that 
ſhip, until another ſhip be ſent to lye there; we have already written to captain 
Kettleby, to haſten another ſhip thither. 3 

We are advertiſed that Francis Darcy, who dwells in France, and brought in 
arms and ammunition into the town of Galway but three days before the paci- 
fication, was lately apprehended by captain Willoughby, and that he craves the 
benefit of a protection granted to him by your lordſhip but three days before he 
was apprehended ; and we conceive his caſe to be different from the townſmen, 
he being, though a native there, yet a reſident in France, and came it ſeems 
purpoſely from thence into this kingdom to furniſh rebels with arms and ammu- 
nition; yet in our tenderneſs of your lordſhip's honour, we are pleaſed to leave 
it to your lord hip to releaſe him if you think fit, yet ſo as your lordſhip do 
otherwiſe ſecure him, in ſuch fort as your lordſhip ſhall adjudge moſt conve-

A FT ER our very hearty commendations to your lordſhip, your letters of 
the roth of this month, advertiſing us of the arrival of the lord Forbes 
with twelve fail of ſhips, and two thouſand landmen, within the bay of Gal- 
way, came not unto our hands until the 22d of this month. Upon conſideration 
whereof at this board, we have thought fit to ſignify to your lordſhip, that the 
lord Forbes hath no commiſſion or inſtructions from us for his proceedings, nor 
do we know what his commiſſion or intentions are, only we have heard that 
he is employed by his majz*% and the parliament of England, with additional 
forces for the proſecution of the rebels, their relievers and abettors ; and there- 
fore in this caſe, wherein we are altogether ſtrangers, having not received any 
directions therein out of England, we judge not fit to interpoſe, leſt we might 
do any thing that might thwart the reſolutions and purpoſes on the other ſide. 
However, we conceive the lord Forbes will impart his authority to your lord- 
ſhip, wherein we are aſſured your lordſhip will comply with him, and further 
him with your beſt aſſiſtance and. concurrence in thoſe things which conduce to 
the honour and ſervice of his majeſty, and the ſafety of the kingdom, as we uſually 
do in all caſes where we find any directions iſſued from his majeſty hither, tho 
therein we be not conſulted with, wherein our furtherance and aſſiſtance is neceſ- 
ſary; and we no way doubt but a perſon ſo eminently truſted, as it ſeems the lord 
Forbes is, will ſo order his proceedings in the ſervices intruſted with him, as not 
only to preſerve from prejudice your lordſhip's perſon and family, and thoſe who 
ſhewed themſelves faithful ſubjects to his majeſty in joining with you towards 
ſuppreſling the rebels, and have not had any hand in the counſels or actions of 
the rebels, but alſo to further and ſtrengthen you to his power in all things con- 
cerning the publick ſervice, wherein he may be able to render you any aſſiſtance.

Preſume before now your lordſhip hath received an account of the ſurpriſal of a 
bark in the harbour of Galway, by the pinnace left by your lordſhip there for a 
ſafeguard and aſſiſtance of his majeſty's fort; I hear of ſome diſputes between 
captain Willoughby, and thoſe intruſted by your lordſhip, how to diſpoſe" of the 
commodities ſhe carried, moſt whereof, of any conſiderable —_— and value that 
I can hear of, being muſkets, powder, iron, and ſome cloth ; if the navy under 
your lordſhip's command may not have occaſion to make uſe of ſome of thoſe 
things, I ſhould offer it unto your lordſhip as my opinion and advice, that I hold 
it fit that the ſame be laid up in his majeſty's fort; and that thence ſo much 
thereof as your lordſhip ſhall direct, be ſold unto ſuch of the country, as captain 
Willoughby and myſelf (who beſt know thoſe well- affected) ſhall think fit to 
be furniſhed with ware of that nature. I ſhall defire ſome ſtore of arms and am- 
munition for my own uſe, there being many Engliſh, and others well-diſpoſed in 
this town, that are deſtitute of arms, and ſo likewiſe in my town of Portumna, 
and it will be neceſſary to have them ſpeedily furniſhed for their defence, I 
hearing of many threats from ſeveral parts of this kingdom; and I do particularly 
deſire to have ſome of the largeſt ſort of muſkets; or curriers, for the ſafety of my 
two houſes, eſpecially they will be moſt uſeful to one of them that lies upon 
the river of the Shannon. If the town of Galway will not admit free commerce 
with the fort, and others (as I hear yet through fears and jealouſies between cap- 
tain Willoughby and them they do not) ſuch of thoſe commodities as ſhall be 
thought fit to be ſold will yield good rates here, and the fort that way may be 
plentifully ſupplied with proviſion for money, or ware. I ſhall leave it to your 
lordſhip's able judgment, | beſt verſed in maritime affairs, whether myſelf may 
not pretend to a ſhare in that prize, being chaſed into my government, and 
boarded, ſhe being on ground upon my land, between the low-water and high- 
water mark; and I aſſure your lordſhip I ſhould: make no other uſe of my in- 
tereſt therein, any further than truly to enable me faithfully to ſerve his majeſty, 
and to defend this country intruſted to my charge. I have ſome hopes that the 
town of Galway will be drawn to better correſpondence with the fort, through 
the diſcreet government of their new mayor, ho takes his place on Thurſda 
next, than hitherto they have held. I ſhall not now trouble your lordſhip with 
| a repetition of the many particular paſſages between town and fort, ſince your 
lordſhip's departure out of the harbour of Galway, not doubting. but captain 
Willoughby hath at large given your lordſhip an account thereof. I have uſed 
my uttermoſt endeavours to get your man out of the town, but cannot prevail

SIR, 


AM ſorry to underſtand by your laſt letter that your harveſt is either de- 
ſtroyed, or carried away by your enemies, which muſt of neceſſity put you 
to diſtreſs, if God be not pleaſed to ſupply you ſome other way. I know not 
what comfort the lord preſident hath given you by his letter, which I hear is 
lately come unto your hands ; but, on the receipt of yours, I again acquainted 
his lordſhip with your diſtreſs, and deſired his lordſhip's ſpeedy care and ſupply 
of you: I have done the like to captain Willoughby, in regard to the lord 
Forbes men, who lately ſurprized a bark in the harbour of Galway of good 
value, whereby, it they pleaſe, money may be raiſed to ſupply and relieve the 
Engliſh that are in want. I ſhould be ſorry you ſhould be neceſſitated to de- 
ſert his majeſty's fort, and doubt not but for his majeſty's ſervice, and your 
own reputation, you will maintain it ſo long as there is hope or poſſibility of 
relief left unto you. If you pleaſe rightly to obſerve my condition, you will 
find it little better than your own. ' I have received no manner of ſupply, either 
in men, money, arms, or ammunition, from the ſtate ſince theſe diſtempers, nor 
out of England, though I often and earneſtly ſollicited for it to both, only di- 
rection to make my company one hundred; ſince which time I received not a 
penny to maintain them, nor any maintenance for my old company for theſe 
two years. I came hither clogged with great debts in the beginning of this 
commotion, and ever ſince have been at diſtance with the town of Galway, 


whence all the money is to be procured for ſale or mortgages of land; the te- 


nants are ſo impoveriſhed with taxes and contributions, and all commerce is ſo 


| Interrupted, that I can get no rents, inſomuch, to deal truly with you, that 


I know not well how to ſupport my own weighty charge this winter, I 
ſay nothing of the daily menaces and threats ſent unto me from all the Iriſh 


forces in all parts, foretelling and projecting the deſtruction of my family, and 


thoſe of the country that ſtick unto me, as the only enemies and oppreſſors of 
his majeſty's ſervice, and the common good of the country. 

I affure you (though my endeavours ſhall not be wanting to you) yet I know 
not for the preſent how to promiſe any convoy for your ſafe journey to Athlone, 
the nature of men, and their conditions, are ſo much altered; and, if you were, 
I fear you would meet but with little comfort, and find the lord preſident in great 
and hourly diſtraction, he being troubled with an unruly army, that want both 
money, meat, and cloaths, and all neceſſaries, and that indeed have nothing 
but what they fight for ; they being ſent to him in this condition, many of them 


are dead, and ſome have been killed, and the reſt make that place to be needy, 


and thereby they become cumberſome to him, and all that reſide there. I hope 


God in his good time will provide better for us, which, in-all probability, had 


been before now, but for the great troubles in England, which God of his great

The miſcarriages of the town of Galway are moſt of them expreſſed in my 
letters to the mayor and captain Willoughby; and though they charged him 
with many things, yet I cannot accuſe him of any thing, but the not making 
reſtitutions which he undertook ; the burning, ſpoiling, and preying of Richard 
Lynch, who had been a conſtant friend to the fort, and his works towards the 
town upon their liberties, as they alledged, which, I conceive, was done more 
upon deſign to vex and diſturb them, to keep them from agreement, than any 
other advantage he could gain by it. 

The chief occaſions of the diſorders of the town, I conceive proceed, firſt, from 
the liberties they had given to the young men and inferior fort, who would not 
be governed by the magiſtrates ; and, I believe, ſome of themſelves were glad of 
that excule : then, the importunity of the clergy, both of their own, and ſtrangers 
that reſorted to them, with many falſe ſtories of great victories obtained by the 
Irith in ſeveral r. perſuading them it was for the king's ſervice to reſiſt the 
fort, who was for the parliament, the manner of ſubmiſſion required by the 
lord Forbes being a ground for that belief ; the failing of their trade and 
traffick abroad, and my want of power to procure them redreſs for the goods 
taken by captain Aſhley, which came with paſſes and recommendations out of 
Munſter, from the vice preſident, and vice admiral, and ſeized upon within my 
government, without any colourable pretence ; and the taking of the late prize 
did very much diſturb both them and the country, who had ſome of them, and 
by my encouragement, laid out money for ſome arms, and expected to be ſupplied

in a time, as I conceived, of much difficulty and danger. The lord Forbes proceed- 
ings here, and departure from hence, I have already informed by my diſpatches 
of the 5th of September, ſent in a pinnace of the lord Forbes at his earneſt 
requeſt, by which your lordſhip may well imagine my expreſſions were favour- 
able as they had relation to him. I am confidently informed that my public diſ- 
patches of the 27th of June, 12th and 27th of July, together with my private 
letters to your lordſhip, were ſafely delivered, and I cannot but much wonder to 
receive no manner of return, they importing ſome things of conſequence ; and the 
ſeveral expreſſions of your lordſhip's former favours and reſpects to me, made me 
rely with confidence, that your lordſhip would not ſlightly paſs by that which ſo 
much concerned my own particular, of which I will not now trouble your lord- 
ſhip with repetitions, ſince I can ſay nothing more effectually than I have al- 
ready delivered. There are no conſiderable alterations here ſince my laſt diſpatch, 
but the taking a rich prize in the harbour of Galway, by a pinnace of the lord 
Forbes, valued at five thouſand pounds.

Received yours of the 28th of June, and ſince that none is come to hand: 
1 from your lordſhip, ſave one to the lords juſtices dated the 4th of Junc, 
touching Thomas Webb; one directed to the lords juſtices dated the 1oth of 
this month concerning the lord Forbes, and one directed to myſelf concerning 
the biſhop of Killalla, no other letters mentioned in that letter dated the roth 
of this month being come to our hands. Touching that lord's coming to Galway, 
I cannot marvel that it ſomewhat diſquiets your lordſhip, becauſe it ſeems to 
threaten ſomething that may work contrary to the courſe that your lordfhip in- 
tended and purſued for ſettling matters there ; it is as new to us as it was to your 
lordſhip, we having not had the leaſt mention of him out of England, nor other 
than a rumour out of Munſter, that he was on that coaſt ; therefore, from hence 
your lordſhip can expect no poſitive direction; but you that have judiciouſly 
carried yourſelf in all theſe ſcrupulous times, will, I doubt not, by the divine 
providence, be guided to carry yourſelf wiſely, ſpecially to avoid oppoſition to 
what you ſee good commiſſion for, and without ſuch, I preſume the gentleman 
(fo truſted) to be fo well adviſed, as he will not attempt any thing to your diſ- 


pleaſure and to the diſturbance of the proviſional way you were in, till his ma- 


jeſty's pleaſure be further underſtood, ſpecially if the town of Galway have ſtood 
faſt to the pacification made, whereof reports go very doubtfully. 

However, I hope your lordſhip will have the happineſs to preſerve yourſelf 
innocent, as well towards his majeſty's commands, as towards that people. 
Touching the ſafety of your own perſon and family, I aſſure myſelf your friends 
in England, whoſe cognizance no part of this employment could eſcape, have 
been ſo mindful of you as not to ſuffer him to come without ſufficient caution 
concerning you, and the authority you have under the king, ſpecially conſider- 
ing what we have written of your integrity and clear deportment in all things 
tending to the king's ſervice. 

In your letter to me of the 28th of June, which came lately to my hands, 
your modeſt and grave diſcovery of your inward thoughts touching matters of 
accommodation, declares you a confiderate and benevolent- man ; I would to 
God your kinſmen and friends bred in Ireland, were as real lovers of their coun- 


. try as you are, and as they ſeem to pretend, then would they not have plunged you 


into a care of their pretended grievances by ſuch an injudicious incifion as they 
have done, but certainly they have been long led by a ſpirit of blindneſs. As to 
the government of England, which doubtleſs is the beſt that any people in the

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chriſtian world have, and under which they lately begun to be ſo happy as Od. 1642. 
moſt viſibly. they were. Your lordſhip faith right that the rage of war many © 


times faſtens as well upon ſtanders by, as upon malicious actors, and a fit time 
of diſtinguiſhment might perhaps have offered itſelf by a courſe of mitiga- 
tion in theſe incenſed times. Yet one thing in your letter a littleamazeth me, 
where you ſay that ſome ſervitors, and ſome protected perſons, have fallen under 
puniſhments, as well as others truly criminous. I will not take upon me to purge 
all the hands we are driven to ſet on work in this unhappy buſineſs ; I could per- 
haps gueſs at your particulars, and I doubt the information come to you. is better 
coloured than their caſe will bear in all circumſtances; one thing I will confi- 
dently ſay, that no ſuch thing hath been done by our direction, nor any direc- 
tion for puniſhment paſſed fr om us without meet caution towar ds ſuch men.

Touching your motion for your remove into England, I muſt confeſs it a hard 
queſtion as you propounded it in all the parts thereof. On the one fide you are 
entered into an obligation to the king to ſerve him in good part of his government 
here, eſpecially in a time when it hath need of the beſt ſeaſoned perſons to act 
in it; on the other fide you peril your health in the ſudden change of action 
far different from your breeding; you exhauſt your eſtate without, competency 
of means to get allowance to ſupport you, or eminence in command to advance 
your honour ; and laſtly, you adventure the hatred, or at leaſt jealouſy of ſuch 
as pretend to confide in you. Thus it is true, you ſtand invironed with difficul- 
ties, and with all my heart I wiſh you a happy evaſion, I cannot fay it is fate 
for you without privity of our great maſter to abandon your ſtation, except 
great neceſſity urge it; and I am ſorry to ſay that ſome ſlackneſs from beyond,

Your abode in England (as things ſtand) may be as uncomfortable as in this 
kingdom, conſidering you are not hated by your countrymen, nor mifbelieyed 
by the ſtate ; and therefore, if the ſtate of your body may permit it, I ſhall ad- 
viſe you to pauſe upon it; yet if neceſlity preſs you, I with you as much ſpeed as 
you may to procure licence from the king, and then I ſhall wiſh you good ſpeed 
and God's bleſſing, and eſpecially a good choice of one to govern in your abſence. 

It you do go you muſt lay for ſhipping there, or out of Munſter, we ſhall 
not be able to furniſh you from hence ; we have ſuch continual uſe of the two 
pinnaces we have here in theſe buſy times, as well for defence as conveying our 
proviſions.

Worthy Couſin, 


Received your letter in the midſt of many troubles, ſome diſpatches that re- 
uired expedition, have occaſioned the delay of my anſwer longer than 


I intended, which I hope you will excuſe, and reſt aſſured that it gave me 


much comfort in this ſtrange time of diſorder and confuſion, to find your conſtant 
affection and reſpects to me, which I am confident, by God's favour, I ſhall be

I hear 
none refuſe the ſupply agreed for; the money is moſt collected, and yet nothing 
brought in; this is the laſt day, and if they fail I will immediately ſet ſoldiers

I have a chief comfort tome in this world, though all forſake me, that my gracious 
ſovereign and royal maſter doth approve of my rules of government here in their 
boiſterous times, and that he commands my perſeverance therein, and that he 
hath ſent me a licence to come unto him when I find cauſe, and that he requires 
me to ſend back my ſervant unto him with a true repreſentation of the ſtate of 
things here, that accordingly he may (notwithſtanding his many important diſ- 
tractions) provide for me, which I intend to do by the end of this week ; and I ſhall 
be glad I may with truth return this county in ſuch a poſture of loyalty and obe- 
dience, that may be pleaſing to his majeſty. I am ſorry that your want of power 
in that barony, and of ſome of my friends in other baronies, appears only in not 
ſending theſe ſmall proviſions for which my honour and your own credits are 
deeply engaged. Let me aflure you once for all, I will have it levied, though I 
venture my own perſon and a diſturbance in the country in doing thereof, which 
I deſire by your care I may not be expoſed to act in that barony, where other 
great levies are made (it may be leſs preſervative) without muttering or reluctation; 
the baronies of Killtartan and Dunkellin, where my friends are now careful of my 
honour and nt, have already ſent hither their proviſion, and the neigh- 
bouring parts have promiſed them this day; I thought ſome in theſe lower parts 
would not be outgone by any in their expreſſions of reſpe to me. I ſhall with 
patience expect your time on Wedneſday, and not forget the backwardneſs of the 
collectors in that and other parts in doing their duty; for the pretenges invented 
to colour the ſtay of theſe proviſions, they are grounded upon untruths, and 1 
could wiſh other proceedings were not built on that weak foundation. To my 
knowledge ſince the lord Forbes being there, Captain Willoughby hath endured 
much wrong and many affronts, two of his men at leaſt have been killed by the 
town forces, his prey hath been taken, the gates of the town kept ſhut, and free 
commerce denied unto him; notwithſtanding he hath not ſhot one ſmall or 
great ſhot, and he hath offered to ſign to ſuch propoſitions for the ſafety of the 
town, and accommodation of all matters, as the ableſt among them could draw. 
Youwill find that notwithſtanding what he and I can do, the lord Forbes will carry 
away that prize as being taken by his ſhip and men, and I know no power in this 
kingdom doth acknowledge to controul the lord Forbes his actions.

Propoſitions from the mayor of Galway, the 8th of October, received the 10th, 
| ſent by Sir Richard Blake, and Mr. P. Darcy, and the cauſes why the Eaſt gate 


was not opened. | 


IRST, that the fort obſerves not the articles of the pacification ſince the 
making of it, no not ſince my lord's laſt being at Terrellan, for ſince that 
time ſome priſoners taken contrary to the pacification have been executed, and 
ſome threatened to be executed aboard of the ſhips kept by captain Willoughby 
in the harbour for his aſſiſtance, namely, William Lynch executed, and Geoffry 
Lynch threatened to be executed. 

For that ſince my lord's laſt being at Terrellan, ſome of the ſaid ſhips enter- 
tained by captain Willoughby, and manned at leaſt in part by his men, have 


burned and ſpoiled the iſles of Aron belonging to a freeman of this town, by 


name Sir Robuck Lynch, who never offended them; the ſaid iſlands being 
under the juriſdiction of the admiralty of this town, whereby Sir Robuck Lynch 
loſt the mean profit of the ſaid iſlands for this year, which would amount to four 
hundred pounds ſterling ; they likewiſe burned within this bay, the houſes, goods, 
_ corn of Sir Richard Lynch, freeman of this town, who alſo deſerved well 
of them, 

One of the ſhips kept by the captain in the faid harbour, ſeized upon a bark 


belonging to the merchants of this town of very great value, loaden with armour 


and ammunition for the neceſſary defence of this town, and with other com- 
modities of very great value; that the ſaid man of war was manned with forty of 
captain Willoughby's ſoldiers, and the goods in the whole, or in part, received 
into the fort. That by the laws of the land and nature, arms and ammunition are 
allowed to men for their own neceſſary defence. That by the ancient laws of 
this town, every freeman is tied to have arms and ammunition in his houſe for 


himſelf and his ſervants ; that by his lordſhip's inſtructions left here at his laſt being 


in this town, arms and ammunition were landed at the key of this town ; that 


by the articles of the pacification, our trade and traffick ſhould be free. That if 


the lords juſtices and council's directions to interdi& the landing of arms and am- 


munition be ſtood upon, the ſame by law cannot forfeit a free-born ſubject's 
goods, nor extend to any other commodity, whereof there was a plentiful ſtore 
in that veſſel taken. That reparation was ſought for and denied; for it is all one 
whether captain Willioughby obſerves the pacification or no, when he publickly 
entertains and countenances all actors in theſe depredations, and receives the 
goods unlawfully, and contrary to the pacification, taken from us, and refuſes to 
make any reparation for the ſame. , | 

That ſome market-men coming to this town were lately robbed by the ſoldiers 
of the fort, and no reparation made, though defired. 

That by our charter, no goods, wares, or merchandize can be expoſed to ſale 
within the franchiſes and liberties of this town, but by freemen of the ſame ; that 
nevertheleſs the fort is made a market for foreign commodities, as well thoſe vio- 
lently and unlawfully taken from us, as others, whereby our privileges are in- 
vaded upon, contrary to law and the pacification ; that by law goods foreign 


bought and foreign fold are forfeited to this corporation; that therefore his 
lordſhip being moved that he may not take it ill, if we ſhall ſeize upon any ſuch 
commodities ſo bought as we can meet withal, and his lordſhip may be pleaſed 
to do us right upon the petitions which we ſhall exhibit unto him againſt thoſe

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ſhip that if there be no buyers theſe ſpoils will be the leſs committed. DE” 
That the lord Forbes, and his ſquadron of ſhips, are known to be employed by

That to expreſs our obedience to his lordſhip, poſtponing all former injuries 
and conſiderations aforeſaid, the Eaſt gate ſhall be opened, and free trafhck al- 
lowed into it upon the conditions following : Firſt, that the captain of the fort 
and all others reſident therein, ſhall take an oath to be true and faithful to our 


ſovereign lord the king, and that they ſhall admit none to the ſaid fort, nor 


under the protection of it within the reach of their cannon, that adhere unto the 
parliament of England, in oppoſition to the king; and that they ſhall not infeſt 
this town, or any member thereof, by ſea or land: Secondly, that they ſhall reſtore 
all our priſoners taken ſince the pacification : Thirdly, that they ſhall reſtore all 
the chattles or other goods taken by them from the laſt pacification, and the 
faid ſhip, and all the goods taken in it in ſpecie, or the value of them, forthwith 
in money or other commodities. | | | 


You ſhall likewiſe offer unto his lordſhip's conſideration, 'that until theſe dif- 


| ferences be accommodated, it is not fit for us to diſmiſs the foot company which 


we have for the defence of that one burial place left us unprofaned ; the other, 
for want of ſuch a guard, ſurprized contrary to the pacification, polluted, thrown 
down, and therein the graves of our anceſtors barbarouſly digged up, and their 
bones burned ; that nevertheleſs receiving the ſecurity and ſatisfaction aforeſaid, 
not to ſtand in the dangers which we ſhall expect from thoſe that ſhall take 
offence at the cementing of the breaches between town and fort, the company 
here in pay ſhall be diſmiſſed, though the magiſtrate ſhall want their help in keep-

\ , "OUR letters of the 8th 1 received yeſterday, and towards the vetting a 


paper of propoſitions from you, delivered me by Sir Richard Blake and 


Mr. Patrick Darcy, which did no ways anſwer my expectation after ſuch a delay 


on your parts, and long patience on mine; and, in many reſpects, I hold it not 
10 55 N B b b b convenient 
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convenient to give a particular anſwer thereto, which, by what I can perceive, 
would but raiſe endleſs diſputes, and draw to no concluſion. By the paſſages 1 
have obſerved between you and the fort, I believe captain Willoughby would 
rely, that for what paſſed before my laſt being at Terrellan; the complaints 
on both ſides are ſent up to the ſtate at Dublin, to be there determined; to 
which I may add, that, if it be not diverted by later accidents, I have reaſon 
to expect good ſatisfaction on your behalfs, having not been ſparing to expreſs 
my ſenſe, and diſtate to thoſe proceedings. For what hath paſſed fince, it will 
be objected to proceed from your own negle& and obſtinacy that your ſhip hath 
been made a prize, trade and commerce kept in the fort, and the executions of 
ſome of your townſmen, if any have been; and that what elſe may be complained 
of ſince the lord Forbes departure, was occaſioned by your want of civility to his 
lordſhip at his departure, your conſtant detaining of his man, notwithſtanding 
his importunity and mine; your not ſettling of the pacification, by not ſend- 
ing thoſe articles of confirmation, drawn by yourſelves, to captain Willoughby to 
perfect, which, under his hand, he is ingaged to perform; by your not opening 
of your gates, and not allowing trade and commerce; and by your frequent acts 
of hoſtility againſt him, and the paſſengers between the fort and country, which 
hath coſt ſome lives; and ſome other proceedings, not well to be juſtified, and, 


I conceive, he will farther declare and undertake ; and hath fo offered, that 


neither himſelf, nor ſhips aſſiſting him, ſhall give either town or country any 
diſturbance. To which I will likewiſe add, that though ſome votes of parlia- 
ment have expreſſed a diſlike to the pacification, yet I cannot find by any in- 
telligence of mine, that thoſe votes have paſſed both houſes, or received the king's 
conſent ; but, on the contrary, do rather believe, that now they are more parti- 
cularly informed of the neceflary circumſtances belonging to that ſervice, they are 
well ſatisfied with the proceedings therein ; and your obſervance of the pacifica- 
tion would certainly be your beſt ſecurity. Hs 

Having thus far expreſſed what I conceive may be objefted againſt you, or 
like to be offered to you, I ſhall now freely and clearly declare my own thoughts, 
in diſcharge of my duty to his majeſty, my natural affection to my country, and 
the preſervation ol myſelf, honour and family.

pleaſure, diverted the courſe of your majeſty's favours towards me, which, in 
my own thoughts, gave me very high ſatisfaction, and requires my humble ac- 
knowledgments ; and if your majeſty had reſerved the reducing of this kingdom | 
to your own power and management, I do confidently preſume, that as you | 
have honoured me with this government, ſo your majeſty would have long fince =

to eaſe my infinite charge, which hath already conſumed both my fortune and 
credit. 

1 have written to my lord of Falkland, and ſent him ſeveral papers that will 
give ſome account of my proceedings fince my laſt diſpatch, and the motives 
that guided me to the courſes I have taken, being left to myſelf; without either 
ſtrength or intelligence; and there I hope faith and duty will appear, though ac- 
companied with error and diſability. Thoſe of moſt in ance, wherein I moſt 
deſire to juſtify myſelf, concern the arrival of the lord Forbes to the bay of Gal- 
way, with the title of lieutenant general of the additional forces. And unto your 
majefty, I preſume to ſend herewith a copy of the ſubmiſſion his lordſhip re- 
quired from Galway. The motives of my proceedingy with his lordſhip, and a 
note of the particulars I have fent unto my lord of Falkland, that your maj 
may be informed at your beſt leiſure of what you ſhall pleaſe to make choice of. 


I underſtand that thoſe forces were ſent at the requeſt, and upon the charge of 


the city of London; and whether they were ſo fair in your majeſty's favour as to 
have ſuch an important place put into their hands, and taken out of my go- 
vernment, intruſted to me by your majeſty, appeared very doubtful unto me, 
and inclined me rather to a reſpective refuſal of ſuch aſſiſtance, until I received 
ſome further intimation of your pleaſure, whether it be a neceſſary part of my 
duty to receive all accidental forces, or to attend thofe ſupplies that may be pro- 
perly aſſigned for this place, and that I may have ſome intereſt or command over 
them; otherwiſe I have cauſe to fear much danger and prejudice by the violence 
offered by ſome here, and more: frequently in other places. — 
Aſter a long expectation, the natives of theſe parts finding no power or aſſiſ- 
tance coming, or appointed for me, nor no inſtruction or declaration directed to 
me under your royal ſignature, neither intreaties, threats, nor proteſtations can 
perſuade or draw moſt men from the belief, that they do really ſerve your majeſty 
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Ot 1647 that are in this preſent commotion, and that I do adhere to thoſe” that ſtand in 
as oppoſition to your majeſty, in regard that my brother hath ſo far caſt himſelf into 
if your majeſty's diſpleaſure (which I cannot mention but with a deep im- 
1 preſſion of grief and amazement) and that your majeſty's fort at Galway 
is no more at your own diſpoſal, but in the hands of your enemies, by 
the correſpondency between the lord Forbes and the captain of the fort; 
and moſt are ſo carried with theſe opinions, that I have gotten the hatred 
of the whole kingdom, and though moſt faithful, yet leaſt able to ſerve your 
majeſty, or defend myſelf, And ſuch is the diſtracted apprehenſion of theſe 
people, that though many are inclining to fall off, in whom I repoſed much 
confidence; and that few will pay any exact obedience ; and that, oppreſſed by 
multitudes, I may this winter be in danger to he ſhut up or befieged ; yet if 
vows or proteſtations may gain belief, I ſhould be followed by thouſands to ſerve 
your majeſty in any other place. But as the ſtate of this kingdom ſtands, ſuch is 
their ſenſe of the oppoſition given to your majeſty by ſome faction in your parlia- 
ment, of the injuſtice done them by thoſe that govern here, and the general diſ- 
truction conceived to be deſigned againſt the natives; that almoſt the whole 
kingdom are united into one reſolute body to gain their preſervation, or ſell their 
lives at the deareſt rates, | 
I give your majeſty moſt humble thanks for the licence I have received for my 
repair into England; but the land paſſages to Dublin being ſtopt, and the time of 
the year far ſpent, which makes the long voyage by ſea moſt dangerous and trou- 
bleſome for women and children, I have reſolved between two extremes to keep 
my family here till ſummer ; but if your majeſty find no inconvenience there, by 
my attendance upon you in England, which I know not how to judge of at this 
diſtance, being debarred free intelligence, I ſhould myſelf be glad to wait upon 
your majeſty, to repreſent ſome things unto you, that I conceive might be of ad- 
vantage to your ſervice, which I humbly ſubmit to your majeſty's conſideration, 
And for my own particular, God is my witneſs, I have no other aim nor end but 
merely to approve myſelf ſerviceable, and moſt conſtantly loyal to your majeſty; 
and but for theſe reſpects, I ſhould not care how ſoon I paid nature that debt 
which muſt be at laſt diſcharged ; and if it pleaſe God to haſten me from theſe 
miſeries, and that I may not repair unto your majeſty, I ſhall confidently truſt 
in your grace and goodneſs, that your majeſty will vouchſafe to take my wife and 
children into your royal care and protection; and likewiſe the heir male of a 
never tainted family, whoſe carriage and diſpoſition will, I hope, deſerve your 
majeſty's favour. And pardoning my preſent preſumption, whilſt I have life, I 
will conſtantly offer up my prayers and vows for your majeſty's preſervation from 
all dangers, and that you may appear in full power and glory, anſwerable to the 
birth and virtues of ſo great a monarch ; and your majeſty may be graciouſly. 
pleaſed to conceive it want of ability and means of expreſſion, and no failing of 


duty or affection, if I do not clearly approve myſelf

this whole year paſt; than to aſſure your lordſhip, that beſides my being totally

or Ireland, and that the worſt conſtruction may hemade of all my actions and pro- 
ceedings, I have been kept in ſo ſtrong an ignorance, as I had no intimation of y our. 
lordſhip's being with the king, or employed in ſo great and near a truſt, until a 
few days before the receipt of your lordſhip's letter, nor of any other perſon to 
whom I might apply myſelf for aſſiſtance in my diſpatches to his majeſty; and 
therefore if my proceedings have had error and diſability in them, I hope they 
will receive pardon, being left alone to find my way in ſo great a darkneſs. I do 
now, though late, congratulate your lordſhip's employment, with as much true 
affection as any kinſman or ſervant you have; though ſuch is the calamity of 
the time, that it is hard to judge in what vocation to wiſh ones friend, for the 
enjoyment of any happineſs or ſecurity. ob * 
This kingdom, in general, grows ſtrong in arms and ammunition, and like 
to be expert in diſcipline of war, by the arrival into t! North, and to Wex- 
ford, of moſt of the colonels, officers, and engineers that ave ſerved beyond ſeas 
theſe many years paſt, with ſeveral ſhips, laden with arms, and all accoutre- 
ments of war, which furniſh all parts of the kingdom, but thoſe few that 
adhere to me for his majefty's ſervice, whom the neglect or ſuſpicion of the ſtate 
delivers up to danger or deſtruction, their proceedings towards me being fo laid, 
as if the deſign were to force me and mine into rebellion ; firſt, debarring me 
of all power and means to act; and then, as I am very credibly informed, mak- 
ing the worſt repreſentations of me over into England, countenancing here, or 
not finding fault with, thoſe that have been diſreſpective to me, and deſtructive 
indeed to themſelves, and his majeſty's ſervice, by their impertinent exaſperat- 
ing, and making ſpoils upon the people that have ſerved, and been uſeful to 
them there, by withdrawing their affections from me, and inclining them to deſ- 
peration ; and, in caſes of doubt or difficulty, the directions or inſtructions ſent 
me either delayed, or ſo doubtfully delivered, that they are rather diverſions

I can give your lordſhip little information what is done about Dublin, in the 
North, Leinſter, or the further parts of Munſter, ſeldom knowing the ſucceſs of 
that fide of the kingdom, but by an unuſual way of intelligence, which is the 
filence of our adverſaries hereabouts ; then we preſume ſomething is ated that 
doth not fort well with their affairs, and that is our preſent expectation. | 

For what concerns us here I cannot ſay much, but there is great diſorder and 
irregularity, but not yet guilty of much action, though I perceive the inclina- 
tions of many much altered by the opinion held of Serjeant Mayor, John Burke 
of the Birth of the county of Mayo, he having lived long abroad, and being now 
daily expected to come into this province, with the title of their general, and 
bringing with him ſtores of arms and ammunition from Wexford. 

My lord preſident of Conaght hath been in treaty, and, as I am informed, a 
ceſſation of arms is agreed upon for three months between his lordſhip and the 
hither parts of Weſtmeath, and the county of Longford; and if the ſame may be 
compaſſed in the county of Roſcommon, I hope it will be of ſome advantage to 
me in this county ; and, if ſoon undertaken, might probably have ſettled this 
whole province; but the ſtate at Dublin, though little aſſiſting us, breathed 
nothing but fire and ſword unto us, which is now likelier to be our parts to 
ſuffer than perform.

_ My lord of Thomond hath ſeldom been permitted to ſtir out of his caſtle of 
Borratty ſince the beginning of theſe troubles.

The lord Forbes, after his departure from Galway, went to the river of Li- 
merick, and there hath taken the caſtle of Glyn, the ancient ſeat of Mr. Tho- 
mas Fitz Gerald, commonly known by the title of knight of the valley. I 
could not learn, and I am confident he never did appear in this rebellion, but 
was always aſſiſting the Engliſh ; yet it ſeems the place was convenient for his 
lordſhip to make his winter ſeat, where he is now tortifying. His lordſhip hath 
had the good ſucceſs to take ſeveral prizes, whereof two are of great value, 
eſteemed worth nine or ten thouſand pounds, one in the river of Limerick, the 
other in the bay of Galway, to which I have made ſome claim, in hopes to get 
a good barratto from his lordſhip, being Spaniſh goods; if he will be pleaſed to 
underſtand ſo much of the cuſtom, or language of that kingdom. His lord- 
ſhip's forces left but an ill memory behind them at Galway, and have taken 
feſſion of our Lady's Church in the Weſt, without the walls, the ancient bu- 
rial place of the town; upon their departure, they not only defaced the church, 
but digged up the graves, and burnt the coffins and bones of thoſe that were 
buried there ; theſe kind of proceedings make the aſſiſtance of ſuch forces more 
dangerous than uſeful to us. 
I expect here this night Sir Arthur Blundell, and his lady, and his daughter 
the lady Caſtle-Stewart, having ſent my coach and a convoy for them to the 
Shannon fide, and from thence I am to guard them to the fort by Galway, where 
they intend to take ſhipping for Dublin. The young lord Caſtle-Stewart re- 
mains in Fort Falkland with ſome forty ſoldiers, a fort of the king's totally ne- 
glected all the year, and only relieved by ſuch aſſiſtance as I could give them 
with much difficulty, being out of my government. | 
I ſend your lordſhip ſeveral letters and papers concerning moſt affairs here, 
ſince my diſpatch in June laſt ; not that your lordſhip's preſent leiſure will per- 
mit you to look them over, but when your lordſhip hear me mentioned in 
any particulars from hence, your lordſhip may be pleaſed to make uſe of them in 
my behalf ; as likewiſe to inform me freely of my faults therein, for my better direc- 
tion in future, wherein this incloſed note will direct your lordſhip with moſt eaſe 
and conveniency. I will add nothing more in preſent, but live in hopes to receive 
ſome comfortable tidings out of England, of a happy reconciliation there, and of 
ſpeedy ſuccours to relieve us here, wherein I ſhall confidently preſume your lord-

N TIL the return of my ſervant hither the 5th of this preſent, I had not 

any notice of your lordſhip's attendance upon his majeſty, but was abuſed 5 

by reports which rendered your lordſhip a priſoner in the tower, otherwiſe 1 
I had not neglected thoſe reſpects due to your lordſhip's merit, and the great 3 
obligation put upon me. I ſhall now preſume on your favour to inform you of

cloud upon all my proceedings, put ſuch a ſuſpicion, ſcorn and diſgrace on all On. 1644, 


my actions and advices, that it now grows the free diſcourſe of all men, that I 


have aſſiſted and adhered to his majeſty's enemies, and drawn his majeſty s 


juſt indignation upon me; and I have not one line ſigned by his majeſty to 
juſtify myſelf, or confute their malicious error. My lord, though the unfortunate 
diſtractions of the time might occaſion a neglect upon my own particular, yet 
where the king's ſervice is ſo much concerned, I do much wonder there was 
not ſome more care taken to enable me by words, if not by power, to give ſatiſ- 
faction here; and it may become your lordſhip, and other noble perſons that at- 
tend upon his majeſty, when meſſengers come a long and ous journey, 
and cannot be often ſent, to beſtow one hour, and not think it time ill ſpent, in 
ſettling ſome courſe for thoſe that are in diſtreſs here, and to ſet forth truly the 
miſerable condition I am in, having exhauſted all my revenue and credit for ſup- 
plying his majeſty's forts that are almoſt forty miles aſunder, and muſt be re- 
lieved by ſtrong convoys. By the helps and charity to ſome poor diſtreſſed Engliſh, 
and the maintaining of garriſons in ſeveral places upon my own charge, Iam now 
myſelf in that extremity as being not free from the danger of a ſiege. I have 
not money to make my winter proviſions, or ſend to the market; and I bluſh to 
deliver the truth, I do not well know how to bear his charges, that is to preſent 
this diſpatch unto you; and yet the expectation of the ſtate, and the cries of the 
Engliſh near theſe parts, are all upon me for ſuccour and aſſiſtance. I have pre- 
ſumed to write again unto his majeſty, and have ſent ſeveral papers unto my lord 
of Falkland, that expreſſeth much of my proceedings, which I preſume will come 
to your lordſhip's knowledge; and if you there obſerve much error, I hope my 
inclinations and affections to his majeſty's ſervice is ſo well known to your lord- 
ſhip, as that you will be pleaſed to juſtify my intentions, though my judgment 
may be failing, and not deſerve your defence. N 
The general ſilence here of late puts me in ſome hopes that the unfortunate 
diſtractions in England are reconciled, or growing to it by treaties of pacification, 
and that it will not be long before we ſhall receive aſſiſtance here; in the mean

B* TH your lordſhips letters of the 21ſt and 25th of Auguſt I have received, 
D wherein your being pleaſed to afford me little of aſſiſtance, inſtruction, or 
intelligence, and my former diſpatches giving your lordſhips an account of moſt 
things contained therein, I ſhall only give a brief touch to ſome particulars for 
your lordſhips further ſatisfaction. | 

The arms were reſtored to the ſoldiers of the fort, the bulwark was abated 
_ forthwith, two or three yards being but a heap of dung, and upon a view found 
to be a very ridiculous and unuſetul piece of work. My former letters gave your 
lordſhips an account of the arms and ammunition of the town, and that the 


preceedings of the fort and ſhip were ſuch, as never gave me leave to uſe all the 


power that is allowed me, which is perſuaſion, for gaining the remains left in the 
town undiſpoſed of. It is probable that ſome powder hidden there hath been 
ſtolen from thence fince the laſt pacification, but I believe the rebels in all 
parts are better able to furniſh the town, than the town able to ſupply them. For 


the 'ordnance in Clarke's ſhip, I did propound it to captain Willoughby, to have 
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OR. 1642. it part of the articles of the pacification, wherein I did not obſerve him forward, 
and why it was omitted, himſelf can beſt anſwer. Concerning the changing of the 
hoſtages, it is according to the firſt agreement, and it was an omiſſion in me 
if I did not give your lordſhips that information; and truly my care in the accep- 
tance of. them hath not deſerved complaint, and if I could tell how to avoid it, 
I had much rather they were in any other man's choice and cuſtody than mine. 
For Francis Darcy, he had a protection from me at the time of the pacifica- 
tion, and no other ſince; and upon this occaſion, having private notice of his 
coming, I acquainted captain Willoughby and captain Aſhley therewith, and they 
neglected two days the going in ſearch after him; and afterwards captain Aſhley 
went and returned hopeleſs to find him; and then upon my further enquiry, I 
was offered, that if I would grant him a protection, he ſhould come in and render 
his ſhip, ten pieces of ordnance, and a great quantity of corn, to come under the 
command of the fort, and the powder already conveyed into the town to be put 
in reſponſible men's hands by my direction; all which was done accordingly. 
And if this were an error or diſſervice, I humbly beg your pardon, and ſhall for the 
future be willing to leave them to manage their own aftairs with better judg- 
ment, than being performed according to the beſt of my ability ; and for his being 
taken priſoner ſince, I know nothing of it, nor no ground for it, only there were 
many diſputes between him and captain Aſhley, but many expreſſions of kind- 
neſs on captain Willoughby's part towards him, to whom he frequently reſorted ; 
and I have formerly written to your lordſhips of theſe paſſages. 

I perceive by what your lordſhips object to have been neglected here, that ſome 
that are, or have been in theſe parts, do not care how they fill their papers, or 
meſſengers mouths, with untruths or impertinences, ſo that they work their own 
ends, and make ſome ſhew of care and diligence; for my part, I have uſed all 

my power and induſtry. If errors and abuſes have, or ſhall creep into this govern- 
ment, I ſuppoſe it cannot be expected from me to rectify, or ſuppreſs all ſuch 
diſorders that ſhall be acted here, ſince I perceive that princes and ſtates cannot 
readily get obedience paid to their commands. | RES 
I did give your lordſhips a right character of the lord Clanmorris, no man 
being more forward and zealous in his majeſty's ſervice, nor more careful of the 
fort than his lordſhip was, until the execution of his ſerjeant, which he took for 
ſo great an affront done unto him, beſides his good opinion of the man for his 
abilities, as put him into ſuch paſſion and ſpleen againſt ſuch as had been adviſers 
vor actors in that work, as that catching ſome of the fort ſoldiers he hanged them 
before I could poſſibly find means to prevent it; but for any preparation to be- 
ſiege the fort, I do not find any probability to invite me to that belief, he joining 
ſince with others for applotting relief for the ſame ; but however, it hath pleaſed 
God to take him to his mercy about a month fince, and I ſhall deſire his later 
faults may now be likewiſe buried. 

In ſupplying of the fort, I have and ſhall till uſe my beſt endeavours, and I pre- 
ſume none can charge me with any neglect therein. Captain Aſhley is gone 
for England upon ſome agreement between the lord Forbes and him, and his 
lordſhip's ſhips do now guard that harbour, who following capt: Aſhley's example 
(an officer and many ſoldiers of the fort being on board with them who could not 
pretend ignorance) they not long fince landed and burnt the houſes, goods, and 
corn upon the ground of my tenant Richard Lynch, who was a true friend to 

the fort, and would willingly have parted with all his corn for their uſe, and 
lay near and convenient for them; but the worſt of the bargain falls always to 
my ſhare, loſing my rent thereby. Some of the lord Forbes forces likewiſe, whilſt 
he was here, having taken poſſeſſion of our Lady's Church on the Weſt of Gal- 
way, at their departure it was found not only defaced, but the coffins and bones 
of the dead digged up and. burned, which hath ſo exaſperated thoſe of Galway, 
together with the prize taken, that they uſe delays, and ſtill make pretences to 
keep their gates ſhut ; but the diſcretion and abilities, and, I hope, good affections

o things in reaſonable moderation, until I am aſſiſted with ſome forces, 
properly aſſigned for this government ; for the accidental forces coming hither 
not obeying any perſuaſion or command of mine, but withſtanding the affections 
of the people from me by their violence, makes ſuch aſſiſtance much more dan- 
gerous than advantageous to me, or the ſervice here. 25 

Your lordſhips of the a 5thof Auguſt. For as much as concerns the lord Forbes, 
my letter of the 5th of laſt month will give your lordſhips information of what 
paſt between us; I ſhall now only add ſome motives for thoſe proceedings with

his lordſhip. For the other part, which mentions your lordſhips allowance of the 


pacification, I did never intend it in any fuller ſenſe than your lordſhips doth 
admit of in your laſt diſpatch, nor ſhall ever deſire to preſs it farther upon your 
lordſhips; being confidently aſſured, that when my ſtory is rightly told, and all 
circumſtances fully related, that work ſhall clearly juſtify itſelf, and carry better 
eſteem than is yet allowed it. And now, my lords, as all in rebellion are 


plentifully armed from beyond ſea, and only myſelf left aked and defenceleſs, 


I muſt confeſs I cannot but have a very feeling ſenſe of iy ſufferings, and the 
injuries done unto me ; and freely declare, that I apparently perceive your 
lordſhips put great ſuſpicions, or neglects upon me, which debaſes me to other 
commanders that arrive in theſe parts ; for a prize being taken in this harbour 
with above fix hundred muſkets and one hundred and thirty-four barrels of 
powder, it is ſent away to the river of Limerick, and I cannot yet procure for 
my money above forty muſkets, and one barrel of powder ; and my requeſt be- 
ing but for one hundred muſkets more, though I am not denied, yet the conſul- 
tations are ſo long, that I had rather want than receive ſuch unwilling courteſies. 
To conclude, I cannot repreſent myſelf to your lordſhips in any other condition, 
than as a perſon totally neglected, and delivered up to ruin; no arms, nor com- 
mand intruſted to me; my revenue and credit all ſpent ; hated and threatened 
by almoſt the whole nation; no good acceptance, but rather wrong conſtruc- 
tions made of all my actions; and a high expectation put upon me, without 
power to act, the more to undervalue my proceedings, and render me liable to 
ſuſpicion. What might be further expreſſed of theſe parts, I ſhall leave to the rela- 
tion of Sir Arthur Blundell, who hath an intention to repair unto your lord- 
ſhips, I ſending my coach and convoys for himſelf, his lady, and his daughter 
the lady Caſtle-Stewart, and her children, who brought them ſafely hither ; and 
yeſterday I ſent the like convoys with them to Oran More, where captain Wil- 
art boats and guards were to receive them. The lord Caſtle-Stewart re- 
mains in Fort Falkland, which I have relieved to the beſt of my. power; but am 
doubtful how far I ſhall be able to relieve it in future. nt 
I have received a letter from Mr. William Parſons, dated the 23d of this pre- 
ſent, deſiring me to repreſent his hard condition unto your lordſhips, being a 
good while ſo beſieged, that he can get no relief to come unto him, and begins 
to feel ſome wants beſides ; and that he is threatened to have ſome ordnance 
brought againſt him, I do uſe my beſt endeavours to ſupply him by ſome pri- 
vate working upon gentlemen of theſe parts, whom I find moderately inclined, 
having no means to compaſs it by power; and though they do ſometimes fur- 
niſh him with much danger, one gentleman, Mr. James Coghlan, being lately 
taken conveying ſome barrels of ſalt I had ſent unto him; yet he will run 
much hazard this winter, if your lordſhips do not take him into your ſpeedy 
care and conſideration, And I will ſtill live in hopes of better times, and that 
your lordſhips will be perſuaded to believe me worthy of ſome better regard, ſince 


I do in all things really ſtrive to approve myſelf

TT) Y your letter of the 29th of Auguſt, and one incloſed from my brother 

of Eſſex, I have received very great aſſurance of your affection and re- 
ſpects to me, both by the intelligence you gave me, and the relations you were 
nobly pleaſed to make me in England; and I have ſo many large teſti- 
monies by me, under your father's hand and ſeal, that I may truly and freely 
ſay it becometh your father's ſon to do ſo, and mine to receive them thankfully, 


and requite them faithfully to my beſt power, which ſhall be conſtantly per- 


formed on my part, and not doubted on yours, 

It doth very much afflict me to receive ſo many confirmations of the great dif- 
trations in England, wherein ſo many of my neareſt friends are engaged fo 
deeply both in danger and oppoſition ; but the ſilence of late in theſe parts puts 
me in hopes, that there is either a reconciliation, or at leaſt ſome treaties of paci- 
fication drawing towards it, which God of his mercy grant ſpeedily, or elſe all 
his majeſty's dominions will be in a miſerable condition. 

The lord Forbes' departure from hence, I preſume, is already known unto you 
by a diſpatch I ſent to the lords juſtices the 5th of the laſt month, by a pinnace 
of his lordſhip's, and I ſend you here incloſed the motives of my declining his 
lordſhip's aſſiſtance at that time; to which I will add, that there was no poſſibi- 
lity for me to perſuade either town or country to entertain any treaty with 
him, much leſs to receive a garriſon ; neither was his ſtrength ſuch as report 
gave out, or any way conſiderable to act what was expected; neither had I power 
nor much occaſion of forwardneſs given unto me to be aſliſting therein; for whilſt - 
I was at Terrellan in treaty with his lordſhip, and that my lord preſident was 

th him in the fort, I could ſee the country on fire, my tenants houſes and 


goods/ burnt, and four or five poor innocent creatures, women and children, 


inhumanly killed by ſome of his forces, and his lordſhip at his landing having 
taken poſſeſſion of our Lady's Church on the Welt of Galway, their ancient 


_>— > burying place, they did not only deface the church, but digged up the graves, 


and burnt the coffins and bones of the dead. Theſe kind of proceedings makes 
ſuch kind of aſſiſtance more deſtructive than beneficial to us. IP 
Sir, I ſhall now give you a perfect character of my hard condition, having 
exhauſted all my revenue and credit in ſupplying of the fort, and Fort Falkland, 
and divers Engliſh at home, and in other places, and in keeping of garriſons, and 
ſending ſtrong convoys abroad, all upon my own charge. I am now driven to 
that neceſſity, that I had not money to make my own winter proviſions, or ſend 
to the market; and it is a certain truth, I have met with much difficulty to bear 


the charges of this meſſenger into England; and yet the expectation of the ſtate, 


and the cries of the poor Englith from ſeveral places, are all upon me for relief and 
aſſiſtance ; and which is worſt of all, my actions are misjudged and diſhonoured 
by ſome I ſupply here, Iam'ſcorned and hated by the whole nation for my oppoſi- 
tion to their ways, and left to myſelf without arms or defence in the midſt of a 
turbulent people. I beſeech you, Sir, what reaſon can there be that I ſhould be 

thus neglected and unarmed, nor no Engliſh forces aſſigned unto me, and the 
whole kingdom plentifully furniſhed with arms from beyond fea that are in re- 


bellion, and that myſelf and my followers might have arms for thouſands if I 


would adhere to them; and that the negle& they find held of me doth daily 
withdraw them from me ? And yet in thisc ondition the ſtatebreathes unto me 
proſecutions of fire and ſword, which is now likely to be my part to ſuffer, rather 
than perform. My confidence in yopr worth and nobleneſs makes my diſcourſe

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thus free and large, in expreſſions of the wrong and injury done me. Before 1 Od. 164 
came into this unfortunate kingdom, I had a better value and eſtimation put 
upon me, and I ſhall not deſpair through God's mercy to be again in the fame 
condition. | .

Noble Couſin, 
NTIL the receipt of your letter of the 2 1ſt of this preſent, I was in con- 
U tinual expectation of your return, and that thoſe intentions had been the 
accaſion of your long filence. I muſt confeſs the diſorders of theſe parts, and the 
unuſual thunder of the church, now grown frequent here, are ſtrong diverſions to 

detain you from hence; but your natural affection and reſpects to your friends 
here, will, I hope, overcome thoſe difficulties, and invite you to our aſſiſtance, as 
ſoon as you may with any conveniency, being that your preſence would divert 
much of our preſent troubles ; but until we may be ſo happy, I muſt intreat you 
to afford us that comfort as to hear often from you. Your nearneſs to Kinſale, 
and acquaintance with the Engliſh thereabouts, may better furniſh us with in- 
telligence out of England, than from any other place. Your letter mentions the 
killing of ſeven thouſand of the parliament's forces, and that it was printed news ; 
you ſhould do me a ſpecial favour to procure me the book, or a right copy of it, 
which would give me great ſatisfaction, by reaſon of my general knowledge of 

the names both of perſons and places throughout England. If it were not done 
ſince the middle of the laſt month, I do much doubt the truth thereof, his ma- 


jeſty (to whom God grant victory and. preſervation from all dangers) being then 
hardly in that poſture to give fo great an overthrow. "as x 

I am very glad I have ſo right a character of Sir Charles Vanaſour, and that 

my intereſt in him hath been any ways uſeful to your occaſions; and if the ini- 

quity of the times have not made a very great and ſudden alteration, there can 

hardly come any of quality into this kingdom, of whom I cannot give a good ac- 

count of their deportment and diſpoſition.

T was no ſmall comfort to me in this time of general calamity and diftrac- 
tion, to receive ſuch ample aſſurance of your friendſhip and reſpects to me, 


as I received by your letters of the 14th of this preſent, and that by the relation 


of my couſin, Sir Roger Shaghnuſſy, he hath found the good effects of your 
favour and noble diſpoſition, which I ſhall ever acknowledge as a very great obli- 
gation put upon me; and as I am confident he will ſtrive to merit and preſerve 
your good opinion and aſſiſtance towards him, ſo I am no leſs aſſured that you 
can no ways vary from that worth and virtue that hath had ſo long and conſtant 
a ſeat in your noble breaſt. I know not whether to attribute it to the misfor- 
tune of the times, or the negle& of friends, that your reſidence was not appointed 
nearer to this place. All intelligence out of England moves ſo ſlowly hither, the 
paſſages to Dublin being ſtopt, as that it will be a great addition of favour to me 
if you pleaſe to acquaint me with ſuch relations as ſhall come to you by the con- 
veyance of Sir Roger. For beſides my duty to our great maſter, moſt intereſted in 
theſe diſtempers, there are ſo many of my neareſt friends engaged there both in 
danger and oppoſition, that I cannot but earneſtly defire to hear often from 
thence ; and I have received no advertiſements from thence ſince the iſt of Sep- 
tember, at which time a ſervant of mine left his majeſty at Nottingham, and 
great preparations for war on all ſides, which I hope in God's mercy is by this 
time turned to a reconciliation.”

*—Y round about by ſea to the fort by Galway, upon the 5th of this month, bringing 
no letters nor declaration from his majeſty, no hope nor promiſe of ſupply, -or 
mark of favour, or increaſe of command, nor no manner of inſtruction, or direc- 
tion to guide me in theſe doubtful and dangerous times, was no ſmall affliction 
to me; a great diſtraction and diſcouragement to my friends, and thoſe that - 
adhered unto me, and obſerved my advices and commands, and did give a great 
advantage to thoſe that had fallen from me to purſue their ill deſigns, and to diſ- 
grace and diſcountenance all my actions and proceedings: and that which did 
as much diſturb me as any thing, was the expreſſions of my lord Falkland's letter, 
that tho his majeſty were fully ſatisfied that all my intentions were very good, 
for the advancement of his ſervice, and the publick weal of the kingdom; yet 
for the ſubmiſſion of Galway, he would ſay nothing, the whole proceedings 
being before the houſes of parliament ; ſo that my applications and endeavouring 
to give his majeſty information and ſatisfaction was to no effect, but my actions 
ſtill left to be judged by thoſe from whom Inever had received aſſiſtance, nor could 
expect indifferent favour. And that which was moſt obſervable, tho' they had 
taken arms there in oppoſition to his majeſty, and he had ſet up his royal ſtan- 
dard againſt them, and proclaimed many of their principal members traitors, 
yet by what could be judged by thoſe expreſſions, they were to be our directors, 
maſters and judges here. And what could I expect when they had detained a 

* Feaele- * ſervant of mine now near eight months ſent with letters to themſelves, no reaſon 

ment Cooge appearing, but for being either an Iriſhman, or a papiſt ? or what conſtruction 
could they make of my declining of my lord Forbes aſſiſtance, when they were 
unſatisfied with my proceedings at Galway? In this diſtraction I reſolved to con- 
tinue my care of relieving the fort, and preſerving the poor Engliſh about me, as 
a good ſervice without diſpute ; and ftill to decline in the civileſt and ſafeſt way 
could, all accidental aſſiſtances, and not too far to exaſperate the natives, until 
had forces properly aſſigned to myſelf, and intelligence of his majefty's growing ſo 
far maſter of his affairs, as to fignify his royal pleaſure and poſitive commands 
unto us; and to that end ſent back the meſſenger, as likewiſe to underſtand what 
conſtruction his majeſty made of my proceedings with my lord Forbes, which 
might give me ſome light for my future undertakings.

I received a ſhort letter from my lord Liſle, declaring his defire and readi- 
neſs to ſerve me, and particularly in my requeſt in the behalf of my kinſman 
Sir John Burke, but that upon conference with my lord Parſons, his lordſhip - 
told him he was in rebellion, by which it ſeems his lordſhip was reſolved that all 
the nation ſhould be fo, or ſo eſteemed and declared. For at the fame time I re- 
ceived letters from the lady Jephion, very highly applauding his carriage and 
loyalty, and for too ſure a teſtimony thereof, his houſe was taken and burned by 
the Iriſh, his lady ſtript and in danger of life, and himfelf efcaped in a plough- 
man's habit, were relieved for fix weeks in my lady Jephſon's caſtle. . 

I received a letter from the biſhop of Killalla, dated at Dublin the x 2th of 

September, declaring that he was never called upon by the ſtate to give any ac- 
count of paſſages here, nor for all his ſufferings received any courtefy or counte-

unwilling to receive any information of my proceedings, but from ſuch as would 
carry falſe and diſgraceful reports of me.

My letter to captain Willoughby, the 2oth of November. 
Captain WiLLouGHy, 


DOUBT not but enſign Scott hath informed you how the carriages were 
ſet upon on Friday laſt, and the particulars that were taken away, I having 
no notice of it until towards night, yet I preſently went forth, and reſcued ſome 
of my ſoldiers, and recovered ſome of their arms taken from them, moſt of the 
corn, and ſome other commodities ; but by the favour of the night, William 
Burke, and ſome of his accomplices, unluckily eſcaped me in two ſeveral places 
where I purſued them, but the perſons are known ; I have laid wait for them, 
and doubt not to bring them to juſtice, and recover what is loſt before the end 
of the week. I have appointed Saturday next for the convoying to you of all 
the proviſions remaining, and ſuch other things as you expect, defiring you will 
ſend a ſtrong guard to meet them ; I will myſelf convoy them to Lynch's white 
caſtle ; and the courſe I intend, after that work is performed, will require that 

I be well armed. That which I defired of my lord Forbes for my own ſtore, 

and which I ſhould be glad you could furniſh me with, is one hundred muſkets, 
and five or fix barrels of powder, and that they might be then ready at Oran 
More, to be brought back with me; and if wine, hops, or iron, may be had in 
any of the ſhips, I would then bring carriage for it, and deſire to know the 
prices of all things, that I may come prepared accordingly with money, with 
hides, proviſion, and ſuch commodities as the country affords, which may, per- 
haps, be as willingly received as money. 

The diſtempers are grown to a height ; the king hath a powerful army at 
Shrewſbury, and the parliament another at Worceſter, and a battle ſuddenly ex- 
pected. Prince Rupert, general of the horſe to the king, gave a great defeat 
to a ſquadron of the parliament forces, and killed of perſons of quality, colonel 
Sands, that commanded there in chief, a ſon of my lord viſcount Sayes, 
and Douglaſs, a Scotch commander. Much more I would write, but this you 

may receive for certain; and that all Wales are come unto the king, with arms, 

, money, and plate. There are commiſſioners come to Dublin, ſome from the 
king, and others from the parliament, and ſome privy counſellors committed 
there. By the next convoy, when I may ſend ſafely, you ſhall know more. It is 
likely to be a ſtrange troubleſome time, God of his mercy ſend a good conclu- 
fion to it.

SY the forces of Thomond and Mayo, with ſome from the town of Galway, would 


ſtop my intended paſſage to the fort with the proviſions ; but my neighbovrs .

unto them, and fo gave directions, that if any forces from thence did meet me, 
their four hoſtages ould be immediately hanged. Upon the day appointed, I 
went with three hundred foot, and about ſix ſcore horſe, along with the pro- 
viſions I had undertaken, and great ſtore of all other commodities from the 
town of Loughreagh, who weekly treated with the fort ; and though many falſe 
alarms were made, all was ſafely delivered without queſtion. 

From Mr. Terence Coghlan, beſides ſeveral advertiſements of the diſtempers 
of England, and diſtractions at Dublin, ſince the arrival of the two commiſſioners 
from the parliament, Mr. Reynolds and Mr. Goodwin, and ſome paſſages at 
Kilkenny, more exactly related in Mr. Martin's letter, he gave me advertiſe- 
ments, that they reſerved the place of general of Conaght for me, and had named 
colonel Burke lieutenant general ; and that if I did not accept of it, and run 
their way, they did threaten much, and ſwear more ; but he doubted not, God 
who had hitherto led me by the hand through many dangers, and thorny affairs 
(contrary to the expectation of my ill-willers) and crowned my good defires with 
happy ſucceſs, would now protect my perſon, and direct my actions. | 

I received a letter from Sir Charles Coote, continuing his expreſſions of thank- 
fulneſs for my preſervation of him, and requeſting ſome ſupply of ſalt; and the 
like letter I received from my lord Caſtle-Stewart, who having made a requeſt for 
ſome more ſupply, which was after provided for him, expreſſeth himſelf as fol- 
loweth : It was a great diſheartening to us all, when we heard that the proviſion 
ſent from your lordſhip to the fort was intercepted ; but,- I hope, your lordſhip 
will recover it; and all our daily prayers are, that you may proſperouſly go on, 
and prevail againſt all ſuch as ſhall ſet up againſt your lordſhip, and ſo we have 
cauſe all of us to do; for all the poor ſouls that have been preſerved alive in this 
place to this day, have been, next under God, preſerved by your lordſhip's noble 
care of us, which (if ever it pleaſe God to bring us where the knowledge of it 
may redound to your lordſhip's honour) we will be ready to make known, and, 
x the mean time, I know it will be really performed by thoſe that are gone 

om us. > 
| TI had ſeveral copies of letters privately conveyed unto me, ſent from ſome of 
Galway reſiding at Kilkenny, full of lies, and vain brags, to invite the people 
againſt my government, informing them of the arrival of many ſhips loaden 
with arms and ammunition ; that three thouſand of Owen Roe's army had 
beaten twelve thouſand Scots, Monroe either killed, or dangerouſly wounded ; 
that the Iriſh in the North had preſerved the whole harveſt of five intire coun- 
ties; that general Preſton was to have in pay 6000 foot and 600 horſe for Leinſter, 
and it was expected the other provinces would do the like ; that colonel Burke 
was to be their general, exhorting thoſe of Galway to be of good courage, but 
withal cautious ; and they ſhould foon have helps of money, and all things elſe 
wanting, ſo ourſelves be united. The victory is had, the enemy is already amazed; 
they expect no ſuccour ; the Scots are divided ; the major part prepare for Eng- 


land. There is nothing more certain than that the greater part of thoſe that fit

OW little cauſe ſoever we have to . any favours Hom your lovd(hip, 


yet the eminent place you hold under our dread ſovereign in the com- 
mand of his army here, moves us to addreſs unto you the incloſed petition, from 

the greater part of the nobility, gentry, and commons of this ou kingdom, to 
be tranſmitted to his ſacred mals. which, in a matter of ſo great conſe- 
quence, you cannot in juſtice to us, or duty to him, refuſe to do; and to retard 
the ſending it over, will be, in effect, to ſuppreſs it, an unworthineſs far below 
the honour of your birth and eſtimation, and ſuch as would render you guilty of 


all the evils that may enſue therefrom. Thus, with tender of our ſervice to your 


lordſhip, we reſt.

Moſt ſacred and dread Sovereign,

Right Honourable, 
B EIN G in a courſe of phyſick theſe three years, underſtanding that doctor 


Fennell and doctor Meara were in Kilkenny, I went thither to meet them, 
where ſince I went thither, until I came from hence, I kept my chamber, being 
all that while in phyſick. I aſſure your lordſhip, I took not the oath of aſſocia- 
tion taken there, neither did actively, or paſſively, concur to any act of counſel 
that might decline his majeſty's ſervice ; but, on the contrary, laboured with all 
the power I had with my friends, who were there in great number of the beſt 
quality, and daily frequented my chamber, to plant in all a defire of peace and 
quietneſs, modeſty and temper in their actions, and a timely application to his 
majeſty's grace and mercy ; wherein I have repreſented unto them the greatneſs 
of the power oppoſed, and the weakneſs that ſtrives to reſiſt it, which hath taken 
a deep impreſſion in many of them, and brought all to agree upon addreſſes, by 
petitions to the king and queen ; and if the courſe laid be well followed, and 
meet with fair acceptance at the place of addreſs, I have ſtrong hopes to ſee the 
fire quenched, that puts this kingdom to the preſent diſtraction. I was preſſed 
by divers to accept a place in the ſupreme council, and in the provincial of Con- 
naght, which, for ſome reaſons, I have obſtinately refuſed. I preſume your lord- 
ſhip had a true relation of the paſſages at Kilkenny; nevertheleſs, ſince I was 
upon the place, I conceive it my duty to repreſent unto your lordſhip the 
moſt material things that paſſed there. | | 

The aſſembly of the lords and commons met at Kilkenny the 24th of October, 
1642. The firſt act they did was to proteſt, that they meant not that meeting to 
be a parliament, confeſling, that the calling, proroguing, and diflolving of that 
great body, was an inſeparable incident to the crown, which they would not in- 
croach upon ; but was only a general meeting, to conſult of an order for their 
own affairs, until his majeſty's wiſdom had ſettled the preſent troubles. Then 
they proceeded to frame a model of government, wherein care was taken that the 
former government might be continued, leſt any variation might make the 
right recontinuance difficult. This framed and finiſhed, a ſupreme council of the 
confederate catholicks of Ireland conſiſting of twenty-four, whereof twelve to be 
always reſident, was choſen out of the provinces, and accordingly authorized with 
plenitude of power, qualified with ſome inſtructions, and they were ſworn pub- 
lickly upon a new compoſed oath. This ended, the provincial generals were 
choſen, Owen Roe O Neile for Uliter, colonel Preſton for Leinſter, colonel Barry 
for Munſter, colonel John Burke for Conaght, this with the name only of lieu- 
tenant general, in hopes one day to confer the generalſhip upon a perſon more 
in their eyes and wiſhes, After this, the raiſing of the coin was in agitation; it 
was much oppoſed, becauſe it was an unneceſſary invaſion upon the prerogative 
royal, and becauſe there being no publick treaſure, no publick benefit could 
ariſe thereby, and becauſe the coin being raiſed, the price of commodities would 
riſe proportionably ; however, the violence of ſome, upon weaker grounds, ſince 
experimentally diſcovered, carried it. 

The abuſes of ſelling of powder by gray merchants, and tobacco bought from 
thoſe conceived to be enemies, took up ſome time, but, at laſt, it was concluded,

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The meeting was at the houſe of Robert Shea, heir to Sir Richard Shea ; the Dec. 1642, 


lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in one room; Mr. Pat. Darcy bare- 
headed upon a ſtool, repreſenting all, or ſome that ſat in parliament, upon the 
woolſacks; Mr. Nicholas Plunket repreſented the ſpeaker of the commons, and 
both the lords and commons addreſſed their ſpeech to him; the lords had an 
upper room for a receſs for private conſultation, and upon reſolutions taken, the 
ſame were delivered to the commons by Mr. Darcy. 
The clergy, not qualified in the houſe of lords, fat in a houſe called the con- 
vocation ; the laity bruited that they handled only matters of tythe, and ſettling 
church poſſeſſions ; however, the lay miſconſtructions iſſued out the provincial 
of the auguſtins, who threatened to wipe off the aſhes from his feet, and thoſe 
of his friers, and to bend his courſe over ſea, if his poſſeſſions were not reſtored. 
The monks deſired a reſtitution of all their poſſeſſions that were recovered 
from puritans or proteſtants, omitting it ſeems for a while thoſe held by catho- 
licks, but all was denied by the general aſſembly : Firſt, becauſe that the fee 
being eſtabliſhed by act of parliament ; this being no parliament, could not 
diſſolve it: Secondly, becauſe the ſame was the inherit: ce of divers bought for 


valuable conſiderations, and much of it ſettled for jointures, allowed by the bulls 


of cardinal Poole; and becauſe of the diſſolution of abbies, warranted by the 


laws of England, ſolemnly ſworn to be obſerved. This is very ill taken by the 


monks, and ſuch as had comendaries of abbies. My labour was bent to advance 
a pacification, and to forward the addreſſes to the king; and at laſt the petitions 
to the king and queen being prepared, were read in the houſe the laſt day of the 
aſſembly, and were recommended to the ſupreme council, to be conveyed to their 
reſpective majeſties. | : 
In this aflembly met the reſpective generals of provinces, the lords of the pale 
and Leinſter, and moſt of thoſe of Munſter, and generally the deputies of corpo- 

rations, ſome few towns excepted, and deputies of all ſhires, all underſtanding 
men, and in fair equipage, and profeſſing, at leaſt, good ends. The diviſions 
natural in our country appeared in the general only between Sir Phelim O 
Neile, lately married to general Preſton's daughter, and colonel Owen Roe O 
Neile, abſent, but repreſented by the ele& biſhop of Down, a prelate of no ſmall 
underſtanding ; but that quarrel was appeaſed by the interpoſition of friends, 
and prudence of the afſembly. _ | 

Some other diſtractions aroſe between Rory O More, and others of Leinſter, 
ſuppoſing themſelves deſpiſed in the diſpoſition of the publick miniſtry; but theſe 
likewiſe were compoſed. | 

Much ſpeech was made of the deaths of the lords juſtices, but all was found 
falſe ; two deputies from the parliament, with twenty thouſand pounds, arrived in 
Dublin, and deſire an oath of fealty to the parliament; it is ſaid, the lord mar- 
quiſs of Ormond, lord Lambert, colonel Crawford, Sir Francis Willoughby, and 
others, have not taken it, and therefore are not like to receive much of the ſaid 
money. His majeſty, as it appears by ſeveral different relations, is victorious over 
the parliament forces, God continue him ſo, though it be not very certain that he 
doth favour the cauſe here in hand. | 


Much money could be had from foreign princes to advance the preſent wars, |

C7 OUR majeſty's moſt faithful, humble, and loving ſubjects, having appre- 
bhended, with fulneſs of ſorrow, the condition whereunto the miſrepreſen- 
tation of your miniſters in this your kingdom, united with the malignant party 
in England, hath reduced us; and ſad experience having brought us to the 
knowledge of a reſolution taken by ſome malevolent perſons there, and by 
your officers here, to ſupplant our nation and religion, being deprived of a ſafe 
acceſs to your ſacred perſon ; and having obſerved others of your ſubjects, bent 
upon our ruin, in arms; after a long patience we have humbly conceived it neceſ- 
fary to put ourſelves into a poſture of a natural defence, with intention, neverthe- 
leſs, never to diſturb your government, or to invade any of your high preroga-

time or leiſure to take any order for our relief, which fills us with grief, though

| officers of ſtate here do bear againſt the revealing of the myſtery of their iniquity ; 


which courſe miſſing the wiſhed and much looked for effect, we have again ap- 
plied ourſelves to our very good lord the lord marquiſs of Ormond, lientenant 
general of his majeſty's forces, to convey our humble petition to his majeſty, 
deſiring the appointment of a place where we might with ſafety open our griefs, 
and he might, with freedom, relieve them ; whereupon, having not yet received 
any anſwer thereunto, and being invaded with all the Britiſh tury that ever was 
acted, or imagined between enemies, we met at Kilkenny in a national aſſembly, 
to provide for the publick ſafety, until his majeſty ſhould be at leiſure from his 
other great diverſtons to take our preſent condition to his princely conſideration, 
and we torenew and reiterate our former ſuit unto him.

B* ſome lately come from the great aſſembly, I am informa that 15 8 an | 


private debate to deliver ſome port-towns into foreign hands for the loan of 
large ſums of money, which being diverted for the preſent by the diſcretion of 
ſome there, yet it may be hereafter effected by thoſe commanders that are likely 
to have the power in their hands; and is of that dangerous conſequence, that 1 
held it fit to give you ſpeedy notice thereof, that, by your lordſhip's conveyance, 
it may be ſpeedily informed to his majeſty; and ſuch prevention uſed, as ſhall be

OUR letter of the 6th I received yeſterday, together with the money for 
the fort proviſion, wherein I find the continuance of your care and af- 
fection to me, and do hope God will in time enable me to make a fair return 
of thoſe good acts of yours; and I muſt likewiſe intreat your aſſiſtance for ga- 
thering the exchequer and compoſition rents, that as you have given good ex- 


| ample in your own particular, ſo, by perſuaſion, you will endeavour to prevail 


with others; for beſides the great charges I am at, and that it is like to be all

HEN we, who by the rule of inevitable enforcement have ſquared our 
Y actions, and are conſcious to ourſelves of the uttermoſt ſcope of theſe 
religious and loyal deſigns we have undertaken, refle& upon ſuch abilities of wit 
and judgment as have grown up with you, under the care and inſtrud ion of that 
prudent and true patriot your father, and have been ſeaſoned by your own obſer- 
vance of ſtate affairs, we cannot conceive but that our actions and intentions 
have been miſrepreſented unto you; for otherwiſe how could you from ſuch a 
ground of advantage, where nature, education, and experience had placed you, 
ice ſo imperfectly into the neceſſity and juſtice of our . enterprize ? Was not it 
threatened and deſigned that the Scots ſhould plant their goſpel among us with 
the {word ? hath not the majeſty of the beſt of princes, our ſacred ſovereign, been 
clipped by the vote, and defiled by the applauded invectives of the malignant 
party of the. parliament of England? do not they wage war againſt. their

We confeſs the entrance into this great work was moſt perplexed, and 
did partake of much confuſion, inſomuch as ſome did think, ſtripped and pil- 
laged, to have been of the effence of it; but all indifferent men that now ſearch 
into that heap, of diſtempers, do vote it the ſole act of the many-headed beaſt the 
multitude, of whom ſome of the moſt forward in ſuch baſe attempts, by the 
providence of the omnipotent and juſt judge, have been ſacrificed to the fury of 
our enemies; others are marked out for the juſtice of more ſettled times. 
Neither can we deny, that the perfect union and regular government, which 
now is eſtabliſhed among us, was a work of many days, and that the diſorders 
which did ariſe from ſuch our wants, might occaſion in thoſe who weighed all 
things to a ſcruple, a leſs favourable regard of our cauſe, as deſpairing to ſee the 
diſtracted government thus knit and recompoſed. We have taken notice like- 
wiſe of the unauthorized liberty which ſome men have aſſumed to themſelves, of 
entering into your lordſhip's caſtles and lands, whereby you might have been ex- 
aſperated, as conceiving it (befades the impairing of your revenue) an affront done 
unto your honour; for this we heartily wiſh your lordinip did make yourſelf 
capable of receiving ample redreſs ; and that no home or foreign inſinuations 
did debar you' from looking with a clear light upon our affairs and determina- 
tions.

In the firſt place, I ſhall not be ſcrupulous to acknowledge, that my breeding 
and education hath been, where virtue, ability, and loy alty, had a firm and ſe- 
cure habitation, and theſe, as far as I was capable, infuſed into me by the exact 
and lively examples and precepts of a moſt indulgent and careful parent, and 
that ſince many additional advantages have been offered to me by my obſer- 
vance of, and application to, a moſt royal, prudent, and gracious maſter ; and I 
ſhall never expect or deſire a bleſſing upon any actions of mine, that ſhall not be 
punctually conformable to both, as far as my knowledge or obſervation can at-

having been no diſtinction made, nor notice taken, of the quality of perſons, their Dec. 164. 
alliance or relation to fuch as attend faithfully upon his majeſty, or conſideration © *” 
of their moderate diſpoſitions, friendly neighbourhoods, or former diligence, or 
aſſiſtance for the publick good of the kingdom. Thele particulars, my lord, I 
obſerve to be moſt inſiſted upon, and caſt a ſtain upon the religion, duty, and 
honour of the nation. The remedies neceſſary to be applied, it ſeems have been 
taken into conſideration ; and until his majeſty's pleafure be further deelared, 
ſuch a form of government ſettled, as theſe times will permit, which, by reaſon 
of great diſtractions, could not be ſooner effected, though I am not made ac- 
uainted with the particular reformation, yet I can eaſily imagine, that, in the 
ft place, there have been humble addrefles and applications made unto his ma- 
jeſty, and yet, to clear former aſperſions, and for removal of national diſtinc- 
tions, there is much of diſgrace and puniſhment appointed and inflicted u 
ſuch as have been inſtruments of foul and horrid acts, there being yet ſome who 
do boaſt and glory in thoſe inhumanities; and, if God's juſt judgment and 
wrath be not firſt appeaſed, it is much to be feared there will be a long expec- 
tation of a more ſettled time. | | 
Neither is it to be doubted, but that ſpecial care is aken for ſatisfaction and 
future preſervation of the Engliſh, and ſuch friendſhip and correſpondence en- 
deavoured to be ſettled, as may be moſt agreeable to his majeſty's pleaſure, and 
conducing to his ſervice ; and that if the danger of the times do imply a ne- 
ceſſity of being in arms, and in a poſture of defence, it ſhall be uſed with that 
moderation and circumſpection, as may be moſt agreeable to the profeſſions and 
proteſtations ſolemnly taken. Y is | 
My lord, I ſhall now come to my own particular, in anſwer to the invitation 
I have received to join in this general cauſe, wherein, without taking upon me 
to judge of the actions, or intentions of others, more than as they may concern 
my own private intereſt in perſon, honour or fortune, or the publick truſt I bear 
from his majeſty, I may truly ſay I am altogether ignorant of the particular mo- 
tives, reſolutions, and pr ings that have been formerly, or are now conceived, 
or agreed upon; and if, upon a full repreſentation of them, my judgment 
might be conceived to allow of the neceſſity of the preſent aſſociation, yet it can- 
not be denied, that my Rate and condition is far different from that of others in 
this kingdom. I am intruſted by his majeſty with a government, and the only 
catholick in his dominions that hath that honour conferred upon him ; I only 
endeavour peace and quiet obedience therein, until I am further inſtructed from 
his majeſty ; and for me to ſwerve from thoſe known rules of duty, which hath 
no relation to the paſſions, or doubtful apprehenfions of either kingdom, would 
certainly be a great ſcandal to religion, diſhonour to the nation, and diverſion 
of the like employment to be conferred upon any of this nation or religion.

Will it not be ob- 
jected to his majeſty, what hopes can there be of that nation or religion, when 
the earl of Clanricarde, bred here from his childhood, of both ancient and re- 
cent extraction from hence, matched, allied, and eſtated here; honours conferred 
upon him, and never failing of your favour; a great power and command put 
into his hands in his on country; what greater ties could your majeſty deviſe 
to oblige a man unto you? and he not regarding thoſe obligations, what can be 
done with ſuch a people, but to reduce them to total qubjection ? | 
On the other fade, -preſcrving myſelf in his majeſty's favour, will there not be z 
a fair occaſion and advantage given to my friends there to alledge, that though © 
great diſorders were committed here by unruly multitudes, yet it was not the re- :

| Dec. 1642 put upon them by ill-diſpoſed perſons in authority there? For the car! of Clan- 
fn carde, whom you favoured and intruſted with command, though of that re- 


ligion, and eſteemed of great power there, yet no pretences, threats, or perſua- 
ſions, could diſturb his integrity to your majeſty. So that take away the occa- 
ſions, remove thoſe that oppreſs them, and give ſome encouragement by your 
favour, and your majeſty will certainly find them a loyal and dutiful people. 

To this I will add, that I preſume it is known to many, that I have made 
good uſe of his majeſty's favour in time of peace for the advantage of the coun- 
try in general, eſpecially Conaght, and for many particular friends ; and, in the 
way I go, I hope to hold the ſame intereſt and place in time of war. 45 

My lord, if theſe be not powerful motives to give ſatisfaction for my own par-

I obſerve ſome other 
ings, that in the practick part ſeem to me far different from thoſe rules 
and grounds I was brought up in; and if ſuch powers muſt be obeyed thus, in 
vain have our anceſtors acquired honours and fortunes to their families, with the 
loſs of their beſt blood, to have all overthrown in this manner. It you do not con-

HE divulgers of untruths have gained ſo much art and confidence, as that _ 
until the receipt of your letter I was almoſt forced into a belief of that 
which I held almoſt impoſſible ; it was reported that you were not only gone 
yourſelf to Tuam, but with a company and colours diſplayed.

-loughby's ſending out ſome parties to interrupt their market, wherein the townſ- 
men were beaten. That which was moſt in diſpute between me and the town was 
concerning exchange of hoſtages, wherein they would give me no fit ſatisfaction, 
which invited me to believe that upon the arrival of their lieutenant general they 
might intend ſome attempt againſt the fort, in regard that they offered none 
unto me, but ſuch as they were diſpleaſed with for having been formerly friends 
to the fort, and very loving to the Engliſh, as likewiſe for that two hoſtages with 
me attempted an eſcape, and were gone about ſx miles, but overtaken and brought 
back by thoſe ſent after them. They till pretended obedience to me, and ſeemed 
forward to make payment of the king's exchequer and compoſition rents, and 
other debts demanded by me; and though I was often ſharp in my letters tothem, 
yet I avoided as much as I could to put them into deſpair, or thinking themſelves 
in abſolute rebellion, being ſtill in hopes that by delay and giving of time, ſome aſ- 
ſiſtance or reſolutions would come either to ſuppreſs them, or confute their erro- 
neous pretences. | | Ke 
That which paſt moſt conſiderable between captain Willoughby and me, be- 
ſides my care of relieving him, was the miſcarriages of his ſoldiers in two fallies 
abroad, killing, by their own confeſſion, a dozen poor innocent people, men, wo- 
men, and children; and another time pillaging all the remains of Sir Richard 
Blake's ftock, who was his conſtant friend, never refuſed him any thing within his 
power, indangered himſelf to keep the town in temper, loſt almoſt all his eftate 
for adhering to me, and was the principal man I could rely upon for giving me 
timely notice of any ill intentions towards myſelf or the fort. = 
Another buſineſs much more dangerous and ſcandalous to both of us, was an 
information made unto me againſt one Conſtable, a captain of one of the ſhips 
that came to aſſiſt captain Willoughby, of ſome ſtrange deſperate words ſpoken 
by him upon the rampire of the fort, to ſome upon the town walls, ſaying, Your 
king is run away, you rogues, you ſhall have a new king ſhortly you rogues ; 
whereupon I wrote immediately to captain Willoughby, the letter being long, I 
ſhall only mention ſo much as concerns that particular. |

I may not but acquaint you, that it is with much joy diſcourſed of in the town 
there, and here in the country, that captain Conſtable in your preſence ſtood upon 
the fort walls towards the town of Galway, and with a loud voice called to the 
townſmen on the walls, by the name of traitors, and told them that their king 
was run away, and that ſhortly they ſhould have a new king, with many other 
words to that purpoſe ; all which, they ſay, was ated in your hearing. What 
truth this carries, I cannot ſay, but believed and bruited it is for truth, to make 
you and that place and me odious, as enemies to our gracious king, that endea- 
vour to maintain it for his majeſty, whoſe it is, and for whoſe ſervice it is and 
ought to be employed ; and to make good among the vulgar, that the common 
cauſe they talk of is 'in maintenance of the king, and his rights and prerogatives 
againſt the parliament, and thoſe that partake therewith. I hope the gentleman 
was not ſo indiſcreet ; and though there be a difference between his majeſty and 
the parliament for other things, I am confident they would render no thanks, but 
deſerved puniſhment, unto any that ſhould ſo traduce his majeſty, or draw igno- 
miny upon him. Iwould be glad to know from your pen the certain paſſage herein.” 

To this captain Willoughby returned anſwer, touching that paſſage of captain 
Conſtable, True it is, and I am very ſorry it was done here, that he calling over 
this wall to ſome of the town, told them twice over, a new king you rogues 
and traitors, a language I aſſure your honour that ſounded very harſh in every 
man's ears here. I was not in hearing of it ſpoken, until ſuch time as Sir Arthur 
Blundell told me of it, who was then near him at the ſame time, who preſently 
rebuked him for it, and I calling him to an account, he did confeſs he ſpoke the 
words as above expreſſed, and I did rebuke him in the beſt manner I could, and 
will not fail, when time ſhall ſerve, to inform and urge it againſt him; all the 
ſatisfaction he gave me was, that it was out of his mouth before he was aware.

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He further informed me, that © colonel Burke was in town, and ſent him word Dec. 1642, 


that he ſtood for the king, and would be glad to have a fair correſpondent agree- 
ment between this place and the town; and that he returned him anſwer, that 


he would yield to any thing that might conduce . thereto, which might ſtand 


with the honour of this place and your lordſhip's approbation.“ 


The letter of Mr. Richard Martin, and that directed to me from the new 
erected council at Kilkenny, doth fully and clearly demonſtrate what a height 


and dangerous ſtate this inſurrection was grown unto, the great diſtempers in 
England, and the dilatory and ſuſpicious, or rather malicious proceedings of the 


ſtate at Dublin, having given them time thus to frame and mould a new com- 


monwealth, and not only to gather ſtrength in an orderly way, and receive aſ- 


ſiſtance from beyond ſea, by the reputation of a formal and plauſible government; 
but by their publick declarations and pretended applications to their majeſties, 


grounded upon thoſe formalities, to poſſeſs the people that all that were oppoſite 
to them, or did not enter into the rules of their new eſtabliſhment, did counte- 
nance and aſſiſt thoſe that were in oppoſition to his majeſty, and were enemies 
and deſtroyers of their native country; and the arrival at Dublin of the two com- 


miſſioners from the parliament, and the great authority nd ſway allowed them 


there; their opinion and direction carrying and governing the whole council- 


board, was no ſmall credit and confirmation to the reports, diligently ſpread abroad 
in all parts of the kingdom; and as they had provided for other parts, ſo was 


there no diligence omitted for the advancing of their ends and intereſts in this 
province, and more eſpecially in this county, where they met with the only re- 
ſiſtance given them in the whole kingdom by the ſtrength of the natives, only 
without aſſiſtance from England, having kept divided and diſtracted not only 
their forces in the province, but ſeveral of the neighbouring counties. To which 
end, beſides the reſtleſs and violent working of a powerful clergy, they made 


choice of colonel John Burke, not long ſince come over, of the Birth of the county 


of Mayo, to be commander of the whole forces of the province, a man highly 


valued and eſteemed for his experience in martial affairs, having been bred 


abroad in the wars for near years; and to this was added a ſtrong opinion of 


his piety and zeal in religion, both which made his reception into Galway, and 
theſe parts, with great applauſe, and longing expectation of great matters to be 
atchieved by him; and very many of whole ſtability I was confident, declining 
my advices and proceedings, adhered to them. By all theſe circumſtances may 
apparently be diſcerned my moſt deſperate condition ; and it is much to be admired 
how there could be any way of preſervation for me, continuing oppoſite to their 
proceedings, next to the immediate hand of God, to whoſe mercy I do wholly 
attribute my ſafety. For any means in this world, it may be conjectured to proceed 
from theſe cauſes : Firſt, the memory of my father was very precious to moſt of 
the kingdom; and ſome trials they had formerly of my good inclinations and 
endeavour, by all lawful ways to do good offices for the nation, did ſomewhat 
ſtick with them that then were moſt powerful in the provinee ; that they did 
not like my ways, and were themſelves intangled in the cauſe, yet they did bear a 
great reſpect to my family, and ſomewhat to my own perſon, having ſeveral 
ways obliged many of them ; and not being charged with any cruel, treacherous 
or malicious acts againſt them, and ſome more moderate and diſcreet did look 
upon me as a perſon ſo much allied and interefted in England, that in time I 
might be a powerful inſtrument for their obtaining pardon, and the future ſettle- 
ment of a good peace; many through compulſion and mere neceſſity, being in- 
volved in this general-ealamity ; and, on the other fide, many did believe that 
if any cruelty or outrage were put upon me, it would be ſo purſued againſt them 
that no mercy was to be expected. Another principal cauſe of ſafety was, that 
ſome, whether out of fear or love to me I cannot judge, had poſſeſſed their coun- 
cil of Kilkenny, that if any attempts were made upon me it would but make 
me greater, and reunite all thoſe that had forſaken me, who would not ſuffer 
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Jan. 1642. my perſon to be injured, though otherwiſe withdrawn from me; and that, in

the condition I was now reduced unto, I could not be fo prejudicial unto them

as formerly; and laſtly, though not ſo well to be juſtified, my conſtant anſwer- 
ing their letters and diſpatches, which gave very great ſatisfaction not only to my 

own dependants, but many others who were perſuaded at firſt that their argu- 
ments were unanſwerable, and I could ſay nothing to juſtify myſelf ; in this I - 
have and ſhall truſt to the mercy and goodneſs of a royal and gracious maſter, 
who, I am aſſured, would not have me, and his ſervice, here deſtroyed, by too 

ſtrict obſervance of formalities of law, when all my actions and expreſſions did 
fully declare my unalterable reſolution to live and die his moſt loyal and faithful 


ſubje& and ſervant.

Y former letters I ſignified unto you my diſlike of your elections of hoſtages 
there, which I know to be carried with faction, and much lecret working 

and preparation, which, I fear, doth bewray too much the turbulent ſpirits of 
ſome there, that intend that which they are not able to compaſs, and to no 
other end than to haſten their own and the ruin of the country. Here appeared 
only before me Martin Lynch, and Marcus Lynch, both intruſted by me (as I 
remember) among others, with the charge of keeping the powder and ammuni- 
tion there, whereof I hope to be able one day to call for an account, and that I 


believe to be a reaſon why they are pointed out to me now, and is one reaſon 
why I returned them back ; the one hath of late ſent his mother and brother, 


and the other a great part of his ſtock by captain Aſhley, and others, and hath 
been by me for that and other reaſons refuſed upon former elections. I wiſh ſome 
there may not pleaſe themſelves by adding affliction to the afflicted, and in prac- 
tiſing their deep deſigns upon me to my danger and prejudice. The more curious 
I find you there in your partial elections, and thoſe you chooſe in repairing 
hither, the more circumſpe& and jealous I ſhall be in my acceptance of them; 
and I affure you if their own, or the demeanour of that place, ſhall not highly

A M informed, that the inhabitants of Loughreagh venting to the ſhips ſome 


1 ſuperfluous commodities the country could well ſpare, and bringing back 


others moſt wanting in theſe parts, they have been robbed by ſome of Galway, 
who keep their own gates ſhut, and by William Burke Fitz-Edmond, and 


others. I defire, by your means, to know whether reſtitution ſhall not be ſpeedily 


made, being to the value, as I am informed, of four or five hundred pounds; or 


whether he, and thoſe of Ballylin, ſhall be countenanced to rob and ſpoil the 
country, and oppoſe my authority. I do likewiſe underſtand that ſome do take 


the liberty and boldneſs upon them to withdraw my friends and followers by ex- 
communications and compulſory oaths; I deſire to know ſpeedily, whether that 
courſe ſhall be purſued, or what ſatisfaction I ſhall receive in the other particu- 
lars. My affairs will admit no long delay, and requires a certain anſwer, which,

Mr. Mayor, 


PERCEIVE by your letter the 4th of this inſtant, you have learned to 
ſpeak the languages and utter the conceptions of the mayor of Galway, 
w 


ich to me ſeems to vary much from the wonted and known judgment and 


expreſſions of Mr. Richard Martin, the lawyer. It doth not become you there 
to take upon you to be judges of the breaches or performance of the pacification, 
neither will the fort be thought indifferent therein ; and I hope one day to give 
a juft and impartial account of the carriage of both unto his majeſty and the ſtate, 
who will vouchſafe an equal ear to both, and may hold me an impartial witneſs in 
my relation concerning either ; till which time they are not well adviſed, nor adviſe 
me well, nor cannot wiſh my ſafety or good, that will expect I ſhould detain 


no hoſtages in my hands, for whom I muſt be accountable before king and ſtate, 


conſidering how particularly the paſſages of the pacification are taken notice of in 
England and Ireland, and that I hold hoſtages in purſuance thereof. And I 
ſhall defire you, Mr. mayor, that you expect not ſo ſtrict an account from me, 
wherefore I reject one, and accept of another for an hoſtage. The freedom of 
electing of hoſtages, without publiſhing the reaſon, being in all times left in thoſe 
that take hoſtages, and ſomewhat a larger freedom being dye to the king's go- 
vernor; and I am not now to be confined to the literal words of the articles of 
pacification therein, when as hitherto, and now of late, many acts are publickly 
done and countenanced by authority in that town, that I do believe come 
nearer an intrenchment upon, if not a breach thereof, than any proceeding of 
mine. Tho* two of thoſe here could be content to free themſelves by eſcape, 
and expoſe me to the danger, yet I am very ſenſible of their long ſtay here, 
much occaſioned through the factious and partial elections of a wilful number 
there, and a neceſſity laid on me to provide for my own ſecurity. The ſenſe of 
their ſufferings, and not my deſire to humour any faction there, hath in- 
clined me (notwithſtanding my former reſolutions) to accept of any four of the 
fix here underwritten, ſo that one of them be of the three aldermen, whereof 
fix are of the twelve, agreed upon to be ſucceſſively ſent hither ; and upon 
their repair unto me, I will return the former hoſtages unto you, and not before. 
Mr. Mayor, expect not many more letters from me, ſeeing many of your vain- 
glorious members much boaſt beforehand of their great undertakings, and reſo- 
lution of beſieging his majeſty's fort the ſecond time; which their hopeleſs and 
vain deſign, in all likelihood, will meet with the like to their former ſucceſs, and 
will expoſe them to the juſt revenge and hatred of England and Scotland, and many 
of this kingdom, and undoubtedly bring a preſent deſtruction upon all this county, 
and future certain deſtruction upon themſelves, upon whom, it is to be fe 

the curſes of moſt of this province will fall, as the original authors of all their 
calamities. When I hear your youth have laid by theſe high deſigns, I ſhall be 


as moderate in my choice of hoſtages as formerly; till then I will detain theſe I 


have, until I receive others to my mind ; and preſently after their firft attempts, 
will ſeize upon the perſons and goods of any other of that place, to ſecure their 
loyalty, and puniſh their pride, and will make uſe of all his majeſty's power 


here, and draw what I can from other places, to preſerve his peace, and defend

HAVE received your letters of the 5th and 8th of this preſent, and ſhall 
I to-morrow give you my reſolution, having occaſion to ſend into thoſe parts 
for ſome proviſion wanting here. I ſhall now only give a brief touch of the cauſe - 

of my preſent repair hither, I have heard much commendation of the abilities and 
diſpoſition of colonel John Burke, now at Galway (as I am informed) and I have 
formerly received expreſſions from him of great affection and reſpects to me, 
and, by report, ſeconded with many publick profeſſions ſince his arrival into 
this kingdom; but now by the working of ſome perverſe fad ion among you 
there, or ſome other ill- affected perſons elſewhere, I obſerve very great appearances 
of contrary effects; and that his firſt enterprize is like to draw diſhonour and 
danger upon me, and ſpoil and deſtruction upon this county, having made Gal- 
way his place of reſidence ; and from thence to ſend his letters miſſive to the 

entlemen of the ſeveral baronies of this county to repair unto him, and even to 
ſome, that, both by their nearneſs of blood and reſidence, are particularly obliged 
by duty and affection to give their attendance upon me. Next, that conſulta- 
tions are held, if not reſolutions taken, to beſiege his majeſty's fort, even with 
forces raiſed within this county ; a greater danger and injury cannot be deviſed to 
fall upon me in ſeveral reſpects, both future and preſent. And though it hath, 
and ſhall be, my conſtant endeavour to keep this county in peace and obedience 
until I receive farther inſtruction from his majeſty, which J daily expect; yet 
conſidering the great general diſtempers of the time, I ſhould not much wonder 
that ſome young captains might be led and perſuaded to ſerve in other parts of 
the kingdom ; but to be ſo drawn and miſled to bring diſhonour upon me, and 
deſtruction upon themſelves, by making this the ſeat of war, doth much amaze 
me; and if ſuch determinations muſt be purſued, I muſt likewiſe ſettle my own 
reſolutions to make trial of the king's authority, and the intereſts of the earl of 
Clanricarde in this county, in diſcharge of my duty both to king and country. The 
ſubſtance of my apprehenſions in this buſineſs, you may impart where you conceive 
I am likelieſt to receive beſt ſatisfaction. I ſhall now conclude with my prayers 
to God, to guide and direct us to what may be moſt to his hondur and glory, 
to the true ſervice of the king, and good preſervation of this poor kingdom ſo 
much aſtray, and I ſhall ſtill remain

HAVE by the relation of my noble couſin Sir John Burke, received fo large 
I and good a character of your worth and loyalty in this ſearching time of al- 
moſt general defection, and your many ſufferings and loſſes for that cauſe, by 
ſome of your own near friends and kindred, who having tallen into that misfor- 
tune, labour to involve others into the ſame calamity, and likewiſe informing 
me of your profeſſions of friendſhip and reſpe& to 1 e, that I ſhould eſteem

Y OUR letter of the 26th of the laſt month came to my hands with much 


difficulty; the meſſenger. being taken, threw it away, and afterwards very 
luckily found it. The news your lordſhip ſent me of the ſafe paſſage of the ladies 


to Dublin gave me great content, and was much increaſed by the hopes of a pa- 


cification in England, and the expected arrival of the lord lieutenant, both which

from me, only that I am forward to take hold of ſo fair an opportunity to pre- Jan. 1642 
ſent my love and reſpects unto your lordſhip; and I ſhall pray your lordſhip,  *

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Jan. 1642:comes ſince confirmed to me, and is ſtill confidently affirmed at Dublin; but 
that which makes it doubtful is, the news comes to me from a very good hand, 
that there was a very bloody battle fought near Oxford, on the ad of December, 
the victory the king's; the vaſt number of both armies being ninety-five thou- 
ſand foot and twenty thouſand horſe. And the relation of the treaty your lord- 
ſhip mentioned, could hardly come ſo ſoon after into this kingdom. 

The arrival of colonel John Burke is likely to raiſe great troubles and diſ- 
tempers in theſe parts, and danger upon me, many of the principal members of 
this county repairing to him at Galway, but how far uniting themſelves to him is 
not come to my knowledge; he hath been there fince Chriſtmas eve; and their 
long conſultations not yet grown to any certain reſolutions ; but that which I 
find moſt deſired is beſieging of the fort, though they ſay much oppoſed by many 
of the better ſort of the town, but others are more inclined to give me an aſſault, 
as not willing to leave me free at their backs. And if your lordſhip eſcapes in the 
county of Roſcommon, I believe it is want of power, and not of good-will to 
viſit you. They uſe all the art and power that can be imagined to withdraw 
the affections and attendance of my friends and followers from me, both by ſpi- 
ritual ald temporal practices. My lord of Mayo, and moſt part of that county, 
have refuſed to join, or to be under the command of the new general ; neither do 
T obſerve any great unity in other parts of the kingdom. Colonel Cullen is gone 
away diſcontented, and ſome that ſtay it may be are not well pleaſed. It is 
written from Kilkenny, that two ſhips are come with arms and ammunition to 
Wexford and Dungarvan, and that ſeven more are coming from Dunkirk. It is 
related to me from a very intelligent perſon that the heretofore ſecret diſcontents 
between the prince of Orange and the States, are viſibly burſt forth into ſharp in- 
vectives, and ſome places of conſequence ſurprized on both fides ; France already 
diſtempered by the death of Richlieu; a great defeat given the Imperialiſts in 
Germany; the confederate princes of Italy ſtrong in arms againſt the pope ; in 
what condition Spain hath long been in your lordſhip knows; fo that no part of 
the chriſtian world is left free for a quiet man to retire unto. Theſe general diſ- 
tempers might excuſe the many violent confuſions of my unhappy countrymen, 
if they would yet make fit applications, and be capable of advice, to avoid the 
certain ruin and deſtruction they draw upon this unfortunate kingdom. 

The convoys I ſent to the fort, and returned on Thurſday laſt, eſcaped 
hardly ; three foot companies, and many horſe, lying in wait for them, giving 
out, that they ſpared them becauſe they ſaw they had no powder, which they 
expected, upon the report of a ſoldier, who ran away frota the fort to the town, 
who ſaid there was great quantity of powder going to Oran More, which I was 
to convoy to your lordſhip ; but their intelligence failed at that time. The bearer, 
my couſin William More, is moſt thankful to your lordſhip, and I in his behalf, for 
your favour and great care of him, and I doubt not but he will deſerve the con- 
tinuance of it, though he dares not wait upon your lordſhip as he defires, and

HAVE received your letter of the 19th, which contains an anſwer of co- 
J lonel Burke's to a former letter of mine directed to you, to which I make 
reply, and the laſt that I intend to trouble myſelf withal to any upon this ſub- 
jet, That if the town and county have failed to traffick, or ſuffered in their 
eſtates, it hath been for negle& of their duty, and diſobedience to me his ma- 
jeſty's governor ; that if they expect redreſs, or the enjoying of thoſe benefits, it 
muſt proceed from their conformity to my commands, and applications to me 
for his majeſty's ſervice, without relation to other authority, not warranted by 
his majeſty's commiſſion ; that the fort hath no reaſon to refuſe ſupplies from 
the ſhips, nor the country to forbear traffick with them for their profit and ad- 


vantage, 


apprehenſion of reported intentions to beſiege his majeſty's fort, with 
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Jan. 1642 yantage, without which they cannot ſubſiſt, tho ugh ſome of them may be ill- 
— a. 


diſpoſed, as is pretended; neither do the diſputes in England warrant us to 
proceed againſt them. That though I may not approve of all the actions and 
proceedings of the captain of the fort, yet I am obliged to regard the place, how- 
ever I affect the perſon; that his deportment is not concealed to his majeſty, 
who, in his own good time, will dire& his commands concerning him ; that if 
the town and country continue refractory, they can pretend to no future excuſe, 
enjoying all their own hearts could deſire, having a catholick and native gover- 
nor; that I punctually and religiouſly obſerve the living examples and dying 
commands of my deceaſed father, and, by a conſtant perſeverance. therein, do 
with confidence expect a bleſſing from God, and the overcoming of all diffi- 
culties, according to what almoſt his laſt breath delivered to me; yet if the reſt 
of the county did as well obſerve the examples of their parents, they might have 
continued happy, as now like to prove unfortunate ; that no ſtory doth deli- 
ver any good or firm ſettlement of religion by difloyalty to their prince; that 
no oath is binding that is oppoſite or contrary to our allegiance to the king; 
that whatſoever is pretended, his majeſty's diſpleaſure to thoſe proceedings is fully 
known to moſt of themſelves, as likewiſe what the queen hath declared in this 
buſineſs, whoſe zeal to religion is not to be queſtioned ; that if the colonel had 
not adhered to the counſels and commands of others, but firſt applied himſelf 
to me, and attended the reſolutions and commands I ſhould receive from his 
majeſty, he had fully ſhewed his reſpects to the memory of my father, his pro- 
feſſed affection to me, and ſerved his king and country with honour and reputa- 
tion ; and laſtly, that through former fair reports, though I ſhould wiſh well to 
his perſon, yet as he ſtands engaged, and ſeeks to overthrow my intereſts in this 
overnment, I being, by the expreſs words in my pattent, to command in chief 
all land forces in this county that ſerved the king, in the abſence of the lord de- 
puty, or chief governor, and. by ancient deſcent to be chiefetain in Clanricarde, 
I muſt continue a reſolute will, and, I hope, ſhall not want the power to reſiſt 
any ſuch attempts, wherein whatſoever becomes of my own perſon, I doubt not 
thoſe that ſhall ſucceed me will full reſent the diſhonour and injury done, not to 
my particular, but the houſe of Clanricarde ; and, at their peril be it, of this county, 
that ſhall not obey and adhere to the king's governor, and their natural lord ; 
and I defire that the town of Galway may not pretend ignorance of what is here 
by me expreſſed. And having now diſcharged my part, there only remains to

My letter to the mayor of Galway, about the ſame time. 


Mr. Mayor, 


HAVE ſen a letter of yours unto Mr. juſtice Donnellan, where you com- 

plain of ſome hard meaſure in my proceedings between you and the Cahans. 
For what concerns the law, I believe he will give you ſatisfaction that there was 
no wrong done you therein; though if the ſtrictneſs of it were not performed 
to your advantage, as I conceive it hath been, I muſt take that upon myſelf, 
who am not ſolely to be guided by any. of that profeſſion, when I ſee the 
law of fo little force in other things of more concernment ; and that reaſon, 
and the condition of the times, will not allow that poor ancient tenants and 
followers ſhould be diſpoſſeſſed at this ſeaſon of the year, which would draw the 
curſes of the poor upon us, and be otherwiſe of ill conſequence, by diſheartening 
thoſe that have relation to me, which makes the prejudices on my part appa- 


rent ; what the loſs may be to you I cannot imagine for ſo ſhort forbearance. 


And to deal more clearly with you, though, in my own private opinion, I am 
| dalceſirous 
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deſirous to harbour the beſt opinion of you and your intentions, and as my ſpe Jan. 1642. Py 
cial ancient friend to ſhew reſpects unto you, yet I muſt now look upon e 


the publick magiſtrate of a town, that declareth a reſolution to beſiege his ma- 
jeſty's fort, entertaineth and maintaineth a ſtrange perſon with new power and 
juriſdiction, in oppoſition to his majeſty's governor, to make this county the 
ſeat of war, and to be at the charges of it, when other counties decline it that 
have more occaſion. And if I had been a malicious enemy, there could be no- 
thing more done to my ruin and diſhonour, and to the diſgrace and deſtruction. 
of the houſe of Clanricarde, when God, and your own conſciences, know and 
bear teſtimony 33 — you, that there hath been no induſtry omitted by me, 
nor charge, nor labour for the good of this county, and the whole kingdom; 
and if ſuch deſigns be purſued, and ſuch authority ſupported here, I ſhall not 
take it for any favour to have my perſon preſerved for the greateſt ignominy 
and diſgrace. And I ſuppoſe that you have forgotten the laſt letters I received 
out of England, wherein was expreſſed his majeſty's approbation of my proceed- 
ings in the pacification with you; and his majeſty, by report, beginning to 
grow maſter of his affairs in England, that would have been a good ſtep and fair 
occaſion for me to obtain mercy and favour for you, if not deſtroyed by a ſecond 
unpardonable revolt, without patience of a ſhort attendance what my next diſ-

My letter to captain Wi'ldughby, the 21ſt of January. 
Captain WiLLovonsy, N 4 


HE laſt night I received a very ſad complaint from Sir Richard Blake, 
who after a long ſufferance, and loſs of his eſtate, hath now the ſmall 
remnant of his ſtock taken from him by your ſoldiers, that was left for the pre- 
ſent relief and maintenance of his lady, children, and family; and ſome part of 
them that were reſerved for the ſupply of my warders in thoſe parts, and all of 
it his, and my tenants under him ; and that upon two letters of his, and lieu- 
tenant Daly's application to you, he can receive no manner of ſatisfacton, neither 
of reſtitution of the milch cows, nor ticket for the reſt, if there were occaſion 
to uſe them, as I ſhould hope there was not after ſuch large ſupplies, and ſeve- 
ral preys taken. I cannot but much wonder at this proceeding, as it comes in- 
formed to me, ſince it may draw danger upon you, and much hazard upon 
me, by thus falling on your beſt friends and aſſiſtants, and at a time when you 
knew my endeavours were employed to divert and break this violent ſtorm that 
threatens us. The fault and clamour for all ſuch actions being till laid as a 
heavy charge upon me; and if you ſhould be attempted, it may diſhearten 
many from giving aſſiſtance, or being guided by me in thoſe ways, that might 
moſt tend to your preſervation, when they obſerve, that ſpoil and preying upon 
them is the reward of their beſt actions; and truly, if you do not find ſome 
means to give him a good comfort and ſatisfaction in this particular, it will not 
appear fair dealing with him, nor reſpe& to me. | | 1345 
I have received your letter of the 18th, and for thoſe ſupplies you mention, 
or for my repair unto thoſe parts, it will not be poſſible for me to compaſs it at 
this time, or to move from theſe borders, being beſet on all ſides. General 
Reſton, with a great army, and ſome pieces of ordnance, beſieged Birr the laſt 
week, and it is rendered to him, and Mr. Parſons and the ladies conveyed to 
the Naas, and, a3 they ſay, a fair quarter gained, but the. particulars I know ↄ 
not; he remains ſtill there with an intention, as is given out, to fall next upon 
Fort Falkland and Raghra, and what farther attempts he may make upon theſe 
parts is much to be doubted. The commodities you deſire are hard to be gotten,

The fervour and zeal of many of the clergy growing now highly inflamed, 
with the benefit and poſſeſſion they had gained of all the church livings ; they 
did breathe forth their thunders upon all men that would not deſperately throw 
themſelves into deſtruction to make good their undertakings, and particularly in 
this county ; their proceedings exceeded all others in violence, and oppreſſion of 
the conſcience ; and, to manifeſt that truth, I thought fit to ſet down an excom- 
munication publiſhed here in the dioceſe of Clonfert and Kilmacduogh, con- 
trived and ſet forth by Oliverus Burke, a dominican friar, and vicar general to 


his brother the biſhop of Clonfert. 
The EXCOMMUNICATION. 


'T is beyond the art of words to expreſs the deep reſentment of our forrow con- 
ceived for the foul and ſhameleſs deportment of ſome of our degenerated com- 
patriots, diveſted of all humanity, and to whoſe iron breaſts no piety ſeems to have 
had admittance ; who viewing their country in theſe preſent diſtempers of the 
times, turning on the vertical point of her upriſing by means of her late inſurrec- 
tion, or of her own downfal, by the helliſh complottingof the puritan faction againſt 
our whole nation (which times eternity ſhall never devour) theſe flinching tergi- 
verſators, by open furtherance, and the helping hands of our deadly foes, do ſeek 
and procure to weaken the nerves, and blemiſh the luſtre of our actions. We mean 
firſt of our natives, the profeſſed enemies of our catholick cauſe, whoſe ambition 
is, on their mother's ruin, to build the Babel tower of their imaginary fortunes. 
In the ſecond place, we intend falſe brethren, and treacherous diſſemblers, who in 
lieu of expected ſuccour, and ſupporting our neceſſities in theſe our thorny affairs, 
by their double affected dealings, entrench us deeper into miſery, ſhrouding 


their poiſon in ſugared words. Thirdly, we mean neuters, ſpectators, and poli- 


ticks, temporiſers, whoſe minds, devoid of grace, are ſtamped with crooked in- 
tentions, and fooling themſelves with the opinion of their own wiſdom, tranſcend- 
ing all others, frame many chimeras of their own ſafety, however the world will 
turn; and in the interim, care not how winds will blow, ſo they be at anchor them- 
ſelves at home. Fourthly, we ſtrike and ſingle out old covenanters and timorous 
aſſociates, who miſled in a lethargy of ſelf- love, are inſenſible of the imminent 
dangers hovering o'er this iſland. Finally, we intend intruders, who love to fiſh 
in troubled waters, and unprovidently pretend to diſtribute the prey before they 
be maſters of it, undertaking withal the directeſt courſe to proſtrate our names 


in foreign dominions to moſt unglorious miſreſpects, and bury our priſtine ho- 


nour in future infamy. When all nations are poſſeſſed of our intentions in theſe 
preſent wars to be maintainers of true religion, king and country, certified here- 
after of ſo many abuſes and proper intereſts, in lieu of praiſe, will ſound out 
our diſgrace unto poſtern ages, all which manner of perſons, or rather wicked 
imps of Satan, are to be deplored ; and if they continue (as God forbid) in their 
former practices, are worthy to be conſumed by 'the horrid claps of heaven's 
thunder, or ſwallowed to the vaults of big-bellied earth. If they continue (I ſay) 
their pernicious diſunion, cold diſaffection, and miſdeeds, exhibited to their native 
ſoil, after ſo many experiments had of cruelties practiſed by our common enemy,

breach of quarter and covenants, waſting depopulations, foraging hoſtilities, per- 
petrated by the enraged kennel of puritanical ſectaries, our hearts would melt in 
drops of blood, our breafts may fob out ſighs and inflamed*groans, conſidering 
our brethern and countrymen, ſo benummed, ſo miſled, and fo blinded, as they 
ſce not, or pretend not to ſee, how juſt our quarrel is againſt thoſe Ammons, that 
project and thirſt no leſs than our total extirpation, our war being rather defen- 
five than offenſive, defined and decreed as juſt and lawful by the publick afſem- 
blies of our jealous prelates and prime clergymen, approved by his holineſs the 
pope of Rome, who lately directed unto us his gracious breves and miſſives, which 
we received, containing his acclamations and approbations of our endeavours, 
with his apoſtolical benediction to all the furtherers of ſo good a cauſe, and a 
plenary indulgence to thoſe in ſtate of grace that will die in defence thereof. We 
may but weep and lament, yea never dry our eyes, reflecting on the dulneſs of 
ſome titular catholicks, who ſlightly hear and conceive no feeling of the horrid 
blaſphemies diſgorged and enacted by the malignant party of puritans in parlia- 
ment, againſt the myſteries of our Roman catholick profeſſions ; the ſacrilegious 
impieties vamped and belched out of their infectious reaſts againſt the ſacred 
name of our ſweet Saviour Jeſus, a name to which all knees in hell, in earth, in 
heaven muſt bow ; a name that makes the heaven and earth to ſhake, and ſend 
ſhuddering chillneſs throughout the veins of all infernal powers ; how can we but 
highly admire, and in our admiration burſt into moſt doleful notes, to ſee our 
moſt gracious ſovereign king (the beſt of princes) his royal iſſue, our gracious 
queen his noble conſort, ſet on with fire and ſword, with all affronts, diſhonour 
and diſgraces proſcribed ? But alas] how charity from ſome is gone to endleſs 
pilgrimage! O Lord, through what forbidden paths doth paſſion hurry us, when 
reaſon is unſeated, which never in Pharaoah's, or Nebuchadnezzar's obdurated 
minds was more conſpicuous than it will appear in our refractory friends, if 
they abjure not themſelves, and reclaim not their hearts from their former 
- | 
In concluſion of all the premiſes, we have taken to our ſerious conſideration, 
how diſaſtrous and diſmal the precedent ſort of people's proceeding may prove to 
this much afflicted kingdom, and that nothing inflicts more dangerous wounds 
in a body politick than the ſplinters of ſome broken confederates, whoſe actions 
may bring a doleful and deadly knell over themſelves, no leſs than over the beſt 
affected; we thought it high time to apply the moſt efficacious and ſpeedieſt 
remedy to divert ſuch incumbrances, and rectify thoſe crooked members in their 
ruptures and diſlocations, endeavouring to joint and befit them in their proper 
ſeats to the body politick, otherwiſe to hack and hew, and ſpare neither trunk 
nor lordſhips amongſt you. Cuncta prius tentanda, ſed immedicabile vulnus, Enſe 
recidendum eſt, ne pars fincera trabatur. Our duty to God, our paſtoral function 
obliging us, not only to reduce theſtrayed ſheep into the fold, but alſo to cut the cor- 
rupted ſores that cancer and infe& the whole and wholſome compoſition, left God, 
who ſweetly hitherto chaſtiſed our flock, far underneath the rate of their deme- 
rits, now, by occaſion of ſo many irritating factions, ſhould ſhew his indignation 
againſt us all. Having therefore hitherto made uſe of mildeſt courſes by frequent 
admonitions, counſels, prayers, and often warnings and exhortations, now at 
length, though much againſt our mind, being driven thereunto, we reſolve 'to 
ws cx the fearful ſword of excommunication ; and ſo hereby, and by this our 
preſent act, writing, definitive ſentence, and decree, invoking firſt the name of 
God, having his fear before our eyes, ſo as we aim at nothing but the amend- 
ment of wiltul tranſgreſſors, and cure of putrid members, by virtue of the autho- 
rity which graciouſly was conferred upon us by God's divine providence, by the 
catholick apoſtolick Roman church, and the ſupreme governor thereof, vicar- 
general to Chriſt on earth, his holineſs the pope of Rome, we excommunicate, 
with a major excommunication, iþ/o facto, nulla, alia, expectanda ſententia, ſeu 
f ſententiæ 
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Jan. 1642, ſententiæ declaratione, we extend all the properties, effects, penalties, burthens, 


diſabilities temporal or ſpiritual annexed, depending or attaining by law or 
cuſtom unto that manner of excommunication; and we declare actually as excom- 
municated, ſingularly, determinately, and in their individious exiſtence, as if we 
had named and ſingled each one by the pole, all catholicks of what dignity, pre- 
heminence, calling, or profeſſion ſoever, as will be found hereafter known, or 
really continue open enemies to our catholick cauſe, and to the expeditions in land 
for upholding or maintaining the ſame; all neuters, cold and flinching covenanters, 
all aiders, entertainers, counſellers, abettors, relievers, encouragers of the common 


enemies, and that will hereafter ſend them any private or publick intelligence; 


all ſpies and falſe brethren; as alſo all intruders, diſpoſſeſſors, detainers of catho- 
lick, Engliſh, or Iriſh goods, lands, chattles, without ſpecial licence to be exhi- 
bited from the ſupreme provincial, or county councils; all publick robbers of 
ſuch goods, and general notable diſturbers of the aforeſaid cauſe, or the advance- 
ment thereof, which in our intereſt, under our command, and within the limits 
of our juriſdiction, if within three days after the publication of this in their ſeveral 
pariſhes, they will not in proper perſon, or by their lawful attornies, repair to. 
their pariſh prieſts, and ſubmit themſelves to us, our doom and judgment, which 
will be agreeable to the acts of the ſupreme council at Kilkenny, and withal 
teſtify their ſubmiſſion by their ſubſcriptions, ſwearing and ſigning the oath of 
aſſociation, according to the model and rights preſcribed at Kilkenny aforeſaid. 
Farther we declare and manifeſt by this, that we reſerve the abſolution, or re- 
laxation of this cenſure and excommunication to ourſelves alone, or to thoſe 
authorized by us; and if any (as God forbid) will preſume to contemn, or in- 
fringe, or vilify the ſaid cenſure, he ſhall not only incur the indignation of God, 
and ours, but alſo we will labour to whip him to his dutiful obedience by tem- 
oral puniſhments, invoking the ſecular powers to our aſſiſtance, and dint of the 
ſword to that effect. And further, for the better and fpeedier execution of this 
ſentence, act, and decree, we ſtrictly command and charge, /ub pena ſuſpenſionis 
7þ/o facto, all deans, archdeacons, vicars, foreigners, all paſtors having charge of 
ſouls, all paſtors incumbents, all pariſh prieſts, and their aſſiſtants, all covenantal 
regulars within this dioceſe, in their chapels and publick ſervices, to publiſh and 
notify this excommunication, publickly expounding it unto all, and ſetting 
forth the effects of a major excommunication, how ſore and fearful a puniſhment 
it is, yea, and the ſevereſt that may be inflicted upon earth; withal to declare 
there is no uſe of appellation, or provocations to the ſee of Rome, or to the next 
publick aſſembly of the clergy, which will not be accepted by us, being but idle, 
fruſtratorious, and unreaſonable. In farther teſtimony, ſtrength, and confirma- 
tion of the ſame ſentence and excommunination, we have hereunto put our hands 


and ſeals, &c. 


This ſtrange unuſual way of excommunication being publiſhed, raiſed very 
great diſturbance upon me, and all that adhered to me for his majeſty's ſervice; 
yet in theſe two dioceſes near my principal dwellings they held firm to me with 


great reſolution, and many others in ſeveral remote parts of the county, though 


by violence excluded out of the church, repoſing much confidence in my exam- 
ple, and ſome private aſſurances given them, that this heavy puniſhment was un- 
juſtly laid upon them, and that the crime did lie upon the impoſers, and not upon 
them, for being abſent from the free exerciſe of their religion; and in regard 
the oath of aſſociation was the ground of the excommunication, all other parti- 
culars mentioned being little examined, ſo that oath was taken. Tho' it may be 
had in print, yet I hold it moſt convenient to inſert it here, that it may the 
more plainly appear what a ſtrange ground-work was laid to keep men out of 
the church; the only choice left them was either to be perjured, and renounce 
their allegiance, or, by excommunication, be thruſt out of the communion of

F A. B. do promiſe, ſwear, and proteſt before God, and his ſaints and angels, 
I during my life to bear true faith and allegiance to my ſovereign lord Charles, 
by the grace of God, king of Great Britain, France and Ireland, and to his heirs, 


and lawful ſucceſſors; and that I will to my power, during life, defend, uphold," 


and maintain all his and their juſt prerogatives, eſtates and rights, the power and 
privilege of the parliament of this realm, the fundamental laws of Ireland, the 
free exerciſe of the Roman catholick faith and religion throughout this land; 
and the lives, juſt liberties, eſtates and rights of all thoſe that have taken, or 
ſhall take this oath, and perform the contents thereof ; and that I will obey and 
ratify all the orders and decrees made, or to be made, by the ſupreme council of 


the confederate catholicks of this kingdom, concerning the publick cauſe; and 


that I will not ſeek, or receive, directly or indirectly, any pardon, or protection, 
for any act done, or to be done touching this general cauſe, without the conſent 


of the major part of the ſaid council; and that I will not, directly or indi- 


rectly, do any act or acts that ſhall prejudice the fail cauſe, but will, to the 
hazard of my life and eftate, aſſiſt and proſecute, and miintain the ſame. So help 


me God, and his holy goſpel. 


I have heard of many puniſhed for ſwearing and perjury, but never any excom- 
municated for not ſwearing, though the oath had been lawful, and lawfully ad- 
miniſtered ; temporal puniſhments and penalties are, and have been inflicted by 
princes upon their ſubjects; pg.” 

About this time there happened a ſudden accident that did much more per- 
plex and diſturb me than all the threats and menaces of the clergy, or any other 
misfortune that had befallen me. There lived for the moſt part reſident in my 
houſe one father Dominick Burke, of the order of St. Dominick, and prior of the 
abbey of Athunry, a poor, but ſtrong walled town, newly revolted from me, and 
had received and entertained their county counſels, and their lieutenant gene- 
ral and his forces. This father, though young, yet very exemplary both in life, 
learning, and diſpoſition, had conſtantly defended my ways and proceedings againſt 
the reſt of the clergy, and they were very highly incenſed againſt him, and all 
the commanders of their party; but I being deſirous to learn ſome certainty of 
their proceedings and intentions, it was propoſed by ſome, and conſented unto 
by me, that he ſhould repair to his abbey, where probably he might come to the 
knowledge of their reſolutions from ſome of them, there being a general meet- 
ing in that town both of their commanders and counſellors. As ſoon as the lieu- 
tenant general heard of his being there, with a politick zeal, and great ſhew of 
devotion, he went thither the next morning, a little before maſs time, accom- 
panied with all his commanders, and attended to the abbey door with ſeveral 
foot companies, and, after ſome ſhort ſalutation, cauſed all his colours to be 
brought into the church, and would needs have them hallowed by him, who, 
being ſuddenly ſurpriſed, performed his deſires ; the particular paſſages will fully 
appear by the following letters. This (if I may fay ſo) counterfeit zeal of his, did at 
firſt apprehenſion deceive many, and, amongſt others, my own ſteward, 
who making a relation of it, to wit, he was glad father Dominick met with ſo fair 
correſpondence among ſome, who, as it was thought of late, would not accept a 
bleſſing from him, which furely was to be imputed to the religious diſcretion of 
the .chief commander. How welcome ſuch expreſſions were to me, may eaſily 
be imagined, and will in part appear by the following letter.

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My letter to my ſteward James Davocke, the 25th of January.

OUR firſt letter this day hath ſtruck ſo deep and fad an impreſſion in me, 
as makes me uncapable of giving any preſent inſtruction or direction. The 
beſieging of the fort, or the fireing of Loughreagh, and the country about it, 
could not have raiſed ſo great a diftemper in me, as the proceedings between co- 
lonel Burke and father Dominick; and it doth much amaze me, that from 
your judgment ſhould proceed ſuch an epithet, as to call that religious diſcre- 


tion, which was a more miſchievous practice upon me than to attempt my life, 


being not to raiſe a future ſuſpicion, but in appearance a certain knowledge of a 
combination between me and thoſe in action, and in preſent to take all men 
from me that I could hope to aſſiſt me. What can ever be thought of me here- 
after, when it ſhall be told, that my own confeſſor, and of my wife and family, 
did bleſs and give benedictions to thoſe colours that are to be diſplayed againſt 
the king's authority in this government, to beſiege the king's fort, and deſtroy 
the Engliſh? or into what extremity doth it put me, when it cannot be redeemed 
but by making this county ſwim in blood, or by my ſpeedy baniſhment from it, 
or elſe my houſe and ſelf to periſh, when, as otherwiſe, if threats and intreaty 
could not prevail, it might not have been dangerous for me to remain quiet, 
having ſo ſmall power, being fo much neglected, and the expectation of ſupplies 
ſo uncertain ? And it is ſtrange, that the profeſſions of love and friendſhip in the 
colonel to me ſhould be ſo much valued by my friends. Can it be imagined that 
a ſtranger ſhould come into this county of Galway, and think to compaſs his own 
ends, and draw the people to him, if he do not profeſs to love the houſe of Clan- 
ricarde ? but do not all his ad ions run a contrary courſe ? and doth he not ſet up 
a tribunal and juriſdiction here oppoſite to mine, and none but this county aſ- 
fiſting or countenancing him ? and well may he do it, being thus encouraged. 
It doth much affli& me, that the neceſſity of the preſent occaſion doth inforce 
me to lay my command upon you to give father Dominick notice, that he forbear 
repairing to me, which is the only remedy I can think of at this time to prevent 
or qualify the miſchief that might enſue this diſaſter; I ſhall ever love him 
dearly, and I am ſure his intentions were good, though being not well conſi- 


dered, it muſt inforce a ſeparation for a time, until, upon better recollection, 


ſome other courſe be thought of, &c.

B EING on my way to wait on your lordſhip and my lady, againſt the puri- 
D fication day, according to my promiſe, to comply with the duty of my 
function, I underſtand that your honour conceived moſt ſenſible apprehenſion 
and diſpleaſure of a paſſage happened inAthunry, between colonel John Burke and 
me, ſuperficiouſly related in a letter of mine to Mr. Davocke, whom I wiſhed to 
acquaint your lordſhip therewith, not thinking it might ſubminiſter occaſion to 
oftence, or indignation, whereas my intention was far from deſerving any, how- 
ever I may unadviſedly fall thereinto. 


My lord, Monday the 23d of this preſent, finding myſelf in the abbey of 


Athunry, of ſet purpoſe, and with your lordſhip's licence, to learn how things 
| 8 were 
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were like to fall out or be carried, and diſcover to my uttermoſt the intentions Jan. 1642. 
and courſes to be purſued by the new raiſing army, appointed to meet there, | 
colonel Burke with ten or twelve captains, and other commanders of his confe- 
derates, with tneir companies, entered the ſaid abbey, juſt at the time I was to 
ſay mals, and laid their colours before the altar, earneſtly defiring I ſhould, accord- 
ing to the cuſtom of catholick countries, hallow or bleſs the ſame ; to which I 
anſwered, that ſuch ceremonies ſhould rather be reſerved for my lord archbi- 
e ſhop, ſhortly expected in town, than performed by me; colonel Burke replied, 
ce that he never uſed to diſplay colours, or accept thereof, to pay or muſter, with- 
ce out being firſt hallowed, and that I being the oy of the abbey, it was my part 
«to do it within my juriſdiction.” Thus, my lord, unexpectedly circumvented, 
either of purpoſe, or by accident, I performed the ceremony with expreſſing 
my ſenfe of their ways and management of affairs, and the conditions neceſſary 
to be obſerved in a pretended juſt defenſive war, the preſent, in my opinion, Adbering 
being not juſtifiable, if taken in the nature of an aggreſſive war; yet I endea-'? the parlia- 
voured to frame my diſcourſe with that moderation, as that I neither approved, puritans 
nor diſapproved poſitively either fide, and gave a touch of the wrongful aſperſions + 228 
caſt upon your lordſhip and myſelf, without regarding cc science or reaſon; and 
finally, prayed God publickly, that whoſoever intended merely to deſtroy the Eng- 
liſh without diſtind ion, and make this inſurrection a national quarrel, or ſwerve 
from the obedience and loyalty due to the king and crown of England, or aim at 
the bringing in of any other government, might never proſper or ſucceed well, if 
not mended. This is the true relation of the paſſage in ſubſtance. 
My lord, I ſhall now intreat your lordſhip to take into your ſerious conſidera- 
tion : Firſt, the motives aforeſaid which invited me to be then in Athunry : Se- 
condly, how ſuddenly, and without being able to avoid it, the occaſion came 
upon me : Thirdly, that being already no better conceived of generally in this 
kingdom than if I were a profeſſed puritan, for my obſervance of your lordſhip, 
and connivance with your ways in this time of diſtraction; which is ſo apparently 
known to your lordſhip, that I need not extend farther therein. If in the face of 
an army, and fo many perſons of quality, I had denied the performance of an 
indifferent ceremony proper to my function, I could not affuredly eſcape the in- 
dignation of the people then preſent, giving way to the confirming all former aſ- 
perſons, and to draw upon myſelf, and your lordſhip, the often threatened cen- 
ſure of the clergy and laity of this kingdom. Next, I take God to witneſs, I 
never thought then any inconvenience that thereby might refle& on your lord- 
ſhip, and if I did, I ſhould likely rather hazard myſelf, as I have heretofore 
done, than otherwiſe; and however your lordſhip may apprehend my car- 
riage in that point, or others now, or hereafter, may conſtrue it, as a ſign of any 
combination in you, contrary to your profeſſed courſes of ſerving his majeſty, 
1 hope my innocent meaning and faithful endeavours for the advantage of your 
lordſhip's intentions, ſhall effectually prove more beneficial than that paſſage . 
hurtful to any. - | | 
Howſoever, I do renounce hereby my intereſt in heaven and earth, if thereby 
I meant any plot or project againſt the faith I owe your lordſhip, or prejudicial 
to your ways of ſerving his majeſty, to whom I am myſelf in my wiſhes and in- 
tentions as loyal a ſubject as any he hath in the world. My chief affliction is, 
for fear your lordſhip would harbour a conceit of my being falſe or faithleſs to 
you; if I be, ever have been, or ſhall be, God may never extend his mercy to 
me. But in caſe my reaſons or expreſſions be not ſulfeien to ſatisfy or remove 
your lordſhip's apprehenſions and fears of future and preſent reflections upon you, 
| ſhall be ready to baniſh myſelf from your preſence and houſe, nay would rather 
wiſh myſelf in Jeruſalem, than be a means to draw any inconvenience upon your 
lordſhip in honour or fortune, whom I never obſerved, or ſerved, for any expecta- 
tion of intereſt, but for mere nature to your houſe, and affection to yourſelf, 
and your good lady, ſince I had the honour to be acquainted with both, W 
. 4 
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Jan. 1642. hath been ſtill of ſuch perfection, as that I eſteemed no greater worldly content 
to myſelf than to continue my ſervice to both, whilſt T were permitted by thoſe 
to whom I owe obedience, whereof, if through my own diſgrace I be deprived, 

I ſhall humbly reſign myſelf to the divine will, who knoweth beſt what is good 

for me, and that my fins deſerved far greater puniſhment. I will not preſume 

to appear before your lordſhip until I receive either your anſwer, or direction. In 

the interim, God of his infinite goodneſs protect and bleſs your lordſhip, as truly

| My letters to the mayor of Galway of the 2d, roth, and 21ſt, ſets forth the 


p ings and violent inclinations and intentions of the major part of the town; 
| and by their declining to ſend any hoſtages, but ſuch as had always oppoſed 
1 the factious proceedings, and been friendly and aſſiſting to the Engliſh, they 
| did give apparent cauſe of ſuſpicion, that their reſolutions were bent to beſiege 
[| the fort; though I uſed all poſſible ways within my power, both by threats and 
|. perſuaſions, to divert that defign ; and I had ſome probable aſſurances given me 
that they were in no fit poſture for ſuch an attempt, and was likewiſe confident 
that the fort was in a very good ftate, and had plenty of proviſions of all kinds. 
By my letters to Sir Ulick Burke, in what an untoward poſture the country 
was then in, and their {implicity in joining with' Galway to hinder the venting 
of their commodities at great rates to the ſhips and fort, and receiving in others, 
without which they could not well ſubſiſt, and Galway ever impoſing exceſſive 
rates upon all commodities ; ſome reſtitution was made to the inhabitants of 
Loughreagh, but the compulſory oaths and excommunications were violently 
purſued. h : ; 
b My letter of the roth to Sir Richard Blake ſets forth my conſtant careful en- 
rech of Jen geavours to try all ways and means of power or perſuaſion, and to frame my 
expreſſions ſo as might be moſt winning and prevalent with them, though 
to others, not acquainted with the diſtempers of the people, they may ſeem im- 
proper, nay perhaps culpable in me, my whole labour and deſign being to keep 
off all attempts from the fort, the ſafety of which I did value above my own, 
though the commander of it was both highly troubleſome and ungrateful.

My letters to the carl of Corke, my lord of Inchiquin, and Mr. John Fitz- Jan. 162. 
Gerald, do give teſtimony of my earneſt deſire to keep and preſerve as many 35-4 wal

to procure them favour and encouragement, which if the ſtate and others had 
done, and not run contrary courſes to put all into deſperation, this rebellion 
could never have riſen to ſo great and dangerous a height. 7 


By my lord preſident's letter to me, and mine to him, may be obſerved the t5tb of Jan 


difficulties upon me to comply with his lordſhip's defires and occaſions for the 
preſent ſervice, and his lordſhip's forces were fo impaired, that they could not be 
divided to afford me any conſiderable aſſiſtance; and to ſtir here without forces 
well provided, would but the more endanger all, by uniting them, who were 
now much diſtracted with their own irreſolutions, upon what deſign to diſpoſe 
of their forces; and, by ſome private working, I ſtill found means to keep up 
thoſe diſputes, being in hopes that ſomewhat, either of power or pacification, 


would at laſt arrive unto us. 


Sir Richard Blake's anſwer to my letter of the 10th, and my reply, doth 7th 1 


rightly, ſet forth the diſpute in queſtion between the fort, town, and country ; 
and though my power was weak, I did declare a ſtrang reſolution to preſerve 
the king's right and authority, and the expreſſion of chieftain was an ancient 
title of great value and reputation with the people, and likely to work upon 
them, to ſtick firm to me rather than to a new commander that would uſurp 
that power. £25 | 

Concerning the oath and excommunication I have already treated of it, and 
ſhall have farther occaſion to ſpeak more of it in another place. | 

I have likewiſe mentioned, both by letter to my ſteward James Davocke, and 
others, the perplexity I was in for what paſſed between father Dominick Burke 
and colonel Burke, which indeed was like to prove very dangerous to me, both 
in preſent, by ſeeming to encourage my followers to forſake me, and in future, 
by caſting a ſuſpicion upon me; but my knowledge of the man, and his honeſt 
and plain expreſſions in his letter, gave me full aſſurance the. it was ſudden ſur- 
priſal, and nothing of ill intention in him, but I withdrew my countenance 
from him for a time, until I obſerved, that neither the country, nor others, 
had taken much notice of it, either to their advantage, or my prejudice. 

Upon the 24th, colonel Preſton, ſtiled general of Leinſter, fate down before 
Birr, with about two thouſand foot, and ſome few troops of horſe, and having 
beſtowed ſome great ſhot upon it that made ſome flight breach, they began to 
parley, and, after a ſhort treaty, it was'rendered up upon a very fair and ho- 
nourable quarter, which was carefully and punctually obſerved to them, and they 
were attended on with a ſtrong convoy unto the Engliſh quarters towards Dublin. 

On the 26th, colonel Preſton advanced with his forces, and came before 
Fort Falkland, and the next day it was yielded to him on a fair quarter. The 
place was of conſiderable ſtrength, and might very well have held out 
againſt him, longer than he could have been able to ſtay there : but their num- 
ber within was great, though not many ſerviceable ; their proviſions nothing 
plentiful, and being much diſcouraged, and tired by the continued neglect of the 
ſtate, and no hopes appearing of future relief for them, but what could come 
from me, which then began to be very difficult for me to undertake ; and then 
the report of Preſton's fair carriage at Birr, was a powerful motive to render 
themſelves to him, leſt they ſhould afterwards fall into worſe hands. Though 
theſe were true, and ſeem to be ſatisfactory reaſons for their ſurrender, yet 
ſome do object, that it was one of the king's forts, and that they are not uſually 
rendered upon ſuch eaſy terms before any ſhot made againſt them. One part of 
the conditions was, that my lord Caſtle-Stewart, and his company, ſhould be con- 
voyed to the fort of Galway, in which journey they were much croſſed, . and 

delayed, by the irreſolute proceedings of colonel John Burke, there being, as it

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Feb. 164. ſnould ſeem, no good intelligence between the two generals, which proved much 
to my charge and trouble, as will be expreſſed in another place. 1 
Colonel Preſton having had ſuch proſperous ſucceſs, and being advanced ſo 
near unto me, he thought it then a fit time to make ſome trial of my reſolu- 
tion, and ſent a letter to me to invite me to their affociation, with (as I con- 
ceived) ſome kind of diſreſpective language, of which I was very ſenſible, but 
knew not how to right myſelf, nor did think it fit to make any return that 
might exaſperate, until I heard of his removal back, yet I did not apprehend 
much preſent danger; for beſides the difficulty of paſſing over the great river 
of the Shannon at that time of the year, I received certain information his pro- 
viſions were ſo ſcarce as that he would be inforced to a ſpeedy return. His let- 
ter will be more conveniently inſerted the next month, together with my an- 
ſwer. | 
The receipt of my lord preſident of Conaght's ſhort letter, informing me of 
the advance of an Engliſh army towards him, was a great comfort to me in the. 
condition I was in, though not free from much diſturbance, that no forces 
were ever ſent to myſelf, or to be under my command; but that I muſt ſtill be 
at courteſy and diſpoſal of others, and ſubje& to their humours and violences. 
Upon the laſt of this month, my caſtle of Clare, where I formerly reſided 
during the time the fort was beſieged, the chief place of ſtrength and impor- 
| tance that I had, both to curb the town of Galway, and command the country 
| thereabouts, through the negligence, if not treachery, of my tenant Jonakin 
| | Lynch, and the careleſſneſs of my warders there, was ſurprized by captain Tho- 
| mas Burke of Anbally, his lieutenant and ſoldiers, by the deceit and practices of 
j a Franciſcan friar. 
| : The Joſs of this important place was a very great vexation and diſturbance to 
me, in regard that if the fort ſhould be again attempted, I had no other place 
= in thoſe parts of ſafety to preſerve and draw my forces together, and the enemy 
L placing a garriſon there, might the more eaſily keep off all attempts I could poſ- 
ſibly make upon them.

1 HOUGH I have not heretofore had the honour to be known unto your 
i lordſhip, yet my due reſpects, and many obligations unto your honour- 
able family, enforce me to take the boldneſs to let you thus underſtand my 
mind, as well, in the firſt place, to declare the fincerity of my own intention 
in this general cauſe, as alſo to ſhew your lordſhip how unadviſedly you have been 
| hitherto therein miſled, thereby hoping, that the thick cloud which overipreads 
| the - true light of your underſtanding being diſperſed, you may perceive and 
U amend your error. 
| Wherefore be pleaſed to underſtand, that, . for my part, I ſhould not, upon 
any ſlight peruſal of this cauſe, lightly caſt off the employments which I had in 
| | the Low Countries, to embark myſelf, my wife, children, eſtate, and honour, 
| in a cauſe ſo full (in a word) of imminent danger to each particular of theſe ; 
but when (by the opinion of all divines) I perceived that the catholick religion, 
the rights and prerogatives of his majeſty, my dread ſovereign, the liberties of 
my country, and whether there ſhould be an Iriſhman or not, were the prizes at 
ſtake ; I thought all thoſe but weak motives to with-hold me from the ſervice of 
God, my king, and country. The cruel proceedings of our enemies in deſtroy- 
ing by fire and fword men, women, and children, without regard had to age 
or ſex ; their commiſſions being derived from the parliament of England (not 
from the king) are ſufficient to ſatisfy any impartial judgment, that they are not 
warrantable either by the law of God or man, and therefore not to be counte-

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| nanced, much leſs to be followed or imitated by any hervic ſpirit, lodged inFeb. 642. 
the breaſt eſpecially of any true Iriſhman, good ſubject, or good chriſtian. 


What ſharp and fierce battles have been lately fought betwixt the king and par- 
liament, your intelligence is too good to be ignorant of; how the parliament 
proclaiming all ſuch as adhere unto his majeſty traitors, is not unknown to your 
lordſhip ; that his majeſty terms us not his diſavowed rebels, but his beſt 
vaſſals, is come unto your ears. I may not doubt but that your lordſhip ſhould 
ſtill cleave unto the parliamentary ſtate of Ireland, all this notwithſtanding I 
cannot but greatly admire. Good my lord, let it not be ſaid by after- ages, Wt 
your lordſhip ſhould fo far degenerate from the worth of your anceſtors, as to 
further the deſigns of the parliament againſt God, our king, and country, but 
remember you are an Iriſhman, and if that the Iriſh be extirpated, you muſt 
not think to eſcape ſcott free.”

My anſwer to colonel Preſton, the 5th of February, 


SIR, 


OUR letter of the 28th of the laſt month found me in no good ſtate of 
health, which hath enforced this delay of my acknowledgment of your 
favour, by your expreſſions of reſpe& unto myſelf and family. 

The ſubject you were pleaſed to treat of hath been often preſſed upon me, 
and my replies ſo frequent, that there is not much new matter left me to deli- 
ver; but I chooſe rather to be guilty of repetition, than failing of what might be 
expected from me. 

I ſtand charged not only with being miſled unadviſedly, my underſtanding 
clouded, and many other errors, but with adhering to his majeſty's enemies, 
countenancing and following their cruelties, prejudging or condemning my coun- 
try's cauſe and actions, and to degenerate far from the worth of my anceſtors ; 
indeed theſe are charges of a high nature, and I muſt needs fay, that until this 
unfortunate time of my arrival here, I was never acquainted with ſuch aſperſions, 
nor would any attempt ſuch deep invaſions either upon my loyalty or honour, 
though I had conteſtation with the moſt powerful and ſplenative adverſaries 
then in his majeſty dominions, and for what cauſe is now forgotten. 

I cannot but much wonder that perſons of honour and quality can be ſo eaſily 
drawn by flying and malicious reports, to lay ſuch imputations upon any without 
more certain knowledge; and however I have been miſled, I believe it will be 
found, that I have been much more moderate and ſparing in declaring any cen- 
ſures upon the actions and proceedings of others, though I might with much more 
reaſon and certainty affirm (let the cauſe be never ſo juſt, or well approved of) 
that until it was of late managed by men of worth and experience as yourſelf, 
and before, it may be, by ſome few particulars, there appeared much of ſhame and 
reproach to the nation ; and thoſe that do not ſo acknowledge it, and lay it home 
upon ſuch as are guilty of thoſe crimes, do not (as I conceive) reſpe& the honour 
or ſafety of the nation, but have violent and ſiniſter ends of their own. 

I have received the government of this county from his majeſty, by his imme- 
diate power and favour. My proceedings in the beginning of this diſtemper are 
approved under his royal hand ; and, by my procurement, the former promiſed 
graces, confirmed to all ſuch as would continue their obedience ; ſince that time 
(by his command) my actions are approved under the hand of his ſecretary of ſtate 


my lord of Falkland, intruſted in his affair of greateſt importance in England. 
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Feb. 1642. have accordingly endeavoured by all fair and moderate ways to make this 
county capable of thoſe favours, and to preſerve them in peace and plenty, and, 
in purſuance of a former pacification made by me in his majeſty's behalf with the 
town and county, removed imminent dangers from them, even when deſtruction 
was at their doors, and have ſince deſired ſome temper and moderation within 
themſelves, until I might more clearly receive ſome further inſtruction and direc- 
tion from his majeſty ; this is the firſt point of being unadviſedly miſled, and 
clouded in my underſtanding. 

Some diſſolute young men of this county, whom I ſhould bluſh to name, have 
robbed and ſpoiled the country, aſſaulted my convoys, ſurprized my own goods, 
intercepted my diſpatches, deſtroyed my tenants, and others live altogether upon 
ſpoils and rapine; theſe muſt be countenanced, and preſerved, for fear of diſcou- 
ragement, and prejudice to the cauſe (a tenet of ſomewhat too near relation to 
others, that are reported to ſtand in oppoſition to his majeſty). I have appeared in 
ſome diſpleaſure againſt them, ſought to recover my own, and defend myſelf, 
that muſt be interpreted, following or imitating the cruelties of his majeſty's and 
the country's enemies. | | | 

Some Englith ſhips, coming to the relief and ſupply of his majeſty's fort, I 
have allowed; and aſſiſted the country, impoveriſhed with many taxations, to vent 
their ſuperfluous commodities to them, and bring back others beneficial, and 
moſt uſeful to theſe parts; that is one main error. 

Some poor Engliſh of this, or the neighbouring counties, have been robbed, 
ſtripped and wounded, and came to me for relief, and defence from being mur- 
dered ; I have endeavoured to preſerve them, and deſired ſome reparation or com- 
fort for them; that is againſt conſcience and the oath of affociation, and an un- 


pardonable fault for me to demand it. 

Some perſons of honour and quality, my Engliſh neighbours, to whom I ain 
obliged, either though ancient acquaintance, or late received courteſies, and to 
whom I know no crime objected, have deſired civil reſpects from me, and that 
this county, whilſt it carried a face of peace and plenty, might ſupply them 
for their money; I have given direction for it, that is, adhered to his majeſty's 
enemies. | 

At the entreaty of a commander arriving in theſe parts, known to be em- 

loyed by his majeſty's commiſſion, and withal my intimate friend, I conveyed a 
ſmall token from him to another; that proclaims me a great offender; and, in 
brief, to perform or requite any civil courteſy, hath been a crime of a high 
nature; to ſupply or keep correſpondence with his majeſty's fort, though obliged 
both by ſpecial direction and common duty, and reſiſting ſome ridiculous, though 
inſolent attempts againſt it, that is prejudicing and condemning of my country's 
cauſe and actions. EL 
There remains one chief imputation, wherein indeed I do not well know how 
to clear myſelf. My caſtles, manors, and tenements have been ſurprized and de- 
tained from me by violence, my authority and intereſt in this county by his ma- 
jeſty's favour, and my ancient birthright, hath been contemned, and the power 
delivered up to others, in all which my eaſy, nature, and moderate inclinations, 
have been ſo abuſed, or the violence of the times ſo prevalent, that I have not 
had the good fortune to vindicate my honour, or teach them their duty therein. 
I muſt confeſs I have far degenerated from the worth of my anceſtors; but in- 
duſtry and reſolution, more experience, and his majeſty's power, may in good 
time recover it. I have now made a free and full confeſſion. I have from the 
very beginning unto this time, been fo totally ignorant (more than by common 
report) of the motives and grounds of thoſe unhappy diſtempers, and of the pro- 
ceedings and reſolutions thereupon, that I have ever been tender in giving a 

judgment upon the action of any perſon of quality engaged therein, but have 
rather often expreſſed it muſt be of very great danger and conſequence that 
could draw them to an oppoſition to thoſe former known rules of government,

eſtabliſhed here by his majeſty's authority, which, in outward a 
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hardly be diſtinguiſhed from what in former times hath merited but a very 
harſh nomination ; and the invitation muſt certainly be very powerful that could 
draw you from the great and noble commands you enjoyed beyond ſea, to en 
yourſelf, fortune, and family in thoſe tumultuous and doubtful troubles here; 
and from a perſon ſo qualified and experienced, may well be expected fair and 
Juſt intentions. | 5 

That there have been great and ſad diſtempers in England, and much oppo- 
ſition given to his majeſty, comes many ways related to me, and my prayers are 
not failing for his happy ſucceſs and preſervation from all dangers; neither ſhall 
my beſt ſervice be wanting upon his leaſt commands, which, I preſume, is fully 
known to himſelf, whatever doubts may be pretended by others. 
That his majeſty terms thoſe in action here not only his diſavowed rebels, but 
his beſt vaſſals, is not in the leaſt circumſtance come to my knowledge; they 
that have obtained ſo good a teſtimony from his majeſty in this time of general 
diſtemper and diſtraction, may juſtly account themſelves happy. I muſt freely 
confeſs my own ignorance, and thereupon, for my own particular, muſt truſt to 
his majeſty's mercy for not being active and adhering o thoſe unuſual ways of 
ſervice, which differs much from thoſe rules and inſtructions which his majeſty 
left me to guide my actions by; and I believe I have with as much induſtry as 
any other, endeavoured to know his pleaſure, and cannot find any thing varying 
from his former commands. : | 

Sir, report hath delivered you to the world a perſon of great reputation ; be 
pleaſed to call your beſt and moſt generous thoughts together, and by your next 
diſpatch freely impart your anſwer to what I ſhall now propoſe ; if the com- 


mand you left had been in this kingdom conferred upon you, not by mediation 
of friends, or other ways of procurement, but by his majeſty's ſpecial favour and 


knowledge, either of your merit or affection to him, after above twenty years fre- 
quent attendance upon him, and many great and particular favours beſtowed 
upon you, and upon others by your mediation z upon any pretences of friends or 
country which may prove but illuſions, or, perhaps, ignorance of the true ſtate of 
affairs, would you entertain any deſigns, or run any doubtful courſe of oppoſition 
to that ſettled truſt and command depoſited in your hands, without a clear and 
undoubted warrant from that power that gave it you? or would you not eſteem it 
a ſcandal to your religion, a diſhonour to your nation, a ſtain and ſhame to your 
name and family, and that you juſtly merited the ſcorn and hatred of all good 
men, even of thoſe that might invite, and make preſent uſe of you? This is 
plainly and fully my caſe and condition. | 5 

What my affections and endeavours have been for my country's good, are 
known to many ; what my intentions are, or ſhall be, contributing to that end 
by all warrantable ways, God, and my own conſcience, can witneſs with me, and 
time, the diſcoverer of truth, will make known; and it may be, if my advices had 


been hearkened unto, and purſued accordingly, they might have produced good - 


effects, and his majeſty's ſervice ſo well known, that I might have met with better 


occaſions, both in the general, and your own particular, than is now allowed me, 
to expreſs myſelf

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Mb. 1642. My lord Caſtle-Stewart, and his company, to the number of men, wo- 
— 


men, and children, being convoyed through my quarters two days journey, and 
received into my town of Loughreagh, having two companies of colonel Preſton's 
for his guard to the fort, he was there ſtaid two or three days by the unſettled 
reſolutions of colonel Burke, who would not ſuffer him to paſs according to Pre- 
ſton's undertakings with his company, but only himſelf, and two or three ſervants ; 
and, in concluſion, the convoys, with their charge, were forced to return back 
to the King's county, and ſo to Athlone, where the poor people deſired to be, 
being debarred going to the fort. And upon the 5th, the lord Caſtle-Stewart 
came to viſit me at Portumna, whilft his people were on their journey to Ath- 
lone, ſome few of the ableſt of them whom I entertained for ſoldiers, and ſome 
few tradeſmen excepted. 

The ſame day I received letters from my lord preſident, informing me of the 
arrival of Sir Richard Greenfield, and his forces, bringing a ſupply of ammunition 
and cloaths for the garriſons, but no money, which did fo diſcontent the new ſol- 
diers and commanders that they were importunate to be gone, and, for ſome rea- 
ſons, he had given way to the departure of ſome of them ; and incloſed he wrote 
unto me in a caſement letter, as followeth, being dated the 2d of this month. 
« The hard condition our new ſoldiers have ſo long lived in for want of means 
makes them all ſo weary of this country, that now finding no care taken to 
ſupply them with money, they will not ſtay, and being gone, your condition 
and mine will be very ill, unleſs the news of the concluſion of the peace in Eng- 
land prove true; for my part, I am armed for the worſt, yet reſolved not to live 
confined within the walls of a caſtle, but to go along with this convoy, in hopes 
to return ſpeedily, as well for your ſervice, as the preſervation of the king's intereft 
under my care ; God ſend us a happy meeting.” 

This ſudden and moſt unexpected information of being left quite forſaken, in- 


| Kead of powerful aſſiſtance which I certainly expected, did for a time put me into 


abſolute deſpair ; Sir Charles Coote at the ſame time giving me notice likewiſe of 
his departure with them ; and having conſidered of all ways imaginable for the 
ſafety of my poor wife and family, in concluſion, I could not find any human 


means of preſervation left, nothing remaining, but ſolely to ſubmit, and leave all 


to the divine providence, yet I would not ſeem to be dejected, but ſtill keep to 


my former ways and reſolutions.

their obſervance of him. 

2. You ſhall put his lordſhip in mind how ill it becomes a nobleman of his 
family and intereſt in the kingdom, and of his catholick profeſſion, in this time, 
wherein danger of ſubverſion is threatened to nation and religion, to withdraw 
his countenance, power, and authority from aſliſting his diſtreſſed country, that

6. That by letters lately intercepted of captain Willoughby's, and ready to be 


produced, it appears, that he calls to the fort the puritan forces of the parliament; 
that it is much feared, that his majeſty will not take it well that his proclaimed

not withdraw his relief and countenance from the ſaid captain. | 
7. That if his lordſhip take any apprehenſion at the taking of Clare, the ne- 
ceſſity of ſecuring the paſſage only induced it, and that his tenants there have 
not, neither ſhall they ſuffer any loſs thereby; and that if his lordſhip com-

1. IS lordſhip returns thanks to the lord archbiſhop, and the reſt that di- 
rected their letters to him, for their verbal expreſſions of reſpect, which 
when he finds performed to him in reality of acts, as in formality of words, he 
ſhall receive with all due regard; and in preſent, if they fit by his majeſty's 
commiſſion in this county, he is ready to pay them all exact obedience, if other- 
wiſe, however he did affect particulars, he cannot approve of the compoſition. 

2. That as his lordſhip was never made acquainted with the firſt ground and 
motives of this war, nor of the proſecution of it to this height, more than by 
report; ſo he cannot pretend thoſe abilities as to judge of the merit of the cauſe, 
how far, or in what poſture, free-born ſubjects may ſtand for the juſt defence of 
their liberties and religion, the circumſtances being various and intricate, and a 
buſineſs to be treated with much eircumſpection, being commonly liable to the 
worſt conſtrudtion; but he conceives he doth perfectly underſtand his own caſe, 
his obedience being ſettled by a particular rule, the government and command 
he hath immediately from his majeſty ; and let the cauſe be never ſo allowable, or 
juſt in others, any affociation in him, not approved by his majeſty's authority, 
muſt needs be diſobedience and rebellion ; and ſo conſequently all countenance, 

ower and authority derived to him from his family, or intereſt in this kingdom, 
ſo employed, would lay an infamy upon the cauſe, nation and religion, and draw 
ruin and diſhonour upon himſelf. | 
That his lordſhip neither by experience, inclination, or direction from his ma- 
jeſty, hath aimed at any martial titles more than what belongs to his charge, and 
knows no intereſt of his in that kind to be an impediment in the advancement 
of any; but he cannot chooſe but be very ſenſible of any power or authority aſ- 
ſumed in this county by any title whatſoever, that is oppoſite to the authority 
of his majeſty's governor; who, both by nature and education, holds himſelf 
as much obliged, and as ready to perform all true ſervice to God, king, and 
country, as any whomſoever, without change of laws, maſter, civil government, 
or diſtinction of nation. 
4. His lordſhip knows no colour or pretence for any eccleſiaſtical cenſures 
againſt himſelf, ſervants, or followers, or any model of government that can 
Juſtify the ſame, or the applotting of any charge, though he finds both daily 
tempted and practiſed. 1 

5. That his lordſhip for many juſt reaſons doth fully apprehend, that many of 
the country do ſet too mean a value upon his authority by his majeſty's power 
and favour, upon his own intereſt by birth-right, and upon his affection by his 
conſtant endeavours for their preſervation. | | 

To the firſt reaſon of his failing to value them by laying of ten ſhillings a 
quarter upon ſome baronies, it was by conſent of many, and the neceſſity of it 
for his majeſty's ſervice will juſtify the act; and upon theſe occaſions, in time of 
diſtraction, his majeſty's governor may uſe a diſcretionary power, rather than

feiture and price of their delivery. | 

To the fifth, his lordſhip knows nothing of it more than by common report, 
or what courſe they have now taken. | 
Io the ſixth, captain Willoughby hath the command of his majeſty's fort, and 
is himſelf to be anſwerable for his actions and proceedings therein; ſuch as have 
appeared diſtaſteful to his lordſhip, have been fully repreſented with his anſwers, 
and both of them-muſt fubmit to the judgment of higher authority. If he has been 
threatened to be beſieged, and aſſaulted, it is probable he hath called forces to 


his aſſiſtance, but not to be over-maſtered by any that ſhould hazard the ſafety 


and preſervation of that place for his majeſty's uſe and ſervice, which doth moſt 
nearly concern himſelf to look unto ; and, as his lordſhip is informed, he hath de- 
clared ſomewhat that may give ſatisfaction in this particular. 

Jo the ſeventh, concerning the ſurpriſal of his caſtle of Clare by the per- 
fidious treachery of ſome unworthy perſons, he is ſorry to find ſuch an act coun- 
tenanced by any perſons of quality, and the poſſeſſion by force endeavoured to 
be maintained to his diſgrace and diſhonour ; that for the preſervation of the 
tenants there, he doth not know how to apply it as a reſpe& to him, but rather 
for the intereſt of the intruders, having certain intelligence that in moſt other 
places, all his tenants are ſpoiled and deſtroyed with as much extremity as profeſſed 
enemies ; that if this county will comply with his lordſhip, with that duty and af- 
feaion that becomes them, he will uſe the power of his majeſty's authority, and 
his own intereſt both of friends and fortune, for their ſafety and preſervation. 
LLaſtly, his lordſhip concluded with his prayers to God for himſelf and all of us, 
to extend his grace and mercy, and a right underſtanding to diſcern, and power 
and ability to perform, what might be moſt to his honour and glory, the true ſer- 
vice of his majeſty, and the ſafety and welfare of this kingdom, and that all 
injured perſons, of what quality or nature ſoever, may meet and enjoy all poſſible 
and juſt reparation in honour and fortune.

My Lox, 
HE content and ſatisfaction I received in your lordſhip's acquaintance, 


would have been much increaſed, if I had been in a condition to have 


ſhewed the reſpects due to a perſon of ſo much worth and honour ; and I hope 
you will afford me that right as to make the beſt conſtruction of my not waiting 
upon you, for indeed, my lord, I was much aſhamed to appear with you at 
Loughreagh, not being in a poſture to have conveyed you through in ſpight of 
„( | oppoſition

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Feb. 1642. oppoſition, which truly I would have attempted, both formerly, if your convoys 
| 1 fit to be truſted, and now upon my own ſtrength, if there were any 


forces near to ſecond my exaſperating an enemy too powerful for me, though I 
hope too weak for any greater exploits. Vour lordſhip may be pleaſed to let captain 
Willoughby know that I believe they will have no ability to beſiege the fort, un- 
leſs the county of Mayo joins with them, who yet keep off, and would till do 
ſo, unleſs my lord preſident's departure gives them encouragement. I did write to 
my lord preſident, deſiring to know, if the fort or myſelf were attempted, what 
forces he could bring either to ſet upon them, or by way of diverſion upon the 
borders ; his firſt letter gave me great hopes, but his ſecond only informed me of 
his departure, without any notice what power or direction he left behind. I did 
write about a month ſince to my lord of Inchiquin, taking notice of the 
captain's deſires, and expecting the performance thereof: I did likewiſe write to 
Dublin, expreſſing my opinion that I did confidently believe the fort would be 
beſieged, and ſet forth the ill condition of theſe parts, in all which, if intercepted, 
I do run a very great and deſperate hazard, unarmed, and fo totally neglected, to 
draw the fury and malice of the whole nation upon me, no other reward as yet 
appearing but diſgrace and ſuſpicion ; but a clear conſcience is of good proof to 
bear out all calamities. I have written ſome other particulars to the captain, 
which though not ſo much material, I hope will meet with a fafe conveyance ; I 
ſhall likewiſe deſire your lordſhip to acquaint him with my ſettled good opinion 
of Sir Richard Blake, and that if he appear in ſome things not juſtifiable, I be- 
lieve he will redeem it by other ways of much more advantage. I ſhall defire 
that your lordſhip will let this paper be conſumed by fire before your departure 


from Loughreagh. And I will add nothing more, but wiſhing your lordſhip a

CONFESSI have not anſwered what you might moſt juſtly have expected 

from me in a more frequent correſpondency in this way, but my unwilling- 
neſs to ſend you empty words (which were all I durſt venture on by land) to- 
gether with my ſeveral ſickneſſes, was the true reaſon.

Ireland, and to hear what they would fay or propound, and to receive the ſame in 
writing from them, ſigned by them which we are to ſend ſubſcribed by us to his 
majeſty, This commiſhon did at firſt much trouble ſome of the council, moſt of 
the officers of the army, and generally all thoſe that the malignant party call 
round heads; and to ſatisfy the officers (which properly belonged to me, and was 
indeed the moſt neceflary work) by advice of the reſt of the commiſſioners. here 
preſent, I ſhewed them, or the principal of them, the commiſſion, whereby they 
were ſatisfied as to the ſubſtance of it; but it ſtuck much with them that Mr.

HOUGH I am in no good condition of health at this time, yet I cannot 
longer forbear ſending to you, the preſent affairs here requiring it ; the

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Feb. 1642. trumpeter to Kilkenny, with a ſafe conduct and ſummons for the Iriſh to meet 

—Y them at Tredagh the 23d of this month, there being no other convenien gar- 
riſon within thirty miles of this city able to entertain any conſiderable number. 
A convoy of horſe is to meet the Iriſh commiſſioners where they ſhall appoint. 
How inconvenient it may prove to you to come ſo long a journey, I know not, 
but the king expects you will be there; and truly it concerns his majeſty, this 
kingdom, and yourſelf. My lord, I dare not come to viſit you, to avoid a 
cauſeleſs ſuſpicion which hangs over me. If I ſhould paſs through the country 
before the meeting, and return back, I muſt for England immediately after the 
execution of the commiſſion. 

Much of exception is taken againſt any accommodation here; and I underſtand 
by ſome the intention is, ſeeing no relief comes from England, to let the arm 
live upon the ſpoil in the enemy's country; this reſolution, if it ſhould take 
hold with the king, will render this kingdom a ſecond Germany, and whatſo- 
ever {de ſhall maſter, it will be of little uſe or comfort in our age. 7 

This day three weeks J left Oxford, where his majeſty is to reſide till the ap- 

proach of fair weather. The king commands ſeveral armies beſides his own, that 
quarter round about Oxford ; the {hires adjoining are under contribution ; the 
lord Newcaſtle in Yorkſhire, the earl of Derby in Lancaſhire, the marquiſs of 
Worceſter's fon in Wales and the marches, the marquiſs of Hertford and Sir 
Ralph Hopton have ſeveral armies apart; my lord of Eſſex reſides at Windſor, 
and many parts of the kingdom have a party. 
The prentices in London, and ſome citizens, would have peace, and begin to 
mutiny ; others oppoſe it; all intercourſe and trading is ſtopt for the preſent; and 
the confuſion is ſo great and univerſal that of neceſſity one fide will down, both 
parties being forward to fight it out. Of your lordſhip's friends the colonel is 
plundered at Townthill, and my lord marquiſs at Nettly, notwithſtanding my 
lord Eſſex's protection then in the houſe; the lady Rivers loſt eighty thouſand 
pounds in Eſſex, not ſo much as the wainſcot of her houſe undefaced. 

Biſhops are voted out of the houſe of peers, together with all popiſh lords. 
Tom Bruer upon motion of ſome friends in the lords houſe, was brought from 
Maidſtone goal; but at a conference of both houſes, Sir Henry Vane opened to the 
lords, it was againſt the eſtabliſhed laws to releaſe a papiſt denying the oath, 
whereupon he is ſent back to the ſame goal, and fince I believe is found 
guilty of a premunire and high treaſon upon the third denial of the oath ; for ſo 
is the ſtatute in this time of diſtraction. What Sir H. Compton can do with your 

lordſhip's eſtate I know not. 

I have not received any letters from your lordſhip ſince your being at St. 
Albans by Feogh Cooge. I long fince ſignified to your lordſhip what you were 
to truſt to from hence, and what courſe was in the opinion of your more honeſt 
friends left for you to take. Thoſe letters came to your lordſhip's hands by Webb; 
and Mortimer ſhews they adviſed you rightly, for ſuch as were there upon the 
place were well aſſured no relief would be ſent you from thence, as the caſe 
ſtood. What ſays your ſervant Webb at Oxford, I know not, being not privy to 
his demands. The king was pleaſed to tell me, he left it to your lordſhip to ſtay 
or go for England; but I preſume that was not his total buſineſs; for it might be 
diſpatched in a day, either ſecretary being forward to further your affairs, fo far 
as I could obſerve by them. | 

My lady marchioneſs and the children I have ſeen ſome fix weeks ago. Baſing 
eſcaped hard from being plundered by Sir Arthur Haſelrig's forces; ſome men 
were ſhot, whereof Mr. Walton was one ; they nightly and daily keep a watch ; 
my lord of Northampton is governor at Banbury, his lady is at Oxford ; my lady 
of Eſſex has helped you to a young nephew; my wife and her children are at

the diſpatches they brought were of great comfort to me, giving me good hopes 
that this treaty would be a means of preſervation to me for a time, otherwiſe in a 
deſperate condition, and likewiſe gave me liberty to meet with my lord marquiſs 
of Ormond, and my nephew Thomas Burke, from whom I might receive a clear 
light of all affairs, and a ſettled advice for my future cart ige and proceedings.

Ormond, the earl of St. Albans and Clanricarde, the earl of Roſcommon, the 
lord viſcount Moore, Sir Thomas Lucas, Sir Maurice Euſtace, knights, and 
Thomas Burke, Eſq; or any three or more of them, to meet with ſome of the prin- 
cipal of the ſaid recuſants who ſent the ſaid petition, at ſuch convenient place or 
laces as his majeſty's ſaid commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, ſhall 
think fit to appoint, to hear and receive in writing what the ſaid petitioners ſhall 
ſay or propound, and to return the ſame to his majeſty, that thereupon his ma- 
jeſty may take ſuch further conſideration as ſhall be juſt, honourable and fit for 
him.

E his majeſty's moſt humble and moſt faithful ſubje&s, whom the great 
aſſembly of this kingdom, which met at his majeſty's city of Kilkenny 
the 24th of October laſt, hath authoriſed and intruſted by the name of the ſu- 
reme council of the confederate catholicks of Ireland, to provide for the ſafety 
and welfare of ſuch as adhere to us in. defence of the free exerciſe of our reli- 
gion, the rights and prerogatives of our ſovereign, and the liberties of our coun- 
try, have the 8th of this inſtant opened and read a ſummons, under the ſigna- 
ture of James marquiſs of Ormond, James earl of Roſcommon, and others, 
bearing date the 3d of February, and directed to the lord viſcount Gorman's- 
Town, the lord viſcount Mount-Garret, and eight more, whereby notice is 
given to them, in purſuance of a commiſſion faid to be from his majeſty, and 
mentioned to have been granted upon a petition of the catholicks of Ireland, of 
Tredagh the place, and the 23d of the ſame month the time, where and when 
they are to meet, and to deliver under their hands, or the hands of the princi- 
pal of them, authoriſed by the reſt, all their propoſitions in writing to be tranſ- 
if mitted to his majeſty.

| to the malice of any; and it would be a madneſs beyond expreſſion for us, who 
fight in the condition of loyal ſubjects, to come in the repute of rebels, to ſet 
down our grievances. We take God to witneſs, there are no limits ſet to the ſcorn 
and infamy flung upon us; and we will be in the eſteem of loyal ſubjects, or die 
to a man. The chaff lies yet unſevered, and there is much blood ſpilt, that muſt 
be accounted for to his majeſty. We therefore, whom nothing can afflict more 
than the condition of the times, do proteſt it proceeds not from us that any over- 
ture for appeaſing the preſent diſtempers ſhould fall to the ground, but we find 
we are neceſſitated to abſent ourſelves from that meeting, without we did ſubmit 
our apparent and unſpotted affections to his majeſty's ſervice to the worſt of ca-

By colonel Preſton's letter and my anſwer, and by the propoſitions from the pro- 
vincial council of the confederates, and my returns unto them, and by the reſtleſs 
working of the clergy to draw off all dependance from me, may be clearly diſ- 
cerned what variety of dangers and difficulties were daily multiplied upon me, 
and all means of ſafety ſtill impairing and going farther from me, by the ſudden 
and unexpected departure of my lord preſident, Sir Charles Coote, and the reſt 
of the Engliſh commanders ; the increafing of the troubles in England, and the 
power and government both here and there, in ſuch hands as had little regard 
or conſideration of my perplexed condition, but rather, as I conceived, watchful 
to take advantage of me by a curious ſearch into, and perjudicate opinion of all 
my actions and proceedings, if I ſhould chance to eſcape the violent proceedings 
of the confederate party here. | | 
As the arrival of his majeſty's commiſſion directed to my lord marquiſs, my- 
ſelf, and others, did ſeem to promiſe me a temporary preſervation, and gave me 
ſtrong hopes that it might be a good beginning of a more laſting ſafety, and a 
means of {ſettling the fad diſtractions of the whole kingdom; or at leaſt, if not ſuc- 
ceſsful in all, I might gain that advantage by it as to enable me to wait upon my 
lord marquiſs, and to confer with my nephew Thomas Burke, lately come 
from his majeſty, who could clearly inform me of all intelligence, and the true 
ſtate of affairs, and adviſe and inſtruct me in the proſecution of my ſervice, and 
diſcharge of my duty to his majeſty, together with the beſt ways of ſecurity to 
my own particular, having hitherto had little other aſſiſtance than the weak 
and dim light of mine own judgment and obſervation, to guide me through 
many dark and thorny affairs; ſo the exceptions, and ſomewhat high expreſſions 
of thoſe that managed the affairs of the confederate party againſt the ſafe con- 
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duct ſent, and the ſuſpicion held of the ſtate, together with the paſſions and vio-Feb. = pa 


lent inclinations obſervable in many of both fides, induſtriouſly labouring to — 


diſturb all ways of accommodation, thereby to conceal or cover their own guil- 
tineſs and malicious practices, under the hardly to be diſcovered vails, in times of 
tumult, of duty to the king, zeal to religion, and care of the ſafety and happineſs 
of the kingdom, the pretences of both, but their ways ſpightfully oppoſite, and 
the means of acquiring thoſe ends not at all regarded, though earneſtly pre- 
tended. The conſideration of theſe difficulties did even quite blaſt in the bud 
the ſpringing hopes I had of a ſucceſsful iflue to this important affair. Concerning 
my anſwer to colonel Preſton, my reply to the provincial council, my letters to 
Kilkenny, and the expoſtulation with ſome of the clergy by my publick direc- 
tion, if I have tranſgreſſed in the ſtrict letter of the law, as probably I have, either 
through ignorance, or neceſſity; if the remoteneſs of my dwelling and juriſ- 
diction, with the power of my adverſaries that ſurrounded me, be conſidered, the 
neglects put upon me by the failing of aſſiſtance in all kinds, both of advice and 
ſtrength, and the ſmall hope of any timely ſupply remembered ; the natural ob- 
ligation to provide for the ſafety of my wife and children, how prodigal ſoever of 
my own life and fortune rightly conſidered ; the quality and diſpoſition of thoſe 
that adhered unto me, my want of power to give them reward or encourage- 
ment; the many ſnares laid both ſpiritual and temporal to withdraw them from 
me, and my having nothing of ſatisfaction to give them, or ability to oppoſe 
the violence of others, but only that form, and thoſe arguments I was inforced 
to uſe, being all duly weighed, together with my ſettled reſolutions, expreſſed in 
the whole ſcope of all my actions, writings, and diſcourſe, to live and die moſt 
loyal and faithful to his majeſty's ſervice, though, perhaps, accompanied with 
ſome compulſory defects. I do confidently hope, if appearing before his majeſty 
to make my defence, he will through his infinite wiſdom and gracious goodneſs 
acquit me from all intention of crime, and declare me, though not ſo conſide- 
rable as might be expected, if the times had not been ſo malicious and diſtracted, 
yet not altogether an unprofitable or uſelefs ſervant to him; and if ſo unfortu- 
nate as to be queſtioned before any other tribunal, as ſuch are now compoſed 
and poſſeſſed, all defence or juſtification would be loſt, where the ſatisfaction 
muſt be no other than the ruin of a nation, at leaſt the deſtruction of all of my 
profeſſion, though never fo deſerving. | 
I received ſeveral letters from captain Willoughby, and from the mayor of 
Galway, both complaining againſt each other, the captain being very prodigal 
of his powder, beſtowing his great ſhot very freely and frequently upon the 
town, without any conſiderable prejudice to them; and though they were in- 
ſolent enough, yet I did not eſteem it diſcretion to give them ſuch continual 
provocation, when I was ſtill labouring to keep their party divided, and to di- 
vert their forces from any attempts upon that place, and had laboured with both 
to forbear all acts of hoſtility, at leaſt, until my return from Trim, by which 
time I hoped, either by ſea or land, the ſtate would provide for the ſafety of that 
place, of ſo conſiderable conſequence to be Wel 
I received ſeveral letters full of thanks and profeſſion of reſpe& from my lord 
Caſtle-Stewart and Sir Arthur Blundell, now in the fort of Galway, and from 
the garriſons in the county of Roſcommon ; though by captain John Kelly, and 
others, I was informed of the great havock and ſpoil they made upon my eſtate 
and tenants, . which I bore with patience rather than they ſhould ſuffer want. 
Upon the 19th of this month I received a long letter from my lord of Tho- 
mond, dated the zoth of January, complaining of his being debarred intelli- 
gence more than ſuch as came from the Iriſh party, expreſſing ; that he rejoiced 
at my happineſs, having many faithful friends and followers adhering to me, but 
muſt bemoan himſelf, being generally deſerted by ſuch as ſhould ſhew the like 
reſpect to him, having erected a new frame of government, and confederated 
themſelves with the province of Munſter ; that they had tried all ways to mo

Theſe ſafe con- 
ducts our ſaid agents will expect the 16th of this inſtant at Tecroghan, and that a 
convoy to Killyan be ſent unto them, the 19th being the day of meeting, at ten 
o'clock in the forenoon of the ſaid day, to whom we have ſent our incloſed ſafe

He was lately come hither from court with a 
commiſſion from his majeſty to the lord marquiſs of Ormond, your lordſhip, him- 
ſelf, and others, to hear and receive the grievances and propoſitions of our country. 
I much fear the commiſſion will go to ground, or receive no effect now he is dead, 
by reaſon of many difficulties which are in the way ; and the going out of this 
army now (which muſt of neceſſity be for want of neceſſaries to keep them here) 
if it be not followed and ſupported by your lordſhip, and the reſt of the commiſ- 
fioners. There is a meeting appointed at Trim the 17th of this month, where 
your preſence would (if you can poſſibly afford it) give much life and efficacy to 
the proceedings, and your lordſhip it may be- receive ſuch information from 
perſons of credit, as you will not think your journey ill beſtowed ; your honour 
knows the conſequence of this buſineſs. I ſhall need to ſay no more, but to aſſure

Being in this perplexity, 
it pleaſed God to mitigate my pains, and I immediately diſpatched unto my lord 
marquils (giving order to the meſſenger to meet me upon the way) and informed 
his lordſhip in what condition I was in; but however, my deſires were ſo ſtrong 
to wait upon him, as that though very weak in body, I was reſolved to under- 
take the journey ; but that if I met any intelligence upon the way that his 
lordſhip could not be at Trim, I would moſt certainly return home and not go

Y huſband would not have had theſe lines addreſſed unto you from 

my hand but his own, had he been in place from whence with fafety

The contents of this letter were very pleaſing to me, being hopeful it was a 
lucky beginning, and example for many others to imitate, he being a gentleman 
of prime quality, and large dependance. I returned anſwer, that with much 
chearfulneſs I would employ my beſt endeavours to perform thoſe commands ſhe 
had honoured me with, though the remoteneſs of my reſidence, and the watches 
that were over all my actions, might make it a work of time and difficulty, and 
that I held it fitteſt to make my addreſſes therein to my lord marquiſs, as by 
their direction, left his lordſhip ſhould take Juſt exceptions both to them and 
me to paſs him by, and truſt to other immediate applications of my own, conſi- 
dering their near relation to his lordſhip. 

The x4th of this month, and the firſt day I ſtirred out of my chamber, being 
the time I was to begin my journey, as I was ready to ſet forth in a very weak 
condition, my confeſſor father Dominick Burke received a command from his 
ſuperior not only to quit my houſe, but particularly not to accompany me in my 
intended journey ; a ſtranger nor greater a& of malice and folly could hardly be 
invented, at a time when, with ſo much hazard of my health, I was going to * 
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Mar. 1642. the executing of that commiſſion from his majeſty, which was the only poſſible or 
N imaginable way upon earth to prevent the deſtruction and general ruin that hung 
over them. This being ſhewed him, I told father Dominick he muſt give me leave 
to anſwer for him; and thereupon I appointed one to go to his ſuperior, and to let 
him know, that I was at the inſtant of my departure to Trim for the execution of 
his majeſty's commiſſion, and in ſo ill a ſtate of health, that it was of neceſſity I 
ſhould be accompanied as well with a ſpiritual as temporal phyſician ; and that 
I was aſſured Fa. Dominick's faculties, or the exerciſe of his function, were not 
ſuſpended ; which being ſo, I would for that time and occaſion be bold with one 
hundred horſe to fecure and enforce his perſon to go along with me, and leave 
this action, and the command of abſenting himſelf from my houſe, to be diſputed 
upon my return at better leiſure. I thought fit to mention this particular, that 
the charitable diſpoſition and intentions of ſome of the clergy towards me may 


4 be the better diſcerned, and the many ſtrange difficulties ſeveral ways put upon 


14 me the more clearly obſerved. 
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Kilcolgan, That night I reached to Mr. Terence Coghlan's in the King's county, about 
he 14th = fourteen miles journey, a gentleman of very good parts and ability, and of a diſpo- 
ſition and integrity ſuitable thereto. It is true, that after a long oppoſition, and 
avoiding of it, he was at laſt brought into the aſſociation, having no ſtrength, nor 
means allowed him, either to preſerve his perſon or eſtate; and though thoſe 
might be powerful inducements to work upon frailty, yet, indeed, in my opi- 
nion and obſervation, there was another motive that wrought upon him equally, 
if not more prevalent than his particular intereſt, which was to be the better 
enabled, and with the more authority, to ſuccour and relieve the diſtreſſed Eng- 
liſh in thoſe parts, to whom he did all good offices within his power ; for ſome 
he got relic!, and ſome ſatisfaction, and for others he provided paſſes and ſafe 
conducts to bring them to places of ſafety ; and ſo good an opinion was held of 
him, as that when ſome caſtles were beſieged, and to be ſurrendered, he muſt be 
called upon, and the Engliſh would truſt themſelves into no other hands but his 
for their ſafe convoy, and performing conditions; and when the times were 
moſt dangerous for ſuch exemplary juſtice, he cauſed three perſons to be executed 
for a murder done upon ſome poor Engliſh. | 
= The next night I went to Mr. Arte M* Geoghegan's, an honeſt hoſpitable 
5 old gentleman, that kept himſelf quiet, though enforced to contribute and con- 
verſe with others in action; and indeed the whole family and name of them were 
good people, and very well inclined towards the Engliſh, as far as they were able, 
and did preſerve and reſtore much of their goods intruſted to them. 
Brackland, The third night I came to Mr. Nugent's of Brackland, a plain honeſt gentle- 
em. man, moſt barbarouſly ſpoiled and pillaged both by Engliſh and Iriſh, having not 
ſtirred nor given offence to any, but free and hoſpitable to all the Engliſh forces 
paſſing that way. I here I was certainly informed, that my lord marquiſs of Or- 
mond was before Roſs, and would not be at Trim; and my old diſeaſes of the 
ſtone and cholick renewing, I was almoſt reſolved to return back, though within 
Mr.Nicho- ten miles of Trim. Late that night, there came a gentleman to me from my lord 
3 of of Gorman's-town and the reſt employed by the confederate party, to let me 
Ek nc they were as far as Tecroghan, and deſired to know my certain reſolution 
whether I would be at the execution of the commiſſion at Trim, if not, though ſo 
far advanced on their way, they were reſolved to return back, in regard that 
they had ſeen a letter of mine, directed to my lord marquiſs of Ormond, wherein 
I declared, that if his lordſhip were not there, whereſoever ſuch intelligence came 
to me I would return, and if that I did apprehend ſuch danger in that meeting, 
it muſt needs prove more diſaſtrous to them. I returned anſwer, though I was 
much impaired in my health, and that my pains did grow upon me, yet being 
come ſo near, it I could poſſibly travel, I would be at Trim the next day; that 
my expreſſions to my lord marquiſs were only to draw him thither, or, at leaſt 
to provide for the diſcharging of the commiſſion, if ſickneſs ſhould detain me;

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and that I had met with his allowance of my return near home; that there was not Mar. 7643. 
the leaſt cauſe or colour for me to think of any danger to myſelf, neither could EI * 
I apprehend any to them, being. moſt confidently aſſured, that my lord marquils, 

though abſent, was ſo careful and tender of the king's honour, and his own en- 
gagement, that he had ſufficiently and ſecurely provided for their ſafety. + th 

The next morning; after a painful night, being at ſome eaſe I went to Trim, Trim, 11th, 
and was met upon the way by major Thomas Traford, then governor of the town, 
in the abſence of Sir Richard Greenfield, There I found the earl of Roſcommon, 
the lord viſcount Moore, and Sir Maurice Euſtace already arrived. Soon after my, 
coming, the lord Gorman's-town and the reſt came to town; and that night we Lord Gor- 
only met, and faluted like to a dumb ſhew in an interlude, more than what was gi Loc 
preparative to the execution of the commiſſion, and appointed to fall upon it the Dillon, Sir 
next morning. There being informed, that my ſervant Thomas Webb was come to bot, and 
Dublin, whom I had employed to the king in October laſt, I ſent two ſervants Lag Ys 
of mine to bring him to me, and wrote to my lord juſtice Parſons, informing * 
him of my being there, and that I was very fearful the great pains that were 
upon me would not permit me to perform my reſolution and earneſt defire to 

wait upon his lordſhip before my return, and gave him an account of the ſtate of 

affairs at home, and earneſtly importuned ſpeedy ſupplies for the fort, if no 
other aſſiſtance could be allowed me. ; 

The next morning we fat upon the commiſſion in my chamber, I being then Trim, 18th. 

in great extremity of pain; and after ſhewing the commiſſions on both fades, 
they read their remonſtrance of grievances and propoſitions to us, which being 
ſince printed, I ſhall not need to mention here; then they delivered a dupli- 
cate of it to us, whereof we ſealed up one directed to his majeſty, to be ſent by 
the way of Dublin, and the other to Roſs, to my lord marquiſs, to be that way 
conveyed to the king, and they promiſed to ſend us another copy for our own 
ſatisfactions only; and that night they returned back towards Kilkenny, very 
fully ſatisfied with the civility and kind uſage of the governor ; and the ſame 
night my lord Moore and Sir Maurice Euſtace departed towards Tredagh, and 
that way to Dublin ; my lord Roſcommon having an eſtate thereabouts, ſtayed 
that night upon buſineſs, and the governor would needs have me ſtay to reſt my- 
ſelf, and to accompany my lord Roſcommon, whoſe noble and free diſcourſe and 
information of ſeveral affairs, moſt neceſſary for my knowledge and obſervation, 

did afford me much comfort and content, 
The next day, being Sunday, about noon, we parted, my lord Roſcommon pam Trim 
towards Dublin, and carried with him, much to my grief and prejudice, my true to | ca 
faithful friend Mr. juſtice Donnellan, to whoſe careful aſſiſtance I muſt attribute ” 
much for the means of my preſervation, and I went myſelf about ten miles to a 
mannor of mine called Rathwite, wherein Mr. Juſtice Donnellan had been my 
tenant, and built a very good houſe there, but all was now burnt and deſtroyed 
there by the Iriſh, only a little gate houſe left that afforded one chamber for my- 
ſelf, and ſome few ſmall cabins about it for my ſervants, under the care of a fol- 
lower of mine Mr. Con.

The next day, before noon, arrived my ſervant Thomas Webb, and brought n Rack.

ployment and civil offices amongſt them. | | 
The next night I went to Mr. Terence Coghlan's, of whom 1 have formerly 
given a right and true character. And the 22d I arrived at my own caſtle of 
Portumna, where my wife and family reſided. The next day after my return, 
I ſent forth ſummons and ſafe conducts to the town of Galway, and to the 
gentlemenof the ſeveral baronies of this county, to repair to Loughreagh the zoth 
of March, where, by his majeſty's command, I intended to publiſh ſome declara- 
tions from his majeſty for the advancement of his ſervice, and for their inſtruc-

Y averſion to the title was given us in the late commiſſion, hath been ſuch,

the gentry. of the county of Galway to appear at Loughreagh, which we 
heartily wiſh may take the good effect your lordſhip hath long laboured for; 
that copy came unto us, accompanied with a letter from Mr. William Donael- 
lan, whereof the incloſed is a copy. And though we will not pretend to ſo 
much knowledge in the law as Mr. Donnellan, yet we are confident we are fo 
well verſed in the ſtatutes of this kingdom, as doth enable us to diſtinguiſh be- 


twixt ſubjects and traitors; and do likewiſe believe, that it will not be well 


taken of Mr, Donnellan, being (as he faith) his majeſty's immediate officer, and 
as it ſeemeth by his letter of power to vindicate wrongs, to ſuffer ſo inconſider- 
able a force to remain undiſturbed under the walls of his caſtle, who, upon all 
opportunities, make night incurſions into this country, to the detriment of his 
majeſty's ſervice and good ſubjects. And, in regard your lordſhip hath in

My ſpeech to the aſſembly at Loughreagh, after the reading of his majeſty's de- 
claration and letter, the 3oth of March. 


Y his majeſty's declaration and his royal letter you may apparently perceive 

how many of you have been miſtaken and miſled ; and that it you had 

been guided by me, and continued your obedience to my authority, derived 

from his majeſty, and now moſt graciouſly confirmed and made apparent to all 
capacities, you might have continued in a moſt happy condition. 

The inconveniencies and calamities that have befallen you by thoſe precipitate 
courſes, your own preſent ſufferings, the poverty and diſorder of the country, 
and your own unſettled condition and proceedings, doth better and more fully 
inform you than any diſcourſe of mine can deliver, beſides the future danger 
drawn upon yourſelves and your pofterity, if the abundant mercy of a moſt 
royal and gracious king were not ſent and conveyed unto you in a manner (I 
may ſay) againſt your wills, by reaſon of the aſperſions caſt upon the actions and 

ings of ſuch as were moſt careful and tender of your ſafety and preſerva- 
tion, and the continued interruptions given to the meſſengers and diſpatches ſent 
and employed, next to the duty due to his majeſty and his ſervice, for your own 
benefit and advantage. 

The conſequences of what is this day offered to you is of the greateſt impor- 
tance that can befal you ; and by his majeſty's gracious mercy and favour, it is 
now in your own hands and power to obtain a laſting and ſettled happineſs to 
yourſelves and poſterity, by paying an eaſy obedience to his majeſty's juſt com- 
mands ; who thus graciouſly offers to redeem and reſtore your underſtandings, 
inſnared and captivated by wrong informations and ſiniſter ſuggeſtions. 

Or, on the other {ide (which God forbid) if you ſhould perſiſt in a wilful diſobe- 
dience, which can now admit of no colour or pretence after fo full and clear a 
declaration from his majeſty, and particular confirmation and approbation of my 
proceedings in his ſervice, nothing can be expected but the deſtructive effects of 
a moſt powerful and highly incenſed prince, whoſe indignation will be juſtly 
and heartily poured upon you, when he ſhall find his mercy, thus timely offered, 
abuſed, and neglected by you. | Y 

Ihe great diſtempers that happened lately in England, the difficulty of ſend 
ing or hearing from his majeſty, the impoſſibility of receiving forces or aſſiſtance 
from thence by his appointment, and the violent paſſions and humours that 
1 poſſeſſed 
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am warranted by this late authority, which can be ſubje& to no doubt or appeal, 
I muſt deal plainly with you; it is not formal expreſſions, but an exact obedience 
I muſt now require of you, without relation to any other counſels or form of 
government than what ſhall proceed from me, and by my authority, as his ma- 
jeſty's governor in this county and town of Galway; and if ſome ſhall be refrac- 
tory herein, I doubt not to find a major part of able, loyal, and well- affected per- 
ſons, that will aſſiſt me in the execution of his majeſty's commands, and the due 
puniſhment of all wilful offenders. And whatſoever happens, I ſhall now enjoy 
that aſſured happineſs, that I cannot be maligned or proſecuted for any other 
cauſe, but for being, through an hereditary right, and my own reſolutions, a 
moſt conſtant, loyal, true ſubje& and ſervant to the king my royal maſter. 

I may not here omit to take ſome notice of the paſſionate proceedings of many 
of the clergy in theſe parts, who by ſetting forth excommunications and cenſures 

of the church, do affright and diſturb moſt men in their loyalties, conſciences, and 

judgment : and the chief ground of theſe cenſures (as I am informed) for not 
taking an oath of affociation, which carrieth a ſpeciou ſhow of obedience and 
duty to his majeſty, and his laws, but enjoins a ſtrict obſcrvance of what hath, or 
ſhall be hereafter determined and commanded by other councils and juriſdic- 
tions; and requireth a compulſory conſent to all taxes and levies, how unſup- 
portable ſoever, upon the fortunes and eſtates of free-born ſubjects; which being 
ſo oppreſſive, and clearly repugnant to the king's preſent commands, for the ſet- 
tlement of this government, I know not how it can be any cauſe of excommu 
nication, or ought to be a diſturbance to the conſcience of any that doth profeſs 
himſelf to be a true ſubject to the king, either to refuſe it, or if taken (contrary to 
their allegiance) not to obſerve it; and the knowledge of his majeſty's declaration 
will, I am confident, induce ſach of the clergy as have been earneſt therein, to 
recal thoſe proceedings, finding them oppolite to his majeſty's pleaſure and juſt 
commands; or, if they ſhall ſtill perſiſt, however I may reſpe& and reverence 
their calling, and be guided by them in the obligatory part of my religion, I ſhall 
not neglect, as his majeſty's governor, to letthem find there are puniſhments ap- 
pointed by his majeſty s laws for all perſons whatſoever, that will be wilful diſ- 
turbers of the king's ſervice, and of the publick peace of this government. | 
The whole buſineſs now propounded to you is briefly thus ; whether you will 
take hold of his majeſty's grace and mercy, continue and renew your loyal and 
dutiful affections to his ſervice, be obedient to your native governor, undoubtedly 
eſtabliſhed by his majeſty's immediate power and authority, and by birth and de- 
ſcent your natural lord and true friend, and preſerve yourſelves in peace, plenty, 
and laſting ſecurity : Or, whether adhering to the advices and counſel of others, 
that do not bear that true natural affection to you, you will be branded with 
diſloyalty to your prince, negle of his grace and favour offered to you, diſobe- 
dient to thoſe that ſtrive to preſerve you, entertain poverty, diſorder, danger, 
and all manner of confuſions in preſent, and in future, deſtruction to yourſelves 
and poſterity. | | | | 

If there be any thing that doth juſtly grieve or diſturb your thoughts, that may 
be fitly and dutifully moved to his majeſty for your relief and comfort, let it be 
freely imparted to me; and be confidently aſſured I will be an earneſt and care- 
ful ſollicitor in your behalfs; and conforming yourſelves to his majeſty's pleaſure, 
I doubt not but you will ſpeedily receive the benefit of his majeſty's gracious 
favour, and bounty towards you. |

OUR letter of the 25th I received on the 29th, wherein you take notice 
of having ſeen a ſummons of mine, which you conceive to be doubtfully 
expreſſed, or to mention more than belongs to my authority; but, upon farther 
peruſal, and better conſideration, I am confident you will find, that as my 
thoughts are free from aſſuming any power that belongs not to me, ſo my ex- 
preſſions were clear and plain, and imported no more than an ordinary ſafe con- 
duct for the gentlemen of this county to repair unto me to Loughreagh to re- 
ceive the king's commands, and to return in ſafety to their own dwellings, which 
certainly all officers, commanders, and all perſons whomſoever are bound to ob- 
ſerve within the limits of this county, whether reſiding here, or coming upon 
other ſervice. And withal, it may not be improper to let you know, that by 
my patent, all forces coming into this county in the abſence of the lord deputy 
and chief governors of this kingdom, are to be commanded by me in chief, and 
to receive their orders and directions from me for any ſervice to be acted here, 
though I ſhall never make uſe of it as an impediment to divert the puniſhment 
of any ill- affected perſons, or hinder you from proſecution of thoſe you find have 
or may prove dangerous neighbours to you; but ſhall certainly, with my bet 
endeavours, be aſſiſting to you againſt ſuch as I cannot ſpeedily reclaim, and 
give you aſſurance of their future loyalty and friendly neighbourhood with 
ou. | 
: I have peruſed Mr. ſheriff Donnellan's letter to you, and reproved him for 
part of his expreſſions therein ; and though that error were committed by him, 
I am confident he cannot ſo far degenerate from all his other friends, or fail in 
ſo great a point of truſt, as not to have fair and loyal intentions towards his ma- 
jeſty's ſervice, though his ability is not anſwerable to his employment, by reaſon 
of the diſtraction and confuſion of the times, and his remote reſidence from me, 
and my aſſiſtance. And if he work the remove of thoſe that are oppreſſive 
both to you and him, or ſhall defire your aid therein, it will, I hope, give you 
that ſatisfaction as may invite the ſparing of him, and my tenants in thoſe parts.

I T received letters this month from my lord of Inchiquin, containing only ſome 
advertiſements out of England, and expreſſions of reſpe& and friendſhip to me. 

I wrote about the beginning of this month unto-my lord of Thomond, ac- 
knowledging his favour of the zoth of January, not received until the 15th of 
February; I gave him notice of his majeſty's commiſſion, and ſent him copies 
of it, and of the ſummons of the commiſſioners, and ſafe conduct of the ſtate, 
the exceptions taken at Kilkenny, and the ſatisfaction given them; and that 
Trim, and the 17th of this month, was the place and time appointed for the 
meeting, with my reſolution to be there. I informed him of ſuch intelligences 
as were then uncertainly diſcourſed both of England and this kingdom, and did 

ſecond his complaint with my own of the diſorders and diſobedience increaſing in 
this government. | | | | 

The confederate forces raiſed here, and ſome drawn into theſe parts, did very 
much miſchief this month upon ſeveral parts of my eſtate, ſtealing forth in ſmall 

parties, and gathering contribution from the poor people; but they were ſome- 
times met withal, and well knocked and diſarmed; and they continued ſtill di- 
vided and unſettled in their reſolutions what deſign to undertake. 

About the end of this month I received letters from Sir Ulick Burke and Mr. 
Hubert Burke of Dunamon, excuſing their not appearing at the aſſembly at 
Loughreagh, according to my ſummons, in regard of the garriſons of Roſcom- 
mon, who fell heavily upon them, without any provocation given; and that if 
I would provide for their ſafety by procuring a ceſſation between them and thoſe 
garriſons, during the time of their attendance, they would wait upon me at any 
time I would appoint ; and that now they had ſent Mr. Edmund Burke, ſon to

eſtates, did inforce them to remain there for the ſafety of their families; and that

I HAVE received your letter of the 18th of the laſt month, wherein you ſet 
forth your deſire to repair to Loughreagh at the publiſhing of his majeſty's 
declaration ; but that the incurſions of the garriſons of Roſcommon did inforce 
your ſtay for the ſafeties of your families, and that the ſpoils made by them was 
without any provocation given, The excuſe, as affairs ſtand, I may juſtly allow; 
but I do much wonder how it can be ſaid that no offence was given, when, be- 
ſides the ſpoils made long ſince by thoſe borders on the other county, it hath been 
the common diſcourſe of all men ſince Chriſtmaſs laſt, that Caſtle-Coote, Roſ- 
common, and all theſe garriſons, ſhould be ſpeedily deſtroyed by forces raiſed 
amongſt you, when a tribunal and councils have been ſet up by you, and offices 
and commands taken by that uſurped authority, in diſobedience to his majeſty 
and his laws; and, as much as in you lay, to the diſhonour and deſtruction of 
your native governor, and near kinſman, for whoſe ſake you were long preſerved.

The 
doubt then will be, what power or command may be uſed to keep off the fort, 
and Sir Charles Coote's party ; then for the church livings, whether it may be paſt 
by until Ireland be ſettled, or further order from the king, or muſt now be ſuſ- 
nded into other hands, which will be a main difficulty ; advice with Ormond 
e of great importance, as Galway ſtands affected. Friends of Oxford wiſh no 
application to the juſtices; much is not intended, but reſpect muſt ſtill be paid;

WW have intelligence that the earl of Clanricarde hath lately received (as we · I know not 
have good cauſe to believe by his own procurement) ſome directions from pd Ae 
his majeſty, to be publiſhed to the inhabitants of the county of Galway, and re- 
quiring them to lay down arms, and to be directed by the ſaid earl their governor, 
otherwiſe that they ſhould be out of his majeſty's protection, and accounted as 
enemies to his crown and dignity ; and we are informed, that the ſaid earl hath 
ſummoned, or 1s about to ſummon, the gentry and principal inhabitants of the 
ſaid county, to the end the ſaid directions may be made known unto them. And 
although we are well fatisfied that no real or well-meaning man in the ſaid county 
will be ſo weak of underſtanding, ſhort of memory, or ſo little apprehenſive of 
the ſtate or condition of the kingdom, as not to ſee the ſcope or end of theſe 
illuſions, yet we held it our duty to put you in mind of ſome particulars, though 
too well known to you already.

OURS of the third of this inſtant, directed to ſome of our council here, 
were ſhewn us late yeſternight, together with a copy of a letter ſaid to be 
from his majeſty, bearing date the 19th of January laſt, and another paper of the 
fame date, called an abſtract of the king's letter to the earl of Clanricarde, &c. 
and a copy of the earl's letter to yourſelves; and having had notice of the 
faid earl's intentions before his lordſhip publiſhed theſe letters, to prevent any 
harm that might come thereof, we addreſſed our letters of the laſt of March to 
our very good lord the lord archbiſhop of Tuam, conveyed: by Sir Lucas Dillon, 
one of our council, to be communicated unto you, and others whom they might 
concern ; and leſt thoſe might miſcarry, or come {lowly to you, we ſend you 
here incloſed a copy of them, | V 
The earl may pretend and labour to make you believe that thoſe letters are the 
marks of particular favours done to that town and county, and for his lordſhip's 
fake, and that they may prove uſeful and effectual unto you; whereas we are 
moſt aſſured the like were procured by the lord Inchiquin and others in Mun- 
ſter, and the like in the province of Ulſter; with a ſhew of more authority, all 
by perſons who approve themſelves . deadly enemies to our nation and religion. 
We had notice of this a good while before his ſervant Webb came to the earl, 
and uſed timely prevention, although in truth we needed not ; for juſt upon the 
receiving of ſuch a commiſſion, all the merchants of Corke, Youghall, and Kin- 
fale, were robbed of the remains of what was left, being their hides, tallow, wool, 
and other commodities, and thoſe ſhipped againſt their wills by the lord of In-

of pardon is taken from his ſaid majeſty for thoſe who are rebels in this king- 


dom, as they term them; and all who took any oath of propagation of religion 
(which in the act is called popery) is declared in the act guilty of rebellion. The 
earl cannot have ſo bad intelligence as not to have long ſince received thoſe acts 
in print, nor be ſo weak of underſtanding, but fully and thoroughly to apprehend 
the conſequence of them; and yet in thoſe great favours alledged to be procured 
by him, no mention is made of thoſe main obſtacles, nor any power mentioned 
to be given his lordſhip to pardon or protect. By theſe it appears, the earl is 
commanded upon his allegiance to be aiding to his majeſty's good ſubjects againſt 
the rebels in thoſe parts; as we call God to witneſs we never entertained a thought 
of rebellion, or diſloyalty to his majeſty, ſo we are very confident none of our 
aſſociation is guilty of ſo heinous of crime, or ſo baſe a ſtile; our actions will in 
due time declare us loyal, and demonſtrate the right rebel to the world.

Our general aſſembly meets on the 2oth of May next, therefore we are fully 


ſatisfied, that the making of any private pacification with the earl for any part, 
ſtands in direct oppoſition to the general good and peace of this whole kingdom; 
and thoſe peculiar ways were contrived and procured of purpoſe, either for par- 
ticular ends, or to poſſeſs his majeſty's moſt faithful ſubjects with a belief of ſe- 
curity, that upon the receiving the return of their grievances, "they may not be 
found conſiderable, and may be rendered deſpicable. We thereſore pray and ad- 
viſe you, when you are neceſſitated to return an anſwer to his lordſhip, that you 
let him know you expect reparation for the inſupportable damages you ſuſtained 


by captain Willoughby, and others, contrary to the late pacification ; the parti= 


culars whereof, as we are informed, you delivered to his lordſhip long fince, and 


his lordſhip promiſed you to preſent them to his majeſty, and yet in the aid 


copies you find no mention made of them; and that you expect the removal of 
Willoughby for his ſaid miſdemeanors from the fort, and that you expect the event 
of the publick commiſſion, which is for the good of the whole kingdom, and go 
along with it. We are right ſorry to find by the earl's letters, and by his other pro- 
ceedings and adi ions, how he ſtands devoted to the religion he openly profeſſeth, 
and how affected to his nation, kindred and dependents; God direct him, and 


preſerve you from him and others. Vou ſhall herewith receive two letters, one to

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Apr. 1643. the lord archbiſhop, and the other to lieutenant general Burke, in prevention of 

SY ſudden injury; and for your further relief, we are very confident we ſhall be 
able to annoy the moſt potent of your adverſaries by armies ſtom the other pro- 

vinces, if there you be not righted ; we defire to hear of you in this particular 

with all poſſible haſte. We have in ſome meafure taken a courſe for your relief 

by ſea, which Mr. ſheriff Bermingham hath imparted to you ere now. We ſhall 

be, doubt not, very ſoon in capacity to afford you further and ſpeedy helps that 

way; and we aſſure you, that none will ftudy your preſervation more, nor can

Our very good Lok bp, 


'X TE have not, by your lordſhip's favour, been led or guided by paſſion 
in the ſetting forth of our ecclefiaftical cenfures, intending thereby a 
conformity in profeſſed catholicks to the advancement of a juſt war approved by 
his holineſs, concurring with the general votes of the beft divines, and all the 
prime clergy of this kingdom. We intend not a diſturbance to any one's loyalty 
to his majeſty, as was lately ſet forth in ſome expreſſions, wherein we are deeply 
concerned, by one whom we little thought to harbour a deſign to intrench ort 
our eccleſiaſtical immunities with threats, not beſeeming a profeffed catholick. 
We intended to vindicate his majeſty s prerogative, and a ſettlement of the con- 
ſciences of all our flocks, to approve themſelves his majeſty's loyal ſubjects, to 
which our union and affociation, defired and urged, is, and ever was bent; if for 
that we deſerve a cenſure from him, from whoſe integrity we might juſtly expect a 
more favourable and pious conſtruction of our proceedings, being really for God, 
dur king and country; we here declare it to be our conſtant refolution. Cenfures of 
the church have ever been a terror to religious and tender conſciences ; and thoſe 
infringed, being lawfully poured againſt contumacious perſons, deſerve God's in- 
mediate vengeance, not only upon the infringers or contemners of them, but alſo 
upon thoſe that converſe or entertain diſcourſe with them, which we find to take 
footing in ſome that have common acceſs to your lordſhip, relying in their dif- 
obedience more on yous declarations, contrary to ſolid doctrine, than on the autho- 
rity of the church.

In this, my lord, we cannot but expreſs a paſtoral feeling; and our natural af- 
fections and deſires to preſerve your lordſhip's honour leading us from pouring 
cenſures againſt you for not conforming yourſelf like a zealous catholick to the 
reſt of the confederates of this our native kingdom, have begotten in them an 
opinion of partiality im us, whereof the ſupreme council taking notice, and of 
other proceedings of your lordſhip's, contrary to the deſigns in hand, have of 
late directed us to give your lordſhip this admonition, that if within ten days 
after the receipt hereof, you conform not yourſelf to the affociation of thoſe of 
your religion, and obey the command of the chureh, we will proceed to the 
| heavieft of cenſures, which is an excommunication major againſt your perſon, and 
with all the ceremonies accuſtomed by the church in pouring out and publiſhing. 
the ſaid cenſure, denounce your honour unto the world with that charatter ; 
a thing we moſt deteſt and abhor, were we not moſt unwillingly driven there- 
unto! by open breaches of obedience unto the authorities conferred upon us by

Reverend Fathers, | 
F my expteffions of paſſior in the proceedings of ſome of the clergy may not 
be allowed without offetice, I ſhall only adventure to term it an earneſt zeal 
that I have not obſerved, practiſed, or paralleled in our age, nor recorded in the 
hiſtories of former times. The copies that I have ſeen of the oath of aſſociation 
and excommutication thereupon, and the inforeement of them upon all perſons, 
did, in my apprehenſion, imply mueh of paſfion, and trenched very far both 
upon the juſt power and authority of the temporal government, for which I am 
to be accountable to his majeſty, and likewiſe upon the private fortunes and 
eſtates of ftee-born ſubjects, with greater preſſure than the power of any prince 
hath exacted frotm them, and to be obliged thereto by oath and diſcretion of 
others, without limitation, or elſe excommunicated. If refuſed in theſe particu- 
lars, I did conceive I could not be denied the capacity of making a juſt defence, 
obliged thereto by oath, and duty to his majeſty, and for preſervation of our 
eftates and liberties front violation, not knowing how this could be drawn to con- 
fequehce to be any ittcroachment upon the ecckefiaftical immunities; and leſt 
misftformation might have put me into error of miſtake, F ſhall defire copies 
under your hands, both of the ozth and excemmunication, to inform my under- 
ſtanding upon ſure grommds. | 
As to the threats that have falle from me, I pfeſume that none of the clergy 
wilt avow themſelves to be eoneerned therein, being only againſt ſuch as ſhall ap- 
peat wilful diſturbets of the king's ſervice, and of the publick peace of this 
government; and if any fuck there be, I know not how to difcharge my duty 
in more moderate exprefiions ; and Fa. Oliverus that procured to be the penner 
of that letter, that it might have the more aeerbity (as doctor Walter Lynch re- 
ports) knows very well the frequent practices of all eatholiek countries, when 
there is not a due corffortitity to the laws and authority of the temporal magi- 
ſtrate, and might have ſpared the charging me to affiray what was not becoming 
a profeſſed catholick. | | 
I ſhall farther defire to kttow what is that juſt war approved by his holineſs, 
and what are the grounds and cauſes that are ſet forth for the granting of that 
approbation, and what are the conditions and limitations thereof, and the in- 
ſtructions for proceeding therein, and wherefore it is not publiſhed ; for certainly 
where princes are fo tightly concerned, and ſubjects of what quality, employment, 
or eſtate ſoever, ſo deeply engaged and divetted from the uſual and ſettled rules 
of duty and allegiance, there cannot be denied a free and publick knowledge 
thereof, under clear and authentick teſtimony. | 

If the war be, as is alledged, for God; king; and country ; and that no diſ- 
turbance is intended to any one's loyalty to his majeſty ; I have produced the 
king's late and undoubted authority, approving and directing ny proceedings 
in his fervice, and his majefty hath required no more chan a quiet obedience to 
me, a native and catholick governor ; where then lies the cauſe of cxcommunica- 
tion againſt fuch as adhere to me? Though I cannot pretend to much learning, 
nor to have proceeded im any ſehook of divinity, it ought not, under favour, be 
charged upotr me as a crime, or à diſobedienee to the church, if having fo great

If theſe cenſures come upon me, my ſervants and followers, and thoſe that 
pay obedience to his majeſty's commands; whoſoever writ the excommunica- 
tion for this dioceſe (of which I ſaw a copy) I believe will find that his cenſures 
are not above all courts, or himſelf ſo ſupreme a judge over them, as to forbid 


a juſt appeal to higher authority, or to make that courſe idle, fruſtratorious, or 


unreaſonable. And for any ill character to be put upon my honour, with a clear 
and ſettled conſcience I will not doubt to give ſuch teſtimony of my fincerity in 
the religion I profeſs, and my conformity in all juſt obligations of my conſtant 
duty and loyalty to the king, and of my natural affection to my country, that I 
am confident in all places to find both power and friends to vindicate my honours 
and integrity from all afperfions that can be caſt upon it. | 

I aſſure you that neither by practice or inclination have I ever willingly enter- 
tained diſputes or conteſtation with any, and am much troubled to begin now 
upon this ſubje& with perſons of your callings and abilities, and ſhall ſtudy 
all ways to avoid it ; but when it is inforced upon me, to endeavour a juſt defence

Moſt noble Loxp, 


HAVE received your kind letter, and therein one from my unhappy kinſ- 

man; unhappy I call him, not that he hath failed himſelf, or the cauſe, in 
any thing that could be within his power, but his unhappineſs hath been that we 
were never able to help him ; we ſent out two parties of ſtrength to relieve him, 
neither of which, through croſs accidents, could reach him. We hear the ene- 
my is fitting down about him with ſuch ordnance as they have, which I much 
fear will endanger him ; he is now in the hands of God, who, I hope, will yet 
protect him; we are in hand, if it be poſſible to raiſe them, though it be a very 
hard thing for us to do it, the way being ſo long and ill, Touching James Cogh- 
lan, though by that name I know not the man, yet I know ſome of his name 
are willing to ſhew love to him; and for that man, I can do no leſs than thank 
him, which I heartily do, and if ever it come in my way I will not fail to re- 
quite him, which you may _ to let him know with aſſurance from me. 

I am very ſorry your lordſhip hath cauſe to complain fo much of your want 
of force and ſupplies; I hope your lord{hip doth not conceive this place hath 
willingly neglected you; I aſſure you, my lord, we are as ardently affected to 
furniſh you with all requiſites as any men could be, but our ability is kept fo 
ſhort by the nonperformance with us out of England, as we never had power 
to do more than we have done; yet I cannot ſay it is their fault, their diſtem- 
pers there hath both diſabled them, and put us to the uttermoſt hazards. We 
muſt, though with great ſuffering, await God's leiſure, who, I hope, will look 
on them and us mercifully in good time, by giving them peace at home, and then, 
doubtleſs, we ſhall be remembered to our comfort ; when that comes, you may be 
aſſured we will do our parts towards you in true effects. In the mean time you 
have our prayers for your ſafety, and our defires as much to furniſh you as you 
can defire.

, FTER our very hearty commendations to your lordſhip, we have received 
our lordſhip's letters of the 28th of October, in anſwer to ours of the 


21ſt and 25th of Auguſt, whereby we find that the arms are reſtored to the ſol- 


diers of the fort, and the bulwark abated ; and howſoever the proceedings of the 


fort and ſhip (as your lordſhip writes) were ſuch as gave you not leave to uſe

pacification, nor the arms nor ammunition brought in by Francis Darcy ſome Apr. . 6. 
two or thiee days before the pacification, which, by your letters of the 1 3th of — 


June, we recommended to your lordſhip to be gotten into the fort if you could, 
yet we remaining ſtill conſtant in thoſe reaſons, which induced us to recommend 
thoſe particulars to your lordſhip, do again recommend them to you, that if by 
your lordſhip's induſtry it may yet be wrought, it may be yet done, as that which 
we conceive will conduce to the advantage of his majeſty's fervice. And concerning 
the ordnance taken out of Clarke's ſhip, altho', as your lordſhip writes, captain 
Willoughby, when your lordſhip propounded it to him. that it might be part of the 
articles of pacification, omitted it; yet if they could be had into the fort, as by our 
letters to your lordſhip the 1 3th of June we defired, it were an acceptable ſervice, 
and therefore we do again recommend that particular alſo to your lordſhip. 

Concerning the changing of the hoſtages, ſeeing your lordſhip now certifies 
(which before we knew not) that it is done according to the firſt agreement, we 
are well fatisfied therein. | 

Touching Francis Darcy's protection, your lordſhip's letters do ſatisfy us fully 
therein, and therefore we leave it to your lordſhip to releaſe, or not releaſe him, 
as you find cauſe. | 

Concerning the fort, we muſt ſtill acknowledge to your lordſhip, with ſpecial 
thanks, your conſtant care thereof, which alſo we are well aſſured your lordſhip 
will always continue with all your power and induſtry, that ſo that place may 
be preſerved for the honour and ſervice of his majeſty ; and if any money of his 
majeſty's remain in the hands of John Bermingham of Galway, we think fit 
that your lordſhip do cauſe him to pay two hundred pounds thereof to captain 
Willoughby for the uſe of the fort, which ſum is to be allowed to the faid Ber- 
mingham on account. 

We obſerve your lordſhip very ſenſible, as indeed we are, of your want of force 
there, which it ſeems takes ſo deep impreſſion with your lord{hip, as you inter- 
pret it proceeds from negle& towards you, or ſuſpicion had of you from this Rate ; 
but we aſſure your lordſhip, as the merits of your good endeavours there for ad- 
vancing his majeſty's ſervice, and the great teſtimonies you have many ways given 
us of your ready and forward affections, and concurrence with us in the publick 
ſervice of his majeſty, and this his kingdom, may juſtly challenge from us bet- 
ter returns to you than willingly to negle& you, or to retain any opinion of jea- 
louſy or ſuſpicion of you; ſo we aſſure your lordſhip it doth very much trouble 
us, that your ſenſe of want of forces there (which we know occaſions thoſe miſ- 
taken jealouſies on your lordſhip's part) ſhould beget in your lordſhip an unde- 
ſerved opinion or doubt of us, as by your lordſhip's letters we find; for we aſ- 
ſure your lordſhip, we take in very good part your good endeavours there, and 
concurrence with us in all things for the publick ſervice, and we have done you 
the right to value it for your honour and advantage into England. And we 
have ſo good aſſurance of your lordſhip's faithfulneſs to his majeſty, and this his 
kingdom, as we cannot deſcend to ſo mean a thought of your lordſhip as to 
hold you guilty of any negle& of duty, or liable to any juſt ſuſpicion from us, 
which we let you know, to the end to remove thoſe miſtaken ap ſions, 
which by your lordſhip's letters you ſeem to have taken up. We have laboured 
with all our power to obtain ſuch ſupplies forth of England, as might enable us 
to furniſh your lordſhip with competent forces; although we have not yet been 
ſo happy as to obtain from thence the means to enable us ſo to furniſh you ; and 
we have freſh hopes that we ſhall in ſhort time be ſo ſupplied from thence, as we 
may ſtrengthen your lordſhip as we deſire, which we aſſure you we ſhall do as 
ſpeedily and plentifully as poſſible we may, as being well aſſured they will be 
with your lordſhip in ſafe hands.

charged myſelf of the great anxieties theſe diſaſtrous times have filled my 
thoughts with ; nor was I altogether out of hope, but that meeting with a per- 
ſon ſo full of honour, ſo zealous for the king's ſervice, and fo ſenſible of the near 
approaching deſtruction of this unfortunate kingdom, ſomething might have been 
thought of for the vindication of his majeſty's honour and rights, without the 
promiſcuous ruin of all ſorts of people. But ſince it pleaſed God to appoint it 
otherwiſe, I am much ſatisfied that your lordſhip met his majeſty's letters and 
declaration, which ſerve to diſabuſe all thoſe who wilfully ſhut not their eyes 
againſt the clear light they may have of their deviation, and of the way laid 
open for their return into the paths of due ſubjection. I wiſh they may lay hold 
of the preſent occaſion and grace that is offered, which, if retuſed, will certainly 
aggravate their crimes, and in concluſion add to the weight of their puniſh- 
ment. 

The laſt eaſterly winds brought me no letters, fo that I can write nothing that 
is certain, or is not vulgar; but in the general, I gather by all hands the diſ- 
trations do yet continue, or rather increaſe; particulars, if there be any worth your 
knowledge, I am ſure Mr. juſtice Donnellan will ſend your lordſhip. It is here 
confidently reported, and I have ſeen letters for it, that my lord of Northampton 
was lately killed in a fight with Sir William Brereton and one Gill, as I take it, 
about Stafford; I fear it is true, which hath abated the joy of that victory; for 
ſo, notwithſtanding his death, it was confeſſed to be. I know your lordſhip's re- 
lation to that gallant man will make this unwelcome news; but your judgment 
will tell you he could not die in a truer cauſe, nor in a braver manner, His eldeſt 
ſon was then in the field, and carried himſelf like the ſon of ſo noble a father. It 
is given out by ſome of the contrary party that he was hurt, but I believe it not. 
J had forgot to tell you, that a great part of the nobility and gentry. of Scotland 
are declared for the king, and amongſt them the marquiſs of Hamilton, who 
with divers others is now with the queen at York ; the marquiſs of Argyle is 
head to the other party, and continues at Edinburgh. When I receive letters 
from any certain hand, which I daily expect, I will immediately impart to your 
lordſhip what is of conſequence in them. In the mean time I wiſh you all the 
happineſs imaginable, as one that very conſtantly am reſolved to be -

A FTER our very hearty commendations to your lordſhip, foraſmuch as 
we find that letters and other diſpatches from this ſtate to your lordſhip, 
and letters and other diſpatches from your lordſhip hither, cannot, in theſe 
times, paſs with that freedom which were neceſſary for advancing his majeſty's 
ſervice, unleſs your lordſhip may hold intelligence with ſome of the rebels, as 
well within as without the limits of your lordſhip's government, by whoſe help 
you may procure paſſage between us and your lordſhip, for ſuch correſpondency 
and intelligence as may be needful for furtherance of the general ſervice from 
time to time; we therefore for that purpoſe think fit hereby to authorize your 
lordſhip (as often as you ſhall find it neceſſary) to parley with, and direct your 
letters to, and receive letters and intelligence from any of the rebels, not only 
within the limits of your lordſhip's government, but alſo without your govern- 
ment, in the way between Dublin and the place of your reſidence, whereby in- 
telligence may the better be held between this ſtate and your lordſhip ; and that 
you gain paſſes and ſafe conduct from the rebels, when ind as often as you think 
fit, for your meſſenger to be employed hither, or from hence to your lordſhip. 
And we pray and require your lordſhip to advertiſe us as frequently as you may, 
as well of all occurrences there which relate to the publick, as of ſuch intelli- 
gence as you ſhall any way gain from the rebels, that may be any way neceflary 
for us to underſtand, for making uſe thereof for his majeſty's advantage, as occa- 
ſion may be offered.

I received large letters of ordinary intelligence from Mr. juſtice Donnellan, 
and incloſed the following caſement letter. 


T was the great man, in whoſe company you ſaw me laſt, that told me of ill 
offices done; but Ormond, and others, aſſure me no ſuch thing done by the 
Juſtices and council, but a glance on occaſion of the pacification, which by 
moſt now is conceived a wiſe act. If any private pens have walked indiſcreetly, 
all deny it, and I cannot yet find it out. All like to be ill in England. Great 
want of all things here; no money, and little victuals; many diſorderly men, 
who pillage ſome ſhops, and fain would rifle all under colour of one ſort, 
The faction holds, and thwarts each other here and in England. A letter from 
Cheſter that reported, that the juſtices, or the firſt, are to be altered, the king 
being angry with both, or the firſt, and that Sir Henry Titchbourn is to be 
one. Others write, that though the king was angry with the lord heutenant, yet 
by means of the earl of Northumberland, he is come to favour, and is come 
over; he ſent a letter to be paid all his arrears. The commiſſion ſent by Sir 
Charles Coote, who haſtened to the king the one part, not yet gone ; Ormond 
knows not what hopes thereof, and hath received no letters yet. The clergy 
will be powerful yet, you muſt not provoke them till more cauſe appear. The 
fort and Sir Charles Coote's party will be adviſed by you, to whom write. Do 
not pardon Galway, nor others, until more news and direction. The round 
heads are very ſtrong, yet the king prevails in moſt places. Much blood ſpilt 
the laſt month. The lord Brooke killed for certain, You may not with ſafety to

F OVU have in a good part performed your promiſe in ſending hither the 
Y good man juſtice Donnellan; I would your health had permitted the 
performance of the other part, of your own coming, you would have been wel- 
come here for many reſpects. The juſtice hath ſhewed me the copies of the 
king's letter to your lordſhip, and his manifeſto to the country, both which are 
very gracious like himſelf. I wiſh they may work the ſuppoſed effects; but I doubt 
they have at this time a preſumptuous and fraudulent people to work upon; I 
have known them long, and therefore can fay ſo much of them, and, I doubt 
not, your diſcovering judgment will in ſhort time find them far different from 
your countrymen of England, from whence you bring ſo much nobleneſs and 
fidelity, as I doubt not will give you honour in all your actions. I heartily wiſh 
theſe were as good as nature and grace could make them, for I proteſt I was ever 
inclined to love them as well as my own nation, and better, if that could be, be- 
cauſe my livelihood and long abode hath been proſperous amongſt them; and, 
I muſt confeſs, I did well hope they had been ſo well recovered and fixed in their 
loyalty to their prince, and love to the Engliſh nation, and the Iriſh affections and 
barbarous inclinations had been fo fretted out, as nothing could have reverſed 
them to that I now ſee.

Juſtice Donnellan told me, your lordſhip deſired authority from hence to parley 
and gain paſſes from the rebels for ſafe conveyance of your lordſhip's letters 
hither.

Y OUR diſpatch written in January laſt T have now received, having miſſed

loſſes I have fuſtained, and, until of late, the being debarred of any ordinary in- 
telligence in any ſeaſonable time; by all which your lordſhips may judge I might 
be eaſily invited to expreſs ſome feeling ſenſe of my misfortunes : yet I could 
with patience have borne theſe afflictions, if they had not been accompanied with 
ſo much prejudice and hazard both to my duty and honour, being not made ca- | 
pable of acting any conſiderable fervice, and in danger to be accountable for any 
ill accident that might befall his majeſty's fort, or other fervice here, which hath 
been hitherto prevented, much more by private mduſtry than any publick force I 
could draw together; and I befeech your lord ſhips be pleaſed to take that impor- 
tant place into your ſpecial care and conſideration, the paſſages being fo fortified 
againſt me, that it is not poſſible for me to ſapply it, or, it they were open, I 
am brought into that low condition, that I take God to witneſs I know not 
how to ſubſiſt or provide for the maintenance of my own private family.

Since I am 
informed, that ſome of the gentlemen have a mind to recant, and do pretend in- 
forcement from ſome in eminent authority amongſt them ; and ſome propoſitions 
have been made unto me of an acceptable ſervice to be undertaken to redeem 
former errors, of which, I hope, ere long to give your lordſhips a godd account. 
It is not poſlible for me to frame any judgment upon their intentions, their 
own reſolution being ſo unſettled. It hath been at leaſt in their threats, if not in

killed, invites me till to retain ſome faint hopes that this may alſo be otherwiſe. 
I know not how to expreſs the value I ſhould have put upon my happineſs if 
I had met your lordſhip, as I once expected; that, by your judgment and obſer- 
vation, I might have been guided to a capacity of contributing ſomewhat to your 
lordſhip's noble intentions, and high regard of his majeſty's ſervice and honour, 
with ſome compaſſion upon the miſerable condition of this afflicted kingdom, 
who will not be made ſenſible of any ways of moderate preſervation.

If it had been agreeable to your pleaſure, and might have ſorted with your 
affairs in other places, to have honoured and truſted me with the command of 
your majeſty's fort, which d:d and doth properly belong to this government, and 
for which I was long ſince an humble ſuitor, I am confident the confuſion and 
diſorders not only of this county, but it may be of the province, had been ſtifled 
in their firſt birth ; for having ſo ſecure a reſidence for my family, and retreat for 
myſelf aud forces, I ſhould have made the moſt inſolent repent their raſh and 
diſobedient undertakings. And to inform your majeſty truly, theſe parts have 
been much exaſperated by the humorous and unadviſed proceedings of the com- 
mander there; for his diſreſpects to me, I have been ſo many ways abuſed and 
neglected by others, that I will not complain of him alone; but I may upon 
good grounds affirm, that your majeſty will hardly be well ſerved here, until the 
command be as formerly united; yet in regard of the inſolent demands of ſome 
of the clergy, I ſhall preſume humbly to deliver my opinion, that it will not 
ſtand with your majeſty's honour at this preſent to confer that command upon 
me, but your majeſty may be pleaſed to make choice of ſome other fit perſon ; or 
if captain Willoughby muſt be ſtill continued, as an argument of your favour 
and truſt in me, to lay your commands upon any of them, that, for any ſervice 
to be acted within my governmnnt, they ſhall receive their inſtructions and direc-

a” did never imagine the natives of this kingdom would have raiſed a perſecu- 
tion againſt their own religion, and yet many are, and myſelf to be debarred 
the private exerciſe of our devotions, which by a copy of a letter, amongſt others 
which I humbly preſent herewith, your majeſty may obſerve, and thereby diſcern 
in what a hard condition I am in, by neglects of the one fade, and violence of the 
other. 

By letters this day from the earl of Thomond I am informed, that your ma- 
jeſty's late letters and declaration into thoſe parts cannot work upon their obſti- 
nate diſpoſitions there. 

I have been informed, that there have been private conſultations held by ſome 
of the confederates, to invite the emperor's brother to be their protector. Whether 

it were rejected by themſelves, or how far it hath been in agitation abroad, or the 
probability of it, is far beyond my knowledge. To your majeſty's clear diſcerning 
judgment I humbly ſubmit it, holding it my duty to give you a right informa- 
tion of what is delivered to me, how improbable ſoever, not knowing how to 
judge thereof in the obſcure condition I am in, debarred even of ordinary intel- 
ligence ; but this I am fure of, they have very buſy and ſtirring agents abroad. 

I preſume your majeſty hath been long ſince informed of Preſton's coming 
down upon Fort Falkland with the forces of Leinſter, and that it was ſurren- 
dered to him, there being no power in theſe parts of the kingdom able to look 
towards him. I am confident the commanders of that fort have given that teſ- 
timony of me, as that I was not failing to them in any thing, as long as it could 
be preſerved by any power or diligence of mine. 

In the concluſion, I have three humble apologies to make. Firſt, for my pre- 
ſumption, by the frequency of my immediate addreſſes to your majefty, for which 
J claim your juſtice to acquit me, being hitherto encouraged by your majeſty's 
accepting and receiving them with favour. The ſecond, the largeneſs of my ap- 
plications, and the papers that accompany them, for which I plead neceſſity, and 
the humours of the times; thoſe here, though guilty of high diſobedience, I con- 

ceive hold it a facrilege to violate any thing directed to your majeſty, which 
would ſuffer under any other ſuperſcription. The third is, the errors of my ex- 
preſſions, which, if guilty of any crime, was far from intention, and hath this ad-

My letter to the Lords Juſtices, the 25th of April. 


Mr Lozps, | 


INCE the finiſhing of my diſpatch I have received private intelligence out 
of Galway, that their general John Burke, with ſome of his officers, are 
come into the town, and are preparing to lay a preſent ſiege to the fort. I muſt 
confeſs I ſhould much admire the attempt, knowing the confuſion and diſorder 
that is amongſt them ; but the party informs, that they have newly diſcovered 
a mortar piece which was then to be tried, which they expect ſhould ſhoot a 
bullet of ſeventy pounds weight, and that they have otten a ſkilful engineer for 
mineing. To this I have likewiſe received an addition of diſcomfort, that my- 
ſelf, and thoſe that adhere to me for his majeſty's ſervice, and all my officers 
and ſoldiers, were yeſterday excommunicated, and that many fay they will leave 
me, and muſt not forſake their religion for the world. For my own particular, 
I am fo fully fatisfied in my conſcience of the unjuſtneſs of that courſe, that I 
do not value it at all; and if I could perſuade others into the ſame confidence, 
and make them rightly underſtand the practice of all other parts of the world, 
and the erroneouſneſs of this courſe, I ſhould hope to make a reaſonable 
againſt them, but as they ſtand wilfully affected, I am in a very fad diſtraction. 
And though, I thank God, captain Willoughby is in a good ſtrong poſture of 
defence, yet if your lordſhips cannot fend forces ſpeedily hither the fort may be 
in danger, and myſelf certainly ruined if I ſtay long here, without hope of do- 
ing good, which invites me to ſeek the preſervation of myſelf and family by a 
removal from hence, if they proceed in their intended attempts ; and that if 
I receive no other comforts from your lordſhips, I ſhall preſume to make uſe of 
the authority your lordſhips ſent me for my own journey to Dublin ; and ex- 
petting your lordſhips ſpeedy anſwer, I ſhall ftill remain

P. S. If captain Willoughby had but two hundred men more, I ſhould no- 
thing fear their attempts. I have about fifty Engliſh in my company, but can- 


not poſſibly convey them to him. His preſent number is, as I conceive, about 
two hundred, beſides the aſſiſtance of the ſhips. 


My letters of the firſt of this month to captains Coote and Ormſby, Sir Ulick 
Burke, Hubert Burke, and ſheriff Donnellan, expreſſeth my defire, that thoſe 
gentlemen of quality ſhould not be diſturbed in their repair to me upon the 
publiſhing of the king's declaration, yet with a tender regard that it might be no 
prejudice to any of thoſe garriſons, and ſo written as they would make no uſe 
of my requeſt, having taken up other reſolutions. ' 

By the letters from the confederate ſupreme council to the archbiſhop of 
Tuam, may be obſerved their violent malicious inclinations towards me, and 
more eſpecially by their letter to the mayor of Galway; and by them, and the 
anſwers returned to me by the mayor, and other gentlemen of the country, my 
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Apr. 1643: be diſcerned. the reaſons of their delay, being to receive directions and inſtruc- 


— 


tions from their ſupreme council, though, indeed, their firſt return to me was 


much more abſurd and inſolent than could be taken out of the pattern they 


wrought upon. And though it may be excuſable in that council to ſeek the di- 
verſion of particular applications, which would weaken the frame of their new 
erected government; yet it muſt needs be a great folly and ill nature in thoſe of 
this county, not only to ſcorn and ſlight the preſervation I had procured for 
them, but to grow into a high malice and hatred againſt me, for that which 
muſt certainly have been a great happineſs and ſafety to their particular. And 


T ſhould have wondered much how ſuch expreſſions could paſs under the hands 


of Sir Lucas Dillon and the mayor of Galway, but that I obſerved they were 
awed and charmed by the predominant power of ſome of the clergy, chief in 
authority amongſt them, who had neither the inclination, nor judgment, to 
make a moderate or plauſible anſwer, but ſo far from it, after the granting all 
they could deſire, changing the government of the fort, delivering up of caſtles 
and hoſtages to them, and much more of that kind, they would move their 
ſupreme council to change the place of action, but reſolved they were till to 
continue their rebellion, after they had ſhewed their favour and reſpect to me 
in this particular, | 

By my letters to Coote and Ormſby may be obſerved my care and diligence ; 
the very ſame day I received the anſwer of the country concerning his ma- 
jeſty's declaration, giving them notice of it, that they might be at liberty to 

roceed in the preſent ſervice as they thought fit, and likewiſe to provide 
timely to know their power and reſolutions, to aſſiſt me as occaſion ſhould 
be offered. | ö | 
Concerning the letters and paſſages between me and the clergy, though I 
might perhaps treſpaſs ſomewhat upon the ſtrict rules of the law, yet my good 
and loyal intentions I conceive were fully expreſſed, the people very much ſatiſ- 
fied thereby, and the clergy inforced to filence, not being able to return any 
ſatisfactory reply, but continuing their violence without ground or reaſon. 

The letters from Dublin, and my diſpatches thither, needs no comment upon 
them, it being apparent that I uſed all poſſible diligence to give a right informa- 
tion of all paſſages here, and carneſtly preſſed for ſpeedy ſupplies and relief for 
the fort. tha 

My letter to his majeſty gives a clear account of all affairs here, and expreſſes 
my zealous and tender care of his honour, valuing it far above all fafety or in- 


tereſt of my own, by declining and delivering my opinion freely againſt the con- 


ferring the command of the fort upon me, though the only means of preſerva- 
tion I could expect, in regard that the town and country had made it one of 
their inſolent and peremptory commands. There paſſed from and to Dublin, 
ſeveral very kind and reſpective letters between me and the earl of Roſcommon, 
the lord Lambert, Sir Francis Willoughby, Sir Maurice Euſtace, and Mr. Wil- 
liam Parſons of Birr, which I forbear to inſert, not containing any conſiderable 
buſineſs or intelligence. I likewiſe received very reſpective letters from Sir Robert 
Newcomen at Athlone, being one of the commanders in chief left by my lord 


preſident for the command of the province of Conaght, informing me of ſeveral 


flying reports ſpread abroad, defiring to receive more right intelligence from 
me, which I at large performed as far as I durſt truſt to the danger of intercep- 
tion, all paſſages that way being narrowly watched. 4 | 

This month the enemy's ſtrength increaſing, they did commit much ſpoil 
upon my particular eſtate, and thoſe that adhered to me, and many hot alarms 
I received from ſeveral parts, that they were reſolved to defer other deſigns, and 
aſſault me with their whole ſtrength ; and many times they would appear within 


two or three miles of Loughreagh, my principal houſe in the heart of the 


county ; and ſometimes they did pretend to that ſtrength and power to beſiege 


the fort, aſſault the garriſons of Roſcommon, and leave a conſiderable party at

vent neareſt to truth. For towards the end of this month they did-begin afar 
off to beſiege the fort, and to fortify ſome paſſages towards the ſea; they did 
leave forces at Athunry, that if I did attempt to raiſe their ſiege, they might fall 
upon my rear, and incloſe me between them and their army, there being many 


dangerous paſſages of advantage for them to hinder any retreat. And though 


they did not attempt the Roſcommon garriſons, yet they ſent ſome forces to 
thoſe borders, to guard the ſtreights and paſſages into this county, 

With much difficulty there paſſed ſome letters between me and captain Wil- 
loughby, I giving him information how affairs went abroad, and he expreſſing 
much chearfulneſs and reſolutions if he ſhould be beſieged, and not complaini 


of much want, which I was likewiſe confident of chouph I preſſed the ſtate for 


ſupply) he having ſeveral ways (as I thought) plentifully furniſhed himſelf in 
thoſe parts by ſeveral right and wrong ways, beſides a conſtant trading with 
the ſhips; and that a ſhip of proviſion came to him the laſt month from 
Dublin. b 


But upon the zoth of this month he wrote to me in general terms, that he 


ſhould be neceſſitated, upon urgent occaſions, to ſend the ſhip that came from 
the fort to Dublin, the only ſhip then in the harbour. He likewiſe informed me 
of the diſaſter his men had in Irrconnaght ; ſending fifty of them by boat thither 
to ſeek for cattle, they fo diſperſed themſelves, being . of pillage, that the 
town ſent out greater forces, met them 1 in their * killed eight, aud took 
thirteen priſoners. 

This unJucky accident did very much animate the town and their party, and 
greatly diſcourage the ſoldiers of the fort, having never had any diſaſter vote, 
but ſtill meeting with good booty, and proſperous ſucceſs.

I have imparted my mind freely to you already concerning Hugh 


Mageraghty; more than I have faid I cannot ſay for the preſent ; ; at better conve- 


niency I ſhall not fail to give you ample ſatisfaction concerning what is to be 


laid to his charge. It does not a little perplex me that I am not able to contri- 


bute, according to my deſires, to any employment that ſhall be atchieved by ſo 
honourable a chieftain, as is my ever honoured friend the earl of Clanricarde. 
Truly believe me, Sir, I would wiſh no greater happineſs than to ſacrifice m 

life under his lordſhip's banners. Since I cannot do what I would, yet I will

A letter from the mayor of Galway and divers gentlemen of the town and county 
concerning his majeſty's declaration, the 28th of April, received the 5th 
of May. 


Right Honourable, 


E have ſeen his majeſty's letters of declaration touching your government. 
We conceive that we have never failed in our duty to his majeſty, or 
obedience to your lordſhip, as his governor ; and we have reſolved to live and die 


his majeſty's moſt humble, faithful, and loving ſubjects, and to give your lordſhip 


all fitting obedience, 

Your lordſhip well knows the depredations and hoſtilities committed in your 
government by captain Willoughby, and the forces of Roſcommon, both before 
and after the pacification, and their ſeveral violations of publick faith, without 
reſpe& unto your lordſhip, or unto the good of his majeſty's ſervice. Our very 

lord, thoſe violences are ſtill continued, men, women, . and children mur- 
dered, towns and villages burnt and depopulated. His majeſty's declared rebels 
of the malignant party in England are daily received to the fort of Galway, as 
into a ſafe harbour for them ; and his majeſty's faithful town of Galway con- 
tinues battered fince the gth of February laſt ; their harbour continues blocked 
up, their market is ſtopped, their trade and traffick hindered, to the univerſal loſs 
of this province, and great loſs of his majeſty in point of revenue; and whether 
in ſuch a condition, failing of lawful protection, it be not neceſſary for us to 
continue our defenſive arms, we leave unto your lordſhip's more grave conſidera-

| The receipt of theſe two letters did much perplex me, being confident, that 
captain Willoughby had at leaſt three months proviſions according to his letter 
to lieutenant Daly of the 4th of this month. What courſe to take for his relief 
I could not imagine, having neither proviſions ſufficient for him, nor forces to 
convey them, all paſſages being ſo ſtopped, as nothing but a powerful army 
could force through them. To ſend to Dublin, and expect ſupplies and forces 
from thence, they could hardly come ſeaſonably to relieve it: to treat with the 
confederates, without direction or inſtructions, being aſſured they would be high 
and peremptory in their demands, was altogether unſafe for me to venture upon, 
my actions having been ever ſubject to the worſt conſtructions. Being in this 
perplexity and diſtraction, I at laſt reſolved to ſend my ſteward James Davock 
to Dublin, with captain Willoughby's two ſmall letters, ſowed up in his cloaths for 
fear of interception ; and to write publick letters of credence only by him to 
the lords juſtices, to my lord marquiſs, my lord Roſcommon, and juſtice Don- 
nellan ; he had in charge to preſs them earneſtly for forces by land, and ſupplies 
by ſea ; that captain Willoughby had not expreſſed his particular wants, I did 
conceive a general ſcarcity, and moſt eſpecially malt and freſh meat z that ſupply 
of freſh meat was not poſſible without Engliſh land forces ; that if their lordſhips 
could not ſupply ſpeedily, either by land or ſea, or indeed both ways, the fort, 
ordnance, and arms, would be all certainly loſt.

| HEN you ſhall peruſe theſe and the letters from the ſtate, you will 
have reaſon to judge your ſervant might have been ſooner diſpatched ; 
but the increaſe of buſineſs, that always attends the alteration of government, 
and the general diſtractions of theſe times, may not only excuſe the delay, but 
the ſmall ſatisfaction this difpatch will bring you. The lateſt news out of Eng- 
land is, as far as I know it truth, communicated to juſtice Donnellan, who 
hath undertaken to advertiſe your lordſhip of it; ſure I am there can no cer- 
tain judgment be grounded thereon of the ſucceſs of theſe great diſtempers by 
me, and therefore I ſhall not offer at any, which the coming of your lordſhip's 
letters unopened would otherwiſe incline me.

Hereford hath run the ſame fortune with Reading, as Sir 
Richard Cane is like to do with Fielding for the ſame treachery, as it is ſaid. 
This ſucceſs hath advanced the inſolency of that party to a height beyond expreſ- 
ſion, but not above the juſtice, which, I hope, will one day reach them. This, 
though I believe it publick, and written to you by the juſtice, yet having not 
told him of it, I venture to loſe my labour, rather than your lordſhip ſhould 
want this accident, worth your obſervation, regard being had to the perſons of 
the men failing in their truſt and loyalty.

HE papers I ſhewed to the ſtate as you directed, which I would not have 

done otherwiſe as things now ſtand. The meſſenger, as he uſeth, delivered 
your letters at the board, and to others, and came to me at nine at night cn Sun- 
day ; he is an uſeful man, but I cannot keep him from too much fooliſh talk ; 
let him be adviſed to be more wary. Copies are taken of all, and a diſpatch in- 
to England thereupon, but to. whom, or what end, I cannot learn. Your 
lordſhip is much applauded by all tongues where I am here. The preſident is 
under a cloud at court, but Sir Charles Coote hath effected nothing againſt him, 
but hath brought direction hither to have his horſe made up a troop, and 
his men a regiment. He hath direction for three thouſand men to be ſent to 
Conaght, I ſee not how they will be got here; it is reported they will be Scots 
out of the North, it is not yet reſolved ; if you hear of his going to the North, 
believe they come thence. The round heads are ſtrong, and begin to plun- 
der, and take many places. The king hath many men of rank, but wants 
money, arms, and ammunition. The loſs of Reading troubles him, and 
heartens them. Many hard ſhifts made to ſupply the army here, who threaten 
to depart, and are diſcontent. It is written to me from court, that the old 
man was removed for diſpleaſure, and that the reſt, ſuppoſed to be of the fac- 
tion here, will be ſhortly removed, or much blamed, of whom the maſter of 
the rolls and vice treaſurer are moſt blamed. The king is not pleaſed with the 
requeſts in the commiſſion, but there is a party at court that labour for Ireland.

pon advice and inſtruction from ſome friends about Dublin, I cauſed ſeve- 
ral papers to be ſpread, being motives to invite the people to move for a ceſſa- 
tion of arms in this kingdom, and found means to have them put into the hands 
of many that were going to a general aſſembly of the confeder tes, appointed to 
begin about the 2oth of this month at Kilkenny. 


Motives for a ceſſation of arms. 


HOUGH this war in Ireland hath been undertaken under pretence to 
ſerve his majeſty and his prerogatives, yet his majeſty, upon all occaſions, 
hath declared his hatred againſt it. And albeit that by iſſuing the late com- 
miſſion to be informed of the cauſes thereof, and of the grievances of his people, 
he hath given full evidence of his tenderneſs of them in general, and of his de- 
fire to give them all fitting ſatisfaction; yet it is well known, that his many 
great engagements for the preſent do not gie him leave to take that conſidera- 
tion, upon the return of that commiſſion, that ſo important a matter would re- 
quire. And therefore until his majeſty may have leiſure to. examine the griev- 
ances and requeſts of the ſubjects here, it were neceſſary for the preſervation of 
the kingdom, much depopulated already, and prevention of the further fad ef- 
fects of war, that a ceſſation for a competent time ſhould be ſued for unto his 
majeſty, which undoubtedly will produce theſe good effects. 

I. It that it can be obtained, a good opportunity will be thereby gained by 
them, to ſend agents into England to his majeſty to make their grievances 
known, and to ſeek for redreſs, without which they will never be thoroughly 
underſtood ; and without a ceſſation this cannot be done. 

2. There can be no ſettlement without a parliament, which muſt ſet ſtrait this 
kingdom, ſo much diſtracted and disjointed ; and without a ceſſation there can 
be no preparation made for this, nor as much as a motion made to his majeſty 
for it ; for, in ſuch times as theſe are, a parliament cannot have a free courſe 
here, nor his majeſty, nor counci}, time or leiſure to contrive a frame fit for the 
peace and ſettlement thereof. | | | 

3- The troubles of England being at the height, cannot, in all likelihood, 
hold very long; and it were a fit ſeaſon for this nation to ſeek unto his

The lords juſtices letters of the 11th, received the 17th, in anſwer to my let- 
ters of the 23d and 25th of April, is only a continuation of their compliments, 
applauding my intentions and good endeavours, but ſtill leaving me to my own 
deſtruction, without applying any remedy, but only a formal expreſſion of hope 
of ability hereafter, very often repeated, not making any return concerning my 
arrears, or the motion I made for Mr. Vice treaſurer to undertake payments to 
ſuch as I ſhould borrow money of, which I conceived a requeſt fo reaſonable, as 
I could not imagine it ſhould be denied, or not regarded in effect the ſame. 
The papers their lordſhips mentioned, were the copies of e anſwers returned 
by the country upon the publiſhing of his majeſty's declaration, delivered to 
their lordſhips through miſtake, being ſent to Mr. juſtice Donnellan, to be 
ſhewed only to my lord marquiſs, and ſome few others of the council, to be 
diſpoſed of as they thought fit, and not to fatisfy and advantage the malice of 
thoſe who were violently led up by the ſpirit of revenge to labour an utter extir- 
ation, without any regard to the condition of the king's affairs. The fitneſs, 
and indeed the neceſlity of a ſpeedy accommodation and ſettlement here, and 
the proviſions that might be made therein for juſtice and ſeverity of puniſhment 
to be inflicted upon malicious and capital offenders, which was the labours and 
deſires of all good men, without ſuch a promiſcuous deſtruction intended by 
them. But I was ſomewhat ſatisfied to obſerve Sir Henry Tichborne's name ad- 
vanced into Sir William Parſons's place, who, tho' he profeſſed much friendſhip 
to me, yet I could never find it by any effects; and it was generally believed, 
and in many things appeared, that he was grown to be one of thoſe that moſt 
maliciouſly hated the nation, without diſtinction of any; and moſt induſtrious 
to advance the parliament's deſigns, in. oppoſition to his majeſty, that had 
raiſed him from nothing. | 
In my lord marquiſs of Ormond's letter, and Mr. juſtice Donnellan's by his 
direction, received at the ſame time, truth appeared without diſſembling cir- 
cumſtances; noble and gallant inclinations, and reſolutions might be diſcerned 
for the advancement of the king's ſervice, with a fit and moderate conſide- 
ration of the miſerable condition of this poor kingdom. Great teſtimonies of 
ſriendſhip and reſpect to my own particular, by brief, but ſolid advices, to 
encourage me to ſupport and bear my afflictions for a time, and undoubted 
aſſurances to fetch me off, when diſturbances and danger ſhould grow above 
my ſtrength to ſuppreſs or prevent them. | 
At the ſame time I received a letter from my lord Taaffe, by my kinſ- 
man young Mr. Garret Moore, who came over with his lordſhip, having 
ſerved in the king's army in England, bearing date the 14th, affording me 
extraordinary comfort, in hope thoſe overtures he brought might produce ſome 
good alteration, and free me from the wretched condition I was in ; and accord- 
ingly, to the intimation his lordſhip gave me, I did endeavour to infuſe it into 
all moderate well-diſpoſed men, of what great concernment it was for the king's 
ſervice, and the preſervation of the kingdom, that they ſhould ſpeedily repair to

Upon the 28th I received letters likewiſe from my lord Taaffe, giving me 
confident aſſurances, that the treaty of ceſſation would hold, and like to ſucceed 
ſucceſsfully.

reward beyond all my troubles and ſufferings, was his conveying his majeſty's 
ſhort but gracious letter in his own royal hand, incloſed in his letter of the 26th 
from Kilkenny, | - | 4 . 

Upon the 29th, my ſteward James Davock arrived from Dublin, with the 
hearty commendations of the lords juſtices and council, and a formal ſtory of 
ſupplies ſent by ſea, and great expectation of ſafety to the fort by that means; 
and yet by the relations of thoſe, I ſpeak largeſt, the moſt was a month's provi- 
ſion, and, by a more exact information, found it no more than for fifteen days; 
and yet notwithſtanding their diſability to ſupply it that way, or to ſend land 
forces to aſſiſt me to force a paſſage to relieve it, and the knowledge they had 
of the inveterate hatred the country bore to Willoughby, which was one of the 
oreateſt occaſions of my weakneſs, the people falling from me for my earneſt en- 
deavours to ſupport and preſerve him; yet they would not have the leaſt thought 
of giving me power to treat with the beſiegers, though one of Willoughby's let- 
ters to me, which I ſent unto them, did intimate ſo much, and defire the ſame ; 
and ſuch was the doubt of the malice and ſpleen of many of the ſtate, as that 
my lord marquiſs, upon advice with ſome of thoſe inſtructions I ſent, durſt not 
propoſe unto the council, that, in caſe of extremity, I might have an authority 
ſent me to treat for the fort to be delivered unto me, leſt it might draw him, 
or rather myſelf, into their ſuſpicion, that all was done upon deſign for my 
gaining the poſſeſſion of it. But ſome little doubttul touches of encouragement 
I received from friends there, that if all other remedies failed, I might make 
ſome trial of treaty with them, without moving for ſuch an authority. 

Sir William Parſons' letter of the 23d, received at the ſame time, may be 
produced as a very great teſtimony of my careful and dutiful deportment in this 
diſtracted time, ſince it could gain ſuch good opinion from him, and the ſtate, 
as he affirmed; and may be a ſtrong argument in my behalf, if his great maſ- 
ters, the parliament, ſhould charge me with any crimes in my former proceed- 
ings, when their careful ſollicitor hath given ſuch good approbation of them; 
and he faid right, that ſuch of my countrymen as were ſupinely wicked, none 
could hate more than myſelf. But I was far from what I believe was his opi- 
nion, that the whole nation were to be ſo eſteemed, and to be ſo proceeded 
againſt as ſuch, with all extremity. | 

Several letters of friendſhip and great reſpe& this month paſſed between me 
and my lord Roſcommon, my lord Brabazon, Sir Francis Willoughby, Sir 
Charles Coote, and Sir Maurice Euſtace, too long to be here inſerted. 

This month the violence and malice of the confederates againſt me, not only 
in other parts, but likewiſe in this county, did fo increaſe upon me, that I 
could not have much longer ſubſiſted, but muſt have made uſe of my lord mar- 
quiſs's favour for the conveyance of us away, if my lord Taaffe had not ſo hap- 
pily arrived ; to whoſe employment and good offices, and noble carriage to- 
wards me, I muſt chiefly attribute the means of my preſent preſervation.

FT ER my humble fervice theſe may acquaint you, that being appointed 

rear admiral for this coaſt in his majeſty's ſhip the Providence, I was or- 
dered to this place by the admiral, who with ſome of his fleet are now in Lime- 
rick coming hither, and bringing myſelf fair by the caſtle, diſplaying his ma- 
jeſty's colours, I was ſhot at from the bulwarks lately made, being now three at 
the leaſt, near Mutton Iſland; they brought their beſt town gun in our fight with 
help of many men, ſo that they all three played upon me, and I was not idle 
with them ; although like a bear in a ſtake, not able to come under fail, having 
ſpent thirty whole culverin of braſs on them, I was forced to ſwing away ſome 
further diſtance. I have ſent away the ſmall veſſels that came with me to Lime- 
rick, for our admiral to come hither himſelf with the reſt of the ſhips there, cer- 
tifying that I did not doubt but your lordſhip would meet him here with ſome 
land forces, which would extreamly conduce for the good of the ſervice, which I 
am confident your lordſhip is moſt tender of.

p Soon after the diſpatch of this letter, I was informed that the ſhips by theic long June 1643: 


boats had endeavoured in the night to put in ſupplies, but were repulſed and en- 


forced to retire back, being met by ſome of the town boats and played upon from 


the bulwarks upon the points, and beſides they had chained the channel; and 
that not long after finding no other means to ſend unto me, captain Willoughby 
had ſent to the lieutenant general to defire leave that he might ſend to me, to 


treat of delivering of the fort into my hands, by which I aſſured myſelf he was 
in much diſtreſs, and that there was as little probability of relieving him, by 
that means the lords juſtices expected, as by the power they allowed me; where-

your allowance and conſent, I hold it now fit to ſend unto you, to know whether 

ou and they do continue that reſolution ; and whether I may ſend to captain 
Willoughby concerning the ſame, and a fit courſe to be taken for reſigning of it 
to me; otherwiſe it will appear but a formal deluding of me, and no real inten- 
tion, as ſuppoſing the captain would not deliver it, I having no warrant to re- 
quire it of him; but now proceeding from his own offer, I hold it of that im- 
portance for his majeſty's ſervice, ſo much conducing to the good and preſer- 
vation of the whole country, and my honour and ſafety ſo concerned therein, that, 
if it be now refuſed, I cannot but very much reſent it from any of this county, 
and from yourſelf ſhall have cauſe to believe that your former profeſſions of re- 


ſpect were not fairly intended, you having obtained the principal part, the honour 


of reducing it to this condition. 


I have made choice of captain John Kelly, John Donnellan, Eſq; and my 


ſteward James Davock, in whoſe ability and good affections to the king's ſer- 
vice, and the good of the country, I do repoſe much confidence, and have there- 
upon given them full power and authority to treat with you, and the mayor and 
corporation of Galway, and captain Willoughby, and, in my name, to conclude 
with you and them for the delivery of the ſaid fort into my hands, upon ſuch 
terms and conditions as ſhall be juſtly and fitly deſired, and which they in their 
directions ſhall think reaſonable to conſent unto, and ſhall confirm the ſame 
upon the return of what they ſhall conclude therein ; and likewiſe I have intruſted 
them with ſome other particulars concerning the preſent affairs in this time.

[AVING ſome intimation given me, which you had lately ſent to the 
town of Galway, deſiring that you might write unto me, or they ſend to 
invite me into thoſe parts, to confer with you concerning the ſurrendering of his 
majeſty's fort into my hands, for fo runs the information come to me. The town 
having given me no notice of it, but conſidering thereof, not knowing the occa- 
ſion of that requeſt, being no other ways able to aſſiſt you, leſt any prejudice 
might befal you, or that important place in your preſent charge, I diſpatched 
with expedition to the lieutenant general and to the mayor, to know whether 
they did hold to their former reſolutions, having not long ſince been earneſt and 
importunate with me to obtain that command from his majeſty. I have now

tance for his majeſty's ſervice, and much conducing to the preſervation and ſafe 
of the country, for the better expediting and effecting of the ſaid treaty I do here- 
by give full power and authority to my well beloved captain John Kelly, John 
Donnellan, Eſq; and James Davock (in whoſe abilities and good affection to the 
king's ſervice, and the good of the country, I do repoſe much confidence) to treat 
with John Burke, lieutenant general of the confederate forces for this province 
of Conaght, the mayor and corporation of Galway, the ſaid captain Willoughby, 
and all others concerned therein, and in my name to conclude with them for the 
delivery of the faid fort into my hands, upon ſuch terms and conditions as ſhall 
be juſtly and fitly deſired, and which the ſaid captain John Kelly, John Don-

due to the commander of ſuch a place, who, if faulty, ought to be left to his ma- 
jeſty's future juſtice ; only if the fort ſhall, upon fit conditions, be delivered into 
my hands, I ſhall expect all the ordnance to be left there, and all the arms, 
more than what ſhall be allowed him to depart withal, according to his quality 
and former employment, | 

2. That the quarter being agreed upon, and captain Willoughby ready to re- 
ſign the place, I do expect to receive the ſame myſelf, or ſuc | as I ſhall appoint, 
immediately from himſelf. 

3. That, with all expedition, I will apply myſelf to his majeſty for his appro- 
bation, and confirmation of that command upon me, to be united to the govern- 
ment of the town and county. = 

4. That the garriſon to be placed therein without queſtion ought to be his 
majeſty's company under my command; the company and commander under me 
being of the old ſtanding army of this kingdom, and, in other reſpects, agreeable 
to their own propoſition. And to make up a greater number, I will chuſe them 
of the natives of this county, or others, to whom no juſt exceptions can be taken, 
and ſuch as I muſt be anſwerable for. | | 

5. That if exceptions be taken to the Engliſh in the company, you muſt not 
article for any thing that may cauſe a national diſtinction; they are but few in 
number, and if they defire to remain with me, they ſhall be ſworn to be faithful 
to the king, and obedient to my command. They employ Engliſh themſelves. 

6. That I will not invite, encourage, or entertain any ſhips to come into that 
harbour, that have not his majeſty's commiſſion, unleſs it be ordinary barks of pro- 
viſion for ſupply of the fort, ſuch as ſhall come by direction from the lords juſtices, 

7. That I will give no impediment to their trade and traffick abroad, they per- 
forming that duty and reſpe& to his majeſty's fort that is uſual, and likewiſe 
pay or ſecure his majeſty's cuſtoms ; and will intercede to his majeſty for his 
allowance of their free traffick; and, until that be obtained, I expect that none 
ſhould trade abroad without my ſpecial licence, both in regard of their own 
ſafety and advantage abroad in their voyage, and my own ſecurity for the allowing 
of traffick; and in that caſe, and with ſuch licence, I ſhall aſſiſt and defend them 


the beſt I can from prejudice or violence. 
8. That a preſent courſe may be taken for maintenance of two hundred men 
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for ſix months in garriſon there, upon the charge of the town and county, until 


they may be otherwiſe provided for. 


9. That for the ſixth propoſition, you avoid any engagement upon me by way 
of article as much as poſſible you can; in regard that though there be a diviſion 
between his majeſty and his parliament in England, yet by all relations both 
printed and otherwiſe, I do obſerve it a principal charge of his majeſty upon the 
parliament, that they do not ſend ſupplies of men and money into this kingdom ; 
and therefore, as near as I can in my proceedings, I am to purſue, at leaſt not 
contradict, his majeſty's publick declarations by any publick a& of mine, though 
the occaſion be urgent; in caſe of this kind, it ought to be left unto me, according 

as duty, honour, juſtice, and diſcretion ſhall dire& me, to behave myſelf —

10. That for the hoſtages in my cuſtody, though it be apparent what is the 

courſe ſhould be taken with them upon the proceedings of thoſe that ſent them, 

yet out of compaſſion of their long ſufferings, and that I conceive them not 


guilty of the crimes of others, and that publick faith hath been broken to them 


by not changing them monthly according to agreement, I will adventure to re- 


turn them back upon the delivery of the fort into my cuſtody ; and that my 
caſtles of Aghnenewre and Clare be reſtored back unto me, and good aſſurance 
given not to attempt any other caſtles of mine. | 

I 1. That for other particulars that ſhall be propounded to you, or the altera- 
tion of thoſe, wherein you obſerve no great difficulty, you may conclude upon 
them, without any farther ſpecial direction from me.

My Losrnp, 


H E ſiege againſt the fort continues in the ſame manner as I formerly gave 
th advertiſement to your lordſhip and the ſtate ; and as it is impoſſible for me 
to relieve it by land in the condition I am in, fo I believe it is almoſt as difficult 
to ſupply it by fea, unleſs by a great fleet, and land forces in it. The rear admiral 
that came thither attempted their works, but was beaten off, and likewiſe his 
boats, that ſought to get in by night. Captain Willoughby hath been upon treaty 
above a week, and I fear it is upon the point of ſurrender. I have likewiſe ad- 
ventured to treat with their lieutenant general, and the town of Galway, for the 
fort to be put into my hands; but by their choice of agents to meet with my 
commiſſioners, and ſome other circumſtances, I do apprehend they have no in- 
tention to leave it in my cuſtody upon any conditions, though I ſhould have pro- 
ceeded far, and run the hazard of a cenſure, rather than that place ſhould remain 
in their power, which I conceive to be of as dangerous confequence as any 
thing in this kingdom, and do much wonder there was no more care to pre 
it by force, or to have given me commiſſion to treat when they were more doubt- 
ful of their ſucceſs. If the fort be taken, and not recovered by my treaty, and 
that the ceſſation ſhould not hold, I am like to run a very ſtrange and fad fortune 
here, and yet I know not whither elſe to go, or how to maintain myſelf, 1 
ſhould have been very glad, if your lordſhip had taken ſome occaſion to lay your 
commands upon me, to attend you at this meeting, which might have been a 
means to have conveyed me thither with ſafety.

Y your letter of the 21ſt, I am informed, that ſome occaſions did invite 
you to treat with lieutenant general Burke concerning the ſurrender of his 
majeſty's fort into his hands; and that you had made an abſolute concluſion 
upon certain conditions, wherein you found him reſpective to you in all his pro- 
ceeding ; and that you had been hitherto debarred writing to me. To all 
which I can only anſwer by this conveyance, that as it was impoſſible to come 
to your relief by any forces I could command ; ſo was the means kept from me 
of ſending any letters or intelligence to you, only by a former of the 14th, which 
I ſent open to Mr. Mayor, to be conveyed unto you; if you have received it, 
you will find I was not unmindful of you. Such of the poor Engliſh, under 
my protection, as are willing to depart, and likely to live in a ftarving condi- 
tion here by the diſtraction of the time, will be ready to repair unto you, when 
they ſhall have notice of the time of your departure.

Willoughby of the fort of Galway to my hands, and of his voyage taken to

England in the parliament ſhips. Your lordſhip beſt knows of the injuries done 


by them, with impunity, to town and country, before any reſolutions taken againſt 
them, and what his continued violations of publick faith have been, and his 


frequent depredations by ſea and land; his burnings of towns and villages ; his 
murders committed upon his majeſty's innocent ſubjects, without reſpect of 


either age or ſex ; his blocking up of the harbour and market of Galway, to his 
majeſty's prejudice in point of revenue, and deſtruction to his loyal ſubjects in 


town and country; and how he cauſeleſly battered the town with ſixteen pieces 
of ordnance continually fince the gth of February; and how he made that fort 


the fafe harbour and refuge of all deriving authority from the malignant party 
in England. The cries raiſed by theſe extremities, incited the ſupreme council 
of his majeſty's catholick ſubjects in Ireland, to require and authoriſe me to diſ- 
charge that enemy to God, our king, and this country, which, with God's aſ- 
fiſting grace, is effected. The gentry and inhabitants of the country and town 


do all wiſh no other government under his majeſty than yours, whom, of all 


his ſubjects, they love and honour moſt and beſt ; they defire the continuance 
of your government in civil cauſes, and in the martial too, as ſoon as his ma-

eſtates and bloods. Their affection to your lordſhip is and ſhall be ever found 
in them the ſame that nature binds them unto; their ſervice and reſpects ſhall 
never fail. And the difficulty which they make in one of the conditions pro- 
pounded to your lordſhip for delivering the fort unto you, proceeds not from 
any diſobedience to his majeſty, or diſaffection to your lordſhip, but out of a de- 
fire to preſerve themſelves, they fearing that ſuch as oppoſe his majeſty, and de- 
clare a reſolution to extirpate this nation and catholick religion, might by force 
or fraud ſurrept ſome order for their ruin and deſtruction; but their anſwer they 
have inſtructed the lieutenant general Burke to ſend you.

They would 
not admit the ſending of your letter to captain Willoughby, though there was 
nothing in it that could move offence ; and the truth of it is, I did not preſs it, 
leſt the ſending of it at that time, after the articles for the ſurrender were 
agreed upon, ſhould give the malevolent and diſaffected ſome colour of diſtruſt, 
from which as I hear your lordſhip was not free in the fort. 
It was reported to your lordſhip, that captain Willoughby deſired to ſurrender 
the fort to be delivered to your hands; I aſſure your lordſhip he deſired no more, 
but that you might be intreated to be a witneſs of the treaty, which was not con- 
ceived here to be a fit office for you. Ky 
I ſend your lordſhip a copy of captain Willoughby's propofitions, and of the 
articles agreed upon for the ſurrender. His quarter was fully kept, and to full 
content, until order came from Kilkenny. The fort is kept by fix half compa- 
nies, choſen out of the three counties; the town made choice of two, viz. cap- 
tain Maurice Lynch, and captain William Martin ; the county of Mayo, of cap- 
tain John Browne, and captain John Garvy ; and the county of Galway, of cap- 
tain Thomas Burke Fitz Edmund, and of Mr. Morrogh ne doe.

In my letter to my lord Taaffe of the ad of this month, there is nothing 
obſervable but the mention of my two kinſmen captain Richard and his brother 
captain William Burke, who were ſo impatient at the excommunication that 
lay upon them, and ſuch private working and induſtry uſed to withdraw them 
from their obedience and attendance, that being very fearful they would be 
miſled, and they moſt importunate to repair to the biſhop of this dioceſe then 


at Kilkenny, to labour the taking off the excommunication, that I was forced 


to give way to their importunity, upon their fearful proteſtations, that by no 


means or preſervations whatſoever, or whether abſolved or not, they would not 
| engage

engage themſelves in any thing until their return, and no otherwiſe than ſhould June 1643. 
be with my conſent; and that in all things they would obſerve my lord Taaffe "Yo 


advice and inſtructions, and further and aſſiſt what he ſhould there propoſe for 
the advancement of his majeſty's ſervice. And indeed the diffidence raiſed by 
ſeveral reports of them this month, was a very great diſtraction and diſturbance to 


all my proceedings, though, I hope, without any juſt occaſion given by them for 


that ſuſpicion. | 
My letter of the ad, to Mr. Gregory Nowlan, was grounded upon one received 
from him, informing me, that the county of Mayo had choſen him for one of 
their agents to the aſſembly at Kilkenny, which he had neither accepted nor re- 
fuſed, until he received my opinion. He was a very honeſt gentleman, well dif- 
poſed towards the Engliſh, kept good intelligence with me, and though inforced 
to their contributions, living amongſt them, had kept himſelf quiet, without 
employment, at farſt a captain of my lord of Mayo's, then employed by commiſſion 
from the ſtate. | 
My letter of the roth to Wm Donnellan, high ſheriff of the county, in anſwer 
to his of the 8th of this month, was upon a large complaint of unſufferable op- 
preſſions put upon him by ſome of the confederate party, by ceſſing ſoldiers upon 
his tenants, taking away his and his ſervants cattle for conti:butions, and many 
other inſolent violences preſt upon him; his own diſability to reſiſt them, and the 
difficulties upon me, and the remoteneſs of his dwelling upon the borders of Roſ- 
common, invited him to propoſe unto me, that I would permit him to apply him- 
ſelf to the confederate county council, he having ſome friends there that he did 
believe would ſomewhat relieve him. 

Concerning captain Brooke's letter, appointed rear admiral for thefe eoaſts, and 
my anſwer to him the ſame day, I have already expreſſed the informations I had 
received, that he had failed in putting in relief into the fort, the paſſage being 
blocked up; and that captain Willoughby deſired leave to ſend to me to treat 
with me concerning the ſurrender of the fort; and I was farther informed, that 
the ſhips had but fifteen days proviſion for three hundred men, if they could 
have gotten in. Theſe informations I received from Sir Richard Blake, captain 
Richard Burke, that kept intelligence with me, and Dermott Daly my lieute- 
nant at Terrellan ; and Sir Richard added, that he underſtood by ſome captains, 
and ſome of the beſt of the town of Galway, that if captain Willoughby would 
propound the quitting of the fort, and delivery of it into my hands, they would 
moſt gladly approve of it ; and captain Richard Burke wrote, that if they had 
the fort they would deliver it to me. Theſe encouragements, and the danger I 
conceived captain Willoughby to be in, invited me, or rather made me appre- 
hend it a neceſſary act of duty not to be omitted, to treat with them about the 
ſurrendering of the fort into my hands, which I was likewiſe at firſt informed to 
be captain Willoughby's deſire and earneſt requeſt to them, and that they kept it 
concealed from me. 

My letter of the 13th to the lieutenant general of the confederate forces in 

urſuance of that reſolution, was drawn, according to the beſt of my apprehenſion, 
in the moſt probable way to obtain my defire, without giving him any advantage 
to believe that it proceeded merely from the neceſſities of captain Willoughby ; 
and if I were faulty therein, it was my judgment was deceived, and no error or 
neglect of duty to his majeſty's ſervice. ES 

My letters of the 14th to the mayor, and to captain Willoughby to the ſame 
effect, had this farther aim, that if the mayor woud ſend it, I having no other 
means to convey it, finding nothing much more material in it, it might ſome- 
what inſtruct captain Willoughby, if his condition were ſuch that he could not 
long hold out, that he would rather treat to have it delivered into my hands than 
theirs, if he had before omitted it. 

My inſtructions to my commiſſioners were framed according to the neceſſity of 


the occaſion, and the humours and inclinations of thoſe they were to treat with ; 
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MEMOIRS and LETTERS of 


June 1643-and indeed if good occaſion were offered, purpoſely contrived to be ſhewed to 


ſome of the beſt affected of the other fide, to win upon them for the gaining of 
the fort; and if the conditions be efteemed too large and advantageous for them, 
let the exigence of the occaſion, and the importance of the place, be ballanced 
with it; and, I'preſume, an indifferent and impartial judgment will eaſily diſcern 
the purchaſe, if it could be obtained, was well worth the undertaking, 

Concerning my anſwer to. the queries of my commiſſioners, I will only fay, - 
that they were haſtily done for their private ſatisfaction, and I hope not guilty 
of any material error. 8 

The lieutenant general's anſwer of the x 5th, I believe infuſed into him by 
ſome fiery ſpirits of the town of Galway, with others of the clergy, and con- 
ſented unto by the reſt, who either wanted judgment or courage to give them 
oppoſition therein, did clearly demonſtrate their violent intentions and malice to- 
wards me, whatſoever they pretended, and the deceit they uſed to prevent all 
poſſibility of treaty, by the ſtrange unheard-of compoſure of their propoſitions, 
requiring a kind of allegiance to that tumultuous corporation, and to a multi- 
tude of their other captains and commanders, as if they intended rather to fright 
me out of the country by the large oftentation of their power, than invite me 
to a treaty ; and indeed it afforded me ſuch juſt cauſe of ſcorn and indignation, 
that I was reſolved to make no reply unto them: but, upon farther conſidera- 
tion, how unreaſonable ſoever their demands were, I did believe they would 
then give out, and poſſeſs the country, that they had offered me the fort upon 
good conditions, but that I did adhere to the parliament, and would not be ſa- 
tisfied with any thing, but the imminent hazard of their deſtruction, And 
withal it was the treaty that I relied moſt upon ; but that, by the means thereof, 
opportunity might be gained to make trial of ſome of the commanders, whether 
if I appeared with ſome forces they would declare themſelves for me, and to in- 
fuſe into them the pride of the town, who made uſe of them merely for their 
own ends, and if they acquired the fort, that addition of ſtrength, and no curb 
upon them, would increaſe their inſolence; or if the lieutenant general ſhould 
have that command within his own power, to conſider he was a ' ſtranger, and 
having that ſtrong place to ſupport his deſigns, he would keep them all in ſub- 
jection, and bring his friends and kindred of the county of Mayo to inſult over 
them; or ſuppoſe ſome indifferent ſettlement were made between them, yet the 
fort being in their hands, would probably be an invitation to all the Engliſh 
forces within the kingdom, and others of the parliament, by ſea to repair in 
theſe parts for revenge, whilſt thoſe of the town and fort might perhaps fit in 
ſecurity, at leaſt for a time, and ſee the country on fire by their means and pro- 
curement ; whereas, if the fort were delivered to me, thoſe dangers would be 
removed, and they might live happily, with ſafety, peace, and plenty; and if 
I were rejected, it might ſo exaſperate me, as, inſtead of a protection, to be moſt 
forward in procuring ſeverity or puniſhment upon them. Theſe conſiderations 
invited me to a reply, and to labour the proceeding of a treaty. 

My reply of the 15th to the lieutenant general, declareth freely my ſenſe and 
apprehenſion of his unexpected anſwer and propoſitions, and points out at a fit 
way of proceeding to a treaty, if their intentions were fair and moderate, or diſ- 
ſolveth it, if they held conſtant to their former immoderate and unreaſonable de- 
mands. | 

My ſecond letter of the 17th to the mayor of Galway, was occaſioned by the 
not delivery of my former letter, my meſſenger being narrowly watched in their 
camp during his ſtay for the lieutenant general's diſpatch, not being ſuffered to go 
into the town, and haſtily ſent away as ſoon as he received it; and I ſent him a copy 
of my letter to the lieutenant general, that he might not pretend to be ignorant 
of the proceedings, which I conceived would ſomewhat diſquiet him, and make 
a diſcovery, if he dealt not fairly with me, according to his many private pro- 
feſſions.

My letter of the 2oth to my lord marquiſs of Ormond, gives a brief but 
exact account of the ſtate of the ſiege of the fort, and the danger it was in, as 
far as was then come to my knowledge; expoſtulates why ſome timely courſe 
was not taken to prevent the loſs of a place of that great concernment; repre- 
ſents what was like to be my condition; and propoſeth, at leaſt, ſome temporary 
comfort that might befal me, by his lordſhip's command and invitation to wait 
upon him at that time, by the preſent treaty, and danger of the paſſage. 

The meeting of the an at Athunry the 21ſt, and their proceed- 
ings the 22d, and their coming away, obſerving no power in thoſe that treated 
with them to conclude upon any thing, and my diſtaſte to their making any 
reply, finding no alteration from their firſt propoſitions, hath been already ex- 
preſſed ; and I ſhall only add, that it appeared evident they never intended any 
thing but deceit, entertaining a treaty, whilſt they concluded with captain Wil- 
loughby for the delivery of the fort to them; and they contrived the buſineſs 
that none were permitted to come to Athunry, to whom my ommiſſioners durſt 
_ any thing of conſequence, according to the inſtructions I had given 
them. | 

Captain Willoughby's letter of the 21ſt, received the 24th, and my anſwer 
of the 25th, expreſſeth nothing material to be commented upon; the means 
by which they were ſent, not admitting the writing any thing of conſequence. 

The occaſion of my letter of the 26th to the mayor of Galway, was grounded 
upon theſe conſiderations : _ : 

I: I thought fit, having not made any return to my former letters, to preſs 
him to ſome anſwer in writing, he always profeſſing privately a defire to fur- 
ther my ways and intentions, as far as he durſt appear; though knowing his 
abilities, and how much he was eſteemed on the other fide, I had cauſe to miſ- 
truſt his diſſimulation, in regard no treaty I had with them was ever fairly car- 
ried, or anſwered any part of my expectation; and I was confident he muſt 
needs have a great ftroke and intereſt in all their affairs. 

2. The fort being not yet rendered up, for any thing come to my knowledge, 
though the conditions were agreed upon, I held it neceflary, though I had no 
ſucceſs in the treaty, yet to try all poſſible ways before the ſurrender, and cap- 
tain Willoughby's departure, to gain that place for them ; and obſerving him a 
timorous man, and loth to be put upon the publick refuſal of any thing that 
might appear, without pretences, a direct oppoſition to the king's ſervice, or diſ- 
reſpe& and miſtruſt of me; and likewiſe if any deſtruction ſhould fall upon 
the country, to lay the blame juſtly and deſervedly upon themſelves, having 
offered ſuch means of preſervation, as was poſſible for any rational man to con- 
deſcend unto, and more than I could probably well juſtify, if it were called to 
a ſtrict examination, did not the importance of the place, in a manner, inforce 
that adventure and hazard upon me; I reſolved to ſend him my former inſtrue- 
tions to my commiſſioners, and the whole proceedings, that he might have no 
pretence left to avoid the full knowledge of the buſineſs ; and for the more ab- 
ſolute ſtrengthening of all againſt them, declared my reſolution of ſending it 
fully related to his majeſty. 1 of 

Concerning the lieutenant general's letter of the zoth, and Mr. Mayor's of the 
ſame date, in anſwer to my letter of the 26th, if the compoſure and connexture 
of them both be well obſerved, it may be eaſily difcerned that the lieutenant ge- 
neral's ſecretary and Mr. Mayor were not far aſunder when they were written; 
only, by way of addition, the town and country having formerly tired me with 
frequent confutations of their extravagant complaints, as if none had offended 
but captain Willoughby ; and that they were free from all guilt or crime, 24

June 1643-had ſo continued in their intire obedience and loyalty, as to be a choice potter 
to all good ſubjects ; they had now put that burthen upon their lieutenant gene- 


ral, to learn and repeat their broken worn-out leſſon. And if the profeſſions of 
duty to his majeſty, and reſpect to me, together with the objection that accom- 
panies it for not delivering me the fort, be rightly conſidered, though Mr. Mayor 
thought he had acted his maſter- piece in the contriving of that excuſe, and 
might eſcape free under that diſguiſe, yet the deceit is very apparent, it being 
certain they could not be ignorant, that the king and parliament were then at fo 
great a diſtance, as no ſurreptitious orders could be procured to their prejudice ; 
neither was I a perſon ſo lightly intereſted in the importance of the place for 
the king's ſervice, and my own ſecurity and preſervation, as to be eaſily over- 
reached in the reſigning of that command, without very ſure and undoubted 
authority, and certain knowledge of the king's ſettled reſolution ; neither 
could it be imagined, that I had formerly preſerved with ſo much charge and 
hazard, and now acquired with ſo much trouble and induſtry, that his majeſty 
could be perſuaded, or induced to put that diſgrace and prejudice upon me, as 
to require my reſignation of it to any other; but, without queſtion, the difhcul- 
ties they apprehended was the guiltineſs of their miſcarriage towards me, and the 
knowledge and aſſurance they had of my diſpoſition and integrity, that I could 
not be wrought upon by any pretences, but that being ſettled in that command, 
I ſhould ſtrive to keep them ſtrictly to their duty and obedience to his majeſty, 
in actual and real ſervice, as well as now by formal profeſſions they did pretend 
unto it, By the propoſitions of captain Willoughby, and the articles of ſurrender 
agreed and concluded upon between him and the confederate lieutenant general, 
I was fully ſatisfied, that he made no overture of ſurrendering the fort into my 
hands, but had only deſired a very unſafe and diſpleaſing office for me, to be a 
witneſs of that diſaſterous reſignation; and though ſome have condemned 
him both for indiſcretion in point of ſervice to his majeſty, and ſomewhat of 
ingratitude to me, that he did not at firſt inſiſt upon that particular; yet, indeed, 
I do rather conceive he did me a great deal of juſtice therein, that obliges me 
not only to excuſe, but to thank him for making ſo right a judgment of their in- 
clinations towards me. Moſt of them, who then governed their proceedings, 
diſtinguiſhing little between us in their ſpleen and miſtruſt, more than by in- 
forced compliments, clogged with impoſſibilities; they did ſeek to diſguiſe it for 
the ſatisfaction of the people, for in the town of Galway it grew common diſ- 
courſe, that, if left to their choice, they had rather have captain Willoughby 
than myſelf in that command. | 
That which did moſt diſturb me in thoſe articles, was the delivery up of my 
caſtle of Oran More, without any notice given, or conſent of mine defired, the 
ſecond place of conſequence to the fort in all theſe parts, and an offer made in 
effect likewiſe to render my caſtle of Kilcolgan, almoſt of equal importance; and 
though it ſeem to proceed from ſpecial care of the Engliſh there, yet it was liable 
to another conſtruction, that he was nothing curious what was delivered up, fo 
he gained thereby the more plentiful quarter for himſelf, being eſteemed rich ; 
but I ſhall not give any judgment therein, but leave it to better examiners how 
he diſcharged his duty in that and other particulars. Only here I muſt not omit 
to take notice of the honeſty and great reſolution of Mr. John Morgan, my 
tenant at Kilcolgan, who neither by perſuaſions nor threats could be wrought 
upon to forſake that place by me intruſted to him, though all his Engliſh neigh- 
bours were then upon departure. > TI 
Upon the 25th, captain Willoughby and his company took ſhipping, having 
the ſame day delivered up that ſtrong fort of his majeſty's unto thoſe appointed 


for it by the confederate lieutenant general, above twenty months after theſe un- 


fortunate troubles began in this kingdom. The perpetual charge, toil, and trou- 
ble it coft me to preſerve it during that time; the diſobediences, paſſions, 
and violences of the commanders of the fort and ſhip aſſiſting him, ſpoiling 
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friends and foes indifferently, and all, at that time, under a pacification ; and June 1643+ 
likewiſc the factious diſpoſitions of the town of Galway; the power and high © * 


authority aſſumed by the clergy ; the falling from me of moſt of my friends and 
| kindred, either frighted or ſeduced by them; the general threats againſt me, and 
the never obtaining aſſiſtance from the ſtate, though frequently importuned, and 
the danger fully declared ; and the motives and grounds I went upon to juſtify 
my intentions in that only objection, which ſome have laid to my charge, the 
perſuading and diſmiſſing my lord Forbes from this coaſt, and ſeveral other miſ- 
fortunes that lay upon me, and gave them advantage and liberty to fall upon this 
unlucky attempt, is very fully related in many parts of this confuſed collection 
I have made, unneceſſary to be here repeated. I have been informed, that cap- 
tain Willoughby, before his departure, out of his care of leaving me in fafety, 
did declare to ſome officers of the army, and others of the town, that the cruel 
and violent ads committed by him, was by my permiſſion, or rather ſeduce- 
ment ; if he had intended me a courteſy, I believe he would have referved that 
ſpeech for Dublin. I will now conclude this ſad relation, with ſome obſerva- 
tions that hath been taken of the cauſes and occaſions that loft this important 


place, at a time when it might be hoped, that a ſpeedy ceſſation might have 
preſerved it. 

1, The provocation given to the town of Galway, by perpctual battery upon 
them by the great ordnance of the fort for many months, with little intermiſ- 
fon, which invited them, finding they could enjoy no reſt nor quiet, though 
otherwiſe not much annoyed, to be at a very great charge for maintenance of a 
ſiege againſt the fort, without which the country were neither willing nor able 
to undertake it. And if it were as ſome report, that he had ſo disfurniſhed him- 
ſelf of powder that he wanted it to beat them from their works, and to hinder 
the fortifying of the two points that kept him from relief by ſea, then it may be 
objected, that there was more of paſſion than diſcretion in the managing of that 
buſineſs ; but the judgment that may be made of the quantity of powder left 
upon the delivery of the fort, will probably take off that aſperſion. 

2. His profuſe expences, as was reported, or his want of providence, that 
had not always fix months ſpare proviſion, good ſtore of money, plate, 
and commodities, keeping continual traffick with ſeveral ſhips that might have 
furniſhed him with all things, both out of England, Wales, and other parts 
of this kingdom, and a ſhip of proviſion that came to him purpoſely in March 
laſt from Dublin, | 

3- The diſaſter of his ſoldiers in Irrconaght about the end of April, who 
through greedineſs of ſpoil, and confidence in their former ſucceſſes, or carleſſ- 
neſs of their officer, were ſurpriſed in their return to their boats, ſome killed, 
and thirteen taken, who by the relations they made of the ſcarcity and wants in 
the fort, did encourage them to the fiege, contrary to my expectation, and 
the information given me, that they were almoſt in deſpair of ſucceſs in mak- 
ing any attempt upon it ; but this was a misfortune that could not be well fore- 
ſeen or prevented. | | 

Laſtly, Captain Brooke's failing in his attempt of ſupplying the fort by boats, 
made captain Willoughby out of hope of relief, and invited him to an early 
treaty upon the 13th, and to conclude the articles of ſurrender upon the 20th, 
when, upon the 21ſt, the admiral, and two other great ſhips arrived, who pro- 
bably joining with the former, might have put in relief, the chain, as them- 
ſelves confeſſed, proving only for ſhew, and nothing of impediment, if it had 
been attempted, and that if the parley had not come fo ſoon, they ſhould have 
hardly kept their camp from breaking ; but captain Willoughby could only 
know his own wants, and nothing of their condition. | 

Though captain Willoughby and myſelf did both ſuffer much in this misfor- 
tune, yet there was a great difference between us; he came thither when nothi 
at all conſiderable, and departed from thence rich in money, and other commo-

July :643-dities - and the king, wor account, about three thouſand pounds in his debt ; 


and I remained here waſted in expence and damage, merely for and by the fort; 
to ſpeak modeſtly, and much within compaſs, ten thouſand pounds. And ſome 
do not ſtick to affirm, that it was the wealth and riches of the fort, and care of 
carrying it ſafe away, and not ſcarcity, that cauſed ſo ſpeedy a ſurrender,

T HAT has occurred ſince your lordſhip's laſt letter, this gentleman will 
Y Y give you an account of. And though my buſineſs have not as yet re- 
ceived that ſucceſs I expected, yet I am in ſome hope, through your aſſiſtance, 
to prevail ſo much with the adverſe party, as all things may be brought to a 
happy concluſion. Tueſday ſevennight next is the day appointed for my lord 
marquiſs's next meeting with the Iriſh at the Naas, where I ſhall earneſtly en- 
treat your lordſhip to be.

cels the treaty propoſed by your lordſhip hither is like to have ; but you are too 
well acquainted with, and able to judge of the inclinations of the people you 
deal with, to be deceived in the judgment you have made of what they will do ; 
ſo that I muſt conclude you are now reduced to that fad condition, you ſo much 
doubted you ſhould be in upon the taking that important fort. There remains

Y long filence in not giving your lordſhip thanks for your laſt letter, hath 
M been occaſioned through want of opportunity, and the danger and dif- 
culty of ſending. About the latter end of May, upon the rumour of your 
lordſhip's determination to go to Kilkenny, to attend his majeſty's anſwer to the 
grievances of the kingdom, I ventured to employ a ſervant of my own thither, 
with letters to your lordſhip, who finding my expectation fruſtrated, was enforced 
to return them back again upon my hands. It is a general report here, that 
the lord marquiſs of Ormond hath had a late treaty with the country at 
Caſtle Martin, and that, in all likelihood, a ceſſation will be concluded for a twelve- 
month; I believe your lordſhip cannot be a ſtranger to the proceedings there, 
nor unable to advertiſe me of the ſucceſs it takes, which I heartily wiſh may 
prove ſo happy as to reduce this poor kingdom to peace and ſettlement; 

I am forry to hear, that your great care and perilous adventures to preſerve 
the fort of Galway, could not prevail to defend it for his majeſty's ſervice. Cap- 
tain Swanley, who is admiral of the Iriſh ſea, came into this river before the 
yielding up of the fort, with a reſolution to do what ſervice he could againſt the 
country; but was at laſt perſuaded by me to deſiſt, in regard of the hopes then 
conceived of a ſettlement for the kingdom. It infinitely grieves me to hear of 
my lord Northampton's death, for in him I have loſt as noble and as dear a 
friend as any I had in England ; from whence having not this long time received 
any intelligence, muſt make it alſo my ſuit to your lordſhip to advertiſe me of 
the occurrences you have from thence, eſpecially ſuch as concern the long wiſhed

Upon the 18th, concerning the treaty of ceſſation then held at Caſtle 
Martin, my lord T aaffe and myſelf began our journey thither, and went that 
night to Killian to Mr. Nicholas Herbert's, a very honeſt 1 and noble 
free houſe-keeper. The next day as we were ready to take horſe, I received let- 
ters from Dublin giving me notice, that the meeting did not hold, nor no other 
time appointed for it ; that my lord marquiſs was gone abroad with the army; 
and all at Dublin much offended with colonel Preſton's advancing into thoſe 
parts ; ſo that it was very doubtful what would become of the treaty of ceſſation. 
Being much amazed and diſquieted with this intelligence, my lord Taaffe and 
I reſolved to go no farther, and that night to go to Roſcrea, Sir George Hamil- 
ton's houſe, and there conſider what was fit to be done. The next day from 
Roſcrea, I ſent to my lord marquiſs to know the occaſion of this ſudden altera-

better put off our meeting to a time uncertain, than to limit it to a day, ſo as 
that I might be neceſſitated to break; and if I ſhould have put it off to a longer 
day, I could not then recal it to a ſhorter. This i is, on my part, all the reaſon for 
putting it off to time uncertain. 

Upon theſe uncertainties I dare not offer any thing of advice to your lordſhip 
for the preſent ; but when I come to Dublin, I will inform you what I intend,

Browne, Oliver Dean, Matthew Martin, and Anthony French, as hoſ- 
tages from the town of Galway, who were delivered your lordſhip (as it is ſaid) 
as pledges for performance of articles of pacification made between your lordſhip, 
the late captain of the fort of Galway, and them; it appears unto us clearly, and 
to your lordſhip more fully, when you pleaſe to reflect on what paſſed between 
your lordſhip, and the lord Forbes, and captain Willoughby, and others, touch- 
ing that affair, that the pacification was fixed and frequently violated by the ſaid 
captain and his adherents, and that the ſaid corporation was neceſſitated for their 
reſervation to act what they did; matters being thus, we need not put your 
Jordſhip in mind how far the deſtination of the ſaid hoſtages (being now kept 
almoſt a year) intrencheth upon the law of nations, and that of the kingdom. 
Though this action, and the frequent complaints of the ſaid corporation made 
unto us for juſtice, might require at our hands the interpoſition of our endea- 
vours for the enlargement of the ſaid pledges ; yet ſuch is the living memory we 
retain of the high deſervings of your royal father, and his family, from this nation, 
and fo great was the expectation we had of yourſelf, that we can hardly believe 
what is demonſtrated unto us. Your lordſhip's continual labours againſt our ge- 
' neral cauſe, and experience, if it hath not already, will in due time make it ap- 
parent to your lordſhip, that had not you gone your own ways, and had ſtuck 
to our religion and nation in our general way, you had been now more uſeful 
for his majeſty's ſervice in your country than otherwiſe.

This letter was delivered me by Sir Lucas Dillon, coming hither to my lord 
Taafe upon my ſafe conduct, and to him I gave ſome heads of remembrances in 
anſwer to the letter. 


Remembrances for Sir Lucas Dillon, the 27th of July. 


IHA the pacification was conceived to be frequently, if not equally 
broken, both by fort and town, as may appear by both their letters and 
complaints unto his lordſhip, and his letters and anſwers to them. 

That upon the arrival of the lord Forbes, the town and country finding their 
imminent danger, did earneſtly importune his lordſhip to interpoſe his power and 
intereſts for their preſervation, which his lordſhip carefully and effectually per- 
formed, to his own great charge and expence ; thereupon ſeveral conditions were 
conſented unto, and ſigned by the principal perſons and men of quality, both of 
town and county ; that-the town, when conceiving it for the moſt part their advan- 
tage, did article that thoſe conditions ſhould not be eſteemed the effects of any new 
treaty, but a continuance and purſuance of the former pacification ; and did parti- 
cularly undertake the ſending of able hoſtages into his lordſhip from time to time, 
which did confirm the pacification, notwithſtanding any former breaches made 
therein, 'That ſince that time being freed from that danger, neither town nor county

the fort, conſented unto under all their hands, and preſſing his lordſhip to engage 
his word and honour for the performance of the ſame, a great part of which he 
hath diſcharged out of his own purſe, and can get no ſatisfaction; beſides the 
loſſes ſuſtained by tumultuous and violent affaults made upon his Iordſhip's con- 
voys, and the danger and hazard of his own perſon therein. 

That to the beft of his memory, his lordſhip doth believe the faid conditions 
were not only drawn, but preſt upon his lordſhip to undertake them, by Mr. 
Richard Martin, Mr. Patrick Darcy, and Mr. Geffrey Browne ; and his lord- 
ſhip is confident, that no private intereſts of theirs can fo diſturb their memories 
or judgments as not to juſtify his lordſhip, and teſtify with him in theſe par- 
ticulars, gs 

That the town hath broken publick faith with their own hoſtages, not ex- 
changing them monthly according to agreement, to which their long fufferings 


is only to be attributed. a 


That out of a tender compaſſion more than their own friends hath of thoſe 
hoſtages, and in regard that he conceiveth them not guilty of others faults, his 
lordſhip would willingly take hold of any good occaſion for their comfort and 
releaſe. 

That the late ſiege, forced ſurrender, and ſudden demoliſhing of his majeſty's fort, 
and the ſurpriſal and detention of his lordſhip's caftles of Clare and Oran, makes 
it very unſeaſonable, dangerous, and diſhonourable for his lordſhip to enlarge them. 

That his lordſhip will endeavour, and hopes ſhortly to find ſome fit opportu- 
nity and means for their relief, with his honour and ſafety; and that entreaties 
and compaſhon will be more powerful mediators, than violence, which can never 
ſhake his lordſhip in the leaft circumſtance wherein he conceiveth his duty or 
honour concerned. 

That the lively memory of his father's example and precepts hath been his lord- 

ſhip's. guide in all his proceedings and ways of ſervice, and his endeavours 
had, and may meet with good ſucceſs in all particulars, if not diverted by miſ- 
apprehenſions.

My caſement letter to my lord marquiſs of Ormond, the 7th of Auguſt. 


"THE advance of the Scots to the borders of this province, with a purpoſe to 

fall heavily upon it, requires ſome ſpeedy reſolution for defence and pre- 
ſervation, wherein your advice and inſtruction is humbly and earneſtly defircd ; 
and you may be pleaſed to conſider, that if they be not fuddenly refifted, and 
ſome fit courſe of prevention uſed, the king is like to loſe a kingdom, and his 
faithful ſervants periſh with the reſt therein, without diſtinction as is conceived.

EIN G now returned from the ſervice that withheld me from the intended

and Sir Ralph Hopton; twenty-eight foot colours taken, nine cornets, twenty- 
| four pieces of cannon, all the baggage, arms and ammunition, five thouſand men 
faid to be killed upon the place, and more taken priſoners ; this 1s imputed to 
my lord of Eſſex, who, they ſay, might have hindered it by marching to his ſuc- 
cour, or by making ſome divertiſement towards Oxford. This conjecture is 
ſtrengthened in them at London, by a letter his lordſhip is ſaid to have written 
to the parliament, adviſing them to petition for a ſecond treaty, and that if that 
ſhould be refuſed, a day and place might be aſſigned for a ſet battle; and that 
his majeſty ſhould be deſired to withdraw his perſon from the hazard of it.

AVING received freſh intelligence of the Scots advancing to your lord- 
H ſhip's houſe of Ballymote, and of others of them intending to draw farther 
into the province, which though I am not apt to give full credit unto, yet my 
affections and tender care for your ſafety would not give my thoughts any reſt 
until I had propoſed ſome things unto your lordſhip's conſideration, though I am 
confident your lordſhip's more able judgment would of yourſelf refle& upon 
them, or much better of your own conception. For what attempts ſhall be made 
upon your own particular, I preſume you will firſt make uſe of my lord mar- 
quiſs's letter to Sir Robert Stewart, if he be the commander of thoſe forces, which 
certainly will be of power to alter any deſign upon what belongs to you; then

HEN we were laſt companions and fellow paſſengers at ſea, I did little 
imagine we ſhould thus long have continued ſtrangers upon land, it being 
none of the leaſt misfortunes that belong to this unhappy time that friends are 
kept at ſo great a diſtance, which I hope by God's means will not long continue. 
I {end you here incloſed a copy of a diſpatched authority I received the laſt night 
from the lords juſtices and council, and in purſuance of thoſe commands, I have 
ſent to the principal of both parties of Engliſh and Iriſh in the county of Roſcom- 
mon, now the chief ſeat of the war in the province, to expedite the treaty, and 
do intend to draw to thoſe borders about the end of this week ; and finding you 
concerned in this affair, and within the limits of the authority ſent me, I held it 
neceſſary to give you this timely notice of it, not doubting your willing and ready 
concurrence and aſſiſtance, in laying the foundation to the happy ſettlement of 
this diſtracted kingdom; and if it may not agree with your preſent occaſions or 
ſafety to come into thoſe parts, I deſire you will ſend your anſwer to any of the 
Engliſh garriſons in the county of Roſcommon to be conveyed unto me, that ac- 
cordingly, if the truce be ſettled, I may endeavour the difbanding or retreating the 
forces on both ſides. The paſſages are yet ſo dangerous, that I dare not adventure 
a meſſenger of my own unto you, but do hope that this will meet with a fafe con- 
veyance by other letters from Dublin, and out of England. I am aſſured of his 
majeſty's moſt happy and proſperous ſucceſs in England, many of the parliamen- 
tary arms utterly routed, and Exeter, Glouceſter, and Briſtol taken by the king's 
forces; and that which adds moſt to his advantage, twelve of his own ſhips, and 
ten of Briftol, are come unto him, under the command of Sir John Penning- 


ton; fo that I hope in ſhort time, anſwerable to his birth and virtues, he will ap- 


pear a great and glorious monarch, and all his kingdoms be again happily united. 
I doubt not but you have long fince heard of the commitment of Sir William Par- 
ſons, Sir John Temple, Adam Loftus, and Sir Robert Meredith, by the king's com- 
mand, and the commiſſioners appointed by his majeſty do fit daily upon exami- 
nation of their miſcarriages, but the condition of their offences is not yet divulged.

HE diſpatch and authority you were pleaſed to direct unto me, bearing 
date the 19th of this preſent, I received here upon the 22d in the after- 
noon, and, with ready obedience to thoſe commands, I repaired ſpeedily to 
Loughreagh, and immediately diſpatched ſeveral meſſengers to Athlone to Sir 
Robert Newcomen and Sir George St. George, commiſſioners for the preſidency, 
and to the Iriſh camp before Caſtle-Coote, and to ſome others whom I conceived 


moſt concerned in that affair, and moſt likely to advance that treaty ; and upon 


the 25th, which I thought a competent time to receive ſome return to thoſe diſ- 
patches, I went to Mr. Richard Dillon's at Clonbrock, about eight miles from 
their camp. The copies of my letters to the Iriſh, and their anſwers to me, I 
ſend your lordſhips herewith; and whether it were want of power in them (as 
they alledge) to entertain or conclude this treaty, or ſome opinion of their own 
advantages in thoſe parts, is hard for me to judge ; but this I have long obſerved, 
that there comes not any thing propounded from me which they do not appre- 
hend to be a great plot and dangerous deſign upon them; and what their diſpo- 
fition towards me hath been ever fince theſe unhappy troubles, Mr. juſtice Don- 
nellan can, and, I believe, hath fully informed your lordſhips, who had here with me 
a long experience thereof; and for the defects which your lordſhips may obſerve 
on my part in the carriage of the buſineſs, either in matter or form, I humbly 
crave your pardon, being left here alone with little experience in fuch affairs, and 
no advice or aſſiſtance from any to guide or direct me therein; but your lordſhips 


may be affyred you could not have honoured any with your commands, more 


careful and diligent to perform them than myſelf, both in regard of the obedience 
due to the impoſers, and the employment itſelf moſt agreeable to my inclination and 
defires ; yet your lordſhips might perhaps have made choice of many that could 
have more ſucceſsfully diſcharged them, though it might be well conceived, and I 
did once believe, that my intereſt in theſe parts would have been more prevalent 
than upon trial hath appeared, &c.

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| HE preceding letter is the laſt that appears in the marquiſs's collection till the year 1651, 
when the treaty with the duke of Lorrain commences. What hath occaſioned this 
chaſm, it is not poſſible, at this diſtance of time, to know with certainty; but it is pro- 
bable that in the general diſtractions that followed, or in the particular confuſion of his own af- 
fairs, the letters which ſhould have filled it up were by ſome means or other deſtroyed, It muſt 
therefore ſuffice to inſert a paragaph or two from the earl of Clarendon's hiſtory, which may 
ſerve in ſome degree, if not to ſupply the deficiency, at leaſt to connect the preceding with the 
following letters. a SO, MIN IT 1 18 f af 
« During all theſe agitations, many of the Roman catholick nobility, and other perſons of the 
te beſt quality, remained very faithful to the lord lieutenant, (marquiſs of Ormond) and cordially 
e interpoſed with the popiſh biſhops to prevent their violent proceeding ; but had not power either 
e to perſuade, or reſtrain them. The lord lieutenant had no reaſon to be delighted with his empty 
« title to command a people who would not obey, and knew the daily danger he was in of being 
te betrayed, and delivered into the hands of Ireton, or of being aſſaſſinated in his own quarters. And 
te though he did not believe that the Iriſh would behave themſelves with more fidelity and cou- 
e rage for the king's intereſt, when he ſhould be gone, well knowing that their biſhops and 
te clergy deſigned nothing but to put themſelves under the government of ſome popiſh prince, 
<« and had at that time ſent agents into foreign parts for that purpoſe ; yet he knew likewiſe that 
te there were in truth men enough, and arms, and all proviſions for carrying on the war, who if 
te they were united, and heartily reſolved to preſerve themſelves, would be much ſuperior in 
te number to any power Ireton could bring againſt them. He knew likewiſe, that he could ſafely 
« depoſit the king's\ authority in the hands of a perſon of unqueſtionable fidelity, whom the king 
© would, without any ſcruple, truſt, and whom the Iriſh could not except againſt, being of their 
ee own nation, of the greateſt fortune and intereſt amongſt them, and of the moſt eminent con- 
ce ſtanty to the Roman catholick religion of any man in the three kingdoms ; and that was the 
© marquiſs of Clanricarde. And therefore, ſince it was to no purpoſe to ſtay longer there him- 
s ſelf, and it was in his own power ſafely to make the experiment, whether the Iriſh would in 
te truth perform what was in their power to perform, and which they ſo ſolemnly promiſed to 
edo, he thought he ſhould be inexcuſable to the king, if he ſhould not conſent to that expe- 
ce dient. The great difficulty was to perſuade the marquiſs of Clanricarde to accept the truſt, 
* who was a man, though of an unqueſtionable courage, yet of an infirm health; and loved, 
e and enjoyed great eaſe throughout his whole life; and of a conſtitution not equal to the fa- 
te tigue, and diſtreſſes, that the conducting ſuch a war muſt ſubje&t him to. He knew well, 
* and exceedingly deteſted the levity, inconſtancy, and infidelity of his countrymen : nor did he 
e in any degree like the 1 of the popiſh biſhops and clergy, and the exorbitant 
* power which they had aſſumed and uſurped to themſelves : and therefore he had no mind to 
engage himſelf in ſuch a command. But by the extraordinary importunity of the marquiſs of 
* Ormond, with whom he had preſerved a faſt and unſhaken friendſhip, and his preſſing him 
te to preſerve Ireland to the king, without which it would throw itſelf into the arms of a 
* foreigner; and then the ſame importunity from all the Iriſh nobility, biſhops, and clergy 
* (after the lord lieutenant had informed them of his purpoſe) that he would preſerve his na- 
* tion, which, without his acceptance of the protection, would infallibly be extirpated, and their 
* joint promiſe, that they would abſolutely ſubmit to all his commands, and hold no aſſembly, 
* or meeting amongſt themſelves, without his permiſſion and commiſſion, together with his 
© unqueſtionable deſire to do any thing, how contrary ſoever to his own inclination and bene- 
cc fit, that would be acceptable to the king, and might poſſibly bring ſome advantage to his ma- 
e jeſty's ſervice, he was in the end prevailed upon to receive a commiſſion from the lord lieute- 
% nant to be deputy of Ireland, and undertook that charge. — 
© The marquiſs of Clanricarde left no way unattenipted that might apply the viſible ſtrength 
* and power of the Iriſh nation, to the preſervation of themſelves, and to the ſupport of the king's 
«« government. He ſent out his orders and warrants for the levying of new men, and to draw the 
* old troops together, and to raiſe money: but few men could be got together, and when they 
<< were aſſembled, they could not ſtay together for want of money to pay them: ſo that he could 
ce never get a body together to march towdars the enemy; and if he did prevail with them to 
march a whole day with him, he found, the next morning, that half of them were run away. 
* And it quickly appeared, that they had made thoſe ample vows and proteſtations, that they 
*© might be rid of the marquiſs of Ormond, without any purpoſe of 9 the other. The 
<< greateſt part of the-popiſh clergy, and all the Iriſh of Ulſter, had no mind to have any relation 
<< to the Engliſh nation, and as little to return to their obedience to the crown, They blamed 
© each other for having deſerted the nuncio, and thought of nothing but how they might get 
* ſome foreign prince to take them into his protection. They firſt choſe a committee, Plunkett 
and Brown, two lawyers, who had been eminent conductors of the rebellion from the be- 
" ginning, and men of good parts, and joined others with them, who were in France and 
„Flanders. Then they moved the lord deputy to ſend theſe gentlemen into Flanders, to invite 
© the duke of Lorrain to affiſt them with arms, money, and ammunition, undertaking to have 
* good intelligence from thence, that the duke (who was known to with well to the king) 
© was well prepared to receive their deſire, and reſolved out of his affection to the king, to en- 
age himſelf cordially in the defence of that catholick kingdom, his zeal to that religion being

The lord Taaffe's letter to the lord lieutenant. 3 Januarii, 1650, 


May it pleaſe your Excellency, 


Were unworthy of the truſt repoſed in me, and the many other favours I 
received from you, ſhould I omit, with all freedom and clearneſs, to afford 
your excellency a true account of the countries and princes, from whom any 
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thing was to be expected for the ſupply of Ireland; whereby your excellency 
may be the better able to reſolve, what is to be done upon the commiſſion, ſent 
by the legate, employed by his highneſs the duke of Lorrain. That I may the 
better do it, I ſhall ſet down, according to my information and obſervation, the 
condition of his majeſty, and the kings of France and Spain, in reference to the 
parliament of England; fo that it may appear what is to be expected from 
them for your aſſiſtance, towards the maintenance of a war. Your excellency, 
I preſume, knows that his majeſty, at his firſt coming into Scotland, was forced 
by thoſe of the kirk, to take the covenant, and national league and covenant : 
wherein, amongſt other things, he hath ſolemnly promiſed, to extirpate the 
catholick religion and prelacy, and to ſettle the preſbyterian government in all 
his kingdoms. The kirk, not content with this, put from him moſt of his 
party, except the duke of Buckingham, my lord Wilmot, and ſome few others, 
who they believed were favourers of their cauſe ; after which, they forced his 
majeſty yet further to make a declaration, wherein he doth, amongſt other

things, confirm his former promiſe of rooting the catholicks out of his domi- 
nions, diſannuls the peace made with the Triſh, and recalls all commiſſions, 
granted to any amongſt them. Soon after they loſt a battle; and a ſtrong 
party, under the command of Midleton, declared for the King, and that he 
would receive, without diſtinction, all perſons, that would aſſiſt in his ſervice. 
His majeſty, being diſpleaſed at the harſh uſage of the council of ſtate, attempted 
to have gone to Midleton, and being in his way, a diſcovery was made by ſome 
intruſted ; whereupon colonel Montgomery, by command, purſued him ; who 
overtaking of him, prevailed with him to return to Stirling, where he is attended 
with ſtrong guards. Your excellency may perceive the little hopes, that a party fo 
divided ſhould be able to afford us any ſuccours: and if they ſhould prove victorious, 
and have power to keep his majeſty in the ſame awe they now do, nothing but 
our deſtruction is to be expected from them. The expectation of aſſiſtance 
from France, is every whit as hopeleſs. I have, during my ſtay there, made 
application to the cardinal, which was ſtrengthened by her majeſty's recom- 
mendation, and could never, by any ſollicitation, procure ſo much as the pro- 
miſe of ſupplies for the publick; only ſome overtures of conditions for 
ſome particular perſons, in caſe they ſhould bring men to their ſervice : and 
even thoſe alſo were ſo coldly proſecuted, that I perceived it was rather with 
deſign to ſtay me from capitulating with the Spaniard, than any intention of 
agreeing with me. Since my coming hither, they have treated with an agent 
from the parliament, and are diſpatching agents to them for the continuance of 
a peace; ſo as I believe they will be ſo far from affording us relief, that, if the 
parliament inſiſt upon it, they will deny acceſs to all Iriſh ſhips to any of their 
ports. The Spaniards have yet gone farther; they have already concluded a 
league, which ſome ſay is offenſive and defenſive, with the parliament ; neither will 
they be drawn to break a capitulation, ſo newly made with ſuch uſeful confe- 
derates, for any intereſt of the king's, or the Iriſh. They have declared them 
a ſtate, and as ſuch are to receive an embaſſador from them, who is daily ex- 
pected in theſe countries. | | 

The duke of Lorrain, when I firſt moved him by letter, for concluding the 
treaty ſet on foot by his agent, waved it; but my uncle George Dillon, before 
my coming hither, made him incline to afford us relief; and as ſoon as I inti- 
mated unto him the condition of that nation, he was pleaſed to advance hve 
thouſand pounds for their ſupply, upon ſuch conditions, as is expreſſed in the 
aſſurance I gave him, a copy whereof, and the money, I ſent by my uncle 

Len Sead George: and his highneſs further promiſes, that if he be invited, and that the 
edthe having Command of that kingdom (with ſubordination to the king) be put into his hands, 
Ades he will employ his men, treaſure, ſhipping, and perſon, in the reducing thereof; 
produce. Which your lordſhip will ſee more clearly expreſſed by the commiſſion ſent with 
his legate, to treat and conclude with that nation. I ſhall humbly offer my 
ſenſe to your excellency, concerning this important affair: I conceive the Iriſh are 
not able for any long time to preſerve what they poſſeſs, much leſs recover what 
they have loſt, without foreign aſſiſtance. And if the parliament prevail, you 
will not only loſe all liberty and fortune at preſent, but alſo want ground to 
hope for the recovery of them; for if either preſbyterian or independent prevail, 
their animoſity againſt us is equally violent : ſo as our king being not able to 
aſſiſt us, in order to his and our own preſervation ; it is neceſſary we make our 
recourſe to the moſt probable means of preſervation. His highneſs, upon all 
occaſions, hath expreſt a ſingular affection to his majeſty, for the advancement 
of his intereſts, and therefore is not to be ſuſpected to have any ſiniſter ends, not 
ſuitable to his former proceedings. To conclude, there is no poſſibility of 
his majeſty's ſubſiſtance in Scotland, but by continuing a war in Ireland, or re- 
covering of it, which, without foreign aſſiſtance, you are not able to do. And 
no prince of Chriſtendom, is either willing, or able, to afford (as things now 
ſtand)

ſtand) but the duke of Lorrain, who beſides the men and money he intends to 
end on the land ſervice, will join a gallant fleet to his majeſty's, who, in all 
probability, will be maſters of the ſea: and reſolves to engage fo clearly, that no 
diſtinction of religion ſhall prejudice any honeſt man in employment or 
fortune. | e 
My lord, I cannot but think it a great bleſſing of God upon that kingdom, 


and by conſequence on his majeſty, to have a powerful TIES in this low ebb 
of our fortunes, engaged with us; who is able vigorouſly to proſecute the war, 


beſides the benefit of his own conduR, wherein he is thought to exceed all men, 


will employ ſuch a ſum of money, as no prince of Europe hath, or can raiſe : 
and I am very hopeful he will be very inftrumental in reſtoring his majeſty to 
his rights, and render Ireland in a more ſplendid condition of honour, wealth, 
and trade, than it hath been of a long time. 1 have here given your excellency 
a clear account of my ſenſe, touching the duke of Lorrain's reſolution ; and do 
humbly defire, that your excellency will receive the perſon employed by him, 
in the quality of a ſtout, pious, diſcreet gentleman : and what commands your 
excellency will be pleaſed to impoſe on me, ſhall be with all chearfulneſs 
purſued, by

The lord Taffe's letter to the lord lieutenant, 5th of January, 1650. 


May it pleaſe your excellency, 


Did not enter into a treaty with the duke of Lorrain, without her majeſty's 

approbation, and letters of recommendation. It hath been debated, what 
his deſigns ſhould be, in engaging fo freely, in ſo expenſive and hazardous a 
war; and concluded, that he conſidered his own particular intereſt ; and how 
far that did extend, we could but gueſs: but admitted, that although he did 
propoſe to be abſolute in that kingdom, that it was fit all encouragement ſhould 
be given unto him to attempt it, conſidering that the moſt powerful inſtruments 
he intends to make uſe of, are the Iriſh; not having followers of his own, able 
to maſter us. And if at any time he ſhould attempt it, it's in ourſelves to 
prevent it ; beſides that, there is no danger we can run by his means, in any 
kind of degree, equal to that of the parliament, whoſe animoſity againſt us is 
ſufficiently viſible. It was in debate, whether the king's conſent ſhould be 
demanded in this affair; and reſolved, that, in the condition the king is, tis 
neither ſafe for him to authorize it, nor own it: but an expreſs is ſent unto 
him, to advertiſe him of the matter; and his connivance is all I expect or deſire. 
I am now upon a deſign of taking in the iſle of Guernſey, and have engaged my 
lord Gerrald and Daniel O' Neile in it; the duke of Lorrain helps me to ſhi 
ping, men, proviſion, and all other neceſſaries. I have purchaſed an indifte- 
rent intereſt in his highneſs, inſomuch as he truſts me with the providing and 
agreeing for ſhips, and all manner of ammunition and arms. If your lordſhip 
keeps but life in the buſineſs of Ireland, and ſends encouragement to his high- 
neſs, I am confident, by God's permiſſion, we ſhall be all happy. My lord, 
I am a witneſs of your courage, I have knowledge of your extraordinary abili- 
ties, which make you capable of the greateſt employments: and am ſo great 
and juſt a lover of your perſon, as there lives not that man, whoſe honour and 
proſperity I wiſh more happineſs unto: and did I not think, that your con- 


ſenting to the duke of Lorrain's preceding you in command, did contribute 
C] mainly 
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mainly to make you ſo, I ſhould not adviſe it. Happily your own inclination, 
and the advice of others, may prevail with your excellency, to withdraw your- 
ſelf into ſome of theſe countries. It is an inſolency in me, conſidering your 
own vaſt judgment, able to direct you in the moſt intricate affairs, to offer my 
ſenſe : but in regard of my affection, I ſhall preſume to tell you, how ſubject 
you will be to all manner of inconveniencies. As for employment, you will 
find none worthy of you ; as for friends, you will find none but thoſe that are 
poor; and as for money, you may not expect any. I am a better ſhifter than 
your excellency will ever be, and yet was like to ſtarve at Paris, though every 
perſon ſaluted me with, Voſtre tres humble ſerviteur juſqu'a la mort. With- 
out fooling, there is no ſuch place to live in as Ireland. I pray, my lord, con- 
tinue me in your favour, as the humbleſt of,

Father George Dillon's propoſals on the behalf of the duke of Lorrain, 
8* Marti, 1651. 


O return thanks to his highneſs the duke of Lorrain, for his offers and 
deſires to preſerve this kingdom. That his highneſs, out of his zeal to 
the catholick roman religion, in imitation of his predeceſſors, and through his ſin- 
lar affection to his majeſty of Great Britain, and for the preſervation of the king- 
dom of Ircland, and his majeſty's intereſt therein, may be pleaſed to take into 
his protection the confederates of the ſaid kingdom, and all ſuch as will ad- 
here unto them, and to free them from the oppreſſions of the rebellious ſectaries 
of England and Scotland, that oppoſe his majeſty. 

To the end that his highneſs may, with the greater alacrity and courage, 
undertake ſo great and heroick a work; that his heirs and ſucceſſors ſhall be 
accepted as protectors and preſervers of the ſaid kingdom, with as large and 
ample power, fidelity, and obedience, as by all laws can be due to protectors 
royal: that ſufficient caution and ſecurity may be given unto his highneſs, 
his heirs, and ſucceſſors, for what expences and diſburſements he will make, 
and that therein the cities and ports of Galway and Limerick be engaged: that 
his highneſs be invited to come over in perſon, and take the protection of the 
kingdom upon him; or, if any occaſion retard, that he may ſend over ſuch ſup- 
plies of men and money, as may probably recover the kingdom : that the 
lord Taaffe may have as ample commiſſion, to treat and conclude with his 


highneſs, as his highneſs's embaſſador hath to this kingdom. 


Being much amazed to receive propoſals of ſuch a nature, as were totally 
inconſiſtent with the king's authority, to whom the embaſſador had made ap- 
lication, with the greateſt expreſſions poſſible of the duke's clear and real 


affections to aſſiſt his majeſty for the recovery of his kingdom; and obſerving 


the earneſt expectations generally, to be relieved by thoſe ſupplies, much en- 
larged by reports : and conſidering further, in caſe of diſagreement, how apt 
they would be to charge me with betraying of them, and that relief might 
have been had upon eaſy terms, if I had not willingly oppoſed : in this exi- 
gency, finding it impoſſible for me to come any thing near to ſuch demands, 
I held beſt to bring the whole matter under a publick treaty, by advice of thoſe 
I formerly called together, with ſeveral prelates and other perſons of quality, 


flocking into Galway, upon report of this embaſſador's arrival: conceiving, 
that either they would join with me in opinion, that theſe demands were un-

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reaſonable, which might take off the blame from me; or if it happened other- 
wiſe, I ſhould receive a publick ſatisfaction, that thoſe propoſals, and the kings

W humbly repreſent unto your excellency, our ſenſe in that affair now The cong- 

come before you, by the overture made by the duke of Lorrain: having e pookad 

taken into conſideration the evident danger the nation is in at preſent, that, in is ad tw 

order to the preſervation of the catholick religion in Ireland, and of his majeſty, e 

and his good ſubjects intereſts, there is an abſolute neceſſity to find ſome other up 000 days 

way of preſervation, other than what the nation can do of itſelf; ſeeing his ie cem.

negotiation cannot otherwiſe take effect, for the kingdom's preſervation z that / 
the enſuing particulars be aſſented unto, in the behalf of his maj. ly's loyal ſub- 
jects in this nation. That his highneſs the duke of Lorrain, willi::g to aſſiſt this 
nation, out of his zeal to the catholick religion, and his defire to preſerve for 
his majeſty of Great Britain his intereſt in the kingdom of Ireland, both now 
in danger to be loſt, by the power of ſuch of the rebels of England as are in 
arms againſt his majeſty, may be ſought unto for conſervation of both; totake into 
his protection his majeſty's loyal ſubjects of the kingdom of Ireland, and to afford 
ſuch aids, as may probably ſerve to reſcue the catholick religion, and his ma- 
jeſty's ſubjects of this kingdom, from the oppreſſion and power of the ſaid rebels: 
yet ſo as the acceptance of his highneſs, as protector and preſerver of the ſaid 
kingdom, be ſo taken and underſtood, as no way to tend to the prejudice of 
his majeſty's rights or intereſt in this kingdom, or to the interruption of his 
- majeſty's government over the people of this nation. That the aids, either in 
money, men, arms, and ammunition, and ſhipping, neceſſary for preſerving the 
kingdom, being aſcertained now, ſufficient caution and ſecurity be given to his 
highneſs, his heirs and ſucceſſors, for what expences and diſburſements he will 
make; and therein the cities and ports of Galway and Limerick be engaged; 
ſtill preſerving the liberties and properties of the faid corporations, and of the 
inhabitants thereof. And the whole nation to be likewiſe obliged, with the 


faid cities, towns, and ports, for diſcharging the ſaid expences and diſburſements. 
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To our well beloved the lords archbiſhops of Dublin and Tuam, and the reſt 


of the prelates and commiſſioners of truſt in Galway. 


Fter our hearty commendations; the prelates and thoſe of the commil- 
ſioners intruſted, in purſuance of the article of peace, now preſent, having 
repreſented unto us, how uſeful it might be to his majeſty's ſervice, and the 
good of the kingdom, that your lordſhips, and the reſt of the prelates and noble- 
men, together with the agents of the city of Limerick, and the town of Gal- 
way, and other intereſted and eſtated men in the country, who may be readily 
drawn together; ſhould have a conference concerning ſuch affairs, as are to be 
agitated with the duke of Lorrain's embaſſador: We have thought fit hereby to 
pray, and authorize your lordſhips, and the faid commiſſioners, to agree of a 
time and place, where all the prelates and noblemen in the town, and ſuch 
others as you ſhall think fit to convene, and all other perſons, whoſe preſence 
ſhall be thought neceſſary, may meet, to debate of that negotiation and _

To our well beloved the lords archbiſhops of Dublin and Tuam, the lord preſi- 


dent of Conaught, and the reſt of the commiſſioners of truſt, to be imparted 
unto the prelates, and the reſt of the nobility and gentry, convened at 


Galway, theſe. 


Fter our hearty commendations; having by our letters of the x 2th of this 
month, authorized the prelates and commiſſioners of truſt, to aſſemble 

ſuch others of the nobility and perſons of quality as were in the town of Galway, 
to give us their advice, in a treaty with the duke of Lorrain's embaſſador, in ſuch 
manner as might beſt carry on his majeſty's ſervice, and our own preſervation ; 
and having ſince, with great patience, and much to the hazard of the kingdom, 
expected ſuch advices from you, as might give a good and ſpeedy concluſion to 
the treaty, and did at the ſame time appoint a ſelect committee, to treat with the 
ſaid embaſſador: We now find, contrary to our expectation, that you have 
received from the embaſſador a paper of propoſals, wherein are contained 
matters of a very high and tranſcendent nature; and inſtead of ſending them 
immediately unto us (as we had reaſon to expect) that they are proceeded upon 
in a dilatory way; rather, by what we can obſerve, to contract them into a nar- 
rower compaſs, or cover them in better language, than to give a fit and ſpeedy 
determination to the treaty. That, without our authority, the committee ap- 
pointed by us hath been altered, and others choſen ; which we may not admit 
of, without our conſent firſt had, nor alſo of any thing that hath been treated 
by them. -And likewiſe, that ſeveral forts of people are admitted to your de- 
bates, whom we cannot hold fit perſons to adviſe us in matters of ſo high con- 
cernment. We are alſo induced to believe, that the ſaid embaſſador hath 
been either miſunderſtood, or that ſome ill affected perſons have made him 
believe, that you now aſſembled there have power from the kingdom, to 
diſpoſe of it at your election, and that the king's authority is not over you; 
otherwiſe I might think it very impoſſible that the embaſſador of Lorrain, 
having in his maſter's name made his addreſſes unto us, with ſuch great expreſ- 
ſions of ſingular affection to his majeſty, and deſired to aſſiſt him for the reco- 
very of his kingdoms, ſhould make overtures, that poſitively overthrew his go- 
vernment and authority here, and that in perpetuity : neither can we believe, 


that the lord viſcount Taaffe, a perſon of loyalty and integrity to the king, 


would either recommend, or Fa. George Dillon accompany over, any perſon, 
that ſhould propoſe or inſiſt upon matters of ſuch a nature, if they had under- 
| ſtood or believed, that the king's authority was remaining here. And the 


better and more fully to inform you and clear that point, we deſire that all 
thoſe that are learned in the law amongſt you declare their knowledge, whether 
the king alone, if he would command us, or the nation alone, if they were all 
aſſembled here, can transfer the kingdom unto any foreign power, and to their 
heirs and ſucceſſors. To this may probably be alledged, that common ob- 
jection of invincible neceſſity, and the impoſſibility of preſerving ourſelves in 
the condition we are in, without foreign aſſiſtance. To which we anſwer, that 


though we cannot allow, that any neceſſity can juſtify our conſent to thoſe pro- 
poſals, and that we do admit, that in the condition the enemy is in, and we 


are in, there is not much probability, that we can defend or preſerve ourſelves 
without foreign aids; yet withal we muſt let you know, that we ſee no cauſe

to deſpair ; but that there may be great revolutions in England and Scotland, 
and are confident they are already proſperouſly begun, and that the enemy 
here may be called away, or divided amongſt themſelves, and ſome of them 
appearing for us; which we ſpeak more than upon ordinary conjectures. We 
ſee no cauſe to deſpair, bnt that plentiful aids and aſſiſtance, in as large a pro- 
Portion, and more fate and honourable terms, may ſpeedily come unto us from 
ſeveral princes, and are aſſured, that they are in agitation, if not upon their 


way ; and that the face of affairs are very much changed abroad, by the releaſe 


and employment in the government in France of the prince of Cond, and ſeveral 


other princes, ſince the third and fifth of January laſt, the dates of the lord 
Taafte's letters : neither do we ſee any cauſe to doubt, but that the duke of 
Lorrain, a prince of that great wiſdom, good affections, and alliance to the king, 
and the embaſſador here, ſaid to be a perſon of ability and integrity, will not 
afford us aſſiſtance upon ſuch propoſals as we have made unto him, if he be 
not guided and deluded by ſome diſloyal and ill- affected perſons : the which 
propoſals we ſend herein incloſed, to be agitated and treated of with the embaſ- 
ſador, by the committee formerly appointed by us, only adding unto them our 
very good lord, the lord preſident of Conaught: and ſo we bid you heartily

Inſtructions for the Committee. 


HAT if the Lorrain embaſſador, according to the profeſſions he hath 
made of his maſter the duke of Lorrain's ſincere affection to our maſter 

the king of Great Britain, will advance a conſiderable ſum at preſent, as may 
enable us to ſet an army into the field, for his majeſty's ſervice, and preſervation 
of what is left of the kingdom, until further ſupplies come ; we will adventure 
to give, in his majeſty's behalf, ſuch cautionary towns and garriſons as have been 
already offered. That for what further may be ſought, or held neceſſary for 
the duke of Lorrain his ſatisfaction, we having no letters or encouragement 
from his majeſty, or from the queen, or the duke of York, or from any his 
majeſty's miniſters abroad, who may beſt know his pleaſure in thoſe great 
affairs, cannot adventure to conclude here on the place : but on acceptance of 
the above propoſals by his highneſs's embaſſador, we will ſend ſome perſon or 
perſons of truſt, honour, and intereſt, to join in commiſſion with the lord viſcount 
Taaffe, and to repreſent the preſent condition of . this kingdom. That upon 
ſuch treaty abroad, and conſideration had of ſuch motives, the perſon or perſons 
by us to be employed will ofter, we doubt not matters will be concluded there 
in ſuch manner, as may beſt conduce to the preſervation of the roman catholick 
religion in this kingdom, the king my maſter's ſervice, the ſafety of the nation, 
and his highneſs the duke of Lorrain's ſatisfaction, invitation, and encourage- 
ment, to afford further aid and ſupplies according to the profeſſions made, and 
as may beſt agree with the amity and honour of both our maſters. We are in- 
formed that his highneſs the duke of Lorrain's embaſſador being treated with, to 
afford aid of ſhipping and further ſupplies, to be ſent hither by the laſt of May; 
he lets the perſons treating with him know, that he hath no power from his 
highneſs to conclude on the placc here for thoſe further ſupplies : but offers, 


that ſome perſons be employed from hence, that may treat and conclude abroad, 


what may concern thoſe further ſupplies. And therefore in matters of ſo high 
concernment, we may juſtly expect, that what is ſought in his highnels's behalf

that they know no viſible way, or means at preſent, for the preſervation of the 
catholick religion, his majeſty's rights and intereſts, and the lives, fortunes, and 
eſtates of his loyal ſubjects in this kingdom, but by proceeding and concluding 
with the ſaid embaſſador. And, whereas, upon the treaty with the ſaid embaſ- 
ſador, he could not be won to agree, but upon the following articles ; we are 
of opinion, ſooner than break with him, that he be agreed with, according to 
the ſaid articles, with ſuch further qualification of his demands, as he ſhall be 
induced to agree unto; proteſting notwithſtanding, that we do, and ſhall con- 
tinue in our affections and actions, his majeſty's faithful and loyal ſubjects, be- 
ing neceſſitated to deliver this ſenſe, as ſeeing no other way of preſervation. That 
his highneſs, the duke of Lorrain, out of his zeal to the advancement of the 
roman catholick religion, and the ſplendor thereof, in imitation of his prede- 
ceſſors, and through his ſingular affection to his majeſty of Great-Britain, and 
for the preſervation of the kingdom of Ireland, and his majeſty's, and the 
ples intereſt therein, ſhall take into his protection the people and kingdom 


of Ireland, and thoſe who will adhere unto them; and ſhall endeavour, by all poſ- 


fible means, to free them from the preſſures of the rebellious ſectaries, who op-

the juſt rights of his majeſty, and the eſtates, franchizes, immunity, liberty, pri- 
vileges, lands, properties, and poſſeſſions of his majeſty's loyal ſubjects of this 


kingdom: and that his highneſs, during his reſidence in this kingdom, ſhall 
have none his ſuperior ; and he ſhall precede all and every the king's majeſtys 


ſubjects, and have power in ſuch manner, and with ſuch qualification, as is ex- 
preſſed in theſe articles. That, when his highneſs comes to this kingdom, he 
ſhall have the whole government and command of the militia thereof, until re- 
payment be made unto him of his diſburſements for the kingdom, as they 
{hall be aſcertained. Provided always, that his faid highneſs, in what concerneth 
the civil government, ſhall not depoſe, or interrupt, any governor, or governors 
by the king, or kingdom appointed, or to be appointed in this kingdom, nor 
appoint or conſtitute any governor, or governors therein; and that his highneſs 
ſhall not iſſue any citations, or commiſſions, or ſhall not give any judgment, 
nor receive appeals, but ſhall leave theſe matters to be managed © cording to the 
laws and cuſtoms of this kingdom. Provided alſo, that his hichneſs ſhall not 
alter any thing in the manner of the government of this kingdom; but, will 
permit the ſubjects and inhabitants thereof, to be governed according to the 
laws and cuſtoms of this kingdom, and the rights, privileges, and immunities 
of the ſubjects thereof. That his highneſs ſhall make no truce, peace, or any 
other agreement with the enemies of the king, and this kingdom, without the 


conſent of the governor, or governors, and the general aſſembly of this kingdom: 


and the ſaid governor, or governors, and general aſſembly, or either of them, 
ſhall not make any truce, peace, or agreement with the ſaid enemy, without his 
highneſs's conſent. That the power of convoking the general aſſembly ſhall 
be, and continue in his majeſty's governor, or governors of this kingdom: not- 
withſtanding, if his highneſs ſhall find abuſes, worthy of reformation, to hap- 
pen, which may prejudice the kingdom, or his majeſty's ſervice, that upon in- 
timation of his highneſs's pleaſure, a general aſſembly ſhall be called for. That 
if, by God's grace, this kingdom {ſhall be recovered by his highneſs, that his 
highneſs will endeavour the reſtoration of the royal rights to his majeſty, in the 
reſt of his dominions, jointly with the nation, if it ſhall fo pleaſe the general 
aſſembly. That to ſupply the preſent neceſſity of the kingdom, twenty thou- 
ſand pounds, including the ſix thouſand pounds already received by Fa. George 
Dillon, for the uſe of the kingdom, be paid unto — And, that his highneſs 
ſhall give ſuch further ſupplies of money, arms, corn, and ammunition, ſhip- 
ping, and other furnitures of war, expert commanders of old ſoldiers, horſe and 
foot, ingineers, and other ſkilful artificers, as ſhall be neceſſary for the ſupport 
of the wars; according, and in ſuch manner, as thoſe who are now to be em- 


ployed to his highneſs from this kingdom, ſhall repreſent unto him. That his 


highneſs ſhall, in perſon, come into this kingdom, with as much convenient 


ſpeed as may ſtand with his highneſs's other important affairs. That for the re- 
payment of ſuch monies as his highneſs ſhall give, for the ſupport of the wars 
of this kingdom, as the ſame ſhall be aſcertained by thoſe now to be employed 
. unto him, the ports of Limerick, Galway, and Slygoe, and the caſtle of Athlone, 
ſhall be engaged unto his highneſs; and the whole nation is likewiſe to be 
obliged, together with the ſaid city, town, and forts, for the diſcharge of his 
highneſs's faid expences and diſburſements. And, when the city of Waterford, 
and his majeſty's fort of Duncanon, ſhall be recovered from the enemy, they 
ſhall be likewiſe obliged, as further caution, for the payment of the ſaid 
money.

and from the power of their enemies: and it is provided, and to be underſtood, 
that his highneſs ſhall not introduce in this kingdom, or cautionary places here- 
after mentioned, any alteration or change, in or againſt the liberties, privileges, 
immunities, franchiſes, proprieties, goods, lands, or eſtates, nor the fundamental 
laws of the realm; but, to leave all thoſe to be enjoyed as formerly by his ma- 
jeſty's faithful ſubjects. And it is alſo declared and provided, that the admini- 
ſtration of juſtice, touching civil affairs, be managed and proceeded in accord- 
ing to the fundamental laws of the kingdom, without innovating any thing in 
the form, or in the government lawfully eſtabliſhed by his majeſty, the govern- 
ment or aſſembly of the kingdom. That the calling the general aſſembly of the 
nation together, be according as was heretofore accuſtomed; yet, nevertheleſs, 
if it ſhould happen, that any complaint be offered againſt the government, or 
that any affairs ſhould occur of great conſequence to occaſion it; that it be law- 
ful for his highneſs to cauſe it to be called, firſt admoniſhing the lord deputy, 
or ſuch as are or ſhall be authoriſed or intruſted in the government of the as 
dom.

That, for the affording preſent relief to the urgent ne- 
ceſlities of the kingdom, while the further and particular ſupplies, that are to 


be treated for, and agreed on, with his highneſs, by the agents from the na- 


tion are expected, twenty thouſand pounds ſterling is to be now iſſued, includ- 
ing, as part thereof, fix thouſand pounds already delivered to Fa. George Dil- 


lon; and that his highneſs ſhall give ſuch ſupplies of money, arms, ſhipping, 


and other furniture of war, as ſhall be neceſſary and ſufficient for the ſup 
of the war, and the recovery of the kingdom for his majeſty, and his loyal ſub- 


jects of this kingdom. That all the nation in general be obliged to his high- 


neſs, as well for the principal, as for the intereſt of the monies, which his 
highneſs will iſſue for defraying the charges of the war in recovering of this 
kingdom, until his highneſs be reimburſed ; and, that alſo the towns of Gal- 
way, Lymerick, the town and caſtle of Athlone, the caſtle of Clare in Tho- 
mond, with the city of Waterford, and the fort royal of Duncannon, (if thoſe 
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be recovered) are to be, and remain in his highneſs, and his ſucceſſors hands, 
until he be fatisfied and reimburſed of the principal, and intereſt of all ſuch 
ſums of money, and intereſts thereof, as is before expreſſed; always intend- 
ing, that the ſaid towns, fort, and caſtle, be ready and obedient to receive ſuch 
forces into garriſon, as ſhall be appointed on the part of the duke; and therein 
to obey his highneſs's orders, with all fidelity to him due, by vertue of this 
preſent treaty. Provided, that when his highneſs is to be reimburſed of his 
expences and intereſt, that the eſtates of particular men, then, and not other- 
wife, may be charged with their proportion of the {aid money, by an equal 
opplotment to be impoſed by the general aſſembly of this kingdom; and the 
agents now to be employed to his highneſs, are to be entruſted to offer a courſe 
for aſcertaining and keeping an account of his highneſs's diſburſements for 
this kingdom. That his highneſs ſhall not conclude any truce, ceſſation, or 
peace with the rebels oppoſing his majeſty's authority, or the intereſt of this 
kingdom, without the allowance of the lord deputy, or general aſſembly; nor 
they to-conclude any ceſſation, truce, or peace, without the allowance and con- 


ſent of his highneſs.

Lorrain's embaſſador, with your opinions thereupon ; and we cannot diſcern any 
ſuch material difference or qualification from his former paper, as might give 
us the leaſt ground or colour to vary from our former reſolution, ſent to the 
ſaid embaſſador by Fa. George Dillon, or from now declaring, that it appears 
manifeſt unto us, that thoſe propoſals are inconſiſtent with the king's authority 
in preſent, and deſtructive to his future intereſts, and oppoſite to the liberty of 
the ſubjects; which neither we by the king's authority, nor you, now convened 
together at Galway, can deprive them of, but by a general concurrence of the

KL THEREAS the city of Limerick and town of Galway, are cauti- 
onary for the payment of twenty thouſand pounds ſterling unto his 
highneſs the duke of Lorrain, his majeſty's juſt dues therein being by us engag- 
ed towards the repayment thereof, which engagement may bring upon the ſaid 
city and town the burthen and- trouble of garriſons more than uſual : we hay- 
ing taken the fame into our conſideration, and the willingneſs of the faid city 
and town, to forward the ſervice of his majeſty and this kingdom, and that 
they have been, and at preſent are, at great expence in fortifying the ſaid city 


and town ; are therefore, by the advice and conſent of the commiſſioners in- 


' truſted in purſuance of the articles of peace; and at the earneſt requeſt of the 


mayor and inhabitants of the ſaid town of Galway, and of the agents of the 


city of Limerick pleaſed that the ſaid city and town, the liberties and coun- 


ties of them, and every of them, ſhall not contribute or be liable, during the

| HEREAS by articles of agreement, bearing date the. 4th of April, 

1651, made, and concluded by and between his excellency the lord de- 
puty-general of this kingdom, and the ſaid embaſſador, it is accorded and con- 
cluded, by the advice and conſent of divers of the prelates, nobility, gentry, 
and ſeveral perſons entruſted from the city of Limerick, and town of Galway, 
by and between them; that his highneſs the duke of Lorrain, his heirs and 
ſucceſſors, ſhall have and enjoy the city of Limerick, and the ſaid town of 
Galway, as caution and ſecurity for the repayment of twenty thouſand pounds, 
now payable by the ſaid embaſſador, for the preſervation of the catholick reli- 
gion, his majeſty and his faithful ſubjects, their intereſt in this kingdom: and, 
whereas his ſaid excellency, for the better ſecurity of the ſaid mayor, ſheriffs, 
burgeſſes, and commonalty in their intereſt and fortunes, hath authoriſed the ſaid 
mayor, ſheriffs, burgeſſes, and commonalty, to make the following particular ar- 
ticles with the ſaid embaſſador: it is therefore covenanted, granted, concluded, 
and agreed upon, by and between the ſaid embaſſador, for, and in the behalf of 
his royal highneſs the duke of Lorrain, on the one part; and the mayor, ſhe- 
riffs, burgeſſes, and commonalty of his majeſty's town of Galway, of the other 


part: that the ſaid town of Galway, with the liberties thereof, and county of

wiſe ; that if his ſaid highneſs's ſoldiers, or any of them, or any under his high- 
neſs's command, ſhall do any injury, or wrong, unto any of the members, or 
inhabitants of the ſaid town, liberties, and county thereof, and the lands held 
in burgage, in their perſons, goods, lands, or hereditaments, in any place within 
this kingdom; that due reparation and ſatisfaction ſhall be made thereof: and 
in caſe of any injuries done, or to be done, to any of the inhabitants, or mem- 
bers of the ſaid town, liberties, and county thereof, and the ſaid lands held in 
burgage, or any place by ſea, or within this kingdom, in body, goods, lands, 
or tenements; they ſhall make application for juſtice to his majeſty's chief go- 
vernor, or governors, or other miniſters of juſtice, or perſons authoriſed by his 
majeſty in this kingdom, as the ſtate of the caſe ſhall require: and that exe- 
cution ſhall iſſue to his majeſty's officers.

You are to inform him of the caution 
given for the twenty thouſand pounds, and deſcribe unto him the ſtrength and 
ſituation of the places, the goodneſs and conveniency of the harbours, or what 
elſe may induce; him to believe that thoſe aids now ſent, and th other, which 
you are carneſtly and effectually to move for, are well and profitably employed 
by him. You are not to proceed further than giving caution for his money 
and ſupplies, until you be enabled to go on in the reſt, as his majeſty's mini- 


ſters ſhall direct you: and we are confident his highneſs, in the agreement, will 


have a tender regard of his majeſty's honour and intereſts, and will rather con- 
ſider his alliance unto him, and the fame he will acquire by fo glorious an ac- 
tion, and thereby put an obligation of gratitude upon him, than to exa& any 


thing in relation to his preſent condition: and upon knowledge of his high- 


neſs's particular pleaſure and expectations, you will immediately endeavour to 
procure ſuch further authorities and inſtructions from his majeſty's miniſters, as 
may enable and authoriſe you to conclude the treaty, as you hope, to his high- 
neſs's juſt ſatisfaction, and with that expedition as the neceſſity of our preſent 
condition requires.

art this kingdom, to inform yourſelves as near as poſſibly. you may, what 
ſbeir 2 244 * what affairs they deal in, and to — hg the Juke of 
Ormond and us, from time to time thereof, and if they deal in any thing 
concerning this aifair, you. are to declare againſt them. You are, as occaſion 
ſhall offer, or when it will be opportune, to recommend and countenance 
Mr. Nicholas Bodkin, merchant, in all ſuch affairs wherein he hath truſt or com- 
miſſion from us. You are, as ſoon after your landing as conveniently you may, 
to ſend us intelligence of her majeſty's place of reſidence, the duke of York, and 
the duke of Ormond, and what knowledge you ſhall receive of his majeſty's 
condition, and the ſtate of affairs abroad; and for the better furtherance 
thereof, to hire ſome ſmall packet-boat, with direction to put into Ireconaught, 
cr ſome other creeks or harbours in the county of Mayo, leſt his harbour ſhould 


be blocked up by the parliament ſhipping. 


The ſtate of his majeſty's affairs, and the condition of his faithful ſubjects in 
| the kingdom of Ireland, 12th April, 16571. a 


HAT the power and ſucceſs of the rebels hath been ſuch, as the whole 
nation is now in their poſſeſſion, or ſubje& to their contribution, 
except the province of Conaught and the county of Clare, and his majeſty's 
city of Limerick and town of Galway ; that the — province of Conaught and 
county of Clare, are for the moſt part waſte, by the continuance of that heavy 
burthen the war has brought on them, and by incurſions of the rebels. That 
the rebels having an over-maſtering power in all parts of the kingdom, other 
than the ſaid province of Conaught and county of Clare, many of his majeſty's 
forces, that hitherto had their relief out of other quarters, have been forced for 
their ſafety to retire to the ſaid province of Conaught and county of Clare, 
which, together with the forces maintained there formerly, are become ſo 
burthenſome to the people, as that they are thereby utterly impoveriſhed. The 
nation being in this extremity, no conſiderable forces can be brought together 
to maintain even a defenſive war againſt the rebels, much leſs an offenſive; and 
had not the river of Shannon been an interruption to the rebels incurſions ſince 
October or November laſt, till this preſent, it is very evident, that the rebels 
had, e' er this, over-run the province of Conaught and county of Clare, and 
conſequently would bring under their power the city of Limerick and town of 
Galway. The faid city of Limerick and town of Galway, obſerving all other 


bis majeſty's cities and towns of ſtrength within the kingdom to be loſt ; and 


how, that there was no conſiderable army of his majeſty's forces within the 
kingdom to relieve them, in caſe they were beſieged, or any probability, for 
want of means, to bring any ſuch army into a body ; have of a long time, out 
of the feeling ſenſe they had of their own deſtruction, been inclined to treat for 


conditions with the rebels, before the danger might come nearer them, and be- 


fore the ſaid province of Conaught and county of Clare were over- maſtered by 
the rebels power, as the reſt of the kingdom was. This was not only the ſtudy 
and apprehenſion of the ſaid towns, but was alſo the reſolution of moſt others, 
that could not humanly ſee how they might be otherwiſe preſerved: and it was 
by very great endeavours and induſtry, that the general aſſembly held at Logh- 


reagh in January laſt was with- held from treating for conditions with the rebels. 


Many of the officers of his majeſty's army, finding the fad condition the nation 
was reduced into, not able to keep any conſiderable forces in a body to oppoſe 
the rebels, did, from ſeveral parts of the kingdom, repreſent their ſenſe, that it 


was abſolutely neceſſary for the people's preſervation to treat with the rebels for 


conditions, ſeeing there was no power to reſiſt them. The general deſpera- 
tion in all perſons and places hitherto under his majeſty's obedience, did fo 
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change the reſolutions of the people, as they parted with nothing willingly to 
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maintain the forces, each one looking after the ways of his particular ſubſiſt= 


ance; and the city of Limerick and town of Galway, either for fear to incenſe 
the rebels the more, or to advantage themſelves in ſuch conditions as ſhould be 
had from the rebels, did not afford ſo ready and clear obedience to his majeſty's 


authority as accuſtomed. His highneſs the duke of Lorrain's embaſſador ar- 


riving here, and it being given out, that he came with offers of powerful aſſiſt- 
ance for the preſervation of the catholick religion, his majeſty's and ſubjects in- 
tereſt, the people took much comfort and encouragement thereby, hoping that 
the rebels power might be oppoſed; and ſoon after did the faid towns, and all 
other places, yet in his majeſty's obedience, ſeem more chearfully than before 
to aſſiſt his majeſty's authority, in oppoſing the rebels, and to diſavow and 
diſclaim any treaty with the rebels, though formerly inclined, if not reſolved; 
His excellency the lord-deputy underſtanding, that ſome aids might be had 
for the preſent relief of his majeſty's forces, did give audience to the ſaid embaſ- 
ſador; and though the letters he brought were not to the lord-deputy, nor any 
having his majeldy' authority ; yet he having publickly avowed, that his maſter 


knew not his majeſty's authority was intruſted with any in this kingdom; and 


that if he had known ſo much, he would have made his app'ication by letter 
to him, with whom that authority was intruſted; his lordſhip therefore autho- 
rized ſome of the prelates and commiſſioners of truſt to treat with him ; and 
was content that the prelates; nobility, and other perſons of quality, then in or 
near Galway, and agents of the city of Limerick and town of Galway, might 
meet to conſult of that affair; and repreſent their ſenſe thereupon to his excel- 
lency: who being accordingly called together, and conſiſting of very many of 
the prelates, nobility, and gentry, out of ſeveral parts of the kingdom ; at 
which meeting alſo the agents of the ſaid city of Limerick and town of Galway 
were preſent, and ſeveral officers of the army ; who after a long and ſerious 
debate of the matter propoſed by his highneſs's embaſſador ; they weighing the 
unavoidable danger the nation was in of falling into the rebels power ; and how 
the people, if not ſuddenly aſſiſted, were ſo much impoveriſhed, as they would 


be utterly deſtroyed, or enforced to ſubmit to the rebels; and conſidering that 


his majeſty was not in condition to relieve them, nor could application with 
ſafety be made unto him; did therefore adviſe, and were of opinion, ſeeing his 
highneſs the duke of Lorrain made it his care to preſerve the catholick religion, 
and the people's intereſt, and to recover from the rebels what they poſſeſſed, 
that it was abſolutely neceſſary to accept of his ſaid highneſs's protection: but 
the ſaid embaſſador's propoſitions being ſuch as his excellency the lord-deputy 
could not aſſent unto, the ſaid embaſſador was induced (taking caution for the 
preſent ſupplies) to agree, that the treaty and. concluſion for further ſupplies, 
and the propoſals made in the duke of Lorrain's behalf, might be put over to 
be determined by his highneſs, or ſuch as he would depute, and ſuch as now 
ſhould be authorized by the lord-deputy in his majeſty's behalf. The preſent 
ſupplies had, do not much amend the condition of his majeſty's affairs in this 
kingdom; and if ways may not be found to haſten very ſuddenly further and 
more conſiderable ſupplies, what is left of the whole nation, yet in his majeſty's 
obedience, will ſoon be in the poſſeſſion and power of the rebels, the ſeaſon of 
the year being now ſuch as the rebels may in many places on the Shannon make 
their incurſions, and draw their forces into the ſaid province of Conaught and 
county of Clare; which they may the better effect, having not any forces conſi- 
derable of his majeſty's army, that might diſturb them in the province of Mun- 
ſter, Leinſter, or Ulſter ; other than that the lord of Muſkerry, with ſome party 
in the county of Kerry, and borders of the county of Cork, giveth conſiderable 
diſturbance to the rebels defigns in Leinſter ; ſome {mall parties only that cannot 
regularly be maintained in a body, do, when opportunity is offered, perform ſer- 
vice againſt weak or ſcattered parties of the rebels, but can attempt nothing 
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| againſt any conſiderable body of the rebels. And in Ulſter, though his ma- 


jeſty's forces are numerous in foot, yet wanting horſe, and many unprovided of 
arms, and having no regular way of maintenance, they can attempt little to 
diſtra& the rebels forces, in that province; that party of his majeſty's forces in 
Ulſter having lately, for want of horſe, received a conſiderable loſs upon a 
defeat near Fena ; and by that means alſo the faid garriſon of Fena (being a 
conſiderable place) was loft ; ſo that upon the whole matter, it is very evident 
how great the evils are that will happen, if immediately great aids be not haſtened 
to this nation; for this kingdom will, by the fore-{lowing thereof, be entirely 
in the enemies power and poſſeſſion, and the people univerſally inforced to ſub- 
mit unto them, by which the rebels will have the oportunity to ſend from hence 
a great and conſiderable power, that may diſtract his majeſty's expected ſucceſs 
in England and Scotland, and be an occaſion of the loſs alſo of his majeſty's 

entire intereſts, in both his ſaid other kingdoms.

HE ſtate and condition of this afflicted kingdom, and the ſight I had of 
| your majeſty's and the duke of York's letters to the duke of Lorrain, 
upon the ſubject of aſſiſting this kingdom, moved me to entertain a treaty with 
the abbot of St. Catharine's, his highneſs's embaſſador ; and having concluded 
with him for the aids now received, I have employed Sir Nicholas Plunkett, 
and Mr. Jeffrey Browne, over, to join with the lord viſcount Taaffe, in agitating 
thoſe matters which I have not power to determine here; and muſt depend 
upon that which they will receive from your majeſty, his highneſs the duke of 
York, the duke of Ormond, and others his majeſty's miniſters, to whom! his

Hough I have not had the honour to receive any commands from you, 
yet having ſeen ſome letters of your highneſs directed unto the duke of

' T hold myſelf obliged to advertiſe your highneſs of the abbot of St. Catharine's, 


the duke of Lorrain's embaſſador's arrival here, with letters of credence directed 
to the prelates and noblemen, ſuppoſed to be in the government in this king- 
dom ; which notwithſtanding he preſented unto me, excuſing this by the duke 
his maſter's not knowing, that any was deputed to exerciſe his majeſty's autho- 


rity here, The reſult of my proceedings with him, your highneſs may be 
pleaſed to receive from Sir Nicholas Plunkett and Mr. Geffrey Browne, whom 


I have employed, and joined in commiſſion with the lord viſcount Taaffe; to 
whom I humbly deſire full credence may be given: and that your highneſs 
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will direct them in this treaty with the duke of Lorrain, in what manner and 
how far it may be fit for them to proceed therein; I having of myſelf neither 
any power or inſtruction to guide me, othet than by referring them over to

May it pleaſe your excellency, | 
W* EN by your commands I took this charge upon me, I conceived I had en- 


countered ſufficient difficulties, when I engaged in the proſecution of 
a war againſt a powerful enemy, that had gained above three pants of the king- 
dom; not having any certainty of arms, ammunition, or money; the few 
towns left, ſtubborn and refractory ; the ſoldiers diſmayed and in want, the 
country exhauſted, and the people unſettled and divided in their affections, and 
debarred all intelligence of the true ſtate of affairs abroad. But all theſe ſum- 
med together, did not ſo much perplex me, as the treaty with the duke of 
Lorrain's embaſſador ſince his arrival here, recommended over by the lord 
Taaffe, and grounded upon letters of credence to him from your excellency, 
and from others of this kingdom by your permiſſion: countenanced, as he af- 
firmed, by the queen, and the duke of York, fir Henry de Vice his majeſty's 
agent at Bruſſels, and fir George Radcliffe, governor to the duke; and all cried 
up by the people here, ſnatching at any novelty, and many of them forward to 
put more into his hands, and to infuſe ſuch high demands unto him, that, in 
my judgment, was no better than a total transferring of the crown from his 
majeſty to a foreign prince; and on the other fide, the rebels of England ready 
to devour us immediately, if I did not make uſe of the aſſiſtance offered: and 
nothing of inſtruction, or hope of ſupplies from your excellency, or any of 


his majeſty's miniſters abroad. The particulars of the treaty will appear more 


clearly to your excellency by the papers that accompany this diſpatch, which do 
in order ſtate the whole proceeding; that your excellency may with the 
greater expedition judge, and know how to carry on that treaty abroad. It will 
be neceſſary to be watchful over the biſhop of Fernes, who (as I am informed) 
is gone to the duke of Lorrain, and carried ſome inſtrument with him privately 
ſigned by ſome particular perſons that IT cannot diſcover. It is conceived that 
the high demands the embaſſador at firſt inſiſted upon were not according to 
his inſtructions, but taken out and infuſed into him by fir James Preſton, 
Rotchford, and others, from that inſtrument of the biſhop of Fernes. I ſend 
your excellency only the copy of my lord Taaffe's letters directed to your ex- 
cellency, conceiving it beſt to keep the originals ſafely by me; as alſo the ori- 
ginal letters of the queen and duke of York, delivered me by father George 
Dillon, together with his letter to me, expreſſing his further diſcourſe with fir 
Henry de Vice and fir George Radcliffe. I find the embaſſador is much fallen 
off from his good opinion of my lord Taaffe and father George; neither, 
perhaps, will your excellency be well ſatisfied with their management of affairs, 
if his lordſhip were acquainted with the height of his uncle's firſt propoſals 


here; yet I held it beſt to countenance my lord Taaffe, by joining him in 
| "i commiſſion 
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commiſſion with fir N icholas Plunkett and Mr. Geffry Browne, and writing 
in commendation 'of the other, who have no other way left them but to depend 
n your excellency, and other his majeſty's miniſters, being loſt on the other 
Gde, and may probably inform, and make diſcoveries, if there- be any hidden 
practices between the embaſſador and any diſaffected perſons from hence. 
Though the ſaid embaſſador hath been extremely civil and reſpective to me, 
in the latter part of his tranſaction, and with the higheſt expreſſions poſſible 
of his maſter's clear intentions and affections towards his majeſty; yet I find 
many of the town of Galway, and others reſiding there, extremely ill inclined, 
and working, as I apprehend, to ſettle him in his majeſty's rights here, and di- 
ligent in infuſing thoſe thoughts into him. But Limerick, by the well managing 
of Mr. Stackpole, hath gone all along upon a very clear and loyal ſcore, and I 
am confident will not be wrought upon to come at all within his power upon 
any other invitation, than the commands they ſhall receive from his majeſty's 
authority, and will much ſooner chuſe a ſubmiſſion to the rebels, than to be 
| overpowered by any foreigner. Sir Nicholas Plunkett hath, ſince my firſt 
entrance into authority aſſiſted me with extraordinary prudence and diligence, 
and oppoſed all miſcarriages or infringements upon his majeſty's government, 
and 1 believe ſettled in a very firm friendſhip towards. me, in order to his 
majeſty's ſervice: and I am the more confident therein, in regard our firſt 
entrance into friendſhip had its beginning from a free and full expoſtulation of 
former paſſages, and cauſes of ſuſpection, both in relation to your excellency 
and myſelf; and having been brought to this good paſs, I beſeech your ex- 
cellency to take notice of him, and treat him ſo, as a perſon that hath been 


in that manner recommended to you by me; and tell him you will make uſe - 


of his advice and aſſiſtance, with a confidence anſwerable to what I have ex- 
preſſed of him, and ready to repreſent him in ſuch a character unto his ma- 
jeſty. I muſt acknowledge, I have. entered into a great preſumption, and 
run a great adventure, to engage thoſe towns to a foreign prince, without 
ſpecial authority for it; but I was encouraged thereto, by my knowledge that 
your excellency did the laſt ſummer entertain the ſame kind of treaty, and our 
dangers and neceſſities are much encreaſed ſince that time. Beſides, the 
queen's and the duke of York's letters to the duke of Lorrain do much ap- 
prove, and carneſtly preſs the going on of that treaty. I may further fay, 
that the towns would have done it without me, with much more hazard to 
his majeſty's affairs and intereſts. And having given your excellency this ac- 
count, by what motives and inducements I have been guided in the whole 
tranſactions of this treaty ; there remains only to expect, and humbly to ſub- 
mit unto ſuch judgments and cenfure as his majeſty, or your excellency, ſhall 

think fit to impoſe upon me. I humbly crave your excellency's pardon, for 
having made uſe of another hand, being in no perfect ſtate of health, and much 
burthened, both with the haſte and conſequence of theſe diſpatches, and ap- 
prehenſions of and care to prevent the enemy's forcing a paſſage over the Shan- 
non, now ready for that attempt in ſeveral places, and like to prevail, if God 
in his great mercy, and juſtneſs of the quarrel, doth not vouchſafe an extra-

'OURS of the 27th of December, directed to myſelf, and thoſe to the 
duke of Ormohd, of the third and fifth of January, I received from 
father George Dillon; my own on the laſt of February, and the duke of 
Ormond's on the ſeventh of this month, after audience given to the Lorrain 


embaſſador, who would not make his applications to any other, finding the 


king's authority entruſted to me; though his letters and commiſſions were 


otherwiſe directed; and telling me, that the want of right intelligence occaſioned - 


the duke of Lorrain's not writing to me. The delays and difficulties which 
have ariſen upon this treaty, through my want of power and inſtruction to in- 
termeddle in matters of ſo high a nature, and the practices, and bad infuſions 
put into the embaſſador, by ſeditious and ill- affected perſons, I believe much 
different from his inſtructions, or your lordſhip's, and father George Dillon's 
knowledge or expectation; and much art uſed to diſcharge both of you from 
having any intereſt in the buſineſs, whenſoever it ſhould be well determined; 
but the biſhop of Fernes to be the ſole manager of it; and à it is by ſome 
ſuſpected, upon very pernicious conditions, contained in a private inſtrument 
he carried over with him, and ſecretly ſigned by ſome particular perſons, whom 
I cannot yet diſcover, but will be worthy your lordſhip's diligent enquiry, both 
for the king's ſervice, and your own honour and intereſts, will all come 
clearly repreſented to your lordſhip by father George Dillon; as alſo, how far I 
was enabled to proceed in the treaty here, and to leave the reſt to be concluded 
abroad by your lordſhip, and thoſe I now ſend over, according to my inſtruc- 
tions to your lordſhip and them, and the advices and commands you ſhall re- 
ceive from the queen's majeſty, the duke of York, and the duke of Ormond, 
in caſe his majeſty's own commands cannot timely be procured, who by let- 
ters newly received from the earl of Derby, is growing into ſo hopeful a con- 
dition, as that it may be poſſible for us here to weather out this ſtorm, with- 
out too high engagements.

May it pleaſe your excellency, 
| IS highneſs the duke of Lorrain being careful of the preſervation of this 
kingdom, and the intereſt of his majeſty ; and being now in actual pre- 
tion for the relief of both, hath been pleaſed to ſend by me to your excel- 
lency his letters, and a ſmall proportion of arms and ammunition, as earneſt 
of conſiderable ſupplies to follow with all poſſible expedition. My lord, I 
long paſſionately to kiſs your excellency's hand, and preſent unto you my 
maſter's letters, which the diſtance of the place of your excellency's refidence, 
the danger of the way, and my haſte to carry this ſmall ſupply to Galway, do 
compel me to defer, until I receive your excellency's further commands and 
directions how to ſend you the letters, without which I dare not hazard them 
with a foot-poſt. I arrived here yeſterday, and am reſolved to go with the 
firſt fair wind to Galway, from whence I will try all means to ſend the letters

Sir Nicholas Plunkett and Mr. Geffry Brown to me, the 14th of September, 
1651; received the 7th of October. 


May it pleaſe your excellency, 


Aving come to ſea out of Ireland, the 23d of April, we landed not 
in this country till the 6th of June, according to the computation here, 
on which day in the evening we arrived in the river of Amſterdam, and the 
next morning we began our journey for this city, and came hither the 12th 
of June. Where after a few days we had audience from his highneſs the 
duke of Lorrain, and delivered our letters of credence, and entered on a 
treaty according to our commiſſion and inſtruftions, and found, on debate, 
ſome alterations ſought, different from the proceedings in Ireland : and how- 
beit, there were here with the lord Taaffe ſome grounds that might encou- 
rage us to proceed, as your lordſhip will find by the copies of his majeſty's 
letters of the 21ſt of January laſt, and of the duke of Ormond his letters of 
the 13th of March, both directed to the lord Taaffe, and here incloſed; yet 
to the end nothing might be wanting, in purſuance of our inſtructions, we 
haſtened your lordſhip's ſeveral letters to the queen, to the duke of York, and 
to the duke of Ormond; and upon debate amongſt us, it was agreed, that = 
lord Taaffe ſhould repair to Paris with thoſe letters, where then the queen, 
the duke of York, and the duke of Ormond were. On the 7th day of our 
coming hither, being the 19th of June, the lord Taaffe begun his "cant 
to Paris, by whom we ſent our inſtructions, the repreſentation ſigned by your 
lordſhip, importing the preſent ſtate of the country, and all other the papers 
that might give her majeſty, and the reſt, the full knowledge of thoſe affairs; 
and accompanied thoſe with our letters to her majeſty, to his highneſs, and 
the duke of Ormond. The copies of thoſe our letters, for your lordſhip's 
better information, are alſo here encloſed. And to avoid any 155 of time in 
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that matter, before we had a return from Paris, we prepared the affairs here 
with the duke of Lorrain the beſt we could, and ſolicited him with all earneſt- 
_ neſs for ſome preſent aids of money and ammunition, matters being thus in 

_ agitation here with us, we received her majeſty's letters in anſwer of ours;

HE ſtay which the gentleman, abbot of St. Catherine, hath made with you, 
and his long navigation by the northern ſea, having brought much delay, 
as well to his return as to the diſpoſal of affairs here; I could not ſooner diſpatch 


unto you than this galliot, by which Mr. Plunkett and Mr. Browne (your de- 


puties) have in charge more at large to give you to underſtand the concluſion of 
the treaty, which I have made with them, to the greateſt advantages that one 
could deſire, for the good of the catholick religion, the ſervice of the king, 
and re-eſtabliſhment of the kingdom ; which are the only ends that I have 
propoſed to myſelf. Moreover, the ſatisfaction which the queen and duke of 
York have ſhewn unto me, ſhall, as I hope, be followed by that of all good 
people, the fidelity of whom hath hitherunto appeared without reproach, in a 
time when it ſeems they had no other recourſe but to themſelves.

could have, ſuch powers to treat at all with any foreign prince, they profeſſing 
obedience, and being under the government of the king's. authority ; ſo that I 
conceive the moſt you can pretend to for your defence in the higheſt breach of 
truſt imaginable, and which is rather an aggravation to it, can be no more than

ſupport, that nothing could be of greater admiration to me. The title and 
matter being of this nature, I find by ſure. intelligence, that it was not known 

at Paris in the beginning of September laſt, though my lord Taaffe was then 
there; nor after at Bruſſels by any, but by thoſe that managed that affair in 
the dark, though concluded in July ; and that, as the contract doth manifeſtly 
diſcover, was concluded, and ſince kept cloſe from the knowledge of the 
queen or the duke of Ormond, though pretended by you, and craftily infinu- 
ated in your letters to ſeveral perſons here, to. cover your own miſcarriage: nei- 
ther, until convinced by evident proofs, can I imagine, that my lord Taaffe, from

have a hand in ſuch a dark deſign ; or if he had any tincture to change the 
colour, would thus long conceal it from me, being of ſo great and general a 
conſequence and concernment to his merely and the kingdom.

May it pleaſe your highneſs, 


HAD the honour, on the 1 2th of this preſent, to receive a letter from your 
highneſs dated the 1oth of September, wherein you are pleaſed to expreſs 
our zeal for the advancement of the catholick religion in this kingdom, your 
Neat affections to the king my maſter, and your good opinion of this nation, 
and compaſſion of their ſufferings, and your readineſs to afford them aid and 
aſſiſtance, even equal with your own neareſt concernments; and that your high- 
neſs received ſuch ſatisfaction from the queen and duke of York, as did much 
ſtrengthen thoſe reſolutions ; ſo as they might have ſooner appeared, but for the 
ſtay made here of monſieur St. Catharine, and his long northern voyage upon 
his return ; and referred what concerned the agreement, to the relation of thoſe 
commiſſioners I had employed to your highneſs, to treat upon that ſubject 
of aſſiſtance and relief for this kingdom. I do, with much alacrity, congra- 
tulate and applaud your highneſs's pious intentions for the preſervation of the

nor could have any warrantable authority; and have abuſed your highneſs by 
the counterfeit ſhew of a private inſtrument, fraudulently procured, and ſigned 


(as I am informed) by ſome inconſiderable factious perſons, ill- affected to his 


majeſty's authority, without any conſent or knowledge of the generality of the 


nation,

nation, or the perſons of greateſt quality and intereſt therein; and who, under 
a ſeeming zeal and pretence of ſervice and affection to your highneſs, labour 
more to ſatisfy their private ambitions, than the advantage of religion or nation, 
or the proſperous ſucceſs of your highneſs's generous undertakings. And to 
manifeſt the clearneſs of my own proceedings, and to make ſuch deceitful 
practices the more apparent, I have ſent your highneſs herewith an authentick 
copy of my inſtructions, which accompanied their commiſſion when I em- 
— wy them to your highneſs, as ſufficient evidences to convict them. And 
having thus fully manifeſted their breach of publick truſt, I am obliged in 
the king my maſter's name to proteſt againſt their unwarrantable proceedings, 
and to declare all agreements and acts whatſoever concluded by thoſe com- 
miſſioners to be void and illegal; being not derived from nor conſonant with 
his majeſty's authority. Being in duty obliged thus far to vindicate the king 
my maſter's honour and authority, and to preſerve his juſt and undoubted rights 
from ſuch deceitful and rebellious practices; as likewiſe with an humble 
and reſpective care to prevent thoſe prejudices that might befal your highneſs, 
in being deluded by counterfeit ſhews of doing you the greater honour; when 
it is apparent that any undertakings laid upon ſuch falſe and ill-grounded prin- 
ciples, as have been ſmoothly diſguiſed and fixed u pon the natio:., as their de- 
fire and requeſt, muſt overthrow all thoſe heroick and princely act, your high- 
neſs hath propoſed to yourſelf for God's glory and ſervice; the reſtoration of 
oppreſſed majeſty, and the relief of this diſtracted kingdom, which would im- 
mediately fall at leaſt into inteſtine broils and diviſions, if not forcibly driven 
into deſperation. I ſhall now with a hopeful and chearful importunity, upon 
a clear ſcore, free from thoſe deceits, propoſe unto your highneſs, that for the 
advancement of all thoſe great ends you aim at, and in the king my maſter's 
behalf, and in the name of all the loyal catholick ſubjects of this nation, and 
for the preſervation of thoſe important cautionary places, that are ſecurity for 
your highneſs's paſt and preſent diſburſements, you will be pleaſed to quicken 
and haſten thoſe aids and aſſiſtances you intended for the relief of Ireland: and 
I ſhall with my whole power, and through the greateſt hazards, not only ſtrive 
to defend them for you, and preſerve all other ports, that may be at all times 
of advantage and ſafeguard to your fleets and men of war, having yet many 
good harbours left; but alſo engage in the king my maſter's name, whatſoever 
may prove to your ſatisfaction, that is any ways conſiſtent with his honour and 
authority; and have made my humble applications to the queen's majeſty, and 
the duke of Ormond, further to agree, confirm and ſecure whatſoever may be 
of moſt advantage to your highneſs. And if the laſt galliot had brought us 
but twenty thouſand pounds for this inftant time, it would have contributed 
more to the recovery of this kingdom, than far greater ſums delayed ; by 
enabling our forces to meet together for the relief of Limerick, which cannot 
be but in great diſtreſs after ſo long a ſiege; and, which if loſt, though I ſhall 
endeavour to prevent it, will coſt much treaſure to be regained. And if your 
highneſs ſhall be pleaſed to go on chearfully, freely, and ſeaſonably with this great 
work, I make no queſtion, but God will give ſo great a bleſſing thereunto, as 
that myſelf and all loyal ſubjects of this kingdom may ſoon and juſtly proclaim, 
and leave recorded to poſterity, that your highneſs was the great and glorious 
reſtorer of our religion, monarch, and nation. And that your highneſs may not 
be diſcouraged or diverted from this generous enterprize, by the malice or in- 
vectives of any ill affected, it is a neceſſary duty in me to preſent unto your 
highneſs, that the biſhop of Fernes, who (as I am informed) hath gained ſome 
intereſt in your favour, is a perſon that hath been ever violent againſt and 
malicious to his majeſty's government and authority, and a fatal inſtrument in 
contriving and fomenting all thoſe diviſions and differences that have rent 
aſunder this kingdom, the introduction to our preſent miſery and weak con- 
dition; and that your highneſs may clearly know his diſpoſition, I ſend = 
| wit 
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with a copy of part of a letter written by him, directed to the lord Taaffe, 
ſir Nicholas Plunkett, and mr. Geffry Browne; and humbly ſubmit to your 
judgment, whether thoſe expreſſions be agreeable to the temper and charity of 
an apoſtolical ſpirit; and conſidering whoſe perſon and authority I repreſent, 
what ought to be the reward for ſuch a crime. I muſt therefore defire your 
highneſs, in the king my maſter's behalf, that he may not be countenanced or 
intruſted in any affairs, that have relation to his majeſty in this kingdom ;

May it pleaſe your excellency, | 


Hough your continued ſilence, and unexpected reſervedneſs, ever ſince 

your departure. from hence, hath been an infinite diſtraction to me; be- 

ing left (in obedience to your commands, at leaſt ſo underſtood by me) engaged 
in very many deſperate hazards, and difficult affairs; yet I have received ſuch 
great encouragement by his majeſty's gracious favours, conveyed to me by mr. 
doctor King; vouchſafing to own me in that capacity I adventured to ſerve him 
in, and expreſſing ſome advantages gained thereby, uſeful to his ſervice, by the 
diverſions made here, upon his firſt ſpringing ſucceſſes in Scotland; that I have 
reſolved through all difficulties (unleſs recalled) to make further trials of keep- 
ing ſome footing here, and preſerving the ſmall remainder of the honeſt and 
well affected, until the beginning of the new-year may make ſome better and 
clearer diſcoveries of what we are to truſt to, or may further be acted in order 
to his ſervice. And now, in diſcharge of my accuſtomed duty to your excel- 
lency's place and authority, and my conſtant affection to your perſon; though 
in appearance no addreſſes of mine have proved acceptable, or at all counte- 
nanced by you, in relation to the affairs of this kingdom; I now preſume to 
ſend you all the papers that belong to the tranſactions of the treaty and pre- 
tended agreement made with the duke of Lorrain, and inſinuated to be by the 
encouragement and connivance received from the queen's majeſty and your ex- 
cellency, and given out by others by approbation and command; which both 


the title and matter, and my receiving no intimation thereof, makes very in- 


credible to me; though a copy of a letter to my lord Taaffe, affirmed to come 
from your excellency, doth very much puzzle me. I likewiſe ſend you all 
that I think fit or neceſſary for me to act therein, until better informed or au- 
thoriſed for it; and ſo do humbly leave it to the conſideration of the queen's 
majeſty, and your excellency, to proceed or give a ſtop to what I have done 
therein; being guided by the beſt rules J have learnt of loyalty and honefty, 
if not ſuitable to a judgment of ſtate, which in matters of ſo high concernment, 
I muſt acknowledge, goes far above my reach.

Aving preſumed to make ſeveral addreſſes to your majeſty, ſince the duke 
of Ormond's departure out of the kingdom, giving your majeſty the beſt 
account I was able, of the ſtate and condition of the king's affairs here, with 
an humble expectation to have been made happy by your majeſty's commands 
and inſtructions, to guide my actions and endeavours in theſe times of general 
diſtraction and difficulty; it hath been my great misfortune, that I could never 
receive the leaſt notice from any of your majeſty's ſervants, that my diſpatches 
had the honour to kiſs your hands, nor no intimation of your pleaſure in any 
kind. The meanneſs of the object, in relation to myſelf, I muſt acknowledge 
unworthy the leaſt trouble of your thoughts; but by the capacity wherein his 
majeſty hath vouchſafed to own me, and the conſequences that belong to the 
right guidance of his ſervice and affairs in theſe parts, I am invited to the pre- 
ſumption of continued applications to your majeſty, that I may be ſtrengthened 
and encouraged, by the powerful effects of your majeſty's royal judgment and 
commands.

To his highneſs the duke of Lorrain, protector royal of Ireland. 


Efore we were informed of the agreements lately made, we deſpaired not to be 
ſeaſonably relieved by your highneſs's peculiar help and favour ; but now 
being aſcertained by the articles of the tranſaction, we do moſt aſſuredly promiſe 
unto ourſelves greater and more preſent remedies unto. our bleeding affairs; for 
there can be no room left unto a doubting, when we have the faith of fo great a 


prince freely given unto us, and voluntarily bound with moſt firm caution of his 


unmoyed conſtancy, zeal, and piety. Moreover, our hopes were the more in- 
flamed by your highneſs's honourable letters unto us; which, albeit we are un- 


_ worthy to anſwer (for what thankfulneſs can be returned by us, proportionable 


unto the ſignifications of ſo ſingular good will, but a certain filent awe and re- 
verence unto a prince raiſed up by heaven) we do yet for our parts freely profels, 
that we are moſt ready to undergo death itſelf, and all extremities, rather

E have received a letter (not ſigned) dated the 1 5th of this month, come 
from your excellency, directed to the mayor and council, to be im- 


parted to the corporation; but becauſe it was not ſubſcribed, we thought fit 


not to ſhew it to a confuſed multitude ; the rather, that ourſelves may fully 


ſatisfy your honour, concerning the chief contents thereof; which is, that we

F OUR excellency's letter of the 2oth of this month, concerning Mr. Nicholas 
Lynch, yeſterday at noon we received; and as for the delay uſed in the 
delivery of our letter, by which we ſignified the choice made of him by the cor- 
poration, truly we know not how it happened ; neither did we at that time 
know which way the ſaid Nicholas would take to go towards Iniſboffine, that 
being left to his own diſcretion z but now, ſince the receipt of your lordſhip's 
letter, we learn, that finding a boat ready here, going to Iniſboffine ſuddenly, 
he took his paſſage in that boat; and that the only cauſe of his taking that 
way was to avoid travelling through mountains, left to be robbed of his cloaths, 
and what other things he had for his journey: and as for the ſubject of his em- 
ployment, we aſſure your lordſhip, it was for no other end that we ſent him, but 
in regard, we underſtood by his highneſs's letters, the aids and ſupplies we ex- 
ected were retarded, by reaſon of ſome doubt conceived of the alteration of the 
ſtate of this kingdom, for want of true intelligence. Therefore we thought fit, 
or rather neceflary, to employ one, to inform his highneſs of the truth in that 
behalf, and to ſollicit the haſtening away of thoſe ſupplies ; conceiving that the 
ſame being delivered viva voce, would move more than to be expreſſed in writing; 
and wiſhed him firſt of all, upon his arrival there, to addreſs himſelf to Sir 
Nicholas Plunkett and Geffry Browne, and to be adviſed and directed by them. 
which your excellency may underſtand our intent to be clear, and tending to 
the general good of the kingdom ; as by' the copy of our letter herein incloſed, 
which is all the power we gave to our ſaid agent, may appear. And as for the

A copy of my letter to the mayor and corporation of Galway, October 26, 
1651; concerning the title of protector royal. 


Fter our hearty commendations: We ſend you herein encloſed the copy 

of a letter, the original being ſigned by the mayor and council of that 
corporation, (as they affirmed in their letter to us of the 22d of this preſent) 
and directed to his highneſs the duke of Lorrain, under the title of protector 
royal of Ireland; and being much amazed at ſuch a ſtrange preſumption, 
and weighing the ruin and misfortune that would thereby inevitably fall upon 
that corporation, to whom we have always borne a very great and parti- 
cular affection: we thought fit to give you, the whole body of that corpo- 
ration, this timely admonition, leſt you might be unadviſedly and unawares 
ſurpriſed and drawn into an offence of ſo high a nature, and become liable to 
ſuch puniſhments and forfeitures as are proportionable thereunto; that the 
giving and directing of any ſuch title to a foreign prince, beſides what is con- 
tained in the ſaid letter, though the agreement reported to be concluded at 
Bruſſels were done by lawful authority, before it be allowed and proclaimed 
by the king's authority, together with the conſent and vote of the general aſ- 
ſembly of the kingdom, is an abſolute forfeiture of your allegiance, and all your 
former charters, grants, privileges, and eſtates; ſo that whether the king re- 
covers his right, the parliament continue their victories and ſucceſſes, or the 
duke of Lorrain prevails, whoſoever hath poſſeſſion of your town, is free and 
at liberty to ordain and impoſe what laws and cuſtoms they pleaſe upon you, 
without any regard to your former charters or privileges. And this may be 
made ſo evidently appear unto you, by any that hath knowledge in the law, 
that we need ſay no more, than to leave you to the conſideration of a ſeaſon- 
able remedy, and queſtioning of what hath been thus acted without making 
(as we conceive) that corporation acquainted therewith, And having thus diſ-

My lord, | 


De the papers that accompany this, your lordſhip will find that I have 
taken a great deal of pains to give you a full and clear account of the 
Lorrain treaty, and what effects it hath produced; deſiring very much to re- 
ceive your Jordſhip's opinion and advice thereupon, going beyond my ſkill to 
underftand what remedies are to be applied to ſuch a perpetual miſchief, 
threatened and treacheroufly introduced. His majeſty's letter to my lord Taaffe 
hath much kindneſs and judgment in it, and hath met with a ſtrange requital, 
or I have very much erred in thoſe rules of ſervice I have been guided by. 
And for the duke of Ormond's letter, it was written when the king, by the 
enforcement of the covenant, had diſavowed the peace, and taken away his 
protection, and was in the nature of a priſoner in Scotland; and before he 
had again avowed us, and ſettled and confirmed his government and autho- 
rity in me and his lordſhip, not knowing then that I had accepted of the 
powers he left behind. The letter of the queen is upon generalities, and 
we muſt take all upon truſt from my lord Taafte, who was pre- engaged 
before in the buſineſs, and hath written nothing to give me ſatisfaction or en- 
couragement to connive ſomewhat at ſo deſperate an adventure. In a word, 
my lord, without authority we are betrayed, and bought, and fold, without 
aſſurance of any thing to ſupport the kingdom, either in loyalty or rebellion;

as an advice of yours, and not at all from me. And if they did look no fur- 
ther than the preſent time, the faſtening themſelves ſo entirely upon one prince, 
who is ſaid to be of no ſettled reſolutions, muſt divert all the aſſiſtance that 
might be had from other princes, whoſe intereſts would invite them to it, if 
they did not find ſo fixt and poſitive a combination with another; and it will 
be very neceſſary I ſhould know, whether they will be guided herein by your 
good counſel. Concerning the preparation made for my reception, which 1 
am thankful for, and ſhall clearly expreſs unto you, that the doubt, how I 
ſhould be received, by reaſon of the ſtrange reports that come from thence, 
was the principal motive of my ſtay, though not well beſides.

Do with all fincerity offer mine own opinion, what is to be done by you 
in this exigency: which is, to the end the agreement you are making 
with his highneſs the duke of Lorrain become profitable to the nation, and 
acceptable in the eyes of God, that you will immediately with humble hearts 
make a ſubmiſſion to his holineſs, in the name of the nation, and beg the 
apoſtolical benediction, that the light of wiſdom, the ſpirit of fortitude, vic- 


tories, grace, ſucceſs, and thoſe bleſſings of God (we one time enjoyed) may 


return again to us. The neceſſity of doing this is the great er, that the perſon 
from whom you come with authority is, for ſeveral cauſes, excommunicated à 


jure et homine, and is at Rome accounted a great contemnor of the authority 


and dignity of churc h- men, and perſecutor of my lord nuncio, and ſome 
biſhops, and other church- men. Some of his own letters come fair for the 
proof hereof. You may be pleaſed to call to mind that he (though much 
and often moved thereunto) never joined with the confederate catholicks, until 
he found the opportunity of bearing down the pope's nuncio: and had the 
lord of Inchiquin, who not long betore dyed his hands in the blood of prieſts, 
and innocent ſouls in the church, or rock of St. Patrick in Caſhill, to cloſe 
with him in ſociety of arms, the nation hath now no cauſe of joy in that con- 
junction of thoſe two ſtars. Do you think God will proſper a contract, grounded 
upon the authority of ſuch a man, if ſome other way be not found of reconcil- 
ing him unto us? That therefore what is profane may be made holy, and what is 
rotten, ſound, ſay, in the name of the nation, with the prodigal child, Surgam, 
et ibo ad patrem, et dicam ei, pater peccavi in coelum ect coram te; and 
even immediately go to his holineſs's inter-nuncio in this city, quia neſcit tarda 
molimina ſpiritus ſancti gratia.

Ight truſty, and right entirely beloved couſin and counſellor, we greet you 
well. We have ſeen and peruſed your ſeveral letters of the 22d of Oc- 


tober, and 16th of November, to our lieutenant of Ireland, together with the 
particular accounts of the unhappy ſtate of that our kingdom, and the ſeveral 


tranſactions there; in all which we cannot but obſerve ſo much wiſdom, cou- 


rage, and affeQion to us, throughout your whole carriage, that we muſt take ano- 


ther time, and another way, to expreſs the deep ſenſe we have of your ſingu- 
lar merit towards us; your whole demeanor being worthy the ſon of ſuch a 
father, who left ſo full an evidence of his faithful, and unalterable duty and 
affection, to the intereſt and government of the crown of England. As we 
are. exceedingly troubled at the miſerable condition of our good ſubjects there, 
improved by the paſſion and unſkilfulneſs of thoſe who would be thought well 
affected to us, and faithful lovers of their country, as well as by the ſtrength 
and power of our Engliſh rebels: ſo we have a very tender conſideration of 
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your particular, who, we well know, have expoſed yourſelf, out of your zeal 


to our ſervice, to many inconveniencies, and to much danger which you might 


otherwiſe have avoided; and therefore you may be-confident, we ſhall leave no 2 
way unattempted, which may contribute to your ſuccour and relief. As ſoon 


as we had (to our great ſatisfaction and content) peruſed the copies of your let- 
ters to the duke of Lorrain, and to the commiſſioners at Bruſſels, and had 
heard the articles read, which we had never ſeen nor heard of, till the arrival 


of your letters; we gave direction for the preſent ſending the original letters, 


both to the duke, and to thoſe gentlemen. And within few days (leſt We 
might be thought to neglect any poſſible means of ſending relief and aſſiſtance 


to that our kingdom) we ſent our letter to the duke of Lorrain (a copy whereof 


we herewith ſend you) earneſtly to invite him to enter upon a new treaty with 
us, and continue his care and affection towards our ſubjects of that our king- 
dom; in which we conceive our good catholick ſubjects have cauſe to acknow- 
ledge, that we have offered whatſoever can be reaſonably expected from us. 
And we hope that our good coufin the duke of Lorrain, will fo far approve 


thereof, that he will proceed in ſending ſuch a ſuccour and aſſiſtance to you, 


as may enable you to keep up a war with thoſe wicked and deteſtable rebels, 
until by a conjunction with other catholick princes (which we are iſing our ut- 
termoſt endeayours to procure) a further aid may be ſent to you. What good 
effects this deſire and overture of ours to the duke of Lorrain, or any of our 


other endeavours ſhall produce, you ſhall be ſure to be advertiſed of from ourſelf, 


or our lieutenant ; if, in the mean time, by the acceſs of power to the rebels, or 
by their ſucceſs, or by the inconſtancy, perverſeneſs, and obſtinacy of thoſe, who 
notwithſtanding all their profeſſions of affection and obedience, make no con- 
ſcience of neglecting and affronting our authority and government; you are not 
in a condition to expect that ſuccour and aſſiſtance which we hope to procure, 
without expoſing yourſelf to manifeſt and remedileſs miſchiefs, in caſe ſuch a 
ſupply ſhould fail, we do not only give you full licence to withdraw yourſelf 
out of that our kingdom, and to do whatſoever elſe you ſhall find neceſſary and 
convenient for your own behoof; but we do conjure and require you to have ſo 
ſeaſonable care of yourſelf, that you be not by any accident, which may be fore- 
ſeen or reaſonably apprehended, plunged or involved in ſuch inconveniencies as 
cannot be repaired: fince it would be an unſpeakable addition to the grief we 
ſuffer for the publick calamities of our kingdoms, that ſuch a ſervant, by whoſe 
virtue and intereſt we may always hope to make a new impreſſion upon that king- 
dom, whenſoever we ſhall be fit to undertake it, ſhould. come to any ſignal miſ- 
fortune, by this vehement affection and zeal to us. When you ſhall find it ne- 
ceſſary or fit to withdraw yourſelf, we do entirely leave it to your wiſdom and 
diſcretion, to leave ſuch order and direction as you judge moſt convenient, for 
the keeping ſuch a war and contention till on foot with the rebels, as upon any 
alterations, which it may pleaſe God to produce in either of our kingdoms, or 
upon any acceſs of new force and power (which we ſhall every day labour to pro- 
cure) we may be the better able to make an entry into, and impreſſion upon that 
our kingdom; which it were great pity ſhould be conquered, and totally reduced 
by ſuch a handful of rebels. And without doubt, the keeping up the war there, in 
any kind, either offenſive or defenſive, is of the higheſt importance to us and our ſer- 
vice that can be performed; as the contrary would be of the greateſt prejudice to all 
our deſigns. And we do likewiſe wholly refer it to your judgment, whether before or 
at your leaving that kingdom, or at all, you will think fit to publiſh or make any act 
or declaration againſt thoſe violent perſons, who have given ſuch fatal interruption 
to the welfare and union of that nation, whereby they might have been able to 
have oppoſed the common enemy; and who have always behaved themſelves 


with ſuch diſobedience and contempt towards us, and our authority; and who 


ſtill labour to get it believed in the world, that they are and have been the only 


perſons, 
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perſons, who have any care of the catholick religion within that our kingdom; 
and that all that hath been granted, or offered on our part, and dutifully re- 


cCeived by the body of our catholick ſubjects there, would not contribute to the 


ſecurity of the ſame. Whether it be ſeaſonable to make the truth of this appear, 
and how indulgent we have been and are to our good ſubjects of that religion, 
we leave it to you to judge, who, being upon the place, can better diſcern the 
conſequences thereof. And what you ſhall do in that, or any thing elſe that 
concerns us, we ſhall be very well ſatisfied with; there being no man, u 
whoſe courage and conduct, fidelity and affection, we do more abſolutely rely:

Ight truſty, and right entirely beloved couſin and counſellor, we greet you 
well. Since our letters of the roth of February (whereof we herewith 

ſend a duplicate to you) we have ſent our right truſty, and right well beloved 
couſin and counſellor, the earl of Norwich, to Bruſſels, to treat with our good 
couſin the duke of Lorrain, for a ſpeedy ſupply and relief of our good roman 
catholick ſubjects in Ireland; who hath made ſo good a progreſs in that nego- 
tiation, that the duke of Lorrain (without inſiſting on thoſe articles which had 
been conſented to by the Iriſh commiſſioners there, and which with ſo much 
reaſon, juſtice, and affection to us, you diſproved and rejected) hath already 
ſent ſome ſupply to Galway; which had been in ſeveral reſpects more conſi- 
derable, if the ſame had not been hindered (by accident) by ſome rude people 
in Zeland, without any authority from their governours ; and is now preparing 
a much greater ſuccour and relief of corn, arms, and ammunition, and other 
neceſſary proviſions, both for Galway and Munſter, which we hope will arrive 
very ſeaſonably there, and it may be as ſoon as this our letter. The ſaid earl of 
Norwich informs us, that he hath found thoſe gentlemen (who were commil- - 
ſioners in the late treaty, and are ſtill at Bruſſels) very ready and zealous to 
aſſiſt him in the ſollicitation of the duke of Lorrain; and that they make great 
expreſſions of their affection and fidelity to us, and our ſervice, and excuſe their 
conſenting to the late articles, only by the remedileſs neceſſity they then con- 
ceived that our kingdom to be in, and the abſolute deſpair they had to procure 
a preſent ſupply by any other means; and that they kept both parts of the articles 
in their own hands, till our pleaſure ſhould be known; and had not in that 
tranſaction any purpoſe of undutifulneſs or diſreſpect towards us, which we are 
willing to believe, and graciouſly to accept their future ſervice and endeavours, 
it being in effect the ſame anſwer we have received here from our right truſty 
and right well-beloved couſin the lord viſcount Taaffe, of whoſe affection to- 
wards us we are abundantly ſatisfied. And we do therefore not only wiſh that 
no ſuch proclamation may iſſue out by your direction againſt them, for what they 
have done in the late treaty, as they may have reaſon to apprehend by your letter 
to them; but we do recommend them to your good opinion and favour; to the 
end, that upon their application to you, you may receive them into the ſame 
place of confidence and eſteem you have formerly had of them, and uſe their 
advice and ſervice as heretofore. And we preſume they will make it their work 


to the uttermoſt of their, power, to diſpoſe and unite the affections of our roman 
catholick ſubjects for the better carrying on the work, wherewith you are prin- 


cipally entruſted by us; that the rebels may not make uſe of the diviſions and

CousiN, 


N have lately ſeen a letter from the deputy of Ireland, directed to our 
| lieutenant of that our kingdom, now attending our perſon, together 
with certain overtures, made and propoſed by ſome of our ſubjects now at Bruſſels, 
to your highneſs, in order to the ſupply and relief of our {. d kingdom, and 
oppreſt ſubjects there: with which propoſitions or articles we were not in the 
leaſt degree made acquainted; nor was our deareſt mother the queen, our dear 
brother the duke of York, or our lieutenant of Ireland, informed thereof, till 
within theſe very few days, when the ſaid articles were tranſmitted hither by our 
deputy of that our kingdom ; albeit that they ſeem to be conſented unto by theſe 
gentlemen at Bruſſels, about the beginning of July laſt. We have been likewiſe 
informed by the teſtimony of the lord Taaffe, and by the meſſage which Father 
Dillon lately brought to us from your highneſs, with what affection and tender- 
neſs towards us your highneſs (according to your accuſtomed kindneſs and 
friendſhip to us) hath proceeded in this buſineſs ; and that though the faid ar- 
ticles were freely ſubmitted, conſented to, and figned ſo long ſince by thoſe 
gentlemen on their part, and that your highneſs frankly undertook to perform 
any thing that they had propoſed to, and expected from you; yet that your 
highneſs would not accept any of that power, or exerciſe any of that juriſdiction 
within that our kingdom, which they had offered to you; nor ſo much as re- 
ceive the ſaid articles ſigned by them, or ſuffer them to remain in any other 
hands but their own, till your highneſs ſhould receive our full approbation of 
all that had been offered: which was ſo generous and princely a way of pro- 
ceeding, that we muſt always acknowledge it, amongſt thoſe high obligations 
which we have ſo frequently received from your highneſs. We perceive that 
the marquis of Clanricarde our deputy there (who as he is very ſollicitous for 
our ſervice and concernment, ſo he is known to have always been as zealous 
for the catholick religion, as any of our ſubjects of that nation, and muſt be 
preſumed to know the affections and intereſts of that people as well as any, 
whatſoever others pretend) hath by his late addreſs to your highneſs (whereof 
we have ſeen a copy) preſented to your highneſs his opinion of the matter of 
the ſaid articles, and of the perſons who contrived them, and of the impoſſibi- 
lity of receiving the intended fruit of your highneſs's favour by thoſe means; 
and therefore we ſhall fay no more of either, having till the more reaſon to re- 
member the honour and juſtice of your highneſs, in refuſing to receive, without 
our conſent, what others fo frankly without our leave offered to give. | Nor do 
we ſo ſeverely interpret even thoſe offers, but do believe that they proceeded 
rather from the ſmart, anguiſh, and deſpair thoſe gentlemen felt from the 
languiſhing and gaſping condition of their miſerable country, than from their 
want of affection and duty to us and our intereſt. It is very true, the miſeries 
and calamities which have almoſt overwhelmed the kingdom, can hardly be 

expreſſed, which in a ſhort time, if ſome ſeaſonable and very timely ſupply and 
| 1 aſſiſtance 
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aſſiſtance be os applied, to ſtop the ſucceſs'of our Engliſh rebels there, muſt 
probably be concluded in the utter extirpation of that nation, and the total root- 
ing out the catholick religion within that kingdom ; to the free exerciſe whereof, 


many indulgencies, and large immunities and conceſſions, have been granted by 


us, even to the ſatisfaction of thoſe who are the moſt zealous promoters of it. 
As all theſe ſufferings and afflictions of thoſe our ſubjects, whatſoever they are, 
or may grow to be, cannot in the leaft degree be imputed to any fault or failing 
of our bleſſed father, or ourſelf ; ſo we have left no means within our power 
unattempted to remedy the ſame, and are ftill moſt ready to uſe our utmoſt 


- endeavours to procure any relief for them. But we muſt confeſs, that in this 


ſad conjuncture of our affairs, which is enough known to the world, that work 
ſeems almoſt deſperate, without ſome conjunction in catholick princes, who 
for the preſervation of that religion, and out of compaſſion to ſo diſtreſſed a 
nation, may adminiſter ſome ſuch ſuccour, as may prevent the immediate ruin 


of that people, and keep the rebels from an entire poſſeſſion of that kingdom, 


until farther aſſiſtance may be applied to it. And how to procure any ſuch 
conjunction, we know no way ſo good, or hopeful, as by the mediation and 
example of your highneſs; who, beſides ſeveral other teſtimonies of your great 
affection to us, have lately given a full evidence of your particular princely care of 
that people, by ſending them ſuch an ample ſupply and aſſiſtance as hath hitherto 
(next under God) alone preſerved them from being ſwallowed up by their and 
our enemies. And we are thereby eſpecially encouraged, not only to defire 
your council, by what means or ways we ourſelves may beſt endeavour the 
relief of our poor catholick ſubjects of that kingdom; but that your highneſs, 
by ſending thoſe ſuccours you intended, will continue your goodneſs and favour 
towards them to that degree, that they may be ſuſtained in a condition to 
contend with their enemies, until by other catholick aſſiſtance (for the procuring 
whereof nothing ſhall be left undone on our part) they may be enabled to make 
a farther impreſſion upon the rebels, and to regain what they have loſt. And 
for the better carrying on ſo good a work, and to induce your highneſs to ſo 
charitable and chargeable an enterprize, as we have already confirmed the agree- 
ment made between our deputy of that our kingdom, and the abbot of St. Ca- 
tharine, your highneſs's miniſter employed thither : ſo we are, and will be moſt 
ready to conſent to whatſoever ſhall be propoſed to be done on our part, which 
is conſiſtent with our kingly intereſt, and the obligations we ſtand bound in to 
all our good ſubjects. And your highneſs being eſpecially inclined to this 
glorious undertaking, by your zeal to the catholick religion, we do give our 


royal promiſe to your highneſs, to conſent freely to whatſoever ſhall be neceſ- 
ſary to the ſecurity of the ſame within that kingdom; and doubt not but we 
' ſhall give all good catholicks all neceſſary ſatisfaction in that particular. And 


to that purpoſe, we ſhall appoint perſons of unqueſtionable affection to that 
religion, and of intereſt and credit with that nation, to attend your highneſs 
on our behalf, and in our name to conſent to what may promote this good 
deſign, as ſoon as we ſhall receive your highneſs's anſwer upon this our deſire: 
not doubting but that if you ſhall enter into a treaty with us (which we'exceed- 
ingly deſire) we ſhall give ſuch content and ſatisfaction to your highneſs in 
whatſoever ſhall be propoſed, that will give a full encouragement to you, to

Hough the ſincerity where with I have endeavoured to ſerve your majeſty 

| hath ſufficiently appeared in the ſmall effects, the condition of the times

Hough I cannot abſolutely excuſe my negligence, by the misfortune ſome 
diſpatches of mine to you have had; yet I can very truly fay, that I 
have been as induſtriouſly vigilant as it was poſſible for me to be, to obſerve 


and lay hold of, upon any occaſion that might offer, the leaſt opportunity of re- 


lieving or informing you, both before and fince the king's arrival in this king- 


dom. But before his arrival, the beſt informations we could get of his condi- 
tion, were as uncertain as his very condition was, in relation to any judgment 
to be made of the event; and fince his arrival, I have good witneſſes how early 
and earneſtly .I have ſollicited the ſending away of fir George Hamilton, with 
the firſt of the two diſpatches you will receive herewith ; but the plain truth 
is, the king could never ſet aſide from the literal neceſſity of his own ſubſiſtance 
what might bear his charges, nor yet can, which is a fad reaſon why a cheaper 
means of conveyance is at laſt found out. And now I cannot, without injuſtice 
to the king, offer unto you any part of the great value and care he expreſſes of 
your perſon and intereſt, as an effe& of my mediation, or to expiate for the

bation ; and if you pleaſe to add; that it was impoſſible for me then to foreſee 
that they, having your authority only to treat, ſhould yet conclude (omitting your 
name) in the behalf of others, that neither did, or if they did, could juſtly 
authorize them, and conſequently that my approbation can in no ſenſe be ap- 
plied to that. The truth being, that till you ſent them over, I never ſaw them, 
nor had any knowledge that they were more than you had agreed unto with 
the abbot of St. Catharine. In the next place, I muſt inform you, that it was 
no part of my purpoſe, when I writ that letter, to give any thing like inſtruc- 
tions, to guide or warrant authority to a contract of that high nature and im- 


portance, as your lordſhip will eaſily believe, when you conſider the ſhortneſss 
of the expreſſions that concerned it, and that it was mixed with other things. 
Laſtly, if the words of my letters be well weighed and compared with the 


articles, I believe it will not appear in any reaſonable conſtruction (how unwary 


ſoever I was in a private letter, written purely as a private perſon) that they juſtify 


ſuch an abſolute reſignation of the kingdom, as that agreement plainly impoſes. 
But to give your lordihip full proof of the want of ingenuity in the juſtification 
endeavoured by thoſe gentlemen for themſelves, I ſend you the copy of a paper 
given by them to the duke of Lorrain to that purpoſe, which, compared with 
the letter, you-will find that they foully mis-recite it, by leaving out your name, 
and by underſtanding the aſſembly that laſt fate, for that which concluded the 
peace, and: inſtituted the e. of traſt; who indeed could be only 


intended by me, when I fay your - lordſhip, and fuch as the late general 


aſſembly intruſted, are beſt judges of your own conditions. That your lord- 
ſhip may alſo ſee the ſenſe of his majeſty upon that buſineſs, I ſend you obſer- 


vations drawn by his command, and given to my lord of Norwich, to be made 
' uſe of, in caſe the juſtification of, or proceeding ſtill upon thoſe articles ſhould 
be inſiſted on; re that being wiſdy. waved by the commiſſioners, and gene- 


ouſly by the duke of Lorrain, they ſeem tiow only to let you ſee how much 


all men here are of your opinion; and, as in reaſon, againſt any thing that 


| ſhould be feſumed upon that foot. I would moſt willingly conclude with ſome 
aſſurance to you of ſupplies ; but neither my reliance upon the duke of 


Lorrain's power or will, permit me to be over poſitive in my undertakings, 
though I can- ſay, that the hi gheſt and moſt probable inducements imaginable 
within the king's ability, ane Land before him: but of this the commiſſioners,

give you conſtant intelligence will beſt inform you, being upon the place from 
whence only ſupplies: ean y be. expected. It is true, that his majeſty 


has deſigned e e up of the affections of the

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upon the journey; but if the duke of Lorrain ſhall deſiſt from affording his 


help, I fear you are not in a caſe to ſtay: for what may be expected from the 
8 8 defign, unleſs it ſhall pleaſe God to raiſe ſome ſuch diviſions amongſt 
the Engliſh rebels, as may interrupt the levies they are preparing againſt you, 
Dean King being not yet come hither, nor having imparted any thing to us, 
that he had in charge beyond his inſtructions, which refer to what he had to 
lay, I am able to give you no further anſwer to any of your diſpatches. I am 
now to inform your lordſhip, that with the king's permiſſion, and by the advice 
of all the friends I have here, and in England, my wife will ſhortly go for 
England, to endeavour the ſecuring of her own eſtate, and the ſupport of her 
family; which I have held neceſſary to tell you, leſt you or others, that know 
me leſs, ſhould think I will be leſs induſtrious or zealous, in furthering the relief 
of that kingdom in way of oppoſition to the rebels, which I aſſure you I ſhall 
not; and ſo I remain uy OS ay gg ee OR:

A copy of the paper given by the commiſſioners at Bruſſels to the duke of 


Lorrain, in juſtification of their proceedings, in order to an agreement with 
his highneſs; received from the duke of Ormond the 3d of Auguſt, 1652. 


\ 7 OUR highneſs bein ' pleaſed, upon occaſion of ſome letters received from 


his majeſty, to require of us the particulars, grounds, and. authority of 


the lord Taaffe, and our proceedings with your highneſs, concerning the ſuc- 
cour and affairs of Ireland, we, in obſervance of your deſire therein, do re- 
preſent unto your highneſs this enſuing account: that the abbat of St. Catha- 
rine arriving in Ireland in February, anno 1651, as embaſſador from your high- 
neſs to treat for the relief of that kingdom; the lord-deputy repaired to Ty- 
rellan, near Galway, and called an aſſembly of the clergy, nobility, gentry, and 


burgeſſes, ſuch as might conveniently meet at Galway, where a conſiderable 


aſſembly being met, his lordſhip conſulted with them concerning that affair: 
and great debates ariſing touching the protection of that kingdom, which that 
aſſembly unanimouſly agreed to commit to your highneſs's power, and ſo 
adviſed the lord-deputy, as a preſent, and the only viſible means to preſerve 
that nation from the power of the enemy: yet his lordſhip being not induced 
to agree thereunto, and ſo a breach likely to happen, as well for the then pre- 
ſent ſupplies, as for the fucther aids that were expected; to avoid this, it was 


determined between his lordſhip and that aſſembly, that perſons ſhould be in- 


truſted 1 ear and conchude thr with your highoes here upon the place 
where the perſons ſo to be intruſted might be enabled to have recourſe to her 
majeſty, the duke of Vork, or the duke of Ormond, for their conſents and 
concurrence. In purſuance whereof, a commiſſion was given by the lord- 


deputy to the lord Taaffe and us; a copy whereof we herewith preſent; which 


commiſſion being accompanied with inſtructions for application to be made 
to the queen, the du ce of Vork, and the duke of Ormond; in accompliſh- 
ment whereof the lord Taaffe repaired to Paris, and preſented to her majeſty, 


the duke of Vork, and the duke of Ormond, all the papers and inſtructions 


which we had concerning this treaty; and amongſt the reſt, the propoſitions 
agreed and adviſed by the ſaid aſſembly, for the protection and future ſuecour 
of that kingdom; which propoſitions, in effect, were the ſame with the articles 
concluded here with your highneſs: and the ſaid papers being conſidered oft by 
her majeſty, the duke of York, 10 5 duke of Ormond, her majeſty directed 
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imply, that his majeſty is become a ſon of the church of Rome ; which all men 
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| her letters to us 1 copy whereof is hereunto annexed) willing us to give credit 


to the lord Taaffe in what he ſhould relate unto us concerning that affair, by 
whom we underſtood, her majeſty, the duke of Vork, and the duke of 
Ormond, wifhed your highneſs would undergo the charge; and that you 
ſhould meet with no oppoſion from any of them: = that by any inſtrument 
under their hands, they could not conſent to it, left it might draw danger on 
the - king's perſon, being then in the power of the Scots; and in purſuance 
of his letter of credence, adviſed that we ſhould proceed to à concluſion here 
with your highneſs. Accotdingly, upon the lord Taaffe's return from Paris, 


the articles, as they are now concluded, and which your highneſs inſiſted on, 


aſter many conſults of council and debates between thoſe your highneſs ap- 
pointed, and the lord Taaffe and us, were figned: and by the next opportunity 


we ſent copies of them to the lord deputy of Ireland: but forbore giving fur- 
ther notice to the queen, the duke of York, and the duke of Ormond, in 


regard theſe would not be ſeen in the matter, though they wiſhed it well. 
And to encourage us further, and take off ſcruples, as well concerning the 
powef, as the willingneſs of thoſe that were next in truſt to his majeſty in the 
affairs of Ireland, the lord Taaffe ſhewed us two ſeveral letters; the one from 
his majeſty, intimating, that he referred the affairs of Ireland to his mother 
the queen, and the other from the duke of Ormond to the lord Taaffe, appro- 


ving his treaty with your highneſs; and importing, that as the aſſembly of the 
nation were beſt judges of their own condition, ſo they had free liberty from 


his majeſty, in caſe of high neceſſity, to endeavour their own preſervation, even 
by receiving conditions from the rebels, though much more contrary to his ma- 
jeſty's intereſt, than to receive helps from any other to reſiſt them almoſt upon 
any terms: a copy of both which is likewiſe annexed. This ſatisfaction we offer 
unto your highneſs, in accompliſhment of what you deſired from us yeſterday ; 
and would as willingly endeavour to give the reaſons of our proceedings in any 
the particulars thereof if it did appear to what part exception is taken, whereby 
we might manifeſt our faith and integrity towards our king and country. 


Conſiderations upon the articles with the duke of Lorrain. Received from the 
| duke of Ormond the 3d of Auguſt, 1652. 


J. S* CE the office of a true and royal protection of the kingdom in the man- 
ner here propoſed, and the preheminence of right belonging to ſuch a 
protector royal are utterly unknown and undetermined; there being yet no pre- 
cedent in the world of any ſuch title conferred upon any ſovereign prince, by 
the conſent and within the dominion of another ſovereign prince; but ſuch title 
and power being uſually ſet up by ſome popular inſurrection and rebellion, to 
contend with, and controul the true ſovereign powers: Therefore it will very 
much concern his majeſty very well to underſtand the meaning of it, before his 
approbation of ſuch title be paſſed with reference toany of his majeſty's kingdoms 
to any other ſovereign prince, his heirs and ſucceſſors, with all power and au- 
thority whatſoever of governing the kingdom, whereby he ſhall be judge him- 
ſelf, what preheminencies belong to the office which he hath aſſumed. 
II. In all enterprizes which ſhall be undertaken with, or by his majeſty's con- 
ſent, the intereſt of the crown muſt be equally intended with the intereſt off 
the catholick religion : and in all articles to which his royal approbation is de- 
fired, the expreſſions muſt be fo clear, and void of ſcandal and offence, that as 
his majeſty is willing to manifeſt therein his reſolution to give all neceſſary ſecu- 
rity to the free exerciſe of the catholick religion within that his kingdom, ſo there 
muſt not be ſuch terms of reverence and ſubmiſſion therein to the pope, as do

III. The promiſes to aid and aſſiſt his majeſt againſt. his enemies, ies; are in nu 
degree full or ſufficient ; nor the purpoſe of —_ the authority nd pas. 
depolited in his hands, enough declared, or in any degree obligatory : there 
being only an intimation, that his intention is rather to relinquiſh his authority, 
when religion ſhall be reſtored, and the money he ſhall have diſburſed be repayed; 
than to take away any part of his regal power in Ireland, which cannot be 
thought a ſufficient proviſion in ſo important a caſe, or a competent ſecurity to 
his majeſty for fo great a pawn. FFC a 
IV. If the king ſhall conſent, that the faith and obedience of his kingdom 


and people ſhall be applied to any other prince, without their being obnoxious 


to the ſuperiority of himſelf (which is eſpecially provided againſt by this article) 
he doth abſolutely diveſt himſelf of his ſovereign power over that kingdom, put 
all his ſubjects thereof out of his protection, and abſolves them from all obe- 
dience to him. And if it be anſwered, that this is only temporary; there needs 
no other reply, than (beſides that the time is illimited) that it was never known 
that any prince did for a time abdicate his regal power, and- diſcharge his ſubjects 
from their obedience to him, and ever after recover the ſame. And if the king 
ſhould conſent, that the duke of Lorrain, thus inveſted with the lovereign power, 
{hall baniſh out of Ireland the hereticks, he muſt be underſtood not only to 
approve the deſtruction of all his proteſtant ſubjects within that kingdom (whom 
the church of Rome is pleaſed to account hereticks) but to debar himſelf from 
ever claiming his regal power to be reſtored to him, till he acquits himſelf of that 
hereſy, which he hath conſented ſhall be baniſhed : and how proper ſuch over- 
- tures are to be made to his majeſty, the moſt partial perſon may judge. It 
would be likewiſe carefully explained, what the meaning of thoſe words is, 
<«traytors to religion, and that the duke of Lorrain muſt not be wanting on his 
part to recover the eſtates and goods of the faithful ſubjects of the kingdom; 
leſt it be underſtood that, beſides the deſpoiling all proteſtants (which is care- 
fully provided to be done) it may extend to the avoiding all titles upon all the 
plantations which have been made in Ireland. And ſince the lands of all tray- 
tors muſt unavoidably eſcheate to the king (if there be any root left for the regal 
power ever to ſpring up again) it is not eaſy to underſtand what part the duke of 
| Lorrain is naturally to act, upon the baniſhment of hereticks or traytors, in re- 
covering the eſtates and goods of the faithful ſubjects of the ſaid kingdom. And 
if the determination of matters of that nature be within the preheminencies of a 
royal protector, the ſupremacy in civil affairs is no leſs committed to them, than 
in martial; which doth not ſeem to be intended, or at leaſt is not expreſſed in 
theſe articles. | 
V. If the king approves the fifth article, he does abſolutely and entirely ex- 
clude himſelf from the leaſt degree' of power over the militia of that kingdom, 
which never any ſovereign prince to this day hath done, and by which his 
ſovereignty is extinguiſhed: which, in the conjuncture of his affairs, may 
rove a fatal example, in reipect of his other two kingdoms. 1 40 

VI, VII, VIII. Though the ſixth, ſeventh, and eighth articles ſeem to make 
ſome proviſion for the free current of juſtice, and the execution of the law; 
yet there is not the leaſt care taken to preſerve his majeſty's ſupreme. authority, 
even in that part of the civil power: but, on the contrary, the general aſſembly 
is made at leaſt equal to the king in that adminiſtration. And, indeed, the 
power that ſeems to be reſerved to either, is eluded by thoſe clauſes of reſerv- 
ing to the duke, if hereafter any thing ſhall happen, that may be of detri- 
ment to the publick good, the authority to give remedy thereunto, of pro- 
ceeding in an extraordinary manner upon urgent occaſions, and of giving the 
duke power to convene general aſſemblies: which ſeveral clauſes in truth make 


the 
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the other ſpecious proviſions for the adminiſtration of law and juſtice of no 
ſignification at all, towards the ends which are pretended. Bun 77

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IX. It ſhould be expreſſed what that wiſhed ſucceſs to the catholick religion 
muſt be, which God muſt- firſt afford, before the duke of Lorrain (how - 
proſperous ſoever his forces prove to be in Ireland) ſhall aſſiſt his majeſty towards 
the reducing the rebels of his other kingdoms; and ſuch aſſiſtance ought to be 
more categorically provided for, and undertaken, than to depend fo entirely: 
upon the future conſent and approbation of a general aſſembly, which may 
be hereafter convened without his majeſty's conſent, and the members thereof 
being diſcharged of their obedience to him. It being to be within the reaſon- 
able apprehenſions of his majeſty (at leaft ſuch contingencies being to be pro- 
vided againſt) that ſuch a general aſſembly may not think that God hath afforded 
wiſhed ſucceſs to the catholick religion, except they may, like a free eſtate, 
oblige his majeſty upon new capitulations to conſent to whatſoever they think 
fit to be done in his other kingdoms. 

X. Whatſoever power, intereſt, or authority, ſhall, upon an agreement, be 

ranted to the duke of Lorrain : his highneſs may depute to whomſoever he 
vouchſafes to truſt with the command during his abſence; and ſuch perſons 
may be admitted into the council, and to ſuch a part of the civil* govern- 
ment, as ſhall be found neceflary for the better managing and conducting the 
martial affairs. 

XI. If his majeſty ſhould conſent to the eleventh article, all ſuch of his 
majeſty's faithful catholick ſubjects, whom he ſhall call to attend his perſon, or 
to whom he ſhall give licence to withdraw themſelves out of that kingdom, as 
well as his proteſtant ſubjects (who are to be baniſhed for hereticks) muſt be 
without the benefit of their eſtates, which are, or ſhall be recovered from the 
rebels, becauſe they do not conſtantly remain in the catholick quarters, and 
under the command of the duke of Lorrain : which would be very unjuſt in 
his majeſty to conſent to. Nor is it reaſonable that the duke (who muſt be re- 
imburſed his full expences) ſhall diſpoſe of thoſe forfeitures, which inſeparably 
belong to his majeſty, to reward ſuch as ſhall behave themſelves valiantly ; 
it being moſt proper for his majeſty, when his debts to the duke are paid, to 
gratify and reward his own ſubjects, or any other, who have done him ſervice. 
It being to be preſumed, that his highneſs's teſtimony and recommendation 
will be always of power with his majeſty, to incline him to favour and reward 
thoſe whom the duke hath found to have merited in his ſervice. The ſupply 
which the duke is to ſend into Ireland, is not ſufficiently provided for, but 
left under thoſe general and uncertain expreſſions, as if it were not thought fit 
to oblige him to do more than he finds convenient: which is not agreeable 
to the honour of ſuch a contract, as his majeſty is preſumed to be privy to, 
and approve. | 

Upon theſe conſiderations, and many others which will naturally enough 
occur to any impartial and diſcerning perſon (of what profeſſion in religion 
ſoever) upon reading the articles, it may appear, how utterly impoſſible it is 
for his majeſty to conſent thereunto, in what exigence ſoever, or neceſſity that 
kingdom is, or may fall to be; ſince no neceſſity under heaven can excuſe 
hir for doing what is contrary to his duty as a king, and to his religion as a 
proteſtant. And it were much better that that kingdom ſhould fall under the 
preſent tyranny of the rebels, without any fault or omiſſion on his majeſty's 
part, than that by his own conſent, with ſuch circumſtances of indignity, im- 
piety, and injuſtice, he ſhould reſign it into the hands of another prince, with 
ſo infinite ſcandal, as it would juſtly give to his good ſubjects of his other 
dominions, and to all the proteſtant princes of Chriſtendom. And his ma- 
jelty's clemency and inclination to his catholick ſubje&s ſhould induce them to 
conſider, as well what is conſiſtent with his regal intereſt (if ever they hope to 
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live happily under his protection) as what may, according to the diſtinct fancies 
of men, ſeem to contribute to the general catholick intereſt, ſeparated from the 
free exerciſe of their religion, which is not at all in queſtion, but ſecurely pro- 
vided for by his majeſty's gracious offers. And if the catholick Iriſh ſhall diſpaſ- 
ſionately weigh and conſider theſe particulars, and the natural conſequences 
that might (at leaſt probably) flow from thence, they will have reaſon to thank 
his majeſty for cancelling fo ill a bargain ; and to believe, that if he ſhould have 
© conſented to it, it would have been ſo far from being the means to have kept up 
a war in that kingdom, that it would have ſpeedily produced the rooting out 
the catholick religion from that kingdom, and the extirpation of the nation; 
and that upon theſe reaſons : AI : | | 
1. If the king ſo totally diveſts himſelf of his royal power, as apparently he 
doth by conſenting to thoſe articles, he can no further preſs aſſiſtance for that 
kingdom from any chriſtian princes ; who would not hold themſelves obliged 
to it, after he had transferred the ſovereign power from himſelf : ſo that they 
muſt ſolely depend upon the ſingle protection of the duke of Lorrain, who may 
not be thought alone equal to the enemy he is to contend with. And thoſe 
places from whence principally. (if not ſolely) traffick and commerce muſt be 
preſerved, and ſupplies of all proviſions muſt be ſent to th: kingdom, are in 
amity and alliance with his majeſty, and in no good terms with his highneſs 
of Lorrain; ſo that it may be worth the conſidering, whether that commerce 
and liberty of thoſe ports may not be reſtrained, when it is diſcerned that the 
duke of Lorrain is at leaſt as much concerned therein as the king of Great 
Britain. | | : 
2. If his majeſty ſhould be able to procure greater aſſiſtance from other 
princes for the relief of Ireland, than the duke of Lorrain does ſend thither; 
or if, by the revolution of affections and humours, he ſhould, with God's bleſſing, 
reduce his other kingdoms to his obedience, fo that he might be able to tranſport 
men from thence to ſuppreſs the Engliſh rebels in Ireland: he cannot do it 
without breach of theſe articles, except he will ſubject all thoſe forces to the 
obedience of the duke of Lorrain, and his commander in chief, whom he ſhall 
depute in his abſence. : 
3. Whereas the Engliſh rebels do yet maintain the war in Ireland by ſoldiers 
of their own party, and corrupted affections, all his majeſty's party looking upon 
the catholicks of that kingdom, fince they ſubmitted to his majeſty's obedience, 
as their fellow ſubjects, and ſo not ſuffering themſelves to be engaged in the 
war againſt them, whereby the ſupplies of men out of England have been ſent 
in very ſmall proportions, and ſo the Iriſh have been the better able to contend 
with them: if it ſhould be once conceived (as by his majeſty's confirmation of 
theſe articles it would preſently be) that his majeſty had aliened that kingdom, 
and ſubjected it to a foreign prince, and with ſuch circumſtances as imply an 
expulſion of all proteſtants; it is to be juſtly feared, that all his majeſty's party 
would believe, that they could not commit a treſpaſs againſt the king, (the 
conſcience whereof only reſtrains them from that war) by fighting againſt a 
foreign prince, who hath no dependance upon his majeſty, and againſt a people 
who are diſcharged from obedience to him, and may thereupon freely under- 
take both the war and the plantations : which would carry ſuch a ſupply of 
ſtrength to the rebels, that no forces the duke of Lorrain can ſend, will be 
able to preſerve that nation many months from being overwhelmed with cala- 
mities and ruin. To which may be added, the many diſtractions and diviſions, 
which will fall out amongſt themſelves upon the ſame conſiderations, as the 
marquis of Clanricarde hath wiſely foretold. It will therefore concern all perſons 
well affected to the catholick religion, to the ſervice of his majeſty, and the in- 
tereſt and preſervation of that nation, to uſe their utmoſt endeavours to incline 
the duke of Lorrain to enter into a * K* with his majeſty, and to 1 I. 
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him towards the ſupporting of this war, upon ſuch terms:as are. conſiſtent with 
his majeſty's regal dignity, and with his reaſonable hopes of reducing his other 
two kingdoms to their allegiance; and to that purpoſe it may be conſented to 
on his majeſty's behalf: e 

1. That his majeſty will confirm the agreement formerly made by the lord- 
deputy of Ireland, and the abbot of St. Catharine; upon which agreement 
all the conſiderable ſupplies, which have been yet ſent for Ireland by the duke 
of Lorrain were ſent. 5 rt dts ; 
2. That his majeſty will not only conſent that all caſtles, forts, and towns, named 
in the thirteenth article of this laſt treaty, ſhall be put as caution into the hands 
of the duke, for the repayment of all money which he hath, or ſhall diſburſe 
in this enterprize, with the full intereſt for the forbearance thereof; but will 
likewiſe increaſe the {ame ſecurity by any of his majeſty's lands, or by perform- 
ing any other act within his power, in order to the ſame. 

3. That for the free exerciſe of the catholick religion within that kingdom, 
his majeſty will confirm and perform the agreement which was made between 


the marquis of Ormond, his majeſty's lieutenant of that kingdom, and the con- 


federate catholicks with which all the biſhops and clergy of that kingdom were 
then, or ſeemed to be, well ſatisfied. 

4. If any further conceſſions ſhall be thought neceſſary for the ſecurity of 
his catholick ſubjects in the exerciſe of their religion, his majeſty will give a 

acious anſwer to any propoſitions which ſhall be made to that purpoſe: and 
if they be of ſuch a nature, as that his majeſty can willingly conſent to them, 
yet in reſpect of time, and preſent condition of affairs, may be unfit to be pub- 
lickly executed; his majeſty will give ſuch private aſſurance to the duke for 
the future performance of them, as, he doubts not, will perſuade his highneſs 
to paſs his word on his majeſty's behalf. 7 

5. His majeſty will gratify ſuch of his Iriſh ſubjects, who ſhall chearfully 
aſſiſt in this ſervice, in ſuch a liberal manner, by confering honours or offices 
upon them, or otherwiſe advancing them, that they ſhall have cauſe to magnify 
his royal bounty. And in the recommendation of any ſuch perſons, the deſires 
of the duke of Lorrain ſhall be of high ſignification with his majeſty ; and if 
his highneſs, ſhall at any time intimate his particular wiſhes of this kind, his 
majeſty will not leave him unſatisfied. | 

6. His majeſty will aſſign ſo many thouſand acres of good land within 
that his kingdom, either of the ancient land of the crown, or of ſuch as 
{hall eſcheate to him from the treaſon of theſe rebels, to be diſpoſed of to ſuch 
officers of the duke of Lorrain, as he ſhall employ in that ſervice, and 
* to the advice and direction of his highneſs, as a reward of their 
ervice. | 
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Here the letters of the earl of Clanricarde conclude; and it is probable the 
preceding paper might be the laſt which he preſerved, as we learn from 
Clarendon, that the treaty with the duke of Lorraine here broke off; and 
the earl of Clanricarde, finding it impoſſible that he ſhould be of any ſervice 
to his majeſty's affairs in this country, retired into England, where he ſoon 
after died. With an account of which, from the ſaid noble writer, it may 
not be improper to cloſe this work. 


9 HE duke of Lorraine had a very good mind to get footing in Ireland; 
«© K where he was ſure, there wanted not men to make armies enough, 
« which he thought, were not likely to want courage to defend their country 
* and religion. And the commiſſioners very frankly offered to deliver up 
© Galloway, and all the places which were in their poſſeſſion, into his hands,

| 2 with the remainder of the kingdom, as ſoon as it could be reduced; and 
i to obey him abſolutely as their prince. But he, as a reſerve to decline the 
„Whole, if it appeared to be a deſign fuller of difficulty than he then 
© apprehended, diſcovered much of his affection to the king, and his reſolu- 
** tion, Not to accept any thing that was propoſed, without his majeſty's 
*« privity, and full approbation.” But in the mean time, and till that might 
< be procured, he was content to ſend the abbot of St. Catharine's, 'a Lor- 
rainer, and a perſon principally entruſted by him, as his ambaſſador into 
Ireland, to be informed of the true ſtate of that kingdom, and what real 
e ſtrength the confederate catholicks were poſſeſſed of, and at what unity 
* among themſelves. - With him he ſent about three or four © thouſand 
< piſtoles, to ſupply their preſent neceſſities, and ſome arms and ammunition. 
The duke wrote to the lord-deputy, the marquis of Clanricarde, as the 
« king's governor, and the perſon, by whoſe authority all thoſe propoſitions 
had been made to him by the commiſſioners. 

“The abbot upon his arrival (though he was civilly received) quickly found, 
that the marquis knew nothing of what the commiſſioners had propoſed or 
« offered; and would by no means ſo much as enter upon any treaty with 
„him; but, diſavowed all that they had ſaid or done with much vehemence, 
e and with a proteſtation, That he would cauſe their hea s to be cut off, if 
e they returned, or came into his hands. And the marquis did, at the ſame 
d time, write very large letters, both to the king and the marquis of Ormond, of 
their preſumption and wickedneſs; and very earneſtly defired, That they 
© might be impriſoned, and kept till they might undergo a juſt trial. 

As the marquis expreſſed all poſſible indignation, ſo many of the catho- 
ce lick nobility, and even ſome of their clergy, who never intended to with- 
ce draw their loyalty from the crown of England, how weakly ſoever they had 
« manifeſted it; indeed, all the Iriſh nation, but thoſe of Ulſter, who were 
tc of the old ſepts, were wonderfully ſcandalized to find, that all their ſtrength 
ce was to be delivered preſently up into the poſſeſſion of a foreign prince; 
«© upon whoſe good nature only, it muſt be preſumed that he would here- 
« after reſtore it to the king: it was now time for the popiſh biſhops, 
« and their confederates, to make good what had been offered by the com- 
<« miſſioners with their authority; which, though they thought not fit to 
« own, they uſed all their endeavours now in procuring to have it con- 
ce ſented to, and ratified. They very importunately adviſed, and preſſed the 
« Jord-deputy, To confirm what had been offered, as the only viſible 
« means to preſerve the nation, and a root out of which the king's rights 
might again ſpring and grow up: and when they found, that he was ſo far 
from yielding to what they deſired, that, if he had power, he would pro- 
« ceed againſt them with the utmoſt ſeyerity for what they had done, that 
« he would no more give audience to the ambaſſador, and removed from the 
ce place where they were, to his own houſe and caſtle at Portumny, to be ſe- 
« cure from their importunity or violence, they barefaced owned all that the 
« commiſſioners had propounded, as done by their order, who could make 
« it good; and deſired the embaſſador to enter into a treaty with them; and 
ce declared, © That they would ſign ſuch articles, with which the duke of Lor- 
ce rain ſhould be well fatisfied.” They undervalued the power of the marquis of 
« Clanricarde, as not able to oppoſe any agreement they ſhould make, nor able 
ce to make good any thing he ſhould promiſe himſelf, without their aſſiſtance. 

« The ambaſſador was a wiſe man, and of fleghm enough; and though he 
« heard all they would ſay, and received any propoſitions they would give him 
« in-writing, yet he quickly diſcerned, that they were ſo unſkilful as to the 
« managery of any great deſign, and ſo disjointed among themſelves, that 
4 they could not be depended upon to. any purpoſe; and excuſed 8 


| 3 from entering upon any new treaty with them, as hay 210 
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e to-treat, but with the lord-deputy. But he told them, Tillkoualc 
all that they had, or would propoſe to him, to the duke his Wang who, 
« he preſumed, would ſpeedily return his anſwer, and proceed with 

„ miflioners in ſuch a manner as *would be grateful to them. So he 
« in the ſame ſhip that brought him, and gave the duke ſuch an aft 
„of his voyage, and that people, that put an end to that negotiatioñ ; 
« which had been entered into, and proſecuted, with leſs wearineſs, 
« circumſpection, and good huſbandry, than that prince was accuſtomed to 
e uſe. | | „ | | 

« Whey the embaſſador was gone, they proſecuted the deputy, with all 
ce reproaches of betraying and ruining his country; and had ſeveral deſigns 
ce upon his perſon, and, communicated whatever attemgg was reſolved to the 
« enemy: yet there were many of the nobility, and gentry, that continued 


firm, anfl adhered to him very faithfully; which defended his perſon 


« from any violence they intended againſt him, but could not ſecure him 
„ apainſt #heir acts of... treachery, nor keep his councils from being betrayed. 
« After the defeat of Worceſter was known and publiſhed, they leſs conſi- 
« dered all they did; and every one thought he was to provide for his own 
ce ſecurity that way that ſeemed moſt probable to him; and whoſoever was 
ec moſt intent upon that, put on a new face, and application to the deputy, 
ce and loudly urged © the neceſſity of uniting themſelves for the publick fafety, 
« which was deſperate any other way: whilſt, in truth, every man was nego- 
« tiating for his own indemnity with Ludlow (who commanded the Engliſh) 
© or for leave to tranſport regiments, which kept ſoldiers together, as if they 
ce had been the deputy's army. | 
e The deputy had a ſuſpicion of a fellow, who was obſerved every day to go 
ce out, and returned not till the next; and appointed an officer of truſt, with 
ce {ome horſe, to watch him, and ſearch him; which they did; and found 
&« about him a letter, which contained many reproaches againſt the marquis, 


ce and the intelligence of many particulars ; which the meſſenger was carrying 


ce to Ludlow. It was quickly diſcovered that the letter was written by one 
« father Cohogan, a Franciſcan fryar in Galloway, where the deputy then 
« was; but that much of the intelligence was ſuch as could not be known 
ce by him, but muſt come from ſome who were in the moſt private conſul- 
ce tations. The deputy cauſed the fryar to be impriſoned, and reſolved to 
ce proceed examplarily againſt him, after he had firſt diſcovered his accom- 


ce plices. The fryar confeſſed the letter to be of his writing, but refuſed to 


cc aaſwer to any other queſtion; and demanded his privilege of a church-man, 
and not to be tried by the deputy's orden The concluſion was, the popiſh 
« biſhops cauſed himgto be taken o of priſon and ſent to the deputy, That 
ce if he would fend to them his evidence againſt the fryar, who was an eccle- 
« ſiaſtical perſon, they wowid take care that juſtice ſhould be done. "I 
This proceeding convinced the deputy, that he ſhould not be able to do 
ce the king any ſervice in that country; nor durſt he ſtay longer in that town, 
e leſt they ſhould make their own peace by delivering up him and the town 
together; which they would have made no ſcruple to have done. From 
e that time, he removed from place to place, not daring to lodge twice in 


« the ſame place together, leſt he ſhould be betrayed; and ſometimes with- 


« out any accommodations: ſo that, not having been accuſtomed to theſe 
“ hardſhips, he contracted thoſe diſeaſes which he could never recover. In 


ce this manner he continued till he received commands from the kipg. For as 
ce ſoon as he had advertiſements of the king's arrival at Paris, and it was very 


cc evident; by the behaviour of the Iriſh, that they would be no more applied 


ce to the king's ſervice under his command, than under the: marquis of Or- 
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I mond he ſent the earl of agi haver (who had been formerly a [

c tion of the proceedings of the Iriſh, of their overtures to the duke of Lor- ef a 
| * raine, and of their ſeveral tergiverſations and treacheries towards him, that | 
* any man might diſcern, eſpecially they who knew the generoſity of the mar- 
quis his nature, and hjs cuſtom of living, that he had ſubmitted to a life 
very uncomfortable and melancholick; and deſired his majeſty's leave that 
he might retire, and procure a paſs to go into England; where he had ſome 
eſtate of his owe, and many friends, who would not ſuffer him to ſtarve; 
„„ which bl majeſty made hafte to ſend him, with us great a teſtimony of his 
e gracigus acceptation of his. ſervice; and affection, as his ſingular merit 
tc deſcrved. * 
„ Thereupon the marquis ſent to Ludlow for a paſs to go into England, 
&« and render himſelf to the parliament, which he preſently ſent him; and fo 
the marquis tranſported himſelf to London; whe: he was civilly treated 
by all men, as a man who had many friends, and could have no enemies 
e but thoſe who could not be friends to any. But by the infirmities he had 
| « contracted in Ireland, by thoſe ſevere fatigues and diſtreſſes he had been ex- 
| * polcd to, he lived not to the end of a year; and had reſolved, upon the 
e reebvery of any degree of health, to have tranſported himfelf to the king, 
« and attended his fortune. He left behind him ſo full a relation of all ma- 
« terial paſſages, as well from the beginning of that rebellion, as during the 
time of his own adminiſtration, that I have been the leſs particular in the 
« accounts of what paſſed in the tranſactions of that kingdom, preſuming that 
« more exact work of his, will, in due time, be communicated to the 
«© world.”
